WTl,  Your  Majesty's  dutiful  and  loyal  subjects,  Ministers  and  Elders  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  met  in  this  General  Assembly,  have  received 
with  the  utmost  gratitude  and  respect  the  Gracious  Letter  renewing  to  us 
the  assurance  of  Your  Majesty's  sincere  regard  for  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
of  the  interest  which  Your  Majesty  feels  in  its  welfare,  and  of  Your 
Majesty^s  determination  to  uphold  it  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  its  Rights  and 
Privileges. 

It  affords  us  the  highest  satisfaction  to  learn,  that  the  many  proofs  of

We  are  deeply  affected  by  Your  Majesty's  sorrow;  and,  bowed  down  by 
a  sense  of  the  irreparable  loss  which  Your  Majesty  and  the  Nation  have 
sustained,  we  beg  to  assure  Your  Majesty  that  we  cease  not  to  pray  the 
Lord,  the  Great  Disposer  of  events,  to  support  Your  Majesty  by  His  might, 
and  to  supply  Your  Majesty  with  those  consolations  which  He  only  can 
impart.

Commissioners^  whereof  twenty-one  are  always  to  be  Ministers,  to  meet 
and  convene  within  the  Assembly  Hall,  at  Edinburgh,  the  first  day 
after  the  dissolution  of  this  Assembly,  at  twelve  of  the  clock  noon,  and 
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thereafter    the    second    Wednesday  of   August,    the    third  Wednesday 
of  November,  and  ihe  first  Wednesday  of  March,  next  to  come,*at  twelve  of 
the  clock  noon,  and  oftener,  when  and  where  they  shall  think  fit  and  con- 
venient ;  with  power  to  the  said  Commissioners  to  choose  their  own  Mo* 
derator:  And  likewise,  the  General  Assembly  fully  empower  their  said 
Ciommissioners,  or  their  quorum  above  mentioned,  to  cognosce  and  finally 
determine,  as  they  shall  see  cause,  in  every  matter  referred  to,  or  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  by  any  act  or  order  of  the  Assembly ;  and  to  do 
everything  contained  in  and  conform  to  the  instructions  given,  or  to  be 
given,  by  the  Assembly ;  and  to  advert  to  the  interests  of  the  Church  on 
every  occasion,  that  the  Church  and  the  present  Establishment  thereof  do 
not  suffer  or  sustain  any  prejudice  which  they  can  prevent,  as  they  will  be 
answerable :  Provided  always,  that  this  general  clause  be  not  extended  to 
particular  affairs  or  processes  before  Synods  or  Presbyteries,  that  are  not  of 
universal  concern  to,  or  influence  upon,  the  whole  Church/    And  it  is  here- 
by appointed  that  no  private  processes  be  determined,  except  at  the  four 
stated  diets ;  and  what  shall  be  determined  at  one  diet  of  the  Commission, 
with  relation  to  private  causes,  shall  be  unalterable  by  any  other  diet  there- 
of, and  shall  stand  and  continue  in  force  till  disapproved  of  by  the  General 
Assembly.     And  the  Assembly  renew  the  instructions  given  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventeen  to  their 
Commission,  and  appoint  the  same  to  stand  in  full  force,  as  instructions  to 
the  Commissioners  before  named,  and  to  be  observed  by  them  on  all  points, 
as  if  the  same  were  specially  here  inserted  :  And  that  they  inquire  into  the 
publishing  and  spreading  of  books  and  pamphlets  tending  towards  the 
promoting  of  opinions,  of  whatever  kind,  inconsistent  with  our  Ganfesrion  of 
Faith :     And  that  the  recommenders  of  such  books  or  pamphlets,  or  of  the 
errors  therein  contained,  whether  by  word,  writ,  or  prints  be  called  before 
the  said  Commission  to  answer  for  the  same.     And  further,  the  said  Com- 
mission is  hereby  empowered  to  receive  any  references  and  appeals  that 
shall  be  made  to  them  from  Synods,  in  matters  of  doctrine,  and  ripen  such 
affairs  for  next  General  Assembly ;  and  to  contribute  what  they  can  to  the 
suppression  of  vice  and  immorality ;  and  to  give  all  needful  advice  and 
assistance  to  Synods  and  Presbyteries,  upon  application  to  them  for  that 
end :  Likewise,  to  take  care  that  the  impressions  of  the  Holy  Scriptures^ 
the  Confession  of  Faith,  and  Catechisms,  and  such  books  as  are  authorised 
by  this  Church,  relating  to  the  doctrine,  worship,  discipline,  and  govern- 
ment thereof,  be  correct ;  and  to  give  directions  about  printing  the  same. 
And  the  Commissioners  are  appointed  and  empowered  to  keep  a  corre- 
spondence with  the  Committee  for  Reformation  of  the  Highlands  and 
Islands,  for  suppressing  Popery  and  Superstition,  and  for  promoting  the 
knowledge  of  true  religion,  and  carrying  on  a  reformation  in  those  parts, 
and  to  give  assistance  and  concurrence  therein,  and,  if  need  be,  to  apply  to 
the  Government  for  a  proper  remedy  and  speedy  redress.     And  the  said 
Comnussioners  are  hereby  strictly  prohibited  and  discharged  to  meddle  in 
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any  other  matters  than  what  are  committed  and  referred  to  them,  as  above 
mentioned  :  And  in  all  their  actings,  they  are  to  proceed  according  to  the 
acts  and  constitution  of  this  Church,  and  to  do  nothing  contrary  thereto, 
or  to  the  prejudice  of  the  same ;  declaring,  that  in  and  for  all  their  actings 
they  shall  be  accountable  to,  and  censurable  by,  next  General  Assembly, 
as  they  shall  see   cause.     And  the   General  Assembly  appoint  the   said 
Commissioners  particularly  to  observe  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly, 
One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve,  and  One  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  nineteen,  respecting  the  application  of  the  public  money ;  which  two 
Acts  are  printed  among  the  Acts  of  the  Assembly,  One  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-one.     And  this  Commission  is  to  continue  and  endure 
until  another  Commission  be  appointed ;  and  Members  are  required  to  at- 
tend the  diets  of  the  said  Commission ;  and  absentees  therefrom  are  ordered 
to  be  noticed,  according  to  the  17th  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  held  in 
the  year  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  six.     And  for  the  better  secur- 
ing a  quorum  and  attendance  of  Members  on  the  Commission,  the  General 
Assembly  prohibit  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  or  any  other  Presbytery 
within  twelve  miles  thereof,  to  meet  on  any  of  the  days  or  weeks  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  this  Commission ;  and  such  of  the  members  ojF  these 
Presbyteries  as  are  on  the  Commission  are  required,  all  of  them,  to  give  at- 
tendance on  the  diets  thereof ;  and  the  Presbyteries  at  a  greater  distance, 
who  have  four  or  more  members  on  the  Commission,  are  to  take  care  that 
at  least  two  of  them  attend  each  diet  of  the  same.     And  the  General  As- 
sembly appoint  their  Commission,  at  the  first  meeting,  to  discuss  as  many 
of  the  causes  and  questions  relative  to  the  settlement  of  vacant  churches, 
which  are  or  shall  be  referred  to  them  by  the  Assembly,  as  they  can  over- 
take :  And  it  is  further  provided.  That  when  any  Presbytery  or  Synod  of 
this  Church  shall  decline  to  comply  with  the  sentence  of  the  Commission, 
or  to  give  the  same  a  full  execution,  in  that  case  the  Commission  is  hereby 
prohibited  to  execute  the  same,  by  appointing  any  such  correspondent 
meeting,  as  has  been  sometimes  the  practice,  but  shall  allow  the  same  to  lie 
over  to  the  ensuing  Assembly,  to  which  such  Presbyteries  or  Synods  shall 
be  answerable  for  such  their  conduct,  and  are  hereby  appointed  to  send  up 
with  their  Commissioners  their  reasons  for  the  same.     And  that,  in  passing 
their  sentences,  and  in  ordering  the  execution  of  the  same,  they  strictly 
observe  the  12th  Act  of  the  Assembly,  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
thirty-six.

fE  General  Assembly  did,  and  hereby  do,  nominate  and  appoint  Dr 
Muir,  Dr  Grant,  Dr  Paul,  St  Cuthberts,  Dr  Crawford,  Dr  Hunter,  Dr 
Stevenson,  Dr  Fowler,  Dr  Hill,  Dr  N.  Macleod,  Dr  Cook,  Haddington,  Dr 
Cook,  St  Andrews,  Principal  Barclay,  Dr  Macleod,  Morven,  Dr  M'Pherson, 
Dr  Smith,  Inveraray,  Dr   Clark,   Dunoon,   Dr  Bremner,  Dr  Arnot,  Dr

Assembly,   with  power  to  add  to  their  numbers,   for   the  Reformation 
of  the  Highlands  and  Islands  of  Scotland,  for  promoting  the  knowledge 
of  true  religion,  suppressing  Popery  and  profaneness,  and  for  managing 
the  Royal   Bounty  for  these  ends,  according   to,  and   in  terms  of.  Her 
Majesty's  grant  to  this  Assembly :  In  prosecution  of  which  purposes,  the 
Committee  are  to  appoint  Preachers  and  Catechists  to  go  to  such  places 
as  they  shall  find,  upon  due  information,  to  be  the  most  proper,  according 
to  Her  Majesty's  design  expressed  in  Her  warrant ;  and  in  so  doing,  that 
they  have  particular  regard  to  such  parishes  in  South  Uist,  Small  Isles, 
Glencoe,  Harris,  the  countries  of  Moidart,  Glengarry,  and  Lochaber,  and  the 
other  parishes  of  the  Synods  of  Glenelg  and  Argyll,  which  the  Committee 
shall  find,  by  reason  of  their  vast  extent,  by  the  prevalence  of  Popery  and 
ignorance,  and  other  unhappy  circumstances,  to  be  in  the  greatest  distress : 
And  they  shall  take  care  that  the  persons  they  employ  be  certified,  and 
found,  upon  due  trial,  to  be  properly  qualified  for  their  respective  offices ; 
of  good  abilities  for  the  same  ;  of  a  pious  life  and  conversation ;  prudent, 
of  undoubted  loyalty  to  Her  Majesty,  and  of  competent  skill  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  Divinity,  and  particularly  in  Popish  controversies  ;  such  Preachers 
and  Catechists  being  hereby  appointed  to  be  subject  to,  and  under  the 
inspection  of,  the  Presbyteries  of  the  bounds  to  which  they  are  sent,  who 

are  to  take  care  that  the  orders  of  the  Committee  be  duly  observed  by  them. 

c 
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And  the  Preachers  are  also  appointed  to  catechise,  and  both  they  and  the 
Catechists  to  instruct  the  people  from  house  to  house,  and  to  visit  the  sick ; 
and,  in  all  their  labours  among  the  people  to  be  careful  to  teach  them  the 
principles  and  duties  of  the  true  Christian  Protestant  religion,  and  the  obli- 
gations they  are  under  to  duty  and  loyalty  to  Our  Sovereign  Lady,  Queen 
Victoria,  and  obedience  to  the  laws :  And  the  Committee  are  empowered 
to  give  them  such  instructions  as  to  their  work  and  behaviour  as  they 
shall  judge  meet ;  which  instructions  the  Preachers  and  Catechists  are 
hereby  ordered  to  obey.  The  General  Assembly  do  farther  appoint  the 
said  Committee  to  have  a  particular  regard,  in  their  proceedings,  to  the 
regulations  agreed  upon  by  the  Committee  of  the  Assembly  for  managing 
the  Royal  Bounty,  on  the  30th  September  1730,  approved  by  frequent 
Assemblies ;  and  to  take  care  that  the  Presbyteries  and  others  concerned 
observe  the  same,  which  they  are  hereby  ordered  to  do  j  particularly  the 
Assembly  ordain  the  several  Presbyteries  to  insert  in  their  registers  the 
Committee^s  appointments  of  the  designations,  salaries,  and  stations  of  the 
several  Missionaries,  and  to  have  an  exact  regard  thereto,  in  all  the  letters 
they  shall  write  about  the  said  Missionaries,  and  in  giving  of  certificates 
to  them  ;  and  to  direct  all  their  letters  concerning  Missionaries  in  their 
bounds,  only  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Committee;  which  letters  shall  be 
signed,  at  the  appointment  of  the  Presbytery,  by  the  Moderator  or  Clerk 
thereof :  And  the  Assembly  discharge  any  payment  to  be  made  of  the 
salaries  of  the  Missionaries  and  Catechists,  except  upon  receipts  from  the 
Missionaries  and  Catechists  themselves,  and  upon  such  certificates  bear- 
ing that  they  have  served  for  the  time  mentioned  in  the  receipts,  as  the 
said  Committee  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint,  and  upon  the  production 
of  the  Missionaries'  journals,  and  whatever  other  information  the  Com- 
mittee may  deem  to  be  necessary ;  and  that  every  Catechist  who  receives 
a  salary  from  the  Royal  Bounty,  on  condition  that  the  parishioners  or  gen- 
tlemen of  the  district  shall  pay  a  certain  sum  in  aid  of  such  salary,  shall 
make  a  declaration  that  he  has  received  the  particular  sum  specified ;  and 
that  the  attestation  of  the  Presbytery  shall,  in  like  manner,  bear  that  the 
Catechist  has  received  the  stipulated  sum  which  the  Committee  make  the 
condition  of  his  appointment ;  that  a  journal  of  the  itinerant's  labours  in 
the  ministry  of  the  mission  committed  to  him  be  written  on  the  back  of  the 
Presbytery's  certificate,  and  signed  by  him,  as  the  ground  on  which  the  Pres- 
bytery have  granted  him  said  certificate.  The  General  Assembly  do  also 
empower  the  said  Committee  to  apply,  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned, 
what  may  remain  of  the  last  year's  Royal  Bounty  not  disposed  of,  by 
reason  of  any  of  the  Missionaries  not  fulfilling  the  appointments  laid  upon 
them ;  and  that  they  are  to  keep  a  register  of  their  proceedings,  and  like- 
wise distinct  books  of  accounts  how  the  foresaid  money  is  bestowed,  which 
shall  be  patent  to  any  concerned,  or  who  may  be  pleased  to  inspect  the 
same.  Of  the  persons  above  named  as  Members  of  this  Committee,  five 
are  declared  to  be  a  quorum,  whereof  three  are  to  be  Ministers.     But  it  is 
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hereby  appointed,  that  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Committee  in 
which  the  scheme  or  establishment  of  Missionaries  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
to  be  approved  and  determined,  not  less  than  seven  shall  be  a  quorum, 
whereof  four  shall  be  Ministers :  And  the  said  Committee  are  appointed 
to  have  their  first  Meeting  on  the  day  immediately  following  the  rising  of 
the  General  Assembly  if  there  shall  be  no  diet  of  Commission  held  on  that 
day,  or  immediately  after  the  rising  of  the  diet  of  Commission  if  time 
permit,  or  otherwise  on  the  day  subsequent  to  the  meeting  of  said  Commis- 
sion ;  and  their  subsequent  meetings  on  the  days  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ings of  Commission  in  August,  November,  and  March,  at  one  o^clock, 
if  there  shall  be  no  quorum  of  Commission  on  these  days,  or  immediately 
after  the  rising  of  said  Commission  if  time  permit,  or  otherwise  on  the 
day  immediately  following,  except  that  day  should  fall  to  be  Saturday,  and 
then  the  meeting  shall  be  upon  Monday  next  thereafter ;  with  power  to 
the  Committee  to  adjourn  themselves  to  such  times  and  places  as  they 
shall  find  most  needful  and  convenient.     And  thpy  are  to  keep  a  cor- 
respondence with  the   Commission  of  the   General  Assembly,   and  the 
Society  in  Scotland  for  propagating  Christian  Knowledge,  and  their  Com- 
mittee,  and  to  take  their  advice  and  assistance  ;  and  also  to  corres- 
pond with  the  Synods  and  Presbyteries  concerned.     They  are  likewise 
Jistructed  and  empowered,  as  they  shall  see  cause,  to  apply  to  the  Govern- 
ment, or  any  magistrate,  for  assistance  and  support  in  carrying  on  the 
design  of  the  Commission  now  given  to  them.     And  the  General  Assembly 
do  grant  full  power  to  the  said  Gonamittee  to  make  such  regulations  as  to 
the  administration  of  the  foresaid  Royal  Bounty,  as  to  them  may  seem  most 
beneficial.    And  it  is  agreed,  that  no  person,  once  employed  and  inserted 
in  the  scheme,  shall  be  struck  out  thereof  for  that  year,  but  by  a  quorum 
of  at  least  seven,  whereof  four  to  be  Ministers ;  and  in  case  any  complaint 
shall  be  made  against  any  of  those  on  the  scheme,  it  shall  not  be  deter- 
mined the  first  ordinary  meeting  that  the  same  is  offered,  but  it  shall  lie 
on  the  table  till  another  meeting ;  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  person  com- 
plained of,  and  the  Presbytery  of  the  bounds  wherein  he  officiates,  shall 
be  acquainted  with  such  complaint,  and  those  concerned  be  required  to 
send  to  the  said  Committee  a  just  account  of  the  matter,  against  the  next 
meeting.     And  it  is  further  appointed,  that  after  the  yearly  scheme  of 
Missionaries  on  the  Royal  Bounty  is  settled,  in  the  manner  above  directed, 
and  notice  thereof  given  by  letters  to  the  Presbyteries  concerned,  such 
Presbyteries  shall  send  up  to  the  said  Committee  their  answers  to  these 
letters,  at  furthest,  with  their  Commissioners  to  the  General  Assembly,  if 
the  same   be  not  done  sooner;   and  that  the  Committee,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  General  Assembly,  shall  endeavour  to  complete  the  next 
year's  scheme  themselves ;  and  if  they  cannot  complete  it,  they  shall  name 
a  sub-committee  of  their  number  for  that  purpose,  who  are  to  lay  their 
draft  thereof  before  a  subsequent  meeting,  which  is  appointed  to  meet  as 
soon  after  the  rising  of  the  Assembly  as  possible  :  And  empower  the  Com- 
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mittee,  at  their  first  meeting,  to  reject  any  petition  for  a  new  station,  in 
case  they  shall  find  sufficient  objections  against  it:  And  that  the  said 
Committee,  in  making  up  the  scheme  of  Missionaries,  &c.,  do  not  exceed 
the  sum  in  the  grant.

Overture  and  Interim  Act  on  Regulations  to  be  observed  in  the 

Induction  of  Ministers. 

Edinburgh,  May  30,  1862.  Sess.  12. 
The  General  Assembly  having  considered  the  Overture  and  Interim 
Act  of  June  3d,  1861,  on  regulations  to  be  observed  in  the  Induction  of 
Ministers,  along  with  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Benefices  Act, 
resolved — That  the  said  Overture,  as  now  altered  by  them,  be  retransmitted 
to  Presbyteries  for  their  consideration,  and,  in  the  meantime,  did,  and 
hereby  do,  convert  it  into  an  interim  act.     The  following  is  its  tenor : — 

WHEREAS  diflferences  of  opinion  have  arisen  with  respect  to  the 
Regulations  in  the  Act  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1856, 
intituled,  "Act  respecting  the  Induction  of  Ministers;"  and 
whereas  it  is  desirable  that  no  unnecessary  delay  or  expense 
should  be  incurred  in  the  settlement  of  Ministers  in  vacant  Parishes,  it  is 
Overtured,  That  the  General  Assembly,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of 
the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  do  Rescind  the  said  Act,  and  Enact  and 
Ordain  that  the  following  Regulations  for  the  Induction  of  Ministers,  in 
accordance  with  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  Constitution  and  Practice  of  this 
Church,  shall  be  observed  in  time  coming : — 

Presentation  ^*  ^^^*  cvcry  Presentation  to  a  Vacant  Charge  shall  be 

to  be  lodged,  lodged  in  the  hands  of  the  Moderator  or  Clerk  of  the  Presby- 
tery of  the  bounds.  When  lodged  with  the  Clerk,  he  shall  immediately 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  Moderator,  and  the  Presentation  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Presbytery,  at  their  next  ordinary  meeting,  if  such  meeting  has 
been  previously  fixed  for  a  day  distant  not  more  than  one  calendar  month 
from  the  time  when  such  document  was  lodged.  But  if  no  ordinary  meet- 
ing shall  have  been  fixed  to  take  place  within  that  period,  the  Moderator 
shall,  within  three  days  after  the  Presentation  has  come  into  his  hands,  or 
receiving  notice  that  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk,  call  a  meeting  of 
Presbytery,  to  be  held  on  a  day  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  fourteen 
days  thereafter,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving,  examining,  and  judging  of 
such  Presentation. 

Documenu  to  be  H-  Tbat  along  with  the  Presentation,  there  shall  be  pro- 
examined.  duccd  a  letter  of  acceptance  from  the  person  presented,  and  a 

certificate  that  he  has  taken  the  usual  Oaths  to  Government,  together  with 
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evidence  that  he  is  qualified  to  receive  a  Presentation,  such  evidence  being 
ia  the  case  of  an  ordained  Minister  not  holding  a  parochial  charge,  or  of  a 
Licentiate  resident  in  this  country,  the  production  of  an  Extract  of  his 
Ordination,  or  of  his  License,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  a  Certificate  of  char- 
acter from  the  Presbytery  within  whose  bounds  he  has  last  resided ;  and  in 
the  case  of  a  Minister,  or  Licentiate  who  has  previously  been  residing 
furth  of  Scotland,  sufficient  proof  that  he  still  retains  the  status  and  char- 
acter of  a  Minister  or  Licentiate  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
and  that  he  is  of  good  moral  character ;  and,  if  satisfied  on  these  points, 
the  Presbytery  shall  pronounce  a  judgment  sustaining  the  Presentation, 
and  resolving  to  proceed  towards  the  settlement  of  the  Presentee.

In  doabtfui  cases  HI.  That,  if  any  of  the  documents  so  produced  appear  to 

judgment  tobe  ...  .  ,, 

deferred.  thc  Presbytcry  to  be  invalid  or  insufficient,  the  consideration 

of  them  may  be  adjourned,  due  intimation  being  given  to  the  Presentee, 
and  a  reasonable  time  allowed  to  him  to  supply  the  defect,  or  obviate  the 
difficulty ;  and  the  Presbytery,  when  satisfied  with  the  documents,  shall 
pronounce  a  judgment  to  that  effect.  But  if  they  find  that  any  of  these 
documents  are  invalid  or  insufficient,  they  shall  reject  them,  specifying  in 
their  judgment  the  grounds  of  rejection,  and  causing  their  judgment  rejecting 
the  Presentation  to  be  intimated  without  delay  to  the  Patron ;  unless  he, 
having  sisted  himself  as  a  party,  personally,  or  by  his  agent  or  mandatory, 
has  heard  such  judgment  publicly  intimated  to  him. 

Prwenteeto  IV.  That  whcu  the  Prosbytcry  shall  have  sustained  the 

vM*nt  Church.  Presentation,  and  relative  documents,  they  shall  appoint  the 
Presentee  to  conduct  Public  Worship  in  the  usual  manner  in  the  Church  of 
the  vacant  Parish,  on  at  least  two  Sabbath  days,  and  on  one  week  day, 
and  that  the  Presentee  on  each  occasion,  immediately  after  the  service,

(D.) — Form  Repelling  Objections. 

The  Presbytery  having,  in  the  discharge  of  their  functions,  and  in  the  exercise 
of  their  authority  and  duty  as  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  as  office-bearers  in  the 
Church,  maturely  considered  all  the  objections  aforesaid  to  the  Presentee,  and  all 
the  reasons  stated  against  his  settlement  in  the  Parish  of  ,  and  being 

satisfied  that  the  alleged  objections  and  reasons  are  not  truly  founded  in  any  objec- 
tion personal  to  the  Presentee  in  regard  to  to  his  ministerial  gifts  and  qualities,  either 
in  general  or  with  reference  to  the  Parish  of  ,  did  and  hereby  do  repel 

the  same,  and  resolve  to  proceed  with  the  usual  steps  towards  the  trial  and  induc- 
tion of  the  Presentee,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Church. 

(E.)— Form  Sustaining  Objections. 

The  Presbytery,  in  the  discharge  of  their  functions,  and  in  the  exercise  of  their 
authority  and  duty  as  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  as  office-bearers  in  the  Church 
in  respect  of  the  following  objections  or  reasons  found  proven  by  the  Presbytery 
[Here  recite  theni];  and  further,  having  regard  to  the  whole  circumstances  and 
condition  of  the  Parish,  to  the  spiritual  welfare  and  edification  of  the  people,  and  to 
the  character  and  number  of  the  persons  by  whom  the  aforesaid  objections  or  reasons, 
found  relevant  and  well  founded,  have  been  preferred  ;  did  and  hereby  do  find  that 
Mr  ,  Presentee  to  the  Parish  of  ,  is 

not  a  qualified  and  suitable  person  for  the  functions  of  the  ministry  in  the  said 
Parish,  and  that  he  ought  not  to  be  settled  in  the  same  ;  and  the  Presbytery  there- 
fore refuse  to  proceed  with  his  settlement  as  minister  of  the  Parish  of 
and  direct  an  extract  of  this  deliverance  to  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Patron 
by  the  Moderator. 
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YIII. 

Overture  and  Interim  Act  anwit  Appointing  a  day  of  Meeting  of 
a  Presbjrtery  for  Ordinary  Business,  when  from  any  cause 
such  has  not  been  previously  fixed. 

Edinburgh^  June  3,  1862.     Sess.  ult. 

The  General  Assembly  agreed  to  retransmit  Overture  No.  VIII.  of  last 
General  Assembly  for  the  consideration  of  Presbyteries,  and  in  the  meantime 
did  and  hereby  do  convert  the  same  into  an  Interim  Act.  The  following 
is  its  tenor : — 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  that  some  precise  and  definite  rule  should  be 
laid  down  for  appointing  a  day  of  meeting  of  a  Presbytery  for  ordi- 
nary business,  when  from  any  cause  such  has  not  been  previously  fixed : — 
It  is  overtured  that  the  General  Assembly,  with  consent  of  a  majority  of 
Presbyteries,  enact.  That  when  from  any  cause  it  shall  happen  that 
there  is  no  day  fixed  on  which  the  next  meeting  of  a  Presbytery  is  to  be 
held,  it  shall  be  competent  for  any  three  or  more  of  its  members  to  address 
a  requisition  to  the  Moderator,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  whole  members  of 
Presbytery,  on  a  day  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  from 
the  date  of  such  requisition,  by  circular  letters  addressed  to  every  member 
on  the  roll  of  the  Presbytery  at  its  last  meeting,  for  the  purpose  of  naming 
a  day  on  which  the  Presbytery  shall  meet  and  proceed  with  ordinary  busi- 
ness ;  with  which  requisition  he  shall  comply;  and  that  if  a  quorum  of  mem- 
bers shall  assemble  on  that  day,  it  shall  be  competent  for  them  then  to  fix 
a  day  for  their  next  ordinary  meeting. 


IX. 

Overture  anent  a  change  in  the  Qualification  of  Elders. 

Edinburgh^  June  2,  1862.    Sess.  14. 

The  General  Assembly  agreed  to  transmit  the  following  Overture  for 
the  consideration  of  Presbyteries : — 


WHEREAS  it  is  the  law  of  the  Church  that  an  Elder  must  be  an 
inhabitant  of  the  Parish  to  the  Kirk-Session  of  which  he  belongs, 
and  whereas  a  strict  application  of  this  law  would  disqualify  not  a  few  of 
the  most  efficient  of  the  Elders  of  this  Church,  both  in  landward  Parishes 
and  in  the  neighbourhood  of  large  Towns, — 
It  is  humbly  recommended  to  the  Venerable  the  General  Assembly,  that 
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the  following  Overture  be  transmitted  to  Presbyteries  for  their  considera- 
tion, viz. : — 

That  in  addition  to  the  Qualifications  specified  in  Section  Y.  of  the 
Abstract  of  the  Acts,  relating  to  the  Eldership,  transmitted  by  last 
Assembly,  this  alternative  Qualification  be  added, — "  Or  who  is  a  Member 
of  the  Ckmgregation^  and  a  Communicant  of  at  least  twelve  months  standing.'*'* 


X. 

OVERTURE  anent  the  Admission  of  Graduates  of  English  Uni- 
versities to  the  Divinity  Halls  in  the  Universities  of  Scotland. 

Edinburgh^  June  2,  1862.     Sess.  14. 

The  General  Assembly  agree  to  retransmit  Overture  No.  X.  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church.  The  following  is  its 
tenor : — 

WHEREAS  it  is  considered  advisable  to  alter  the  laws  respecting  the 
admission  of  Students  of  Divinity  to  this  effect,  that  young  men  who 
have  completed  their  under-graduate  course  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge  or  King's 
College,  London,  and  have  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.,  should  be  put  in  the 
same-  position  with  those  who  have  completed  a  course  of  Literature  and 
Philosophy  at  one  or  other  of  the  Universities  of  Scotland, — it  is  hereby 
Overtured  that  the  General  Assembly,  with  the  consent  of  the  Presbyteries 
of  the  Church,  do  enact  to  that  effect ;  and  further,  that  such  young  men, 
on  producing  satisfactory  Certificates  of  character,  may  be  examined  by  the 
Presbytery  within  whose  bounds  the  University  is  situated,  at  which  they 
propose  to  be  enrolled,  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  the  Session 
in  Divinity  for  which  they  are  to  be  enrolled. 


ACT  appointing  Collections  for  the  Schemes  of  the  Church. 

Edinburgh^  June  2,  1862.     Sess.  14. 

THE  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  appoint  the  following 
days  for  General  Collections  throughout  all  the  Churches  within  their 
bounds,  viz.,  (1.)  The  second  Sabbath  of  July  for  the  Scheme  for  Home 
Mission ;  (2.)  The  third  Sabbath  of  August  for  the  Scheme  for  Foreign 
Missions ;  (3.)  The  second  Sabbath  of  October  for  the  Scheme  for  Endow- 
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ment  of  Chapels  of  Ease ;  (4.)  The  second  Sabbath  of  December  for  the 
Scheme  for  the  Colonial  Churches;  (5.)  The  second  Sabbath  of  February 
for  the  Scheme  for  Conversion  of  the  Jews ;  and  (6.)  The  fourth  Sabbath 
of  March  for  the  Scheme  for  Education ;  provided  always,  that  whenever 
the  celebration  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper  shall  happen  to  fall 
on  any  of  the  said  Sabbaths,  the  Collection  shall  be  made  on  the  Sabbath 
immediately  following :  And  the  Assembly  enjoin  every  Minister,  on  the 
Sabbath  preceding  the  day  on  which  each  Collection  is  to  be  made,  to  give 
due  intimation  thereof  from  the  pulpit,  accompanied  with  such  information 
on  the  object  of  the  Collection  as  he  may  have  been  able  to  acquire.     The 
General  Assembly,  while  rejoicing  at  every  manifestation  of  increasing 
Christian  zeal  among  the  people  of  this  Church,  would  earnestly  urge 
on  them  the  duty  of  still  further  augmenting  the  means  provided  by  them 
for  promoting  the  cause  of  the  Redeemer,  hitherto  so  inadequate  to  the 
extent  of  the  field  daily  opening  up  to  the  operations  of  the  Church,  and 
so  far  within  what  might  be  expected  from  the  gratitude  and  love  due  to  a 
crucified  Saviour :  They  enjoin  particularly  all  Ministers  of  the  Church  to 
fulfil  the  duty  incumbent  on  them,  of  at  least  exhorting  their  Congregations  to 
embrace  the  opportunities  of  contributing  towards  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  on  all  the  days  above  specified.    The  General  Assembly  hail,  with  the 
highest  gratification,  the  information  which  they  have  received,  to  the  effect 
that,  in  many  Parishes,  Associations  have  been  instituted  for  raising  funds  in 
support  of  the  Schemes  of  the  Church :  they  regard  such  Associations  as  admir- 
ably calculated,  if  conducted  on  properprinciples,not  only  to  secure  an  increase 
of  means  for  the  diffusion  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  among  those  who  are 
unhappily  still  ignorant  of  its  blessed  truths,  but  also  to  exert  a  most  bene- 
ficial influence  on  the  Christian  condition  of  all  who  shall  become  associated 
for  this  important  object :  The  General  Assembly,  therefore,  most  earnestly 
recommend  either  that  Parochial  Associations  may  be  instituted  in  Parishes 
in  which  they  have  not  been  already  established ;  or,  where  circumstances 
make  an  Association  impossible,  that,  under  the  superintendence  of  Kirk- 
Sessions,  facilities  be  statedly  afforded  to  the  people  to  contribute  to  the 
Missionary  Funds  of  the  Church,  so  as  to  make  the  gathering  of  their  con- 
tributions independent  of  the  variable  accidents  which  affect  Collections 
made  merely  at  the  Church  doors.   Above  all,  the  General  Assembly  would 
ever  specially  press  on  the  Ministers  and  Members  of  the  Church  the  great 
importance  of  accompanying  all  their  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  the 
Redeemer's  kingdom  with  fervent  and  persevering  supplication  and  prayer. 
Further,  the  General  Assembly  enjoin  every  Presbytery  of  the  Church  to 
appoint  a  small  Committee  to  aid  Ministers,  within  the  bounds,  in  holding 
Missionary  Meetings  in  their  Parishes,  and  otherwise  diffusing  such  in- 
formation as  to  the  progress  of  Christianity  at  home  and  abroad  as  may  be 
best  calculated  to  arouse  the  benevolence  of  the  Christian  public,  and  to 
miLintfgiiTi  their  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  the  said  objects.    And  particu- 
larly, the  General  Assembly  enjoin  the  several  Presbyteries,  at  their  first 
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Meeting  after  the  foarth  Sabbath  of  March,  to  require  of  all  the  Ministers 
within  their  bounds  a  distinct  and  articulate  account  as  to  whether  the 
aforesaid  Collections  have  been  made  on  the  days  severally  appointed 
for  them,  and  to  record  the  report  of  every  Minister  in  their  Presby- 
tery Books;  and  likewise  ordain  the  several  Synods  to  take  a  similar 
account  annually  of  the  diligence  of  their  respective  Presbyteries  in  this 
matter,  and  to  enter  the  same  in  their  Synod  Records.  And  the  Assembly 
earnestly  urge  on  their  faithful  people,  seriously  to  consider  the  duty  of 
contributing  liberally  towards  the  advancement  of  Christ's  cause,  according 
to  the  ability  wherewith  God  has  blessed  them.  The  General  Assembly 
further  earnestly  renew  the  authority  and  instruction  formerly  given  to  the 
Committees  on  the  several  Schemes,  and  more  especially  to  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee, to  send,  as  they  shall  see  cause.  Deputations  throughout  the  country, 
to  explain  and  advocate  the  said  Schemes  ;  putting  themselves,  for  this 
purpose,  in  communication  with  the  Synods  or  Presbyteries.  The  General 
Assembly  also  enjoin  the  several  Presbyteries  to  send  up  to  the  next  General 
Assembly  an  exact  report  of  the  Collections  made  in  each  of  the  Parishes 
within  their  bounds,  as  well  as  a  report  of  the  special  circumstances  of  those 
Parishes  where  no  Collections  for  the  Schemes  shall  have  been  made  during 
the  preceding  year.  The  General  Assembly  order  this  Act  to  be  printed 
separately,  and  a  copy  to  be  transmitted  to  every  Parish  Minister,  and  to 
every  Minister  or  Probationer  officiating  in  a  Chapel  of  Ease  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland,  before  the  last  Sabbath  of  June  instant; 
and  they  ordain  the  said  Act  to  be  read  from  the  Pulpit  on  the  Sabbath 
immediately  preceding  that  appointed  for  the  first  General  Collection. 


ACT  recommending  a  Collection  for  Female  Industrial  Instmction. 

Edinburgh,  June  2,  1 862.     Sess.  14. 

THE  General  A  ssembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  recommend  that  a 
Collection  be  made  throughout  all  their  bounds,  on  the  first  Sabbath 
of  May  1863,  for  Female  Industrial  Instruction. 


ACT  anent  the  quoad  sacra  Parish  of  Corsock. 

Edinburgh,  May  31,  1862.    Sess.  13. 

THE  General  Assembly  having  heard  a  Petition  from  the  Presbytery  of 
Kirkcudbright,  did,  and  hereby  do,  enact  that  the  Parish 'and  Church 
quoad  sacra  of  Corsock  shall  be  within  the  boundary  and  under  the  juris- 
diction of  that  Presbytery.

Edinburgh,  Thursday,  May  22,  1862.     Se%B.  1. 

After  Sermon  by  the  Reverend  Dr  Colin  Smith,  Minister  of  Inveraray,  Moderator 
of  last  General  Assembly,  from  I  Samuel  iii.  1,  the  Ministers  and  Ruling  Elders, 
Commissioners  from  the  several  Presbyteries,  Royal  Burghs,  and  Universities,  con- 
vened within  the  Assembly  Hall,  and,  after  prayer,  the  names  of  all  the  Commis- 
sioners were  read  over. 

The  General  Assembly  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of  a  Moderator,  when  Dr 
Smith  proposed  the  Reverend  Dr  James  Bisset,  Minister  of  Bourtie,  as  a  fit  person 
to  fill  that  office.  .  Which  proposal,  after  some  reasoning  on  the  manner  of  ap- 
pointing the  Moderator,  was  unanimously  agreed  to ;  whereupon  Dr  Bisset,  being 
called  in,  at  the  Assembly's  desire,  took  the  Chair. 

The  General  Assembly  being  thus  constituted,  the  Queen's  Commission  to  the 
Right  Honourable  Robert  Montgomery,  Lord  Belhaven,  constituting  him  Her 
Majesty's  Representative,  was  read  with  all  due  honour  and  respect,  and  ordered  to 
be  recorded. 

The  Queen's  most  gracious  Letter  to  the  Assembly  was  also  read,  with  all  due 
honour  and  respect,  and  ordered  to  be  recorded. 

Her  Majesty's  High  Commissioner  then  addressed  the  General  Assembly  from 
the  Throne,  and  the  Moderator  made  a  suitable  reply. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  answer  the  Queen's  most  gracious  Letter,  and 
also  to  name  Ministers  to  preach  before  the  Lord  High  Commissioner. 

The  Procurator  was  authorized  to  draw  from  the  Exchequer  the  Royal  Grant  of 
£2000,  and  instructed  to  deliver  the  amount  to  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Royal  Bounty. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Offiee-Bearers  of  the  Church  for  Revising  Com- 
missions was  read  and  approved^  of. 

The  Assembly  appointed  the  following  Committees : — 

Committee  on  Disputed  Commissions.  ^ 

Committee  on  Overtures.

Committee  for  arranging  the  Business  of  the  House. 

Committee  for  classing  Betums  to  Overtures.

The  Moderator  then  intimated  that  the  Office  of  Principal  Clerk  of  the  Assembly 
was  vacant,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Simpson,  and  that  it  now 
fell  to  the  Assembly,  in  conformity  with  former  practice,  to  fill  that  Office. 

Whereupon  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to,  That  the  Reverend  Dr  John 
Cook,  Minister  at  Haddington,  Sub-Clerk,  be  elected  Principal  Clerk  of  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  therefore  did,  and  hereby  do,  elect,  constitute,  and  appoint  Dr 
John  Cook  to  be  Principal  Clerk  to  the  Assembly,  and  Commission  thereof,  with 
power  to  him  to  exercise  the  office,  and  to  enjoy  the  emoluments,  profits,  and  privi- 
leges thereof,  as  fully  and  freely  as  any  of  his  predecessors  enjoyed  the  same  ;  and 
Dr  Cook  being  present,  had  the  oath  de  ficieli  administratione  officii  administered 
to  him,  and  took  his  place  as  Principal  Clerk  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Dr  Smith,  Inveraray,  directed  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  that  portion  of 
Her  Majesty's  most  gracious  Letter,  in  which  Her  Majesty  referred  to  that  great 
affliction  with  which  it  had  pleased  Almighty  God  to  visit  Her  Majesty  and  this 
nation  in  the  removal  from  this  life  of  Her  Royal  Consort  Prince  Albert,  and  moved 
that  a  special  address  of  condolence  and  sympathy  be  drawn  out  and  transmitted  to 
Her  Majesty  on  this  the  first  day  of  the  Assembly's  meeting ;  which  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to. 

Dr  Smith  then  read  the  draft  of  an  Address,  and  Dr  Lee  proposed  that  the  same 
be  approved  of,  which  was  unanimously  agreed  to ;  and  His  Grace  the  Lord  High 
Commissioner,  at  the  request  of  the  Assembly,  undertook  to  transmit  the  same  to 
Her  Majesty. 

The  Assembly  agreed  that  the  Standing  Orders  be  not  read. 

The  Office  of  Sub-Clerk  being  vacant,  by  the  appointment  of  Dr  Cook  to  the 
Principal  Clerkship,  the  Assembly  agreed  to  proceed  to  fill  up  the  said  office. 
Whereupon  Dr  Pirie  proposed  that  the  Very  Reverend  John  TuUoch,  Principal 
of  St.  Mary's  College,  St.  Andrews,  be  appointed  Sub- Clerk  of  the  General 
Assembly,  which  was  seconded  by  A.  Campbell  Swinton,  Esq. 

Dr  M'Pherson  proposed  that  Dr  William  Paul,  Minister  at  Banchory,  be  ap- 
pointed to  said  office,  which  was  seconded  by  Dr  Bryce. 

Dr  M'Farlane  proposed  that  Mr  John  Wilson,  Minister  at  Dunning,  be  ap- 
pointed to  the  said  office,  which  was  seconded  by  Sheriff  Barclay. 

Mr  Thomson  of  Forgan  proposed  that  Mr  Alexander  Hill,  minister  at  St 
Andrews,  be  appointed  to  the  said  office,  which  was  seconded  by  Dr  Park  of  Cadder. 

A  vote  being  called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  candidates  should  be  all  voted 
for  by  their  respective  supporters  in  the  first  instance,  and  that  the  name  of  the 
candidate  having  the  fewest  votes  should  be  struck  off;  the  same  manner  of  voting 
to  be  repeated  with  the  remaining  candidates,  and  that  then  the  election  should  be 
decided  by  the  vote  being  taken  between  the  two  who  had  the  highest  numbers. 

The  roll  being  called,  and  votes  marked,  there  voted

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There  being  thus  an  absolute  majoritj  of  votes  in  favour  of  Principal  Tulloch, 
no  second  vote  was  taken,  and  the  General  Assembly  thereupon  did,  and  hereby  do, 
nominate  and  appoint  the  said  Principal  Tulloch  to  be  Sub-Clerk  to  the  General 
Assembly  and  Commission  thereof,  and  Clerk  to  the  Committee  for  Managing  the 
Boyal  Bounty ;  and  Principal  Tulloch  being  called  in,  and  the  oath  de  fideli  adminis- 
trcitiane  ofidi  administered  to  him,  he  took  his  seat  at  the  Assembly  table. 

The  Assembly  agreed  to  take  up  to-morrow  the  consideration  of  the  Bill  now 
before  Parliament  to  make  farther  provision  for  the  Education  of  the  people  of 
Scotland,  and,  if  time  permit,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Churches. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  5  o'clock,  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11  o'clock.

The  minutes  of  last  sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of. 

The  Reports  of  the  Committees  on  Overtures  and  Bills  were  read  and  ap- 
proved of. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  for  arranging  the  Business  was  read  and  ap- 
proved of. 

The  Committee  of  Overtures  and  on  Bills  were  authorised  to  meet  after  the  rising 
of  the  Assembly  to-day,  and  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly 
to-morrow. 

The  Rev.  George  Peter,  Eemnay,  was  appointed  to  lecture  and  preach  before 
His  Grace  the  Commissioner  on  the  forenoon  of  next  Lord's  day,  and  the  Rev. 
David  Landale  of  Auchtergaven  to  preach  on  the  afternoon  of  that  day. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  usual  devotional  ex- 
ercises on  the  evenings  of  the  Lord's  day  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  during  the  meeting 
of  Assembly. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  put  on  record  the  Assembly's  sense  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  late  Dr  Simpson>  Principal  Clerk  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  a  Bill  now  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Education  of  the  People  of 
Scotland,  and  of  an  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  to  Petition  for  a  Royal 
Commission  to  inquire  into  the  Educational  wants  of  the  Country. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr  Muir  and  seconded  by  Dr  Bryce,  That  the  General  Assembly 
resolve  to  petition  the  House  of  Commons,  that  the  Bill  now  before  their  House  be 
not  passed  into  a  Law. 

The  Rev.  James  C.  Lees  addressed  the  House  in  support  of  the  Overture  from  the 
Presbytery  of  Paisley,  and  concluded  by  moving.  That  the  Assembly  further  resolve 
to  Petition  Parliament  for  the  appointment  of  a  Royal  Commission  to  inquire  into 
the  whole  condition  and  wants  of  Education  in  Scotland  prior  to  any  further  legis- 
lation on  the  subject. 

Mr  Campbell  Swinton  moved  the  following  resolutions : — 

The  General  Assembly  having  taken  into  consideration  a  Bill  now  before  Parlia- 
ment, entitled,  **  A  Bill  to  make  further  provision  for  the  Education  of  the  People 
b  Scotland,"  and  having  before  them  an  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley 
on  the  subject  of  Education,  find  that  the  said  Bill  is  liable  to  the  most  serious 
objections,  in  respect, —  J 

lir<,  That  it  commits  the  labour  of  inquiring  into  the  Educl^ional  necessities  of 
Scotland  to  a  Commission  principally  composed  of  persons  who,  however  unexcep- 
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The  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee, — ^Dr  Stevenson,  Convener,  with  in- 
structions to  prosecute  their  objects,  indicated  in  the  said  Report,  with  such  prudent 
zeal  as  their  means  may  permit,  and  especially  to  exercise  such  superintendence 
over,  and  afford  such  encouragement  and  countenance  to  all  the  Ministers  and  Mis- 
sionaries in  connection  with  the  Colonial  Churches,  as  may  tend  to  secure  the  faithful 
and  efficient  performance  of  their  duties ;  and  the  General  Assembly  continuing  to 
take  the  warmest  interest  in  the  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Colonies,  earnestly  com- 
mend the  Colonial  Scheme  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church ;  and  the  General 
Assembly  remit  the  application  of  the  Rev.  R  Hog  to  be  admitted  a  Minister  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  in  the  Colonies,  to  the  Committee  for  the  admission  of  Dis- 
senting Ministers  and  Licentiates. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  anent  the 
Spiritual  superintendence  of  Members  and  Adherents,  and  Mr  Stephen  of  Renfrew 
was  heard  in  support  of  the  Overture.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
General  Assembly  recommend  the  important  subject  of  the  Overture  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Office-bearers  of  the  Church. 

The  Committee  of  Overtures,  and  the  Committee  of  Bills,  were  authorised  to 
meet  on  Monday  half  an  hour  before  the  meeting  of  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  half-past  3»  P.H.,  to  meet  on  Monday  at  11  o'clock. 


Sederunt  Monday,  May  26, 1862.    Sess.  4. 

The  General  Assembly  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  11  o'clock,  and  was  con- 
stituted. 

The  minutes  of  last  sederunt  were  read  and  approved. ' 

The  Assembly  called  for  Synod  Books,  when  those  from  the  Synods  of  Galloway, 
Moray,  and  Glasgow  and  Ayr,  were  produced,  and  visitors  of  them  appointed. 

The  visitors  of  the  Synod  Boo^  of  Dumfries  gave  in  their  Report,  and  the  book 
was  authorised  to  be  attested. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  visitors  of  the  Commission 
Record,  which  was  given  in  and  approved  of,  and  the  Record  authorised  to  be 
attested. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  the  Con- 
version of  the  Jews,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Professor  Mitchell,  the 
Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assem- 
bly approve  of  the  Report,  and  receive  with  much  satisfaction  the  statements 
which  it  contains,  as  to  the  measure  of  success  which  has  attended  the  labours  of 
the  Committee  and  their  Agents. 

The  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Committee,  while  pro- 
secuting their  special  labours  among  the  children  of  Israel  in  the  city  of  Constan- 
tinople, at  the  same  time  to  supply  the  Scotchmen  in  that  city  with  religious  ordi- 
nances in  connection  with  the  Church ;  and  considering  the  importance  to  the  work 
in  which  the  Committee  are  engaged,  that  the  teacher  sent  out  to  take  charge  of  the 
School  should  also  be  able  to  take  part  along  with  Mr  Christie  in  the  public 
preaching  of  the  Gospel ;  and  being  satisfied  with  the  testimony  borne  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  Mr  James  Robertson,  the  agent  selected  for  that  purpose  by  the  Committee, 
grant  authority  to  the  Presbytery  of  St  Andrews,  or  any  of  the  other  Presbyteries 
of  the  Church,  to  take  the  said  Mr  James  Robertson  on  trials  for  license,  on  his 
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prodacing  to  them  certificates  that  he  has  given  attendance  on  the  Classes  at  the 
Divinity  Hall  for  three  Aill  sessions,  and  has  delivered  before  his  Professors  the 
discourses  prescribed  by  Acts  of  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  learn  with  much  pleasure  the  favourable  result  of  the 
application  for  the  appointment  of  Mr  Yule  as  Consular  Chaplain  in  connection 
with  the  Church  of  Scotland  at  Alexandria.  With  the  greatest  interest  they  have 
heard  of  the  munificent  donation  made  by  His  Highness  the  Viceroy  of  Egypt,  of  a 
Taluable  piece  of  ground  for  the  erection  of  a  Church  and  School  at  Alexandria ;  and 
t^hey  j^ree  to  record  their  special  thanks  to  His  Highness,  for  this  renewed  proof  of 
his  princely  liberality.  They  also  agree  to  record  their  grateful  thanks  to  Her 
Majesty's  Consul-General  at  Alexandria,  for  the  warm  interest  he  has  always  taken 
in  the  Mission,  and  more  especially  for  the  proofs  lately  given  by  him  of  that  interest. 

The  General  Assembly  having  taken  into  their  consideration  the  objects  for  which 
this  donation  has  been  given  by  the  Viceroy,  and  the  importance  to  the  Church  that 
Alexandria  should  be  provided,  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  with  a  Scotch  Church 
and  School  adequate  to  its  wants,  and  being  satisfied  that  the  expenses  necessary 
for  effecting  this  desirable  object  cannot  form  a  charge  against  the  ordinary  funds 
of  the  Jewish  Mission,  authorise  the  Committee  to  take  such  measures  as  shall 
seem  to  them  proper,  for  raising  special  funds  for  this  purpose ;  and  they  earnestly 
commend  this  important  object  to  the  liberality  of  all  the  friends  of  Missions. 

The  General  Assembly  observe  with  the  deepest  regret,  that  the  funds  of  this 
Mission  are  altogether  inadequate  for  the  carrying  on  of  their  operations ;  and  that 
in  one-third  of  the  Churches  and  Chapels  in  connection  with  the  Church,  no  oppor- 
tunity has  been  given  of  contributing  on  behalf  of  this  most  interesting  and  important 
Scheme  of  the  Church ;  and  as  it  is  of  the  very  utmost  importance,  that  the  Com- 
mittee should  be  enabled  not  only  to  maintain  their  present  agency  at  the  various 
Stations,  but  also  to  extend  their  operations  in  the  other  large  spheres  pressed  on 
thehr  attention,  the  Genei-al  Assembly  not  only  anew  enjoin  every  Minister  of  the 
Church  to  afford  his  Congregation  an  opportunity  of  contributing  on  behalf  of  the 
Mission  for  the  Conversion  of  the  Jews,  but  also  most  earnestly  commend  it  to  the 
fervent  prayers  and  greatly  enlarged  support  of  all  the  Members  and  friends  of  the 
Church. 

The  General  Assembly  agree  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  Convener,  and  to  the 
Committee,  for  their  zeal  and  diligence  in  carrying  on  the  scheme  during  the  past 
jear;  and  re-appoint  the  Committee  and  Professor  Mitchell  as  their  Convener, 
with  power  to  sub-commit,  to  add  to  their  number,  and  all  other  usual  powers. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Overtures  as  to  Uniform  Examination  of 
Students  of  Divinity ;  and  those  from  the  Synod  of  Glasgow  and  Ayr,  the  Presby- 
tery of  Glasgow,  and  the  Presbytery  of  Ayr,  were  read. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to— That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  take 
into  consideration  the  Overtures  regarding  the  Examination  of  Students,  and  the 
whole  subject  connected  therewith,  and  to  report  to  next  General  Assembly.  A 
Committee  was  appointed  accordingly. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Accommodation  of 
the  Assembly,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Smith,  the  Convener.  It  was 
moved  and  agreed  to  : — 

"  That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report,  and  of  the  diligence  of  the  Commit- 
tee in  endeavouring  to  raise  the  funds  necessary  for  the  completion  of  these  improve- 
ments, and  regret  that  their  exertions  have  not  been  attended  with  more  success. 
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The  General  Assembly  being  convinced  of  the  great  utility  of  these  improye- 
ments  to  the  Church,  and  of  the  comfort  and  convenience  which  the  proposed  build- 
ings would  afford  to  all  having  occasion  to  attend  the  meetings  of  Assembly,  recom- 
mend the  subscription  to  the  favourable  consideration  of  the  friends  of  the  Church 
generally,  and  more  especially  to  those  members  of  Assembly  who  have  not  yet  sub- 
scribed  to  the  funds. 

"  The  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  with  the  addition  of  the  Earl  of  Sea- 
field, — Dr  G.  Smith  to  be  Convener, — with  instructions  to  proceed  with  the  subscrip- 
tion without  delay,  to  report  progress  to  a  future  diet  of  this  Assembly,  and  to  use 
all  means  which  they  may  consider  prudent  to  have  the  work  finished  with  the  least 
possible  delay." 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the 
Schemes  of  the  Church,  and  for  the  Overtures  connected  with  the  subject.  The 
Beport  was  given  in  by  the  Rev.  George  Cook  of  Bathgate,  the  Convener,  embraicing 
suggestions  made  by  Presbyteries,  in  answer  to  a  circular  addressed  to  them  by  the 
Committee,  in  regard  to  the  measures  best  adapted  to  quicken  missionary  seal,  to 
increase  and  collect  the  pecuniary  contributions  of  the  congregations,  and  as  to 
modifications  in  the  present  arrangements  for  managing  the  Schemes ;  and  con- 
cluding with  recommending  to  the  Committees  and  Presbyteries  to  use  all  means 
for  bringing  the  nature  of  the  Schemes  before  the  people,  and  for  enforcing  the 
obligation  of  supporting  them ;  and  an  Overture  from  the  Synod  of  Fife  on  the 
same  subject  was  held  as  read. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — Approve  of  the  Report,  and  record  the 
thanks  of  the  Assembly  to  the  Convener  and  the  Committee  for  the  diligence  they 
have  shewn  in  the  discharge  of  the  important  duty  entrusted  to  them. 

The  Greneral  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Craik,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded — ''  That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report 
on  Foreign  Missions,  given  in  and  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr  Craik,  Convener.  Receive 
with  satisfaction  such  evidence  as  it  contains  of  the  success  with  which  the  work 
has  been  carried  on  at  the  different  stations,  through  the  zealous  exertions  of  the 
missionaries ;  and  express  an  earnest  desire  that  additional  labourers  may  be  in- 
duced to  enter  the  missionary  field.  Direct  special  attention  to  the  proposal  men- 
tioned in  the  Report,  as  to  a  change  in  the  manner  of  conducting  missionary  opera- 
tions in  India ;  and  request  the  Committee  to  prepare  an  Overture,  embracing  the 
said  proposal,  to  be  submitted  for  their  consideration,  with  a  view  to  its  being  trans- 
mitted, if  approved  of  by  the  House,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the 
Church,  so  that  the  opinion  of  the  whole  Church  as  to  this  important  matter  may 
be  ascertained.  The  General  Assembly  learn  with  satisfaction  that  the  revenue 
from  collections,  contributions,  and  legacies,  for  the  year  now  closed,  somewhat 
exceeds  that  derived  from  the  same  sources  during  the  previous  year.  That  the 
General  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  of  which  Dr  Craik  has  been  Convener, 
and  express  to  him  and  to  the  Committee  their  thanks  for  the  zeal,  industry,  and 
fidelity  with  which  the  business  of  the  mission  has  been  conducted ;  and  since  Dr 
Craik  has  intimated  that  he  cannot  continue  any  longer  to  act  as  Convener, 
appoint  a  small  Committee,  who  at  a  future  diet  of  Assembly  may  propose  the 
name  of  a  minister  to  be  appointed  as  the  Convener. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  6  o'clock  to  meet  at  half-past  7. 

Closed  with  prayer. 
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Sederunt,     Half-past  7  o*clock.  Evening,  Monday,  May  26, 1862.    Sess  6. 

The  General  AsBembly  met  at  half-past  7,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was 
eonstitated. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Overture  from  Jedburgh  anent  Church  Statistics, 
which  was  read  by  the  Clerk.  It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  a  Committee  be 
appointed  to  consider  in  how  far  it  may  be  practicable,  and  to  what  extent  it  may 
be  desirable,  to  prosecute  the  inquiry  suggested  by  the  Overture  as  to  the  different 
subjects  to  which  it  refers.    A  Committee  was  appointed. 

The  Assembly  resumed  the  discussion  on  the  Report  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Committee,  and,  after  lengthened  reasoning,  the  deliverance  as  it  stands  in  the 
minute  of  the  forenoon  sederunt  was  agreed  to. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  of  a  proper  successor  to  Dr  Craik. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  which  was 
given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Cook,  St  Andrews,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly 
approve  of  the  Report,  and  of  the  diligence  of  the  Committee  in  seeking  to  obtain 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  Presbyterian  Chaplains  for  the  British  army  and  navy, 
and  to  promote  the  spiritual  interests  of  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Presbyterian 
communion,  and  record  their  thanks  to  the  Convener  and  the  Committee. 

The  General  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number — ^instructing  them  to  prosecute  their  endeavours,  with  a  view  to  obtain  the 
appointment  of  additional  Presbyterian  chaplains,  both  at  home  and  abroad, — and 
to  obtain  for  Presbyterian  chaplains  corresponding  advantages  with  those  which 
are  enjoyed  by  the  other  chaplains, — ^and  for  Presbyterian  officers  and  soldiers  full 
liberty  and  opportunity  to  worship  according  to  their  own  forms. 

The  Creneral  Assembly  record  their  thanks  to  Dr  Macduff  for  his  renewed  ser- 
vices in  visiting  the  camp,  and  assisting  at  the  dispensation  of  the  communion  at 
Aldershot ;  and  highly  approve  of  such  communication  being  maintained,  through 
ministers  of  the  Church  being  sent  from  time  to  time  to  assist  the  chaplains. 

The  Greneral  Assembly  rejoice  to  learn  that  some  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
distribution  of  copies  of  **  Aids  to  Devotion'*  among  soldiers,  and  also  of  Bibles  with 
psalms  among  sailors,  and  earnestly  hope  that  the  Committee  will,  ere  long,  be  able 
to  succeed  in  providing  a  larger  supply  of  Bibles  among  sailors,  and  copies  of  ^'  Aids 
to  Devotion''  among  Presbyterian  soldiers  and  sailors. 

The  General  Assembly  warmly  recommend  the  objects  of  the  Committee's  ope* 
rations  to  the  energetic. and  liberal  support  of  the  ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church. 

It  was  further  resolved — That  the  Assembly  learn  with  great  regret  that  Dr 
Cook  cannot  continue  his  valuable  services  as  Convener,  and  appoint  a  Committee  to 
select  a  suitable  successor. 

The  Assembly  authorised  the  Committee  of  Bills  to  meet  to-morrow  at  a  quarter 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  half-past  11  P.M.,  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11  o'clock  A.M. 

Closed  with  prayer. 

Sederunt  Tuesday,  May  27, 1862.    Seas.  6. 

The  General  Assembly  did  again  convene,  and  was  constituted. 
The  Minutes  of  the  two  last  sederunts  were  read  and  approved  of.

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Synod  Books  were  called  for,  and  those  from  Angus  and  Mearns,  and  Lothian 
and  Tweeddale,  were  given  in,  and  Committees  appointed  to  visit  them. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  was  given  in  and  read. 

The  Committee  on  the  case  of  Newhills  gave  in  a  Report  that  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  supply  of  that  Parish  had  proved  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  for  arranging  the  Business  of  the  House  was 
read  and  approved  of. 

Dr  Smith  read  a  Memorial  transmitted  to  him  as  Moderator  of  last  General 
Assembly,  from  Officiating  Chaplains  to  the  Presbyterian  Troops  in  India,  and 
addressed  the  House  upon  it    After  reasoning,  the  following  deliverance  was  a^eed 

to: — 

That  the  General  Assembly  having  had  before  them  the  Memorial  from  the 
Officiating  Chaplains  to  the  Presbyterian  Troops  in  India,  regret  that  the  efforts 
hitherto  made  to  get  their  position  improved,  have  been  unsuccessful ;  and  remit 
the  Memorial  to  the  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains,  with  instructions  to 
them  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  advisable, — by  communicating  with 
Government  or  otherwise, — with  a  view,  if  possible,  to  such  a  permanent  arrange- 
ment being  made  as  may  secure  persons  in  every  way  qualified  for  the  important 
and  delicate  office  of  Chaplains  to  the  Presbyterian  troops  in  India. 

A  Commission  in  favour  of  John  Tait,  Esq  ,  to  represent  the  Burgh  of  Culross, 
was  read  and  sustained,  and  Mr  Tait  authorised  to  take  his  seat  as  a  member  of 
this  House. 

The  General  Assembly  had  transmitted  to  them  from  their  Committee  on  Bills, 
appeals  at  the  instance  of  John  Brown,  Esq.  of  Hill,  and  others,  against  certain 
findings  of  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  in  the  libel  at  their  instance  against  the  Rev. 
William  Gebbie,  minister  at  Dunlop,  and  certain  appeals  on  the  part  of  Mr  Gebbie 
against  certain  findings  of  the  Presbytery  in  the  same  case. 

Parties  being  called,  there  appeared,  for  the  libellers,  Mr  GifFord,  Advocate  : 
for  Mr  Gebbie,  Mr  D.  B.  Hope  and  Mr  Millar,  Advocates ;  and  Dr  Campbell  of 
Kilwinning,  Mr  Arthur,  and  Mr  Brown,  for  the  Presbytery. 

Mr  Gifford  was  heard  for  the  libellers,  and  the  Assembly  adjourned  at  20  minutes 
past  5,  to  meet  again  at  7  o'clock  evening. 


Sederunt.  7  o'clock,  Tuesday,  May  27,  1862.     Scm.  7. 

The  Assembly  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  constituted. 

The  Committee  of  Bills  was  authorised  to  meet  to-morrow,  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  the  meeting  of  Assembly. 

The  Assembly  resumed  hearing  parties  in  the  case  of  Mr  Gebbie,  and  Mr  Hope 
was  heard  for  Mr  Gebbie,  and  Dr  Campbell  for  the  Presbytery. 

Parties  were  withdrawn. 
After  reasoning,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed  to — That  the 
General  Assembly  dismiss  the  appeals  for  the  libellers,  and  affirm  the  findings  of 
the  Presbytery  as  regards  the  first,  second,  eighth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  fifteenth, 
sixteenth,  seventeenth,  and  nineteenth  charges  of  the  Libel,  and  of  new  find  the 
said  charges  not  proven :  Sustain  the  Appeal  for  Mr  Gebbie  against  the  findings  of 
the  Presbytery  on  the  eighteenth  charge :  Recall  the  said  finding,  and  find  the  said 
charge  also  not  proven  :  Sustain  the  appeals  for  the  libellers  against  the  findings 
of  the  Presbytery  on  the  third,  sixth,  seventh,  and  ninth  charges  :  Becall  the  said 
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findings,  and  find  the  said  charges  proven :  Dismiss  the  Appeals  for  Mr  Gebbie, 
and  affirm  the  findings  of  the  Presbytery  as  regards  the  fourth,  fifth,  thirteenth, 
and  fourteenth  charges,  and  find  the  said  charges  also  pr&uefif  to  the  extent  to  which 
the  same  hare  been  found  proven  by  the  Presbytery. 

The  General  Assembly  further  find,  that  the  statements  imputed  to  Mr  Gebbie, 
in  certain  of  the  charges  which  the  Assembly  have  found  proven,  as  well  as  the  acts 
said  to  have  been  done  or  countenanced  by  him  on  the  occasions  specified  in  the 
foorteenth  charge  of  the  Libel,  which  the  Assembly  has  also  found  proven,  were 
ottered  and  done  in  scenes  and  under  circumstances  of  great  temporary  excitement ; 
and  that  it  is  necessary,  before  proceeding  to  pass  sentence  under  the  libel,  to 
ascertain  whether  Mr  Gebbie  deliberately  holds  the  opinions  attributed  to  him,  or 
justifies  the  acts  said  to  have  been  done  by  him,  in  the  said  charges ;  and  the 
Assembly  therefore  delay  pronouncing  sentence,  in  hoc  statu,  and  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee to  confer  with  Mr  Gtebbie  on  the  said  matters,  and  to  report  to  this  Assembly 
at  as  early  a  diet  as  may  be.  A  Committee  appointed  accordingly — Dr  Muir,  Con- 
Tener. 

Parties  were  called  in,  and  the  judgment  intimated. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  visitors  of  the  Synod  Books  of  Dumfries,  Lothian 
and  Tweeddale,  Glasgow  and  Ayr,  and  Angus  and  Meams,  and  the  Books  were 
ordered  to  be  attested. 
The  Assembly  adjourned  at  a  quarter  to  12,  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11  o  clock. 


Sederunt.  Wednesday,  May  28,  1862.     Sees.  8. 

The  General  Assembly  did  again  convene,  and  was  constituted  by  prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  two  sederunts  were  read  and  approved  of. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  Parochial  School  Extension  Bill,  now  with- 
drawn, was  continued,  to  watch  over  the  introduction  of  any  similar  Bill  into  Parlia- 
ment, but  with  instructions  to  take  no  action  thereon  without  calling  a  meeting  of 
Commission. 

The  Assembly  authorised  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Overtures  at  the  rising 
of  this  diet  of  Assembly. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  was  read  and  approved  of. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  on  Sabbath  Schools,  which  was 
given  in  and  read  by  Mr  M*Kie,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assem- 
bly approve  of  the  Report ;  commend  the  manner  in  which  Returns  from  Synods 
have  been  prepared ;  enjoin  every  Presbytery  and  Synod  to  appoint  a  Committee  on 
Sabbath  Schools,  that  Reports  having  been  first  brought  up  to  the  Presbytery,  may 
afterwards  be  submitted  to  that  meeting  of  Synod  which  takes  place  immediately 
before  the  meeting  of  Assembly,  and  forthwith  sent  to  the  Convener  of  the  Assem- 
bly's Committee ;  enjoin  all  Ministers  to  transmit  in  due  time  to  the  Conveners  of 
Presbytery  Committees  answers  to  the  queries  that  may  be  addressed  to  them  by 
the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly.  That  the  following  be  appointed  the 
Committee  on  Sabbath  Schools,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number.  A  Committee 
was  appointed  in  terms  of  the  piotion. 

The  Committee  of  Bills  was  authorised  to  meet  to  morrow  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  the  sitting  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Committee  for  Classing  Returns  to  Overtures  gave  in  their  Report,  whereby 
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it  appeared  that  none  of  the  Overtares  sent  down  to  Presbyteries  bad  received  the 
approval  of  a  majority  thereof. 

A  letter  was  read  to  the  Assembly  from  the  Synod  of  the  Charch  of  Scotland  in 
England,  and  a  deputation  from  the  Synod — the  Rev.  John  Ellis  Rae,  Rev.  John 
Orr,  Rev.  Edward  B.  Rodgers — ^as  introduced  to  the  Assembly,  and  Mr  Rae  ad- 
dressed the  Assembly. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to— That  the  thanks  of  the  House  be  given 
to  the  Deputation  for  their  extremely  interesting  communication  as  to  the  state  of 
the  Scotch  Church  in  England,  and  for  their  warm  expressions  of  attachment  to  the 
Church  of  Scotland;  and  that,  having  heard  from  them  the  expression  of  their  anxiety 
for  the  co-operation  of  this  Church  in  their  Church  and  Manse  Scheme,  recommend 
that  scheme  to  the  cordial  support  of  the  Ministers,  Elders,  and  Members  of  the 
Church ;  and  appoint  the  following  Committee,  with  full  power  to  raise  the  re- 
quisite funds,  and  otherwise  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in 
England.     Committee  named. 

The  Deputation  then  received  from  the  Chair  the  thanks  of  the  House. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Parochial  School  Committee, 
which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Cook  of  St  Andrews,  one  of  the  Joint-Conveners ; 
the  Overtures  from  the  Presbyteries  of  Dundee  and  Linlithgow,  in  reference  to 
the  Parochial  Schools  Act  being  also  read,  Mr  D.  Smith,  the  other  Convener,  was 
heard  on  the  subject  of  the  Report,  and  concluded  by  moving  the  following  deliver- 
ance, which  was  agreed  to  :— 

That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report,  and  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee,  and  record  their  thanks  to  the  Conveners,  and  through  them  to  the 
Committee,  for  their  exertions  in  endeavouring  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the 
Assembly,  and  direct  the  account  of  the  expenses  incurred  by  them  to  be  remitted 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  payment. 

The  General  Assembly  having  taken  into  consideration  the  Act  24  and  25  Vict., 
c.  107,  entitled,  *'Act  to  alter  and  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  Parochial  and 
«  Burgh  Schools  in  Scotland/'  desire  to  express  their  disappointment  that  a  measure 
so  materially  affecting  the  parish  schools  should  have  been  brought  into  Parliament, 
and  passed  without  an  opportunity  being  given  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  General 
Assembly,  of  expressing  an  opinion  in  regard  to  the  principles  on  which  it  was 
founded,  and  to  details  by  which  these  principles  must  be  carried  out. 

The  General  Assembly  further,  while  cordially  approving  of  the  provisions  by 
which  the  salaries  of  the  parochial  schoolmasters  are  increased,  retiring  allow- 
ances secured,  and  the  eflSciency  of  the  schools  promoted,  desire  to  record  their  deep 
regret  that  these  provisions  should  have  been  accompanied  by  a  change  in  the  rela- 
tion which  has  so  beneficially  hitherto  existed  between  the  Church  and  the  schools. 
The  General  Assembly,  at  the  same  time,  enjoin  all  Ministers  and  Presbyteries 
to  watch  over  the  parish  schools  within  their  respective  districts,  and  the  teaching 
conducted  in  them, — to  encourage  and  support  the  schoolmasters  in  the  discharge 
of  their  laborious  duties,  and  to  promote  the  wellbeing  of  the  schools  by  every  means 
in  their  power. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Education  Committee,  which 
was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Cook  of  Haddington,  the  <ponvener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — ^That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of 
the  Report,  and  record  their  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  measure  of  success 
which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Committee  to  afford  a  Christian  education  to 
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those  numerous  districts,  especially  in  the  Highlands  and  Islands,  which,  without 
their  aid,  would  be  destitute  of  the  means  of  instruction  ;  and  earnestly  press  upon 
the  Ministers  and  Members  of  the  Church  the  importance  of  maintaining  and  in- 
creasing their  contributions  in  support  of  the  Scheme. 

The  General  Assembly  learn  with  satisfaction  that  their  Normal  Schools  in 
Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  continue  most  efficient  and  successful  in  their  training,  and 
recognise  the  importance  of  appointing  to  schools  teachers  who  have  been  specially 
edacated  for  their  work. 

The  General  Assembly  record  the  pleasure  which  it  has  afforded  them  to  hear  of 
ike  progress  made  in  extending  female  and  sewing  schools.  They  urge  on  the 
Committee  further  efforts  in  this  direction ;  enjoin  on  the  Church  the  importance 
of  completing  this  important  auxiliary  to  the  Education  Scheme,  and  resolve  to 
grant  a  special  collection  for  Female  Schools,  to  be  made  on  the  first  Sunday  of 
May  1863.  '    ^-^ 

The  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  course  taken  by  the  Committee  anent  the 
Bevised  Code  and  the  Lord  Advocate's  Bill,  and  feel  confident  that  the  Committee 
will  be  on  their  guard  against  any  attempt,  by  new  legislation  or  otherwise,  injuriously 
to  affect  the  scheme  of  Christian  education  entrusted  to  their  care  by  the  Church. 

The  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  diligence  and  fidelity  of  the  Committee 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  and  reappoint  the  Committee, — ^Dr  Cook  to  be  Con- 
vener,— with  power  to  add  to  their  number,  and  all  other  usual  powers. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Dundee 
Churches,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Di  Fowler,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  having  heard 
the  Report  of  the  Committee,  regret  to  find,  that,  notwithstanding  the  favourable 
judgments  of  the  Court  of  Session,  now  in  almost  every  particular  affirmed  by  the 
House  of  Lords,  the  stipendiary  ministers  of  Dundee  are  still  unprovided  with  suit- 
able stipends,  and  have,  in  common  with  the  other  members  of  the  Presbytery,  in- 
curred large  pecuniary  responsibilities  in  defending  the  interests,  not  only  of  the 
present,  but  of  all  future  incumbents. 

The  General  Assembly  renew  their  expression  of  cordial  sympathy  with  the 
Ftesbytery  of  Dundee,  and  recommend  them  to  continue  their  endeavours  to  secure 
the  permanent  interests  of  the  ministerial  cures  in  Dundee ;  and  farther  earnestly 
recommend  to  all  the  friends  of  the  Church  to  aid  in  relieving  the  parties  responsible 
for  ihe  heavy  pecuniary  liabilities  they  have  incurred,  and  which  it  was  utterly  im- 
possible for  them,  having  regard  to  the  welfare  of  the  Church,  to  avoid.  The 
General  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  Dr  Fowler,  Convener,  with  power  to 
add  to  their  number,  and  authorise  them  to  endeavour  to  raise  funds  for  the  purpose 
of  liquidating  the  expenses  connected  with  the  Appeal  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
also,  if  possible,  the  other  expenses  which  have  necessarily  been  incurred  in  pro- 
secution of  the  action. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  half-past  5  o'clock,  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11. 


Sederunt.  Thursday,  May  29, 1862.    Sess.  9. 

The  General  Assembly  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  constituted  by 
prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  last  Sederunt  were  read  and  approved  of. 

The  Assembly  appointed  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Bills  for  to-morrow,  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  meeting  of  Assembly. 
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Mr  Sband,  as  Convener  of  the  Committee  for  advising  the  Presbytery  of  Dundee 
in  the  matter  of  the  Dundee  ChureheB»  gave  a  verbal  Report,  which  was  approved 
of,  and  the  Committee  reappointed. 

The  Committee  for  arranging  the  business  of  the  House  gave  in  a  Report, 
which  was  approved  of. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  which  was 
given  in  and  read  by  Rev.  Mr  Smith  of  North  Leith,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed  to — ^That  the  General  As- 
sembly approve  of  the  Report  now  read,  and  adopt  the  same;  reappoint  the  Com* 
mittee,  with  the  same  instructions  and  powers  as  before — Mr  Smith  to  be  Convener, 
and  Alexander  Macduff,  Esq.,  of  Bonhard,  to  be  Vice-Convener ;  and  record  their 
grateful  thanks  to  the  Convener  and  the  Committee  for  their  zealous  and  assiduous 
exertions  during  the  past  year. 

The  General  Assembly,  whilst  gratefully  recognising  the  great  success  which. 
Under  the  Divine  blessing,  has  attended  the  Endowment  Scheme  from  its  com- 
mencement to  the  present  time,  ai'e  constrained  to  express  their  regret  at  the  small 
amount  of  support  which  has  hitherto  been  called  forth  in  many  parts  of  the  Church 
on  behalf  of  this  great  enterprise,  and  they  earnestly  and  affectionately  recommend 
it  to  the  cordial  co-operation  of  all  her  Ministers,  Elders,  and  People. 

The  General  Assembly  specially  enjoin  the  Ministers  of  the  Church  to  bring 
distinctly  and  urgently  before  their  several  congregations  the  importance  of  the 
Endowment  Scheme  being  completed  without  farther  delay,  and  so  to  recommend 
its  support  as  to  insure  the  accomplishment  of  the  object  at  an  early  date  ;  and, 
farther,  the  General  Assembly  specially  authorise  and  empower  the  Committee  to 
make  such  changes  in  the  existing  arrangements,  connected  with  the  offices  of  Se- 
cretary, Treasurer,  or  other  officers  of  the  Scheme,  as  they  may  think  expedient 
for  promoting  economy  and  efficiency. 

The  General  Assembly,  finding  that  inconveniences  have  arisen,  from  the  Titles 
to  quoad  sacra  churches  being  taken  to  the  officials  of  the  Assembly,  without  any 
provision  being  made  for  Titles  being  made  up  during  a  vacancy  in  any  of  these 
offices,  direct  that  the  Titles  of  such  churches  shall  in  future  be  taken  to  the 
officials  of  the  Assembly,  any  two  of  them  to  he  a  quorum. 

The  Convener  further  reported — That  in  terms  of  the  delegation  by  last  As- 
sembly, the  Endowment  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Procurator  and  Prin- 
cipal, or  Depute  Clerks,  had  revised,  adjusted,  and  approved  of  Constitutions 
for  the  following  chapels,  viz.,  1*  West  Church,  Maybole,  Ayr.  2.  Fisherton, 
Ayr.  3.  Elderslie,  Paisley.  4.  Helensburgh,  Dumbarton.  5.  Glengaim,  Kincar- 
dineshire. 6.  Ardallie,  Deer.  7.  Holytown,  Hamilton.  8.  St  Mamock's,  KiU 
marnock,  Irvine.  9.  St  Luke's,  Glasgow.  10.  Lady  Glenorchy's,  Edinburgh,  and 
he  now  specially  reported  these  Constitutions  to  the  General  Assembly,  in  order 
that  the  same  may  be  inserted  in  the  Records  of  the  Church,  and  regular  Extracts 
thereof  given  out  in  common  form.  The  Assembly  approved  of  this  Report,  and 
instructed  in  terms  of  it. 

The  Convener  further  reported — That  there  were  several  churches  for  which 
endowments  have  been  provided,  or  are  in  progress,  the  Constitutions  for  which  it 
may  be  necessary  to  prepare,  alter,  or  remodel,  before  the  meeting  of  next  General 
Assembly,  with  a  view  to  proceedings  for  having  them  erected  by  the  Court  of 
Teinds  into  Churches  quoad  sacra  ^  and  he  craved  the  Assembly  to  remit  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Endowment  of  Chapels  of  Ease,  in  conjunction  with  the  Procu- 
rator, and  the  Principal  and  Depute-Clerks,  or  either  of  them;  to  prepare,  alter. 
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or  remodel,  adjust,  and  approve  of  the  ConstitutioiiB  of  these  Churches,  in  con- 
fotrmity  frith  the  Model  Deed  approved  of  by  last  Assembly,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  7  and  8  Victoria,  c.  44 ;  and  on 
snch  Constitutions  being  so  prepared  and  adjusted,  to  authorise  the  Principal, 
whom  failing,  the  Depute-Clerk  of  Assembly,  to  give  certified  copies  thereof,  of  the 
dates  of  which  they  were  approved,  provided  always  that  such  Constitutions  have 
been  previously  sanctioned  and  approved  of  by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  respective 
bcmnds ;  and  that  these  Constitutions  shall  be  specially  reported  to  next  General 
Assembly,  so  that  they  may  be  inserted  in  the  Records  of  the  Church,  and  regular 
Extracts  thereof  given  out  in  common  form.  The  General  Assembly  agreed  to 
graot,  and  authorised  as  craved. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Overtures  on  the  Church  Benefices  Act,  and 
the  Overtures  from  Edinburgh,  Dunblane,  and  the  Rev.  Dr  Bryce,  were  read; 
and  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  last  General  Assembly  on  the  Church 
Benefices  Act  was  also  called  for  and  read  by  Dr  Bisset,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded — That  the  General  Assembly  having  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  Overtures  from  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  and  the  Presbytery  of 
Donblane  anent  the  Scotch  Benefices  Act,  commonly  called  Lord  Aberdeen's  Act« — 
Resolve,  That  it  is  highly  expedient  and  desirable  that  said  Act  should  be  repealed, 
and  a  new  law  be  passed,  by  which  those  inconveniences  and  mischiefs  may  be  obvi- 
ated, and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  all  parties  interested  may  be  more  clearly  de- 
termined, and  better  secured.  And  they  appoint  the  following  Committee  to  take 
this  resolution  into  their  serious  consideration,  with  the  view  of  suggesting  the 
most  prudent  and  effectual  means  for  its  attainment,  and  to  report  to  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

Another  motion  was  made  and  seconded — That  the  General  Assembly  resolve,— r 

1.  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  the  enactments  of  the  Church  Benefices 
Act  are  based  on  sound  constitutional  principles,  securing,  as  those  enactments  do, 
without  any  violation  of  the  rights  of  patrons,  full  opportunity  for  the  statement  and 
proof,  on  the  part  of  the  people,  of  objections  and  reasons,  of  whatever  kind,  to  the 
suitableness  of  Presentees,  and  for  the  judicial  consideration  and  disposal  of  these 
objections  by  the  Courts  of  the  Church. 

2.  That  the  evils  and  inconveniences  in  the  working  of  the  Act,  complained  of 
in  the  Overtures,  in  so  far  as  such  evils  really  exist,  are  of  a  description  not  imputable 
to  the  enactments  of  the  Statute,  and  admit  of  at  Jeast  partial  remedy,  by  judicious 
regulations  of  the  mode  of  procedure  under  the  Act,  and  by  the  exercise  on  the 
part  of  the  Courts  of  the  Church,  and  especially  of  this  House,  of  a  wise,  liberal, 
and  judicial  administration  of  the  Act. 

3.  That  no  measure,  to  the  principle  or  details  of  which  this  House  can  give  its 
sanction,  has  been  suggested  as  a  substitute  for  the  Church  Benefices  Act,  in  the 
event  of  its  repeal ;  and  for  these  reasons  the  General  Assembly  resolve,  that  it  is 
unnecessary  and  inexpedient  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  a  repeal  or  modification  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Act,  and  therefore  dismiss  the  Overtures. 

After  lengthened  reasoning,  it  was  agreed  to  adjourn  the  debate  till  the  evening 
sederunt. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Paul  of  Whitekirk  was  appointed  to  lecture  and  preach  before  His 
Grace  the  Commissioner  in  the  forenoon,  and  Mr  H.  D.  Hill  of  Eaglesham  in  the 
afternoon,  of  next  Lord's  day. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  5  o'clock,  to  meet  again  at  7  o'clock. 
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Sederunt  7  o^elocky  Thursday  evening^  May  29,  1862.     Seas.  10. 

The  General  Assembly  met  parsaant  to  adjotimment,  and  was  constituted. 

The  debate  on  the  Church  Benefices  Act  was  resumed,  and  after  long  reasoning, 
a  vote  being  called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  state  of  the  vote  should  be  First  or 
Second  Motion,  and  the  Roll  being  called  and  votes  marked,  it  carried  Second 
Motion  by  145  to  91. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed,  in  consequence  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour 
and  the  importance  of  the  subject,  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  the  Report  on 
the  Benefices  Act  to-morrow  at  the  afternoon  diet. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  petition  of  Mr  D.  M*Intosh,  late  Minister,  Kilfinan, 
to  be  restored  to  the  status  of  a  Licentiate.  It  having  been  stated  that  Counsel  had 
left  the  House  in  consequence  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  the  case  was  deferred. 

The  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Ayr  anent  the  Education  Bill  was  referred 
to  the  Education  Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Synod-Book  of  Shetland  was  read,  and  the 
Record  authorised  to  be  attested  in  usual  form. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  a  quarter  to  12,  to  meet  to-morrow  at  11  o'clock, 
./>sed  with  prayer. 


Sederunt.  Friday^  May  80, 1862.     Sess.  11. 

The  Assembly  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  constituted. 

The  Minutes  of  the  two  last  sederunts  were  read  and  approved  of. 

A  Report  was  given  in  from  the  Committee  on  Bills,  and  the  Constitution  of  the 
Church  at  Dalbeattie  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  of  Churches 
and  Chapels. 

The  Assembly  agreed  to  take  up  the  petition  of  Mr  D.  Mcintosh,  late  minister 
at  Eilfinan,  to  be  reponed  to  the  status  of  a  licentiate  of  the  Church,  and  Mr  Mair, 
advocate,  was  heard  for  the  petitioner ;  and  having  been  removed — It  was  moved 
and  agreed  to.  That  no  sufficient  ground  has  been  adduced  for  recalling  the 
judgment  of  the  Assembly  in  this  case.  Mr  Mair  was  called  in,  and  judgment 
intimated. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Widows'  Fund, 
which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Cheyne  the  Collector. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  having 
heard  from  the  Collector,  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Ministers*  Widows' 
Fund,  preliminary  Report  on  the  Fund  by  Mr  Thomson,  and  special  Report 
on  Arrears  by  the  Collector,  Approve  of  the  Report  of  the  Trustees  now  read, 
and  of  the  authorization  they  have  given  to  Mr  Thomson  to  complete  the  investi- 
gation into  the  Fund,  which  he  has  so  far  carried  on,  according  to  the  **  individual" 
system,  as  proposed  by  him ;  specially  approve  and  confirm  the  adoption  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  duties  and  emoluments  of 
the  Collector ;  approve  of  the  strictness  of  collection  which  it  appears,  from  the 
Report  on  Arrears,  the  Collector  has  adopted,  and  enjoin  him  to  continue  to  exact 
punctual  payment  of  all  rates  as  they  fall  due  ;  and  recommend  to  the  Trustees  to 
consider  whether,  in  reference  to  the  Report  on  Arrears,  the  arrears  due  by  parties 
who  have  died,  and  arrears  of  vacant  stipends,  all  in  so  far  as  reported  by  the  Col- 
lector as  irrecoverable,  should  not  be  written  off. 

The  General  Assembly  desire  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  Collector,  for  the 
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Me  aad  efficient  manner  in  which  the  important  daties  of  his  office  have  been  dis- 
charged. 

The  General  Assembly  then  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  second 
branch  of  the  Supplementary  Fund,  which,  in  absence  of  the  Convener,  Mr  Gibbon 
of  Lonmay,  was  read  by  the  Clerk  at  the  Table. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — ^That  the  General  Assembly  having  heard 
the  Report  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  last  General  Assembly  on  the 
Orphan  and  Supplementary  Fund,  approve  thereof,  and  of  the  diligence  of  the 
Committee ;  reappoint  the  Committee — the  Rev.  Mr  Gibbon,  Convener — with  power 
to  add  to  their  number ;  and  earnestly  of  new  commend  the  object  to  the  ministers 
and  friends  of  the  Church. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Presbytery  of  Elgin  on  the 
Elgin  Burgh  School  Case,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Wylie,  Elgin. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to— That  the  Report  now  read  be  received,  and  satis- 
faction recorded  with  the  result  of  the  recommendation  given  by  last  Assembly  in 
reference  to  this  case. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
with  Foreign  Churches,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  A.  T.  Niven,  Esq.,  in 
absence  of  Mr  Robertson,  the  Convener. 

Dr  Revel,  late  Moderator  of  the  Waldensian  Church,  and  now  Professor  of  Theo- 
logy in  Florence,  was  then  introduced,  and  addressed  the  Assembly. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  Moderator  be  requested  to  give  the 
thanks- of  the  House  to  Dr  Revel  for  his  address,  and  to  express  to  him  their  warm 
sympathy  with  that  pure  and  ancient  Church,  of  which  he  was  so  distinguished 
a  member,  and  with  Dr  Revel  himself,  in  that  important  sphere  of  usefulness  to 
which  he  has  been  called. 

The  Assembly  resumed  consideration  of  the  Report,  and  it  was  moved,  seconded, 
and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report,  and  express 
their  satisfaction  at  the  zeal  and  diligence  with  which  the  Committee  have  pro- 
secuted their  labours.  The  General  Assembly  renew  their  expression  of  warm 
interest  in  the  venerable  and  Scriptural  Church  of  the  Waldenses,  and  in  the 
spiritual  prosperity  of  their  brethren  of  the  Central  Protestant  Society  of  France. 

The  General  Assembly  resolve  to  prosecute  the  objects  of  the  Committee  by 
every  means  in  their  power,  as  well  by  the  planting  of  Consular  Chaplaincies  for 
the  benefit  of  the  adherents  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  in  Continental  cities,  as  by 
aiding  their  brethren  of  Foreign  Churches  in  their  efforts  to  promote  the  cause  of 
true  religion.  And  having  regard  especially  to  the  position  of  the  Church  in  Italy, 
and  the  opportunity  of  usefulness  in  that  country  which,  under  the  providence  of 
God,  is  now  being  opened  up,  the  Assembly  resolve  to  adopt  measures  for  planting 
Chaplaincies  in  Italy,  and  particularly  in  Rome,  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

The  General  Assembly  have  heard  with  regret  of  the  intended  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Robertson,  who  has  so  long  held  the  office  of  Convener  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  express  their  wish  that  he  may  be  induced  to  continue  his  valuable  services. 

The  General  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their 
number ;  authorise  them  to  raise  funds  for  the  prosecution  of  their  labours ;  and 
authorise  a  Collection  in  furtherance  of  the  several  objects  of  the  Committee  through- 
out the  bounds  of  the  Church,  on  such  Sabbath  as  may  afterwards  be  named. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Overtures  anent  the  Curriculum  of  Divinity 
Students  from  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh,  and  on  the  Theological  Curriculum 
^rom  the  Synod  of  Aberdeen,  which  were  read  by  the  Clerk. 

H 
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It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  appoint  a  Committee 
to  consider  these  Overtures,  and  to  report  to  a  fature  Assembly  on  the  subjects  to 
which  they  refer.  The  Committee  was  appointed.  The  Overtures  from  the  Provin- 
cial Synod  of  Glenelg  and  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh  anent  Trials  of  Students 
were  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

The  Assembly  had  transmitted  to  them  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee 
Draft  of  an  Overture  to  be  transmitted  to  Presbyteries  in  relation  to  the  proposed 
change  in  the  manner  of  the  operations  of  the  Committee  in  India.  The  following 
is  its  tenor : — 

Overture  to  the  Venerable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  anent  a  proposed  change  in  the  method 
of  conducting  Missionary  operations  in  India. 

Whereas,  from  the  altered  circumstances  of  India,  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions  are  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  for  considering  how  far  it  may  be 
expedient  to  make  changes  involving  the  discontinuance  of  the  Institutions  in  the 
Presidential  towns,  and  the  transference  of  the  labours  of  the  Missionaries  to 
stations  in  the  Interior, — It  is  humbly  overtured  to  the  General  Assembly  to  trans- 
mit this  Overture  to  the  several  Presbyteries  of  the  Church,  that  they  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  considering  whether  or  not  such  change  should  be  made,  and  to 
request  them  to  give  a  deliverance  on  this  important  question,  to  be  laid  before 
next  General  Assemblv. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to,  That  the  Overture  be  remitted  to  a  Special 
Committee,  to  consider  the  whole  subject,  and  to  report  to  next  General  Assembly* 
after  all  due  inquiry  at  home  and  abroad.     A  Committee  was  appointed. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Bridge  of 
Allan  Chapel  case,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Cheyne,  the  Convener. 
It  having  been  stated  that  there  were  parties  in  the  case  desiring  to  be  heard, 
parties  were  called,  when  there  appeared  for  the  Petitioners  James  Millar  and 
others,  Mr  Mair,  Advocate ;  and  for  the  Kirk-Session,  the  Rev.  R.  Johnston,  minister 
of  Logic,  within  the  bounds  of  which  parish  the  Chapel  is  situated. 

Parties  having  been  heard,  were  removed.  It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That 
the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report,  and  resolve  in  terms  thereof.  Parties 
were^called  in,  and  the  judgment  intimated ;  whereupon  Mr  Johnston,  for  the  Kirk- 
Session,  acquiesced,  took  instruments  and  craved  Extracts,  which  were  allowed. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  confer  with  the 
Rev.  Mr  Gebbie  of  Dunlop,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Muir,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  having 
received  the  foregoing  Report,  and  having  deliberated  on  the  same,  Resolve,  That, 
having  appointed  their  Committee  expressly  for  "  ascertaining  whether  Mr  Gebbie 
"  deliberately  holds  the  opinions  attributed  to  him,  or  justifies  the  acts  said  to  have 
**  been  done  by  him,"  the  Assembly  declare  their  satisfaction  with  the  views  com- 
municated by  their  Committee  of  the  state  of  Mr  Gebbie's  mind  ;  more  especially, 
that  he  acknowledges  his  entire  and  firm  adherence  to  the  doctrines  of  Evangelical 
truth,  as  contained  in  the  Standards  of  the  Churches  of  Scotland,  and  that  he  has 
expressed  so  fully  his  contrition  for  whatever,  through  temporary  excitement,  he 
may  have  been  betrayed  into,  at  variance  with  *'  the  doing  of  all  things  decently 
"  and  in  order.*'  Resolve,  That  Mr  Gebbie  be  admonished,  that  henceforth  he  be 
careful  to  behave  himself  in  all  things  wisely  and  prudently — to  avoid  occasions  of 
unseasonable  and  unscriptural  excitements — ^to  manifest  himself  zealous  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  pastoral  duties ;  and,  while  exercising  ^*  the  spirit  of  power  and  love,'* 
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he  be  perseveringly  anxious  and  prayerfnl  to  cherish,  along  with  that  *^  the  spirit  of 
'*  a  sound  mind."  And,  furthermore,  the  Assembly  resolve,  That,  previously  to  Mr 
Gebbie's  resuming  pulpit  duties  in  his  parish,  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  along 
with  this  Deliverance,  be  read  from  the  pulpit  there,  upon  the  first  Lord's  day  in 
tbe  month  of  July  next,  by  a  member  of  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  ;  and  that,  for  the 
supplying  of  the  Pulpit  there  till  the  same  be  done,  a  Committee  be  now  appointed 
to  nu^e,  in  concurrence  with  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine,  such  arrangements  for  that 
purpose,  as  may  appear  suitable  to  the  Presbytery. 

The  following  Committee  was  appointed : — Dr  Muir,  Dr  Hunter,  Dr  Macfar- 
]ane, — ^Dr  Muir  to  be  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  took  up  the  Reference  by  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  in  the 
case  of  the  Rev.  Dr  J.  D.  Lang.  Dr  Campbell,  Kilwinning,  stated  the  Reference. 
After  reasoning,  it  was  moved  and  agreed  to — Sustain  the  Reference,  and  remit 
this  matter  to  the  Presbytery,  with  power  to  recall,  if  they  should  see  cause,  their 
dehverance  of  9th  September  1851,  if  any  application  shall  be  made  to  them  by  Dr 
Lang  to  that  effect. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  i  past  5  to  meet  again  at  ^  past  7,  evening. 


Sederunt  Half-past  7  o'eloch,  Friday,  May  30, 1862.    Seaa.  12. 

The  General  Assembly  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  \  past  7,  and  was  con- 
stituted. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Eyemouth 
Fish  Teind  Case,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Shand,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Presbytery  of  Chimside,  and  of  the  principle  of  having  the 
vicarage  teinds  of  the  parish  of  Eyemouth  commuted  on  fair  and  equitable  terms, 
under  the  authority  of  an  Act  of  Parliament :  Authorise  the  Committee,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Presbytery  of  Chimside,  and  the  minister  of  Eyemouth,  to  consent  to 
any  Bill  founded  on  these  principles :  Reappoint  the  Committee,  Mr  Shand  to  be 
Convener,  with  the  following  additions, — ^Mr  Lee,  Roxburgh,  David  Milne-Home, 
Esq.,  and  David  Broadwood,  Esq. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unexhausted 
Teinds,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Shand,  the  Convener.  It  was  moved  and 
agreed  to — That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report,  and  reappoint  the  Committee ; 
Mr  Shand  to  be  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Overture 
from  the  Presbytery  of  Jedburgh  on  Church  Statistics,  which  was  given  in  by  Dr 
M*Taggart,  the  Convener.    The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report. 

The  Assembly  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Church  Benefices  Act,  pursuant  to  Resolution  of  last  night.  The  Report  was 
again  read  by  the  Clerk. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — ^Tbat  the  Report  of  the  Committee  do  lie  on  the 
table  to  be  considered  along  with  the  Regulations,  and  that  the  House  now  proceed 
to  consider  the  Regulations  seriatim. 

It  was  then  moved  and  ag^ed  to — That  the  1st,  2d,  and  3d  Regulations  be  ap- 
proved of  as  they  stand. 

On  tbe  4th  Regulation  being  read,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  for  the 
words  "  on  at  least  two  Sabbath-days,"  the  following  words  be  inserted,  '*  On  two 
'  Sabbath-days  and  one  week-day,*'  and  that  at  the  close  of  the  Regulation  be  inserted 
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these  words — "  And  it  being  also  provided  that  at  least  on  one  occasion  of  tbe 
"  Presentee  conducting  public  worship  as  aforesaid,  the  Presbytery  shall  be  present." 
It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — ^That  the  Regulation  stand  as  at  present. 
A  vote  being  called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  state  of  the  vote  should  be  First 
or  Second  motion  ;  and  the  vote  being  taken  nominatim  the  tellers  reported   that 
there  had  voted  for  the  first  motion  54,  for  the  second  motion  32 ;  whereupon  the 
first  motion  became  the  judgment  of  the  House. 
Regulations  5  and  6  were  read  and  agreed  to. 

On  Regulation  7  being  read,  it  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  after  the  words, 
"  may  desire  "  in  the  penultimate  clause  of  the  Regulation  there  should  be  added, 
"  Provided  always  that  objections  shall  not  be  received  from  any  individuals  who  do 
not  personally  appear  before  the  Presbytery  to  give  in  the  same  ;  and  that,  in  con- 
formity with  what  has  hitherto  been  understood  to  be  the  law  of  the  Church,  none 
shall  be  allowed  to  object  who  are  not  both  parishioners  and  communicants;  and  in 
order  to  determine  who  shall  be  reckoned  communicants,  every  Kirk-Session  shall 
be  required  to  make  up  annually  a  duly  purged  Roll  of  Communicants,  and  that  Pres- 
byteries shall  see  that  this  is  regularly  done  ;  and  that  in  case  of  this  having  been 
neglected,  in  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  Minister  or  any  other  cause,  the 
Presbytery  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside  in  the  Kirk-Session  for  the 
purpose  of  a  regular  Communion  Roll  being  made  up.  From  which  judgment  Mr 
Macknight,  Mr  Edmond,  and  Dr  Leishman  dissented  and  took  instruments. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  in  the  same  Regulation  the  words  "  to  be 
'*  held  in  the  same  place  **  be  substituted  for  **  to  take  place/'^ 
Regulations  8  and  9  were  agreed  to. 

On  Regulation  10  being  read,  it  was  moved  and  seconded — That  in  respect  to 
the  Presentee's  manner,  or  utterance,  or  ability  to  persuade  in  public  exercises,  or 
any  other  matter  which  can  be  clearly  ascertained  by  the  Presbytery  or  other 
Judicatory  on  personal  observation  and  trial,  either  in  public  preaching  and  exercise 
by  the  Presentee  in  a  Church  of  the  parish  to  which  he  is  presented,  or  in  a  Church 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Superior  Judicatory,  or  by  personal  visitation  and  examina- 
tion otherwise,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  fact  to  be  ascertained,  the  Presbytery 
or  other  Judicatory  shall  proceed  on  their  own  knowledge  to  be  thus  judicially 
acquired ;  and  witnesses  shall  not  be  required  or  admitted,  unless  the  Presbytery 
shall  require  it. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded — That  this  alteration  be  not  made ;  and  a  vote 
being  taken,  it  carried  Not. 

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  on  Regulation  10 — That  for  the  words  •*  members 
**  of  this  Congregation,"  in  the  fourth  sentence  of  the  10th  Regulation,  the  word 
'*  persons "  be  substituted,  and  that  in  other  respects  the  Regulation  stand  a»  at 
present. 

Another  motion  was  made  and  seconded — That  the  Regulation  stand  as  at  pre- 
sent, with  this  exception,  that  after  the  words  '*  occasions  referred  £o,"  in  line*  5 
from  the  foot  of  the  page,  be  inserted,  "  And  in  cognoscing  on  the  objections  stated 
^*  in  regard  to  the  ministerial  gifts  and  qualities  of  the  Presentee,  with  respect  to  the 
*'  particular  parish  to  which  he  has  been  presented,  it  shall  not  be  competent  to 
"  receive  the  evidence  of  any  persons  who  are  not  either  objectors  or  entitled  to  be 
''  such."  And  a  vote  being  called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  state  of  the  vote  should 
be  First  or  Second  motion  ;  and  the  vote  being  taken,  it  carried  Second  motion  by 
19  to  13 — ^from  which  Mr  Macknight  and  the  Procurator  dissented.  v 

It  was  then  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  all  the  remaining  Regula- 
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tioBS  stand  as  at  present,  and  that  the  Overture  and  Interim  Act,  Jane  3,  1861, 
as  DOW  altered,  be  retransmitted  to  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church  ;  after  being 
examined  by  a  Committee  to  secure  its  conformity  with  the  judgments  this  night  of 
tbe  House,  and  that  it  be  passed  into  an  Interim  Act ;  and  the  General  Assembly 
enacted  accordingly.^ 

The  Assembly  ac^journed  at  10  minutes  past  1,  A.M.,  to  meet  on  Saturday  at  11 
o'clock.     Closed  with  prayer. 


Sederunt.  Saturday,  May  31,  1861.     Sess,  13. 

The  General  Assembly  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  constituted  by 
prayer. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  two  sederunts  were  read  and  approved  of. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Feuing 
Glebes,  which  was  given  in  by  Mr  Phin,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Re- 
port,— ^reappoint  the  Committee, — Mr  Phin  to  be  Convener,  and  authorise  them  to 
get  the  proposed  measure  carried  through  Parliament  as  soon  as  possible;  but 
with  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  Church  cannot  undertake  any  liability  in 
regard  to  tbe  costs  that  may  be  incurred. 

Dr  Macfarlane,  as  Convener  of  the  Committee  to  recommend  a  successor  to  Dr 
Cr£uk,  as  Convener  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee,  reported  that  they  con- 
sidered it  expedient,  under  all  the  circumstances,  that  Glasgow  should  continue  to 
be  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Committee,  and  that  Dr  Craik's  successor  should  be 
resident  in  that  town  or  neighbourhood ;  and  suggested  that  Dr  Craik  should 
be  instructed  to  call  together  the  Committee,  that  they  themselves  might  make 
the  appointment.  The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  reappointed  the 
Committee,  with  authority  to  appoint  their  Convener  in  terms  of  the  suggestion  in 
the  Report. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  tbe  Committee  for  the  accommodation  of 
tbe  Records  of  the  Church,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Cheyne,  the 
Convener, — recommending  that  a  small  Committee  be  appointed  with  power  finally 
to  arrange  with  the  Depute-Clerk  Register  for  the  removal  of  the  Records  of  the 
Church,  not  in  present  use,  to  the  General  Register  House,  and  the  terms  on  which 
they  are  to  be  placed  there,  and  free  access  to  them  secured  to  the  officials  of  the 
Church,  and  that  they  be  properly  inventoried  and  catalogued,  and  repaired. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  having  heard 
the  Report  of  the  Committee,  approve  thereof,  and  record  the  thanks  of  the  House 
to  Mr  Pitt  Dundas,  Depute-Clerk  Register,  for  the  ready  and  courteous  attention 
which  he  has  throughout  given  to  the  expressed  wishes  of  the  Assembly  on  the 
sabject, — of  new  appoint  a  Committee,  with  power  to  complete  the  arrangements 
for  obtaining  the  Records  of  the  Church  deposited  in  the  General  Register  House, 
the  power  of  the  Church  over  these  Records  being  always  duly  preserved,  and  proper 
and  gratuitous  access  to  the  officials  of  the  Church,  and  all  parties  properly 
accredited,  being  duly  and  effectually  secured,  with  power  also  to  the  Committee  to 
take  what  steps  may  be  found  necessary  in  the  way  of  bindiDg,  or  renewing  the 
binding  of  the  Records,  and  framing  inventories  or  indices  thereof,  and  otherwise, 
as  may  be  necessary,  preparatory  to  their  removal  to  the  General  Register  House, 
in  so  far  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  authorise  such  expenditure,  hereby  con- 
ferring  on  the  Finance  Committee  full  power  to  make  such  advances  towards  these

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objects  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  as  the  state  of  the  funds  at  the  time  may 
warrant,  and  to  report  to  next  General  Assembly,  the  Committee  to  consist  of 
the  Moderator,  Dr  Muir,  Dr  W.  Stevenson,  Dr  J.  Paul,  Dr  Cook,  principal  Olerk  ; 
and  Principal  TuUoch,  second  Clerk  of  the  Assembly;  the  Earl  of  Selkirk,  the  Pro- 
curator, A.  C.  Swinton,  Esq.,  W.  Drysdale,  Esq.,  J.  Beatson  Bell,  Esq.,  Agent  for 
the  Church,  and  Henry  Cheyne,  Esq., — Mr  Cheyne  to  be  Convener. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Memorial  of  the  Professors  of  Hebrew  at  St 
Andrews  and  Glasgow  anent  teaching  Hebrew,  which  was  read,  and  Professor 
Mitchell  was  heard  in  support  of  its  prayer. 

It  was  remitted  to  the  Committee  for  considering  the  Overtures  on  the  uniform 
Examination  of  Students  of  Divinity. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee, 
which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Phin,  one  of  the  members  of  Conmiittee,  in 
absence  from  indisposition  of  Dr  Crawford  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  unanimously  agreed — That  the  General  Assembly 
approve  of  the  Report,  and  reappoint  the  Committee,  with  the  usual  instructions 
and  powers, — Dr  Crawford  to  be  Convener ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Assembly 
be  tendered  to  the  Convener,  and  through  him  to  the  Committee,  for  the  fidelity 
and  zeal  with  which  they  have  discharged  the  highly  onerous  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities which  have  been  laid  upon  them.     The  General  Assembly,  on  the  one  hand, 
rejoice  to  observe  from  the  Report,  that  the  efficiency  of  the  Scheme  in  its  leading 
branches  remains  unimpaired,  and  that  the  operations  of  the  Committee  under  these 
branches  have  been  fully  sustained,  and  even  increased ;  and,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  Assembly  deeply  regret  to  learn,  that  .so  serious  a  diminution  of  the  revenue 
from  church-door  collections,  during  the  past  year,  should  have  occurred.     This 
falling  ofi^  may  justly  be  attributed  to  the  reasons  assigned  in  the  Report ;  and  as 
therein  suggested,  the  Assembly  most  anxiously  recommend  to  all  Ministers  and 
Kirk-Sessions  to  concert  and  carry  out  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  most  suit- 
able for  raising  additional  contributions  in  order  to  meet  that  deficiency.     The 
General  Assembly  most  cordially  approve  of  the  arrangements  explained  in  the 
Report,  in  the  view  of  enabling  the  Committee  to  resume  operations  under  the 
church-building  branch  of  the  Scheme  ;  and  also  to  devote  a  portion  of  its  funds 
towards  the  employment  of  Missionaries  to  the  lapsed  classes  in  the  large  towns, 
and  in  the  mining  and  manufacturing  districts  of  the  country ;  and  regarding  these 
two  objects, — ^apart  from  maintaining  in  full  efficiency  the  other  branches  of  the 
Scheme,  to  which,  as  hitherto,  its  funds  must  be  primarily  applied — as  of  paramount 
importance,  and  admirably  fitted,  if  duly  supported,  to  confer  inestimable  benefits 
on  that  class  of  the  population  for  whose  spiritual  wants  it  is  more  especially  the 
duty  and  privilege  of  the  Church  to  provide,  the  General  Assembly  most  earnestly 
and  afiectionately  recommend  the  strong  and  peculiar  claims  of  the  Home  Mission, 
in  all  its  departments,  to  the  prayerful  consideration,  and  to  the  largely  increased 
support  of  all  the  ministers,  members,  and  friends  of  the  Church. 

The  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Dunblane  anent  Parochial  Missionaries 
was  called  for,  and  read.  After  reasoning,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Overture  be  dis- 
missed. 

The' Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  StrathfiUan  Chapel, 
which  was  given  by  Dr  Fowler,  the  Convener,  verbally.  The  Assembly  approved  of 
the  Report,  and  reappointed  the  Committee,  with  additions, — Dr  Fowler,  Convener. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Petition  of  the  Presbytery  of  Kirkcudbright  anent 
the  QtAoad  Sacra  parish  of  Corsock. 

The  Assembly,  on  a  statement  from  Mr  Macdufi^,  Vice- Convener  of  the  Endow- 
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ment  Committee^  resolved,  in  tenns  of  the  prayer  of  the  Petition,  that  the  new 
parish  of  Cbrsock  should  be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Presbytery  of  Kirkcud- 
bright, and  enacted  accordingly.^ 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Religions 
Saperintendence  of  the  Youth  attending  the  Philosophical  Course  in  the  Universi- 
ties, which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Cook  (Haddington),  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  diligence 
of  the  Committee,  and  further  renew  its  approval  of  the  suggestion,  that  Students  at- 
tending the  Philosophical  Course  should  receive  instruction  in  the  Evidences  of 
Cfaristianiiy ;  and  in  order  to  carry  these  suggestions  into  effect,  the  Assembly  re- 
^point  the  Committee, — Dr  Cook,  Convener,  with  the  addition  of  Dr  Douglas 
Madagan,  and  authorise  them  to  confer  on  this  subject  with  the  University  Com- 
mission,  and  with  the  Senatus  of  each  of  the  Universities. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Aids  to  Devotion,  which 
was  given  in  and  read  by  Professor  Mitchell,  in  the  absence  of  Dr  Crawford,  the 
Convener. 

The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  reappointed  the  Committee,  with  the 
same  powers  as  formerly, — ^Dr  Crawford,  Convener. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Overture  from  the  Synod  of  Lothian  and  Tweeddale 
anent  taking  evidence  in  short-hand. 

After  reasoning,  it  was  agreed  to  refer  the  matter  to  a  small  Committee,  with 
aothority  to  act  in  the  matter  as  may  appear  most  expedient. 

An  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Cairston  anent  Exchequer  Livings  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Temporalities  of  Benefices  and  Small  Livings. 

Mr  Macknight  read  reasons  of  dissent  against  certain  findings  of  the  Assembly 
as  to  Regalations  for  the  working  of  the  Benefices  Act.  A  Committee  was  appointed 
to  answer  them  should  they  see  cause. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  3  o'clock  to  meet  on  Monday  at  11. 

Sederunt  Monday,  June  2,  1862.    Sess.  14. 

The  General  Assembly  met,  and  was  constituted. 

The  Assembly  took  under  its  consideration  a  Memorial  anent  Cruelty  to  Animals, 
transmitted  through  their  Committee  on  Bills. 

The  Assembly  agreed  to  recommend  the  subject  referred  to  in  the  Memorial  to 
the  favourable  consideration  of  the  ministers  of  the  Church. 

The  Visitors  of  the  Synod-Book  of  Shetland  gave  in  their  Report,  and  the 
Assembly  authorised  the  Book  to  be  attested  in  common  form. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  on 
Saturday  the  24th  instant,  to  consider  and  report,  at  a  future  diet,  on  the  important 
matters  which  the  Report  of  the  Indian  Churches  Committee,  then  given  in  and 
sustained,  was  found  to  contain,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Macpherson. 
The  diligence  of  the  Committee  was  approved  of,  and  the  Assembly  proceeded  to 
take  up  the  Keport  of  the  Indian  Churches  Committee,  on  which  Dr  Bryce  was  briefly 
heard.  After  due  consideration  and  discussion,  it  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed 
to : — ^That  the  General  Assembly  learn  with  much  satisfaction,  that  the  branch  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland  established  in  India  continues  to  prosper,  under  the  blessing 
of  God,  and  the  encouraging  countenance  and  support  of  Her  Majesty's  Oovern- 
ment,  and  that  the  late  increase  in  the  number  of  her  Clergy  produces  the  good

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fruits  expected  from  it  in  the  eztension  of  her  ministrations  to  many  of  the  larger 
stations  in  the  provinces,  where  Chaplains,  with  duly  elected  elders,  were  being,  it 
is  hoped,  permanently  fixed. 

The  Assembly  rejoice  to  hear,  that  the  prospect  now  opening  of  a  native  Chris- 
tian  Church  being  raised  up  is  so  encouraging,  and  will  cheerfully  aid  and  assiRt 
in  this  truly  good  work  by  every  means  within  their  power. 

The  Assembly  regard  the  application  from  the  Rev.  Jacob  David  and  his  elders, 
made  through  the  Indian  Churches  Committee,  for  aid  from  the  Colonial  Committee 
in  building  a  church  for  them  in  the  native  town  of  Madras,  as  every  way  legitimate 
and  appropriate,  India  being  now  the  largest  and  most  important  colony  of  the 
Crown ;  and  they  recommend  to  the  Committee  to  take  into  consideration  how  far 
their  funds  may  enable  them  to  afford  assistance. 

The  Assembly  further  regard  with  no  ordinary  interest  the  communications 
received  from  the  Presbyterial  bodies  at  Calcutta  and  Bombay,  in  favour  of  as- 
sisting the  native  converts  recommended  by  them  for  license  and  ordination  in 
following  out  the  ardent  desire  which  they  have  expressed  to  be  employed  in  the 
work  of  the  Christian  ministry  among  their  countrymen.  The  Assembly  resolve  to 
remit  these  cases  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Churches,  who  are  already  vested 
with  power,  in  such  circumstances  as  the  Assembly  rejoice  to  see  arising,  to  call  on 
Presbyteries  to  recommend  collections  within  their  bounds,  to  be  specially  devoted 
to  the  endowment  of  Bursaries  or  Scholarships,  with  a  view  to  meet  such  demands 
as  are  now  made. 

It  is  likewise  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  Assembly  find,  from  this  Report, 
that  the  Students  of  Divinity  in  Edinburgh  and  Aberdeen  are  liberally  responding 
to  the  call  from  their  fellow-students  in  India,  ''  Come  over  and  help  us." 

The  Assembly  approve  of  and  adopt  the  views  of  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Churches  in  regard  to  the  powers  vested  in  the  Presbyterial  bodies,  and  to  the  civil 
status  of  the  senior  Chaplains,  and  direct  these  parties  to  be  guided  by  these  views 
in  the  exercise  of  their  several  powers. 

The  Assembly  recognise  the  importance  of  the  question  brought  under  their 
notice  by  this  Report,  that  the  attendance  of  soldiers  in  Her  Majesty's  service, 
who  are  of  the  Presbyterian  communion,  is  generally  made  obligatory  on  the 
services  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  where  no  Scotch  Chaplain  is  stationed.  They 
approve  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee,  that  in  these  cases  service,  according 
to  the  **  Aids  to  Devotion"  sanctioned  by  the  Church,  might  be  performed  by  a  com- 
missioned or  non-commissioned  officer  appointed  to  the  duty;  and  authorise  the 
Indian  Churches  Committee  to  communicate  with  the  Indian  Board  and  the  Horse 
Guards,  that  a  general  rule  on  this  matter  may,  if  possible,  be  obtained. 

The  Assembly  having  this  Report  before  them,  and  thus  called  on  to  look  back 
on  the  services  rendered  to  the  Church  of  Scotland  by  the  Earl  Canning,  during  an 
administration,  perhaps  the  most  arduous  and  responsible  to  be  found  in  the  annals 
of  India,  desire  to  record  the  grateful  sense  of  these  services  entertained  by  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  and  to  oflTer  up  their  fervent  prayers  to  God,  that  this  dis- 
tinguished nobleman,  now  retired  from  the  scene  of  his  unparalleled  labours  in  India, 
may  long  be  spared  to  his  native  country.  The  Assembly  authorise  the  Moderator 
to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  House  to  his  Lordship. 

The  ABsembly  record  the  thanks  of  the  House  to  Dr  Bryce,  the  Convener,  and 
to  the  other  members  of  the  Committee,  for  the  zeal  and  energy  displayed  in  thus 
far  having  carried  out  the  work  intrusted  to  them,  and  congratulate  the  Church  on 
the  success  by  which,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  these  labours  continue  to  be  rewarded. 
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Adverting  to  the  Yoluminous  correspondence  requiring  to  be  carried  on  with 
dieGhii»h  in  India^  as  now  enlarged,  ^id  with  the  Indian  authorities,  both  at  home 
and  abroad,  in  matters  arising  to  affect  her  interest ;  and  having  reference,  further, 
to  the  co-c3>eraiion  of  the  Church  in  India  with  the  Foreign  Mission  Committee, 
ia  eanying  on  the  work  of  native  conversion  through  the  Presbyterian  bodies, 
the  Assembly  resolve  to  reappoint  the  Committee,  Dr  Bryce,  Convener,  and  the 
Rav.  George  Cook,  late  senior  Chaplain  at  Bombay,  and  now  Minister  of  Bath- 
gate, to  be  Joint  Convener,  along  with  Dr  Bryce,  with  the  addition  of  the  following 
names: — The  Rev.  David  Bell  of  Kennoway»  Professor  Stevenson,  Rev.  Mr  Wallace, 
Trinity  Church,  Rev.  Mr  Cumming,  Newington,  and  Mr  Scott  Moncrieff,  Calcutta. 

ISie  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Performance 
of  Dnty  by  Ministers  under  Libel,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Milne- 
Home,  the  Convener,  who  also  read  4x*aft  of  a  Bill  introduced  by  Lord  Belhaven 
into  the  House  of  Lords,  to  give  legal  effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of 
the  Report^  and  express  satisfaction  at  learning  that  the  Bill  referred  to,  contain- 
ing several  most  important  and  useful  provisions,  has  been  brought  into  Parlia- 
ment, Farther,  the  General  Assembly  request  the  Moderator  to  communicate  to 
His  Grace  the  Lord  High  Commissioner,  as  the  author  of  the  Bill,  the  cordial  thanks 
of  the  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  reappoint  the  Committee,  with  power  to  them  to  give  to 
His  Grace,  in  carrying  the  Bill  through  Parliament,  any  assistance  or  suggestions 
which  may  be  called  for. 

It  was  agreed  on  the  motion  of  Dr  Lee — That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
to  propose  that  clause  2  be  altered  by  the  insertion  of  the  words,  unless  an  arrange- 
ment shall  have  been  made  by  the  family  or  curators  of  the  Minister  satisfactory  to 
the  IVesbytery. 

The  General  Assembly  passed  the  Act,  appointing  the  collections  for  the  Schemes 
of  the  Church.^ 

The  General  Assembly  passed  an  Act  recommending  a  Collection  for  Female 
Industrial  Instruction.^ 

The  General  Assembly  reappointed  the  Royal  Bounty  Committee,  with  additions. 

The  Finance  Clerk  was  authorised  to  transfer  the  funds  derived  from  the 
extraordinary  collection  to  the  ordinary  account  of  the  Royal  Bounty  Committee. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Overtures  prepared  by  the  Committee  on  the  Elder- 
ship, with  a  view  of  carrying  out  the  suggestions  of  the  Report.  Three  Overtures 
were  read.  The  Assembly  agreed  to  transmit  the  first  of  these  Overtures ;'  the  As- 
sembly resolved  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  transmit  the  second,  anent  Admission 
of  an  Elder  already  ordained  into  a  different  Kirk-session ;  and  it  was  resolved 
Ihat  the  third,  anent  Elders  for  Chapels  of  Ease,  be  not  transmitted. 

It  was  then  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  Committee  be  reappointed, — Dr 
Hill  to  be  Convener ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  House  be  recorded  to  Dr  Hill  for 
his  valuable  labours  in  connection  with  this  subject,  and  to  Mr  Wilson  of  Dunning, 
by  whom  he  has  been  most  ably  assisted. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  Revising  Con- 
stitutions of  Chapels  of  Ease,  &c.,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Cheyne,  the 
Convener. 

The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  recorded  their  thanks  to  Mr  Cheyne

in  common  form. 

The  General  Assembly  agreed  to  retransmit  the  Overture,  No.  VIII.  of  last 
Assembly,  anent  Appointing  a  Day  of  Meeting  of  a  Presbytery,  &c.,  for  the  consider- 
ation of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church.^ 

The  General  Assembly  resolved  that  Overture  No.  IX.  of  last  Assembly — 
Abstract  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  presently  in  force  in  regard  to  the  study  of 
Divinity,  &c. — ^be  not  retransmitted,  but  sent  to  the  Committee  appointed  on  the 
Divinity  Curriculum  for  revision  and  consideration. 

The  General  Assembly,  after  some  discussioni  agreed  that  Overture'  ]N'o.  X* 
of  last  Assembly,  anent  the  Admission  of  English  Graduates,  be  retransmitted 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Cheyne,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  specially  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  by  the  Procurator  of  the  Church,  in  the  matter  of  the  late  Mr  Church's 
legacy  of  £200,  and  authorise  and  direct  the  Procurator,  on  receiving  the  amount  of 
the  legacy,  to  hand  over  the  same  (less  the  costs  incurred  in  making  good  the 
same)  to  the  Committee  for  improving  the  Assembly  Accommodation,  to  be  employed 
towards  erecting  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Assembly  Hall,  keeping  in  view  the 
propriety  of  commemorating  Mr  Church's  benevolence,  by  a  tablet  in  such  additional 
building.     The  General  Assembly  reappointed  the  Committee, — Mr  Cheyne  to  be 

Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Overture  from  the  Synod  of  Moray  aneDt 
the  Finance  Fund.     It  was  agreed  to  remit  it  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  draw 
up  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Dr  Simpson,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Mr  Phin. 

The  General  Assembly  approve  of  the  draft  submitted,  and  resolve  that  it  be 
entered  on  the  Records.    The  following  is  its  tenor : — 

The  General  Assembly,  taking  into  consideration  the  numerous  and  valuable 
services  rendered  to  this  Church  by  the  late  Dr  Simpson,  who  for  many  years  offi- 
ciated as  one  of  the  Clerks  of  the  General  Assembly,  record  their  warm  and  grate- 
ful recollection  of  these  services,  and  of  the  great  care,  courtesy,  and  zeal,  with 
which  Dr  Simpson  uniformly  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  Moderator 
was  requested  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  deliverance  to  Dr  Simpson's  sister,  along 
with  a  letter  expressing  the  sympathy  of  the  General  Assembly  in  her  bereavement. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Schemes,  which  was  given  in  by  the  Rev.  K.  Phin. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to — That  the  Assembly  approve  of  the  Report ;  that 
the  Committee  be  continued,  and  that  the  Rev.  M.  Nicholson  be  appointed  Convener, 
in  room  of  the  late  Dr  Simpson. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to 
confer  with  John  Hope,  Esq.,  W.S.,  as  to  the  Funds  of  the  late  Popery  Committee. 
The  Procurator  reported  verbally,  and  the  Committee  was  reappointed. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Paraphrases 
and  Hymns,  which  was  given  in  verbally  by  Dr  Arnot,  the  Convener. 

The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  the  Committee  was  reappointed.

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The  General  Assembly  gave  the  following  deliverance  on  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Additional  Accommodation  for  the  Assembly,  which  had  been  read  by  Dr 
Smith,  the  Convener,  at  a  previous  diet: — 

The  General  Assembly,  having  heard  from  the  Convener  of  the  Committee  upon 
the  Accommodation  of  the  Assembly,  that  the  funds  subscribed  during  this  Assembly 
smoant  to  little  more  than  L.32,  hereby  authorise  the  Procui'ator  to  pay  over  to 
the  Accommodation  Committee  the  net  proceeds  of  the  legacy  of  L.200,  left  to 
the  Church  by  the  late  Mr  Church  of  London,  whenever  it  shall  be  realized.    And 
hrther,  in  the  confident  hope  that  the  Church  will  yet  respond  to  the  recommen- 
dation of  last  Assembly,  that  every  Parish  should  raise  at  least  One  Found  in  aid 
of  the  funds  yet  required,  the  General  Assembly  resolve  to  undertake  the  re~ 
sponsibility  of  raising  the  balance  of  L.1000,  being  the  third  part  of  the  sum  named 
in  the  general  estimate  to  complete  the  improvements,  said  balance  not  to  exceed 
the  Bum  of  L.300.    The  General  Assembly  further  authorise  the  Committee  to  re- 
doable  their  exertions  to  raise  the  funds,  and  to  apply  to  Government  for  aid  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  thought  most  likely  to  be  successful,  in  order  that  the  work  may 
be  proceeded  with,  and  the  Church  derive  the  benefit  of  these  imt)rovements  with 
the  least  possible  delay. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Lay  Association,  which  was 
given  in  and  read  by  A.  C.  Swinton,  Esq.,  the  Convener. 

It  was  moved  and  agreed  to^That  the  General  Assembly  receive  the  Report 
with  the  greatest  satisfaction,  and  resolve  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  Lay 
Association  for  the  important  aid  which  that  body  continues  to  render  to  the 
Schemes  of  the  Church.  The  General  Assembly  accept  with  peculiar  pleasure  the 
renewed  offer  now  made  by  the  Association,  to  co-operate  with  the  Church  in  dis- 
seminating correct  information  as  to  the  aim  and  objects,  and  the  practical  working 
of  the  Church  Schemes,  with  a  view  to  increased  interest  and  liberality  in  their 
behalf;  and  they  recognise  in  the  Local  and  Branch  Scheme  of  the  Lay  Association, 
an  efi&cient  and  mo\9t  appropriate  means  of  effecting  this  most  desirable  object. 
The  Greneral  Assembly,  therefore,  very  strongly  recommend  to  ministers  and  other 
members  of  the  Church,  to  aid  in  the  formation  of  such  Branch  Associations » 
and  farther  recommend  to  Presbyteries  to  co-operate  with  the  Lay  Association, 
affording  to  them  such  information  and  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  con- 
tinuance and  extension  of  their  operations. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Communion,  which  was  given  in  verbally  by  Rev.  Mr  Stevenson,  the  Convener. 
It  was  moved  that,  considering  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and  the  thinness  of 
the  House  at  this  diet,  though  the  Report  was  ready,  it  was  more  advisable  to 
recommit  it  than  to  proceed  with  it  at  present.  The  Assembly  approved  of  the  sug- 
gestion, and  the  Committee  was  reappointed,  to  report  to  next  General  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Status  of 
Theological  Professors,  which  was  given  in  by  Mr  Swinton  verbally.  The  Assembly 
reappointed  the  Committee, — Mr  Swinton,  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Admission 
of  Dissenting  Ministers  and  Licentiates,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Mac- 
pherson,  the  Convener. 

The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  resolved,  in  its  terms,  videlicitf — 
1.  To  send  the  case  of  Mr  Stobbs  back  to  the  Presbytery  of  Cairston,  with  in- 
structions to  give  Mr  Stobbs  an  opportunity  of  giving  full  information  on  certain 
points  referred  to  in  the  Report,  and  to  report  the  case  to  next  Assembly. 
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2.  To  authorise  the  Colonial  Committee  to  employ  Mr  Robeii  Hogg  in  the 
Colonies,  in  connection  with  this  Church. 

3.  To  authorise  the  Presbytery  of  Dalkeith  to  issue  the  usual  circular  letters 
and  to  proceed  to  take  Mr  Gibson  on  trials  in  the  usual  manner,  and  should  they  be 
satisfied,  to  grant  him  licence,  but  not  until  after  the  expiry  of  a  year  from  the  date 
of  his  application  to  said  Presbytery  to  be  received  as  a  Student  in  connection  with 
this  Church. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Parliamen- 
tary Manses.     No  report  was  given, — the  Committee  was  reappointed. 

The  Committees  on  Aged  and  Infirm  Ministers,  and  Temporalities  of  Benefices 
and  Small  Livings,  were  reappointed,  after  verbal  reports  from  the  Conveners,  Dr 
Lee  and  Dr  Cook  (Haddington). 

The  General  Assembly  resolved  to  petition  Parliament  in  favour  of  the  Bill 
introduced  by  Lord  Belhaven.  The  Petition  to  the  Lords  to  be  intrusted  to  Liord 
Belhaven,  and  to  the  Commons  to  David  Mure,  Esq.,  M.P. 

Dr  Lee  moved  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  consider  the  position  of  cer- 
tain Ministers  in  the  Colonies,  and  the  recognition  of  them  by  the  Church.  The 
Committee  was  appointed, — ^Dr  Lee  to  be  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Chapel  Debts, 
which  was  given  in  by  Mr  Swinton,  the  Convener.  The  General  Assembly  approved 
of  the  Report,  reappointed  the  Committee,  and  recorded  their  thanks  to  Mr  Swinton 
and  the  Committee  for  their  valuable  services. 

The  General  Assembly  continued  the  Committee  on  Sabbath  Observance, — Dr 
Muir,  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  continued  the  Committee  on  the  Publication  of  Principal 
Lee's  Pastoral  Addresses, — ^Dr  Stevenson,  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library, 
which  was  given  in  and  read  by  the  Clerk.  The  Assembly  approved  of  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Report,  that  the  Library  should  be  properly  arranged,  and  remitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee  to  give  such  assistance  as  they  see  fit.  Mr  Swinton  at  the 
same  time  intimated  a  present  of  some  valuable  books  from  Dr  Hill,  for  which  the 
Assembly  recorded  their  thanks. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Immorality  of 
Rural  districts.  Mr  Tait,  the  Convener,  gave  in  a  verbal  report.  The  Committee 
was  reappointed, — Mr  Tait,  Convener. 

Mr  D.  Smith  directed  the  attention  of  the  Assembly  to  the  fact,  that  the  Prince 
of  Wales  would  attain  his  majority  a  considerable  time  before  the  meeting  of  next 
General  Assembly,  and  proposed  that  a  Committee  should  be  appointed,  intrusted 
with  the  duty  of  preparing  and  presenting  addresses  to  the  Queen  and  the  Prince  of 
Wales  on  that  interesting  occasion  ;  and  that  the  Committee  be  authorised  to  com- 
municate with  his  Grace  the  Lord  High  Commissioner,  as  to  the  time  and  manner 
of  presenting  the  addresses.  The  Assembly  approved  of  the  suggestion,  and  ap- 
pointed the  following  Committee  with  the  requisite  powers, — viz..  The  Moderator,  Dr 
C.  Smith ;  the  Procurator,  Dr  Cook,  Principal  Clerk  of  Assembly ;  Dr  TuUoch, 
Sub-Clerk. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  answer  the  letter  of  the  Waldensian  Church. 

The  Assembly  adjourned  at  5  o'clock,  to  meet  again  at  a  quarter  past  9.  Closed 
with  prayer.

The  General  Assembly  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  constituted. 
The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Gaelic  Scrip- 
tares,  which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  G.  Smith,  the  Convener. 

The  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report,  and  reappointed  the  Committee,  with 
additional  powers,  Dr  Smith,  Convener,  with  instructions  to  take  such  steps  as 
appear  to  them  necessary,  in  reference  to  the  Gaelic  translation  of  the  Scriptures 
referred  to  in  the  Report, — ^to  communicate  with  the  Procurator,  if  they  see  cause, 
on  the  subject  of  the  unauthorised  claim  made  in  it  to  the  sanction  of  the  General 
Assembly, — and  to  give  all  diligence  to  secure  to  the  Highlanders  the  purity  and 
correctness  of  the  Word  of  God, — the  Committee  to  report  to  next  General 
Assembly. 

The  Committee  on  Gaelic  Preaching  was  discharged,  there  being  no  Report. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  to  communicate  with  the 
Sjnod  of  the  Scotch  Church  in  England,  but  none  was  given.  The  Committee  was 
continued,  with  instructions  to  prepare  an  answer  to  the  Synod's  Letter  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  to  communicate 
with  the  Synod  in  England  as  to  Manses  in  the  North  of  England.  No  report  was 
given  in,  and  the  matter  was  remitted  to  the  Committee  for  corresponding  with  the 
Synod. 

The  Assembly  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  for  receiving  the  Records 
of  the  Church  from  the  family  of  Principal  Lee.  No  report  was  given  in,  and  the 
sabject  was  referred  to  the  Library  Committee. 

The  General  Assembly  continued  the  Committee  on  the  Door-keepers  and 
arrangements  of  the  House. 

The  General  Assembly  called  for  the  Overture  from  the  Presbytery  of  Paisley  on 
the  Improvement  of  the  Psalmody.  The  Assembly  sustained  the  Overture,  and 
referred  the  matter  to  a  Committee. 

The  General  Assembly  appointed  the  following  Committee  to  revise  the  Minutes 
of  Assembly :  the  Moderator,  Dr  C.  Smith,  the  Procurator,  the  Agent,  and  the 
Clerks  of  Assembly, — the  Moderator  to  be  Convener. 

All  Overtures  not  disposed  of  were  deferred. 

Protestations  were  called  for,  but  none  were  given  in. 

All  the  Members  of  Assembly  were  appointed  Members  of  the  Commission,  with 
the  addition  of  Colin  Campbell,  Esq.  of  Colgrain,  on  producing  his  bona  fide  certi- 
ficate, and  Dr  Hill  appointed  in  place  of  the  Moderator.^ 

The  Minutes  of  the  two  last  sederunts  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Moderator  then  addressed  the  General  Assembly,  and  afterwards  addressed 
His  Grace  the  Lord  High  Commissioner.. 

His  Grace  addressed  the  Assembly  in  reply  thereto. 

The  next  General  Assembly  of  this  National  Church  is  appointed  to  be  holden 
at  Edinburgh,  on  Thursday  the  twenty-first  day  of  May,  Eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-three.' 

The  Assembly  concluded  with  prayer,  singing  of  psalms,  and  pronouncing  the 
blessing.

Sederunt,  Extraordinary  Meeting, 

The  Commission  met  in  consequence  of  a  requisition  addressed  to  Dr  Smith, 
Moderator  of  last  General  Assembly,  by  the  Conveners  of  the  Parochial  School  Com- 
mittee. There  being  a  quorum  present,  Dr  Smith  was  called  to  the  chair,  and 
constituted  the  meeting  by  prayer.  This  being  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commis- 
sion since  the  rising  of  the  Assembly,  the  commission  and  usual  instructions  were 
presented  to  them.    Dr  Smith's  conduct  in  calling  the  meeting  was  approved  of. 

Dr  Cook  of  St  Andrews,  Convener  of  the  Parochial  School  Committee,  then 
gave  in  a  Report  of  the  proceedings  of  a  Deputation,  composed  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Cook 
(St  Andrews), Mr  Lee, and  David  Smith,  Esq.,  who  had  proceeded  to  London  at  the  re- 
quest of  that  Committee  to  watch  over  the  progress  of  a  Bill  which  had  been  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Commons,  by  the  Lord  Advocate  and  Sir  G.  C.  Lewis,  entitled  a 
Bill  to  Alter  and  Amend  the  Law  relating  to  Parochial  and  Burgh  Schools,  and  to 
the  Test  required  to  be  taken  by  Schoolmasters  in  Scotland,  a  copy  of  which  Bill 
was  laid  on  the  table  of  the  Commission.  Dr  Cook  was  then  heard  on  the  proposed 
Bill,  and  concluded  by  proposing  the  following  motion,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr 
Milne-Home : — 

The  Commission  having  heard  the  Report  of  the  Committee,  and  considered  the 
Parochial  and  Burgh  Schools  of  Scotland  Bill  (No.  2),  brought  into  Parliament, 
deeply  regret,  that  while  endeavouring  to  improve  the  position  and  emoluments  of 
the  parish  schoolmaster,  it  is  proposed  in  that  Bill  to  abolish  the  obligation  of  the 
schoolmaster  to  sign  the  Westminster  Confession  of  Faith  and  Formula  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  thereby  altering  an  important  element  in  the  constitution  of 
the  Parochial  Schools,  and  endangering  the  security  for  the  religious  belief  of  the 
schoolmasters,  and  the  religious  character  of  the  instruction  given  in'  the  schools ; 
and  notwithstanding  the  amendments  reported  to  have  been  made  in  the  Bill  by  the 
Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  find  the  proposed  provisions  in  the  Bill  in- 
adequate for  securing  these  objects. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  while  most  desirous  that  a  suitable  measure  should 
be  passed  for  raising  the  emoluments  of  the  schoolmasters,  and  improving  the  con- 
dition and  efficiency  of  the  schools,  disapprove  of  the  Bill,  and  protest  against  it  in 
its  present  shape ;  and  are  of  opinion  that  all  proper  means  should  be  used  to  oppose 
its  being  passed  into  a  law,  unless  such  amendments  shall  have  been  introduced 
into  it  as  will  adequately  secure  the  religious  training  of  the  young,  and  the  super- 
intendence of  the  schools  and  schoolmasters  by  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Church ;  and 
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resolFo  that  petitions  to  this  eflPect  be  presented  forthwith  to  both  Houses  of  Par- 
liament, that  to  the  House  of  Lords  to  be  transmitted  for  presentation  to  Lord 
Belhaven,  and  that  to  the  House  of  Commons  to  Mr  D.  Mure,  M.P. 

Another  motion  was  made  by  Dr  Muir,  and  seconded  by  Dr  Paul  (St  Cuthbert's) — 
That  the  Commission  having  had  laid  before  them  a  copy  of  the  Bill  now  introduced 
into  the  House  of  Commons,  entitled,  A  Bill  to  alter  and  amend  the  law,  &c.,  do  most 
heartily  concur  in  the  proposal  of  increasing  the  salaries  of  the  Parochial  School- 
masters, and  endeavouring  in  other  ways  to  improve  their  condition  in  society, 
bat  find  that  the  said  Bill  proposes  to  sever  the  union  established  by  law  between 
the  Church  and  the  Parochial  Schools  of  Scotland,  find,  that  for  efiPecting  that 
end,  the   said   Bill  proposes   to   annul  the  religious   Test  hitherto  applied  to 
Parochial  Teachers,  and  thus  to  withdraw  the  superintendence  and  discipline  of  the 
Church  from  the  Parochial  Schools — ^that  the  Commission  deplore  this  uncalled  for 
and  unhallowed  encroachment  upon  the  Church's  province  in  the  care  of  tiie  parishes 
of  Scotland,  deprecate  most  earnestly  the  change  proposed,  as  destructive  of  the 
best  security  for  the  godly  upbringing  of  youth,  and  resolve  accordin^y  to  petition 
both  Houses  of  Parliament  against  the  passing  of  said  Bill  into  law.    A  vote  .being 
called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  state  of  the  vote  should  be,  First  or  Second 
motion ;  and  the  roll  being  called  and  votes  marked,  it  carried  Second  motion  by 
28  to  25. 

Dr  Muir  them  submitted  the  draft  of  a  petition,  which  was  read  and  approved 
of ;  and  it  was  agreed  that  it  be  transmitted  to  Lord  Belhaven  for  presentation  to 
the  House  of  Lords,  and  to  Mr  Cumming  Bruce  for  presentation  to  the  House  of 
Commons. 

The  Commission  then  adjourned.    Closed  with  prayer.

The  which  day  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Commission  assembled  in  consequence 
of  a  Summons  by  Dr  Smithy  the  Moderator  of  last  General  Assembly,  dated  4th 
inst.  A  Quorum  being  present,  Dr  Smith  was  called  to  the  chair,  and  stated  that 
he  had  felt  it  his  duty  to  call  an  extraordinary  Meeting  of  the  Commission  to  con- 
dole with  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  on  the  irreparable  loss  she  had  sustained  in  the 
removal  from  this  world  of  Her  Royal  Consort  Prince  Albert. 

On  the  motion  of  Dr  Hill  the  conduct  of  the  Moderator  in  calling  the  Meeting 
was  unanimously  approved  of. 

Dr  Muir  moved,  that  a  humble,  dutiful,  and  very  loyal  Address  of  condolence  on 
bar  melancholy  bereavement  be  transmitted  to  Her  Majesty,  which  was  seconded 
by  Dr  Bryce,  and  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  Draft  of  an  Address  to  Her  Majesty  was  then  read. 

The  following  is  its  tenor : — 

To  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent  Majesty, 

May  it  please  your  Majesty, 
We,  the  Ministers  and  Elders,  met  in  the  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  actuated  by  the  feelings  which  now  move  the  hearts  of 
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all  your  Majesty's  subjects,  desire  humbly  to  approach  the  throne,  with  the  expres- 
sion of  our  heartfelt  sympathy,  in  this  the  time  of  your  deepest  sorrow. 

Deploring  the  bereavement  with  which  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  His  un- 
searchable wisdom,  to  visit  your  Majesty  and  the  Boyal  Family,  by  removing  a 
Husband  and  a  Father  most  justly  beloved,  we  remember  with  gratitude  the 
many  virtues  by  which  the  great,  the  good,  and  illustrious  Prince  was  distinguished ; 
and  while  we  reflect  on  the  testimony  which  men  of  all  classes  have  borne  to  his 
character  and  attainments,  to  his  sagacity,  his  wisdom,  his  devotion  to  the  best 
interests  of  this  country,  and,  above  all,  to  his  Christian  faith  and  love,  wa  £ure 
encouraged  to  hope  that  the  memory  of  his  private  as  well  as  of  his  publio  vur^ues 
may  now  help  to  soothe  your  Majesty's  grief,  and  to  strengthen  the  joyful  I^e  that 
he  is  now  blessed  with  the  dead  in  Christ,  *'  who  rest  from  their  labours  and  whose 
works  do  follow  them." 

Bowing  with  humble  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  and  convinced  how  small  is 
the  consolation  which  the  sympathies  even  of  a  loyal  and  attached  people  can  im- 
part, we  are  thankful,  in  approaching  your  Majesty,  to  be  enabled  to  dwell  on  the 
comforting  promises  and  declarations  of  God's  word,  wherein  we  are  assured  that 
*'  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth;"  that  though  now  no  chastening  for  the 
present  seemeth  to  be  joyous,  but  grievous,  *'  nevertheless  afterward  it  yieldeth  the 
peaceable  fruit  of  righteousness  unto  them  which  are  exercised  thereby,''  and  that 
*'  a  father  of  the  fatherless  and  a  judge  of  the  widows  is  God  in  his  holy  habitation ; " 
and  comforted  we  are  to  learn  that  these  and  such  blessed  truths  are,  through 
Divine  grace,  the  means  of  enabling  your  Majesty  to  bear  your  irreparable  loss,  and 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  Sovereign  and  a  Mother. 

That  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  may  comfort,  support,  and 
bless  your  Majesty,  so  that,  as  your  sorrows  have  abounded,  your  consola- 
tions may  much  more  abound :  that  His  everlasting  arms  may  sustain  you 
amidst  all  the  solicitudes  of  your  lofty  station :  that  He  may  spare  you  to 
instruct  and  guide  the  children  whom  He  hath  given  you ;  and  that  He 
may  ultimately  exalt  you  to  a  throne  of  glory  in  the  kingdom  where  all  the 
faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  be  reunited,  and  dwell  for  ever  in  His  holy 
presence,  is  the  earnest  prayer  of 

May  it  please  your  Majesty,  your  Majesty's  most  faithful,  most  loyal, 
and  most  obedient  subjects,  the  Ministers  and  Elders  of  this  Com- 
mission, now  met,  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scot- 
land.

On  the  motion  of  Dr  Cook,  St  Andrews,  seconded  by  Sir  George  Grant  Suttie, 
the  Address  was  approved  of,  and  the  Moderator  was  authorised  to  sign  the  same, 
and  to  transmit  it  to  the  proper  quarter  for  presentation  to  Her  Majesty. 

The  Commission  then  adjourned.     Closed  with  prayer.

Tie  which  day  a  Special  Meeting  of  Commission  assembled,  in  consequence  of  a 
SammooB  by  Dr  C.  Smith,  Moderator  of  last  General  Assembly,  on  a  Requisition  by 
the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh.  A  quorum  being  present,  Dr  Smith  was  called  to  tbe 
chair,  and  stated,  that  he  had  called  the  Meeting  in  consequence  of  the  said  Requi- 
sition, to  consider  a  Bill  lately  introduced  into  Parliament  by  the  Lord  Advocate 
for  Scotland,  entitled  a  Bill  to  make  further  Provision  for  the  Education  of  the 
people  in  Scotland. 

Dr  Bryce  moved  the  /bllowing  Resolutions,  seconded  by  Dr  Maitland, — 

1.  That  the  Bill  now  on  the  table  of  the  Commission,  while  it  is  held  out  by  its 
promoters  as  an  extension  of  the  old  Parochial  System  of  Scotland,  violates  the 
great  and  fundamental  principles  on  which  this  system  has  rested  since  the  Refor- 
mation in  1560. 

2.  That  the  Bill  in  the  enactments  by  which  it  proposes  to  carry  out  its  object, 
namely,  the  Further  Education  of  the  People  of  Scotland,  affords  no  guarantee  or 
assorance  that  the  youth  of  Scotland  shall  be  brought  up  in  a  knowledge  of  the 
truths  and  doctrines  of  the  Bible. 

3.  That  the  Bill  is  manifestly  calculated  to  increase  and  perpetuate  the  secta- 
rian and  denominational  strife  and  division  now  so  much  and  so  deeply  to  be 
deplored. 

4.  That  this  Commission  present  petitions  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament  that 
this  Bill  now  on  the  table  do  not  pass  into  a  law. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr  D.  Milne- Home,  seconded  by  the  Procurator — That  the  Com- 
mission having  taken  into  consideration  a  Bill  recently  introduced  into  the  House 
of  Commons,  entituled,  a  Bill  to  make  further  Provision  for  the  Education  of  the 
People  in  Scotland,  are  of  opinion  that,  in  so  far  as  the  Bill  provides  for  the  per- 
manent establishment  and  endowment  of  additional  Schools,  both  in  rural  districts 
and  in  populous  places,  it  is  deserving  of  support ;  but  that,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is 
defective  and  objectionable,  inasmuch  as  it  affords  no  security  for  the  religious 
character  of  the  teachers,  or  for  any  religious  instruction  being  given  in  these 
schools ;  and  also,  inasmuch  as  it  makes  no  provision  for  upholding  Normal  Schools, 
or  for  continuing  stipends  to  upwards  of  2000  Pupil  teachers  who  are  now  under- 
going apprenticeship,  with  aid  from  the  Privy-Council. 

The  Commission,  however,  being  desirous  to  assist  in  carrying  out  the  professed 
object  of  the  Bill,  which  is  declared  to  be  the  extension  and  enlargement  of  the 
system  of  Parochial  Schools  in  Scotland,  agree  to  remit  the  Bill  to  a  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  what  amendments  may  be  made  on  its  provisions,  so 
that  they  may  be  brought  into  unison  with  the  principles  upheld  by  this  Church  on 
the  subject  of  education,  and  also  with  what  the  Commission  believes  to  be  the 
general  feeling  of  all  denominations  of  Presbyterians  in  Scotland. 

The  Commission  further  enjoins  the  Committee,  unless  such  amendments  be 
made,  to  take  such  measures  as  they  may  think  expedient  for  opposing  the  farther 
progress  of  the  Bill  in  Parliament. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr  Smith,  North  Leith,  seconded  by  Dr  Lee — That  the  Com- 
mission do  not  petition  against  this  Bill. 

Dr  Muir  laid  on  the  table  the  following  Resolutions,  which  were  not  seconded — 
Resolve,  That  the  Commission  of  the  General  Assembly  enter  on  Record  their  Pro- 
test against  the  Bill  now  brought  into  Parliament  on  the  matter  of  a  National 
Education  for  Scotland. 
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Because,  the  measure  now  projected  makes  no  recognition  of  the  knowledge  oF 
Gk>d  in  Christ  Jesus — ^the  essential  element  in  the  moral  training  of  the  young. 
And  because,  viewed  as  a  sequel  to  the  Bill  passed  into  law  last  year,  it  would 
extend,  while  it  perpetuates  the  serious  injury  done  by  subverting  the  Parochial 
School-system  of  Scotland.  Besolve,  therefore,  that  the  Commission  of  Assembly 
petition  Parliament — not  for  permission  to  suggest  changes  on  the  plan  proposed,  as 
if  a  measure  wrong  in  principle  allowed  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  intermeddling 
with  its  details — ^but  for  the  purpose  of  declaring  and  reiterating  a  solemn  Testi- 
mony against  the  evil  already  done  in  the  matter  of  the  special  charge  intrusted  to 
the  Church  in  the  godly  upbringing  of  the  young.  And  also,  for  the  purpose  of 
addressing  a  communication  to  the  General  Assembly,  that  all  constitutional  mea.sures 
be  used  by  the  Supreme  Court  for  promoting  the  good  of  the  children  of  the  people 
of  Scotland,  she  may  have  the  Parish  Schools  restored  to  her  on  the  principles* 
and  with  all  the  means  of  efficiency,  such  as  had  been  secured  to  her  of  old  by  the 
most  solemn  acts  and  treaties,  but  of  which  she  has  now  been  unjustly  deprived. 

A  vote  being  called  for,  it  was  agreed  that  the  vote  should  be  first  taken  between 
the  Second  and  Third  motions ;  and  the  Roll  being  called,  and  votes  marked,  it 
carried  Second  motion  by  16  to  3.  The  vote  was  then  taken  between  the  First  and 
Second  motions,  when  it  carried  First  motion  by  24  to  12 — from  which  Deliverance 
Dr  Lee  and  Mr  Smith  dissented. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  petitions. 

The  petition  to  the  House  of  Commons  to  be  sent  to  George  W.  Hope,  Esq-, 
M.P.,  and  that  to  the  House  of  Lords  to  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch. 

The  Commission  then  adjourned.     Closed  with  prayer.

In  these  drcumstances,  the  Committee  would  Riggest,  £ir  the 
consideration  of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  Chozch,  the  ezpedi- 
ency  of  concentrating  the  efforts  made  for  the  BTangeliwtion  of  Indian 
and,  instead  of  continuing  to  uphold  Institutions  in  the  cities  of 
Calcutta,  Madras,  and  Bombay,  principally  devoted  to  eecolsc 
education,  establishing  stations  in  the  Interior,  at  vhich  there  may 
be  carried  on  operations  regarded  by  some  as  more  excbmvely  of  a 
Uiasionary  diaiacter  than  those  now  pursued  at  these  lostitutioDa 
They  would  by  no  means  recommend  that  such  a  change  should  b« 
adopted  rashly,  or  without  carefol  inquiry;  and  they  think  that, 
in  the  fint  place,  the  proposal  ought  to  be  submitted  to  Freeby- 
teries,  in  order  that  the  opinion  of  the  Church  may  be  deariy  ex- 
pressed and  liiUy  ascertuned.* 

The  vast  superiority  of  a  strong  Misnon  and  a  lai:ge  staff  above  a 
weak  Mission  and  perhaps  only  one  European  laboorer,  must  be 
nnivenally  acknowledged  "Whea  &om  sickness  or  any  otber  cause 
the  Uboun  of  a  single  Missionary  at  a  strong  station  are  interrupted, 
the  work  may  proceed  without  serious  injury;  while,  in  the  case  of 
a  weak  Mission,  the  whole  work  may  be  suspended  by  tbe  loss  of 
the  ungle  European  labourer,  and  the  Mission  subjected  to  a  daock 
by  which  its  health  and  efficient  may  be  greatly  impaired.  Bnt  the 
nature  and  design  of  the  Mission,  the  peculiar  condition  at  India, 
the  pontion  acquired  by  our  Institutions  in  the  cities  of  Calcutta, 
Madras,  and  Bombay,  and  the  opinions  of  those  who,  fifom  their 
knowledge  and  experience,  are  beet  entitled  to  be  heard,  ought  to  be

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to  spend  his  strength,  intelligence  was  most  unexpectedly  recdved  of 
his  entire  inability  to  continue  his  ezertionSL     His  long  previous 
residence  in  India  had  at  last  so  seriously  affected  him  that  he  was 
constrained  to  return  home  without  delay,  and  he  has,  conseqaently, 
resigned  all  hope  of  ever  being  able  to  resume  his  labours  as  a  Mis- 
sionary in  the  East     But  all  are  subject  to  unlooked-for  changes, 
— ^bringing  to  a  sudden  termination  the  most  vigorous  adavitj. 
Disease  and  death  may  overtake  alike  the  labourer  abroad  and  those 
at  home  of  every  rank,  however  ardently  they  may  cherish  the  desire 
to  put  forth  benevolent  exertions  among  enlightened  Christians,  or  to 
promote  the  success  of  Missions  to  the  heathen«      In  drcnmstances 
eminently  fitted  to   suggest  thoughts   of   universal  brotherhood, 
when  the  sldll  and  ingenuity  of  many  nations  were  splendidly  ex- 
hibited in  the  greatest  dty  of  the  world,  the  husband  of  oar  Queen 
gave  utterance  to  this  desire;  and,  in  a  speech,  recently  reprinted  in 
the  Record — conceived  in  that  enlarged  and  discriminating  spirit 
which  characterised  all  his  speculations — referred  specially  to  the 
propagation  Of  the  Qospd  in  foreign  parts.     The  sadness  and  dismay 
of  the  nation,  startled  by  his  bitterly  lamented  death,  are  not  to  be  for- 
gotten, and  intense  regret  for  his  removal  is  now  keenly  re-awakened 
by  the  accomplishment  of  a  second  magnificent  design,  devised  by  him 
so  wisely,  and  the  progress  of  which  he  would  have  fostered  with  such 
unwearied  watchfulness;  but  assuredly  the  remembrance  of  his  early 
and  sudden  death,  amidst  all  by  which  )ife  could  be  gladdened  and 
adorned,  ought  to  awaken  an  ambition  to  labour  not  merely  for  one 
Church  or  one  people,  but,  as  he  did,  in  the  comprehensive  spirit  of 
our  common  Christianity,  for  the  benefit  of  all  mankind.     We  rejoice 
that  men  of  all  ranks,  from  many  nations  of  the  earth,  are  again 
assembled,  that  they  may  exhibit  and  survey  the  rich  productions 
that  attest  the  advancement  of  the  world  in  material  greatness;  but 
remembering  the  fleeting  nature  of  all  temporal  magnificence,  let 
us  labour  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  highest  and  most  enduring 
objects  to  which  man's  powers  can  be  devoted.     Begarding  with 
interest  every  combination  of  intellectual  energy  and  artistic  skill,  let 
us  never  forget  that  Christianity  forms  the  only  sure  foundation  of  per- 
manent union  among  the  nations,  and  let  it  be  our  heart's  desire  and 
fervent  prayer  that  such  union  as  this  may  be  secured.     The  results 
hitherto  accomplished  may  be  small  and  insignificant,  but  let  us  leave 
to  those  who  may  come  after  us  at  least  the  expression  of  a  desire,  that

Tons  Committee,  in  repordag  progress  sidco  the  last  General 
Aesembly  nwe,  are  enabled  to  state,  for  the  information  of  your 
Venerable  House,  that  all  the  accounts  which  they  have  received 
Irom  India  concur  in  encouraging  the  hope  that  the  good  fruita 
eipected  from  the  enlargement  of  our  Church  in  that  country 
ire,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  giving  fair  promise  of  being 
reaped.  The  Chaplains  who  have  been  added  to  the  Fresby- 
leKan  branch  of  Her  Majesty's  ecclesiastical  establishment  m 
ihit  vast  and  interesting  colony  of  the  Crown,  have  been 
appointed  to  do  duty  at  the  larger  stations  in  the  provinces, 
under  nrrangements  that  promise  ultimately  to  secure  their 
permanent  and  uninterrupted  services  at  these  stations,  assisted 
by  their  staff  of  elders  duly  ordained.  At  such  stations  aa 
Allihabad,  Meerut,  and  Agra,  in  the  Presidency  of  Fort- 
Wiliiain ;  Bangalore,  Kamptee,  and  Secunderabad,  in  that  of 
Fort  St  George ;  Foonah,  Belgaum,  and  Kurrachee,  in  that 
tf  Bombay — nething  can  well  interfere  with  their  miniBtrations, 
but  the  occasional  supplying  of  spiritual  services  to  the  Scotch 
[egimects  serving  at  distant  and  smaller  stations ;  and  that  only 
nben  the  services  of  the  Army  Chapluns,  now  attached  to  these 
r^ments,  are  not  available. 

Under  the  regulations  issued  by  the  India  Board  to  the 
local  governments,  the  services  of  the  Established  Chaplains 
itf,  in  such  cases,  to  be  rendered  when  required.  But  your 
Comniittee  are  glad  to  find  that  they  are  likely  to  be  rendered 
iculable  for  the  smaller  and  more  remote  stations,  without 
encroaching  to  any  great  extent  on  what  is  demanded  from 
ihem  at  the  larger,  where  they  may  be  permanently  fixed. 
According  to  the  plan  recommended  long  ago  by  the  late 
Marquis  of  Dalhouaie,  the  Chaplain  of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
till,  it  is  hoped,  have  the  duty  imposed  upon  him  of  visiting 
Inm  time  to  time  all  the  stations  within  the  district  assigned 
lo  bim ; — a  work  which  the  opening  of  so  many  railways  is  now 
leodering  of  comparatively  easy  accomplishment.  Accordingly 
the  Chaplain  stationed  at  Alkhabad  is  able,  as  he  reporls,  to 
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?ueetion  of  time.  The  policy  now  pursuing  by  Her  Majestfa 
rOTernment  towards  enlightening  the  mmds  of  the  Native 
population,  and  enlai^ng  tneir  acquaintance  with  the  arts  mid 
Bciencea  of  Christendom,  precludes  your  Committee  from  enter- 
tuning  a  doubt  that,  as  Her  Majesty's  heath^t  subjects  are 
brought,  under  the  Messing  of  God,  on  the  evanffelizing  laboms  ■ 
of  the  missionary,  to  receive  the  Bible  as  the  rule  of  tndr  faith 
and  manners,  it  will  find  a  rich  reward  in  the  pro^erity,  social, 
industrial,  and  financial,  by  which  such  a  happy  change  must  be 
accompanied,  when,  over  the  rich  and  fertile  plains  of  the  East, 
the  Cross  shall  wave  in  triumph  over  the  Crescent,  and  th^ 
temple  of  the  true  and  living  God  of  the  Christian  shall  eu^ 
plant  the  pagoda  of  Doorgah  and  J  uggernauth. 

On  the  arrival  of  the  Kev.  Mr  Middleton  at  Bombay,  no  time 
was  lost  in  taking  steps  to  provide  for  the  spuitu^  wants  of 
KundiM.  those  of  the  Premayterian  communion,  resident  at  Kurrachee. 
The  Key.  Mr  Macpberson  had  been  directed  to  proceed  to  that 
place,  to  organize  such  measures  as  may  be  found  expedient,  for 
having  a  chaplain  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  permanently  fixed 
at  that  rising  and  important  station ;  and  your  Committee  have 
received  an  interesting  communication  from  that  gentleman,  who 
had  entered  on  the  duty  laid  upon  him.  This  communication, 
while  it  points  to-  a  scene  of  Christian  labour  in  the  countries  of 
Scinde  and  the  Punjaub,  among  our  own  countrymen,  who  are 
flocking  towards  them,  as  a  new  and  interesting  field  of  com- 
mercial enterpnze,  opens  up  an  encouraging  prospect  to  the 
pious  missionary  among  the  heathen  tribes,  that  are  found  on  the 
banks  of  the  Indus,  the  Chenab,  and  the  Sutleje.

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■  With  a  epecial  regard  to  those  stations  in  the  Madras  Pieii- 
dency,  where  Chaplains  of  our  Church  may  be  lo<iated,  and 
whose  aid  in  organizing  the  schools,  that  are  to  be  the  feeders  of 
the  Public  Schools  to  he  eatahliahed  withiu  each  Preeidency  on 
the  plan  of  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta — Mr  Mocfkrlane  has  obtained 
leave  to  proceed  on  a  tour  of  inspection  into  the  wants  of  Enro- 
peans  and  Eurasians  resident  at  these  stations.  With  the  result 
»f  this  tour,  your  Committee  cannoj:,  for  some  time,  be  made 
Acquainted.  Mr  Mac&rlano,  we  observe,  has  been  reqnired  to 
report  it  to  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  and  he  wilt 
doubtless  not  liul  to  make  it  known  to  ^our  Committee. 
Beferring  to  the  deliverance  of  last  Assembty  on  this  subject, 
and  to  the  instructions  consequently  sent  to  the  chaplains  to 
aid  iu  carryiog  out  the  good  object  contemplated,  the  Assembly 
will  team  with  mtis&ctton  the  steps  taken  at  Madras.  Your 
Committee  while  they  regret,  are  not  very  much  surprised  to 
find  that  some  feare  have  been  entertained,  that  the  powers 
sought  by  Mr  Macfarlane,  and  sanctioned  by  the  Supreme 
Crovernment,  may  imply  a  right,  as  vested  ecclesiastically  in  t}ie 
Senior  Chaplun,  of  inquiring  whether  the  dutiee  of  the  other 
Chapltuns  are  properly  discharged,  a  power  as  they  represent 
inconsistent  with  Presbyterian  parity. 

Your  Cotomittee  will  not  fail  to  attempt,  as    they   believe 
they  will  have  no  difficulty,  in  satisfying  the  Chaplains  who 
have  those  fears,  that  there  are  no  grounds  for  doin^  so.     Every 
Chaplain  of  our  Church  in  the  dischai^  of  hla  duties  at  the 
station  where  he  is  posted,  is  accountable  to  no  other  authority 
in  civil  matters  than  the  tiovemment,  and  in  regard  to  ecclesi- 
astical to  the  Presbytery  of  Edinburgh.     The  Senior  Chaplain 
at  each  Presidency,  as  your  Committee  learn,  has  always  as 
the  head  of  a  department  been  the  channel   of  communication 
between  Government  and  the  officers  of  that  department,  and 
his  services  are,  of  course,  at  the  command  of  Government,  but 
no  right  of  anything  like  Episcopal  oversight   or  juriadiction  is 
regarded,  as  involved  in  his  being  so  employed.      Perhaps  it  had 
been  better,  in  the  ciroumBtanoes,  in  order  to  avoid  misapprehen- 
uons,  that  notice  had  been  given  to  the  Chaplains  at  the  out- 
stations,  that  the  matter  in  which  the  Senior  bad  obtained  leave 
of  absence  from  the  Presidency,  hail  a  more  special  reference  to 
the  estahlbhment   of  schools   ou  the   plan  of   the  Bishop  of   | 
Calcutta,  which  it  had  been  suggested  by  the  Secretary  of  State  , 
for  India,  might  be  extended  to  schools  in  connectioii  with  the   I 
Church  of  Scotland. 

B     Your  Committee  have  further  to  report  that  the  Chaplains  of 
''our  Church,  assisted  by  their  Kirk-sessions,  where  these  have    i 
been  formed,  continue  zealously  engaged  in  carrying  out  one  of   ! 
the  great  objects  for  which  the  enlargement  of  our  Cburcb  in 
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ChristmaB  and  Good  Friday  I  had  to  make  a  strong  represen- 
tation to  the  officer  in  command,  who,  at  my  suggestion,  intro- 
duced the  services  recommended  for  Presbyterians'  worship  by 
the  Committee  of  Assembly.  What  is  done  in  this  one  instance 
ought  to  be  done  in  all.  As  matters  now  stand,  Presbyterian 
soMiers  attend  their  own  service  here,  and,  when  they  go  away 
to  another  station,  must  return  to  the  Church  of  England.  To 
educated  men  I  willingly  allow  that  this  would  be  no  hardship, 
but  it  is  felt  to  be  so  exactly  by  the  best  men  of  the  working 
classes  from  Scotland,  and  to  all,  with  their  early  habits  of 
thought,  it  is  an  evil." 

Your  Committee,  while  they  deem  it  their  duty  to  bring 
these  matters,  to  the  importance  of  which  they  are  fiiUy  alive, 
under  the  notice  of  the  Assembly,  venture  not  to  dispose  of  the 
questions  raised  by  them — not  by  Mr  Thomson  alone,  but  by 
Chaplains  both  ^^Established"  and  ^^Army;" — but  leave  it  to  the 
wisdom  of  your  Venerable  House  how  far  your  interposition 
ought,  as  suggested,  to  be  exercised,  and  to  direct  your  Com- 
mittee accordingly. 

The  communication  now  received  from  Mr  Thomson  enables 
your  Committee  to  fill  up  the  picture  of  the  Church's  progress 
m  a  very  gratifying  manner,  giving  earnest,  we  hope,  of  the 
work  assigned  to  him  in  this,  certainly  not  the  least  interesting]^ 
sphere  of  labour  in  India,  being,  under  the  blessing  of  Go^^ 
successfully  carried  on. 

Your  Committee  have,  in  conclusion,  to  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Assembly  to  a  matter,  to  which  they  attach  the  v^ry 
highest  importance,  and  with  the  claims  of  which  to  its  notice 
they  are  more  and  more  impressed.  The  last  General  Assembly 
laid  upon  your  Committee  the  duty  of  calling  attention  to  tbc 
importance  of  aiding  the  Church  and  Mission  in  India,  in  rAxsin^ 
up  a  Nativb  Christian  Ministry  from  among  the  enligli  tened 
converts  to  our  creed,  and  to  this  duty  we  have  not  failed   dilx- 

fently  to  devote  our  efforts.     We  observe,  that  other  rel  igious 
odies  in  India  are  directing  their  attention  to  this  object^,    aim- 
ing, as  it  does,  at  an  end  more  commensurate,  it  may  be^    ^wit& 
the  narrowness  of  our  pecuniary  resources  at  home,  and 
while  it  meets,  as  far  as  can  be  expected,  the  magnitude 
work  undertaken,  appears  specially  worthy  of  that  of 
Venerable  House.    To  this  end  the  founders  of  your  M 
Scheme  in  1828  looked  forward  as,  under  the  blessing  o£.

is  due  to  them  to  state,  that  the  path,  by  which  they  8om_^»^^^^^* 
attainment — if  a  departure  in  some  respects  from  that,  wl^»  ^■^  ^"  ^^^ 
been  followed  by  their  predecessors  in  this  truly  Christian 
did  not  fail  soon  to  attract  the  notice  of,  and  the  exanip 
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tbe  great  bbject  to  be  attained,  and  the  vast  field  over  which 
its  operationa  are  necessarily  spread,  and  worthy  of  the  power 
in  yrnoae  hands  the  destinies  of  so  large  and  iatereating  a  portion 
of  the  human  family  are  now  placed.     Meo  of  the  ^t  rank  in 
literature    and    science   of   the    mother     country    are    b^g 
brought  to  occupy  the  chief  places  in  this  department  of  the 
state,  and  the  work  is  at  this  moment  promiaing  to  draw  deeper 
and  deeper  on  its  revenues. 
Id-      From  circumstances  into  which  your  Committee  deem  it 
"^  unnecessary  to  enter,  one  most  important  ]j)ducational  field  is  at 
yet  nnoccupied  by  the  GoTemment  of  India,   and  left  to  be 
reaped  by  the  Church,  viz. — the  field  of  Native  instmctioD  m 
the  great  suence  of  religion,  as  revealed  in  the  Scripturea  of 
Christianity.     It  is  in  this  field,  in  the  strictest  sense  in  which 
it  can  regarded,  that  of  dogmatic  teacliing  of  the  Christian  cree(i, 
that  your  Committee  are  humbly  of  opinion,  that  the  door  for 
the  employment  of  a  Native  Christian  Agency  has  been  opeced, 
alike  by  the  Government  plan  of  education,  and  the  labours  of 
such  religio-educalional  institutiouB,  as  youi*  India  Mission.    It 
is  true  that  such  a  door  might  not  have  been  available  until  now. 
The  work  of  conversion  was  lon^  left  to  the  labours  of  the  piou^ 
missionary  itinerating  from  vilkge   to  village,  preaching  the 
Gospel  to  ever-varying  audiences,  unprepared  to  receive  it,  and     i 
necessarily  deprived  of  such  continuous  ministrations,  as  couiil 
encourage  the  hope  of  any  serious  or  lasting  impression  being 
made  upon  them.     Its  results  in  obtaining  avowed  converts  to     \ 
our  creed  were,  it  is  well  known,  far  from  encouraging,  and  its     i 
inefficiency  in    reaching   the    Native    population,    so    as   to     ' 
command  their  attention,  was  acknowledged  and  lamented  1>7     i 
such  a  distinguished  and  laborious  missionary  as  tbe  late  Itlr     j 
Lacroix,  who,  in  the  course  of  the  first  eight  years  of  his  lite 
amongst  the  Hindus,  could  scarcely  boast  of  a  single  convert. 
Since  that  period  no  little  labour  has  been  devoted  to  what  may 
be  called  the  Scotch  field  of  ei  angelistic  action — that  of  raising 
up  a  Native  Christian  ministry;  and  your  Committee  wouW 
fain  persuade  themselves,  that  the  time  is  near  ^vhen,  under  tbe 
blessing  of  God,  the  good  fruits  are  to  be  reaped  in  the  depart- 
ment, to  which  they   are  now  calling  the   attention    of  the 
Assembly.     Converts  to  our  faith  have  been   found   who  are 
willing  and  qualified  to  become  instructors  of  their  heathen 
brethren  in  the  truthsnf  Christianity,  and  who  are  now  employed 
with  every  hope  of  success  in  various  parts  of  the  Mission  field 
in  India;   and  Native  congregations  under  Native   Christian 
pastors  are  being  organized.     Under  the  provisions  already 
made  by  the  Assembly  for  carrying  on  this   important  worlt 
through  the  Presbyterial  Bodies  that  have  been   eatablisbed  at  , 
the  several  Presidencies,  every  reliance  may  be  placed  on  thosa 
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to  U  the  initiative  duty  more  especially  expected  Trom  it,  viz^ 
that  of  bringing  before  the  Assembly  the  fact,  that  aach  caii&- 
dates  from  Mnong  the  converta  to  our  creed,  as  maybe  willing 
and  qualified  to  enter  on  a  property  theological  education,- have 
been  found.  And  your  Committee  have  the  aatisfaction  to  re- 
port, that  there  ia  every  proapect  of  this  condition  being  met,u 
desiderated,  by  the  Presbyterial  Bodiea  in  India.  At  Bombay 
a  Native  convert  to  our  faith,  who  is  now  employed  as  a 
teacher  in  our  Institution  at  that  Presidency,  has  been  strongly 
recommended,  aa  ready  and  well  qualified  to  enter  on  a  course 
of  properly  called  theological  training,  with  a  view  to  the  Ch^i^ 
tian  ministry.  The  highest  testimony  to  his  talenta  and 
character  hm  been  borne  bj'  the  I!ev.  Mr  Cook,  of  Bathgate, 
lately  senior  chaplain,  and  by  Mr  Sheriff,  late  missionary  at 
Bombay,  and  now  at  home,  which  has  been  corroborated  in 
a  letter  just  received  by  the  Convener  from  the  Rev.  Mr  Mac- 
pherson,  who  states  that  Damoodhar  Babuljee  continues  to  ad- 
vanec  in  his  studies  in  a  manner,  giving  high  eatia&ction  to  the 
Presbytery. 

Your  Committee  have  further  the  satisfaction  of  reporting 
that,  through  the  liberal  donations  of  the  University  Missionary 
Associations  of  Edinburgh  and  Aberdeen,  the  Presbytery  will, 
it  is  hoped,  be  enabled  to  receive  Damoodhar  as  a  student  of 
divinity,  while  his  services  in  the  Institution  will  be  continued. 
The  assistance  which  has  been  received  from  these  Associations, 
coming,  as  it  does,  from  a  channel  eo  appropriate  to  the  object 
in  view,  has  been  gratefully  acknowledged  by  your  Committee. 
They  cannot  allow  themselves  to  doubt,  that  the  example  will 
be  followed  by  the  Universities  of  St  Andrews  and  Glasgow, 
and  they  trust  and  pray  that,  under  the  ministrations  of  such  con- 
verts as  are  arising  at  Bombay,  Native  Christian  congregations, 
like  thatunderthepastortilcareof  the  Bev.  Mr  David  at  Madras, 
may  be  found  enlivening  the  religious  landscape,  and  rewarding 
the  past  labours  of  your  Mission  in  India.  Then  may  we  ex- 
PHionfpect  that  Native  Christian  Pastorate  Boards,  similar  to  that 
already  organized  by  the  members  of  the  Church  of  England  at 
Calcutta,  in  support  of  such  congregations  when  formed,  and  until 
they  are  self-sustaining,  will  arise  among  the  lay  members  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland.  Nor  can  your  Committee  permit 
themaelvea  to  believe  that  when  your  evangelizing  efforts  have 
called  into  existence,  such  Native  Christian  congregations  as 
are  even  already  becoming  facts  in  the  annals  of  India,  ita 
Government,  foUowino;  out  the  liberal  and  enlightened  policy  it 
is  now  pursuing,  will  hesitate  to  extend  to  them  the  aatne 
countenance  and  aid,  which  it  is  affording  to  .the  Christiau 
schools  and  churches  of  its  European  subjects. 

A  letter  from  the  Senior  Chaplain  at  Madras,  of  date  the  1 4th 


India ;  and  the  PreabTter;  in  tranamitting  it  take  occasion   t« 
record  thrar  viewe,  as  requested  by  yonr  Gotomittee,  on    the 
question  of  a  Native  Christian  Miniatiy.      Adhering    to    the 
opinion  which  the  Presbytery  had  communicated  in  a  miziatc, 
of  date  March  16th,  1861,  and  which  was  before  the  last  As- 
sembly, they  again  state  i — "  Young  converts  from  heatfaenisn 
are  for  a  long  time  (what  one  who  has  even  but  a  very  moderate 
acquaintance  with  the  results  of  heathenism  would  naturally 
expect  them  to  be),  unfixed  in  their  purposes,  and  unstable  in 
their  views.     As  for  literary  and  theofo^cal  studies,  these  they 
may  prosecute  with  sufficient  diligence ;  but  rarely  indeed  have 
they  been  found  to  manifest,  bo  loug  at  least  as  they  ooDtinue 
to   be  mere  students,  much  of  that  zeal  and  patience,    and 
earnestness  and   devotedness,   without  the   possesion   of  at 
least  some  small  portion  of  which  it  were  vain  to  expect  that 
they  could  be  usefiil  labourers  in  any  department  of  the  vine- 
yard of  the  Lord."     The  Fresbyterial  Body  of  Calcutta  there- 
fore think,  that  "  time  among  other  things  should  be  requisite 
for  the  development  of  these  graces ; "  and  they  "  desire  to  ex- 
press it  as  theu-  decided  and  deliberate  conviction — a  conviction 
which  ia  entirely  the  result  of  experience — that  it  would  afford 
&r  higher  hopes  of  ultimate  success  in  the  work  of  ruaing  up  a 
body  of  qualified  and  efficient  Native  pastors  and  missionaries, 
if,  instead  of  holding  out  encouragementa  to  mere  youths,   it 
may  be,  quite  fresh  from  heathenism,  to  prepare  themselves  by 
a  coarse  of  study  in  literature  and  theology,  for  becoming  can- 
didates for  the  office  of  the  sacred  ministry,  the  Committee  on 
Indian  Churches  would  rather  endeavour,  as  opportunities  nasLj 
present  themselves  in  God's  providence,  to  obtain  the  services 
of  converts  who  are  already,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  in  some  measure 
pr^artd  for  their  work ;  who  have  attained  some  maturity  of 
thought — who  have  had  opportunities  of  gaining  some  experi- 
ence and  knowledge  of  the  world — who  have  given  some  proofs 
of  the  stead&stnesB  of  their  Christian  character ;  and  above  xUl, 
of  converts  regarding  whom  there  should  be,  at  least,   aome 
grounds  for  believiDg  that  they  had  reflected  frequently   aJD<i 
earnestly  on  the  solemn  and  responuble  nature  of  the  office  to 
which  they  would  aspire." 

Without  adverting  to  the  picture  given  in  the  above  minute 
of  the  Native  converts  to  our  creed,  faUing  so  toe  short,  as  it  does 
of  "that  fiimiahed  by  the  recorded  experience  of  almost  every 
other  misuonary  body  in  India,  yonr  Committee  need  not  say, 
how  fiilly  they  concur  in  the  standard  of  preparation  for  the 
holy  ministry  which  it  lays  down.  The  attainment  of  this 
standard  your  Committee  regard  as  the  qualification  to  be  pos- 
seaaed  by  a  convert,  previoua  to  his  entering  on  a  properly  theo- 
lo^cal  course  of  study,  or  having  a  title  to  the  burawies    or 
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Christian  work  of  rescuing  the  children  of  European  descent 
from  the  contaminating  influence  of  the  heathen  atmoephere  b 
which  they  live,  and  with  nothing  apparently  before  them,  as 
Mr  Walker  observes,  hut  a  sad  and  gloomy  future,  a  futurt, 
especiiilly  in  the  case  of  the  girls,  most  painhil  to  contemplate; 
and  he  adds,  there  are  now  upwards  of  forty  children  enjoying 
the  comforts  of  a  happy  home,  and  bein?  taught  their  dutf, 
alike  to  God  and  their  fellowmen.  In  this  work  Mr  Walkn 
has  met  with  the  most  hearty  support  from  the  General  Com- 
manding, and  from  all  ranks  at  the  station.  He  also  raeotiona 
a  Native  school  in  connection  with  the  London  Missionary 
Society,  of  which  he  spenks  as  long  ago  established,  and 
zealously  and  ably  condncted,  adding  the  important  remark  :— 
"The  number  attending  this  school  has  of  late  years  been 
greatly  reduced  by  the  establishnient  of  a  Government  school, 
But  sfill  I  doubt  not  much  good  has  been  and  is  etill  being 
done."  Mr  \^'alke^'B  knowledge  of  Tamil  renders  him  a  vaJu- 
able  assistant  in  all  the  charitable  institutions  at  Bellaiy. 
Among  other  things,  he  bears  the  testimony  of  one  well  able  to 
judge  to  the  fact  in  which  all  the  despatches  that  are  reaching 
your  Committee  through  other  channels  encourage  them  to  con- 
fide, that  a  growing  interest  is  felt  at  all  stations  in  the  progress 
of  the  natives  in  moral  and  religious  culture.  He  adds : — "  Many 
people  at  home,  aud  even  in  the  Presidency  towns  here,  are 
sometimes  inclined  to  think  that  those  at  up  country  stations 
do  very  little  if  anything  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  or  for 
the  good  of  the  natives  in  any  way,  but  from  what  I  have  men- 
tioned you  will  see  that  this  is  quite  a  mbtake,  at  least  so  far  as 
Bellary  is  concerned.  And  I  have  reason  to  believe,  indeed  I 
know,  that  there  are  many  stations  throughout  India,  at  which 
the  servants  of  Government,  both  civil  and  military,  are  doing 
a  great  amount  of  good  in  a  quiet  way.  Thus  the  light  ia 
gradually  spreading  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  this 
land.  The  great  want  is  Native  evangelists,  good  men  and 
true,  men  who  will  speak  because  they  believe,  who  will  labour 
because  they  love.  We  all  feel  that  great  importance  of  what 
you  say  Regarding  our  Theological  HaUs,  and  we  cannot  but 
feel  sad  when  we  read  from  time  to  time,  that  the  funds  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee,  are  so  limited  as  to  prevent 
this  important  part  of  the  work  being  more  fully  earned  out.  | 
Let  us  hope  and  pray,  that  as  the  state  and  wants  of  India 
become  better  known,  that  both  the  men  and  the  money  will  be 
forthcoming  to  enable  the  Committee  to  carry  on  the  'Mission 
in  a  manner  satisfiictory  to  themselves  ana  worthy  of  tlie  ' 
Church." 

Your  Committee,  strongly  impreeeed,  as  they  are,  with  the 
importance  of  the  criua  whicn  all  evangelizing  labours  appear  to 
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ttourer,  and  to  the  last,  the  interests  of  th< 
had  laboured  so  bithfullj,  and  suffered  so 
sr  heart  and  her  prayers.

them,  which  wa«  printed  in  the  Mitnonaiy  Record  for  Msrch 
last.  Hftving  succeeded  in  mastering  the  difGcultiea  of  modem 
Greek,  thej  had  resolved  to  commence  a  school  in  the  village 
of  Balta,  and  they  appealed  to  Christian  friends  in  this  country 
for  various  articles  which  were  needed,  iu  order  to  enable  Mn 
Braendli  to  conduct  the  girls'  classes  efficiently.  These,  through 
the  kindness  of  various  niends  of  the  Mission,  were  provided  in 
abundance,  and  a  very  (kir  beginning  had  been  made  with  the 
work  of  the  school.  But  since  the  hot  weather  set  in,  Mr 
Bntendli  has  again  been  laid  aside  by  repeated  attacks  of  fever 
and  ague.  Should  these  prove  as  severe  and  constant  as 
during  the  preceding  summer,  your  Committee  will  have  seri- 
ously to  consider  whether,  notwithataoding  all  the  promise  of 
usei'ulness  afforded  among  the  Greeks  in  the  villages  of  Cassan- 
dra, Mr  oad  Mrs  BraendB  should  not  be  removed  to  one  of  the 
more  healthy  Greek  or  Bulgarian  villages  in  the  interior  which 
have  repeatedly  petitioned  for  a  teacher,  and  the  district  of 
Cassandra  be  entrusted  to  the  care  of  a  native  agent,  or  only 
be  visited  occasionally  by  one  of  your  agents  from  Sslonica. 

The  subjoined  extracts  from  Mr  Crosbie's  report  for  the  half 
year,  ending  with  last  month,  gives  the  details  respecting  the 
present  state  and  prospects  of  Uie  mission  at  Salonica. 

"Onr  Sunday  services  conUDne  to  be  attended  by  the  Eaglbh  resi- 
dents as  usuaL  Captains  of  English  ships,  with  their  crews,  a.vail 
themselves  of  the  opportunities  aSbrded  for  public  worship.  The 
Saturday  meetings,  for  inquireTS  irom  among  the  Jews,  contiiiue  with- 
out much  increase  or  diminution.  The  interest  tiiken  by  the  yonn;; 
men  in  the  subjects  of  our  inquiry,  is  lively,  though  not  alwajs  in  the 
highest  sense  of  the  term.  They  are  foud  of  comparing  the  Christian 
and  Rabbfaiic  interpretation  of  the  Uessianic  prophecies  and  readily 
enough  assent  to  the  more  natural  iuterpretation,  and  condemn  the 
tortuoDB  and  evasive  explanations  of  their  Hacfaamim,  but  the  convic- 
tion of  «n,  as  is  BO  often  the  cose  with  Jewish  inqnirers,  is  not  deep 
and  abiding,  while  the  prejudices  engendered  in  their  minds  by  the 
perusal  of  the  '  Toldoth  Jeau,'  and  other  dishonouring  miarepreseota- 
tjon  of  our  blessed  Lord,  contribute  to  deter  them  from  the  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  truth."  ,  .  .  "  Since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  I 
have  sold  5  Hebrew  Pentateucha,  10  Hebrew  and  2  Greek  Psalters, 
18  Hebrew  and  Trench,  3  Greek  and  2  Turkish  Old  Testaments,  and 
27  Bnlgar  and  6  Greek  New  Testaments,  I  anticipated  some  lime 
■go,  as  you  will  remember,  a  much  larger  sale  of  Bulgar  Scriptures, 
but  the  salesman  had  been  iuhibited  by  the  Arohbishop.  Yesterdav, 
however,  he  called  again,  purchased  10  copies  more,  and  renewed  the 
application  of  a  certain  village  for  an  evangelist.  I  am  more  and 
more  confirmed  in  my  belief  of  the  earnestness  of  the  petitioners,  but 
stiU  I  heNlate  to  urge  an  unioediate  compUauca  with  their  request. 
Let  us  pray  that  He  who  in  some  measure  has  blessed  to  them  alres^ 
the  perusal  of  His  holy  Word,  would  still  be  their  teacher,  and  brinf 
tUem  to  the  full  knowledge  of  His  truth." 
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ever,  must  always  be  *'  Jeaus  Christ  and  Him  crucified" — the  Mei^ili 

?raiiiiBed,  of  the  Old  TestameDt— tiie  Meaeiah  who  has  come,  of  the 
Tew.  Most  of  those  who  now  attend  onr  service  regularlj  have  dom 
BO  for  some  coDBidenible  time. 

*'  On  the  23d  Mivch  the  young  man  Moshon,  whom  I  have  men- 
tioned tiefore  in  my  letters,  was  baptized.  During  the  time  he  bu 
professed  to  be  an  inquirer  after  the  truth,  he  has  l>eeQ  very  consisleni 
and  exemplary  in  walk  and  conversation.  In  the  beginning  he  had 
to  endure  great  hardships,  which  he  came  through  with  much  fortitndt. 
Ha  has  now  made  very  good  progress  in  learning  a  trade  to  which  he 
was  apprenticed.  I  hope  yet  to  see  a  community  of  such  living  in 
honest  independence  in  the  prosecu^on  of  some  respectable  tradci 
Such,  while  strengthening  and  comforting  one  another,  would  hare 
an  immense  influence:  for  good  upon  those  around.  I  know  of  no 
better  channel  in  which  Christian  charity  could  be  employed,  than  for 
the  benefit  of  some  of  the  most  deserviog  of  onr  pupils,  in  enabling 
them  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  some  business  or  trade. 

"  The  attendance  at  the  school  has  been  esceedingly  fluctuating,  bot 
■lill  such  as  to  hold  out  great  enconrsgement.  And  now  that  the 
pnssover  is  just  past,  many  who  have  been  promised  by  their  parents 
will  be  sent,  Tou  may  doubtless  have  heard  it  urged  as  an  objection 
HffHinst  any  attempt  at  a  Jewish  school,  thst  on  account  of  its  beiog 
difficult  under  ordinary  circumstances  to  obtain  anything  like  aregular 
attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  or  anything  beyond  a  very  short 
period  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  thosd  who  do  attend  with  some 
regularity,  very  little  good  can  be  accomplished.  Much  more  could 
certainly  be  accomplished  were  there  any  means  of  enforcing  regular 
attendance,  and  where  the  home  influence  is  bad,  of  removing  them 
to  some  place  where  they  will  only  be  nnder  good  influence.  But, 
doubtless,  our  present  duty  is  to  make  the  most  of  present  circum- 
stances, and  occupy  present  opportunities.  Childhood  and  boyhood 
being  so  particularly  impressible,  a  boy  from  being  only  a  short  lima 
at  school  may  receive  such  impressions  as  will  not  easily  be  obliterated. 
I  do  not  mean  only  religious  impressions.  A  desire  for  knowledge 
may  be  implanted  or  strengthened,  the  kindly  and  aflcctionate  maimer 
of  the  teacher  may  be  pleasingly  remembered  amid  the  after  harsh 
realities  of  life,  and  the  individual  be  at  some  future  period  led  to 
■nek  the  intercourse  of  those  who  can  point  out  to  him  that  know- 
ledge which  msketh  wise  unto  salvation. 

"  At  the  Greek  school  there  are  now  in  attendance  forty-six,  with 
the  prospect  of  more.  A  great  deal  might  be  said  with  regard  to  the 
Qreeks  here,  and  very  much  that  is  favourable  to  their  further  im' 
provemant ;  for  no  one  who  is  the  least  observant  can  shut  his  eyea  to 
tlieir  rapid  progress. 

"  Concerning  Voorla  there  is  vOTy  little  to  report.  Matters  there 
are  progressing  very  quietly.  It  was  visited  last  about  the  begianing 
of  the  preaent  month.  The  only  thing  particularly  worthy  of  remark 
is,  that  one  of  the  most  wealthy  Jews  of  the  place,  who  at  one  time  pat 
himself  rather  prominently  in  opposition  to  the  Mission,  is  one  of  our 
best  friends.    He  sends  two  girls  to  the  house  of  Yohannes  to  receive 


from  the  pupils  duriDg  this  period  haa  been  £175,  which  has 
been  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  Arabic,  French,  and 
Italian  maetere  of  the  Bchool.  The  female  echool,  under  the 
Buperintendence  of  Miae  Ashley — the  agent  of  the  Glasgow 
liadies'  Association — is  making  steady  progresa,  and  is  at  present 
attended  by  more  pupils  than  during  the  prcTioua  year. 

In  the  Report  made  to  last  General  Assembly,  it  was  stated 
that  the  frienda  of  the  mission  in  Alexandria  were  most  urgent 
that  more  commodious  premises  should  be  proridcd,  both  for 
the  congregation  asacmbling  in  the  chapel,  and  for  the  pupils 
attending  the  schools,  and  that  they  advised  that  an  applicalioD 
should  be  made  to  His  Highness  the  Viceroy,  for  a  site  for  the 

Kroposed  buildings,  and  that  an  effort  should  be  made  in  Scot- 
ind  to  ruse  sufficient  fiinds  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  cbunh 
and  school.  Had  the  matter  been  lefi  entirely  to  your  Com- 
mittee, they  would  perhaps  have  rather  been  disposed  to  re- 
commend further  delay  ere  another  demand  was  made  on  the 
liberality  of  His  Highness,  who  had  so  munificently  and  re- 
cently provided  a  Bethel  ship  for  the  sailors  frequenting  the 
port.  But  warm  friends  of  the  mission  resident  on  the  spot 
thinking  that  a  favourable  opportunity  of  attaining  their  object 
was  presented  on  the  occasion  of  the  recent  visit  of  His  Royal 
Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales,  made  application  to  the  Viceroy 
through  Her  Majesty's  Consul-Gen  era!  for  Egypt,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  from  His  Highness  a  grant  of  a  piece  of 
ground  outside  the  city,  which  they  are  at  liberty  to  sell  in 
order  to  purchase  a  site  for  a  church  and  school  in  any  part  of 
the  city  which  they  may  deem  most  convenient.  The  ground  ia 
valued  presently  at  from  £1500  to  £2000 ;  and  it  is  said  that 
if  the  sale  of  it  is  deferred  for  a  short  time,  it  may  even  rise  in 
value.  The  conlial  thanks  of  the  General  Assembly  will  doubt- 
Icsd  be  returned  to  Her  Majesty's  Consul-General  for  this  fresb 
token  of  his  interest  in  your  Mission,  and  to  His  Highness  the 
Viceroy  for  this  renewed  proof  of  his  kindness  and  liberality. 
And  now  that  the  flite  for  a  church  and  school  has  been  so  uneJC  - 
pcetedly  and  freely  furnished,  your  Committee  most  respectfully 
solicit  that  your  Venerable  House  will  issue  such  instructions  a^ 
shall  authorize  them  to  raise  special  funds  to  build  the  said 
church  and  school,  and  shall  stir  up  the  friends  of  the  Churcta 
of  Scotland  to  contribute  liberally  to  this  good  work,  that  th^ 
organization  of  your  Mission  at  this  important  station  may  b^ 
completed  without  delay,  and  that  Alexandria  may  be  provided 
with  a  Scotch  church  and  school  adequate  to  its  wants,  and  noC:^ 
out  of  keeping  with  the  style  and  character  of  the  other  Pro- 
testant churches  in  the  city. 

As  Mr  ITule's  latest   Report  on  the   state  of  the  variou^K- 
branches  of  the  Mission  woik  in  Alexandria  was  printed  lo  th^* 
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have  ehrutik.  It  ie  to  be  hoped  that  their  unfitTonrable  ^>pre< 
hensions  will  yet  be  disappointed,  and  that  He  nho  has  the 
hearts  of  all  men  in  Hia  hand,  will  agaJn  turn  the  heart  of 
AbjsBlnia's  king  towards  those  who  have  done  and  sacrificed 
BO  Qiuch  to  serve  him  and  his  people. 

Mr  Steiger's  letter  beiog  too  long  to  be  inserted  in  this  place^ 
and  yet  too  interesting  to  oe  withheld  &om  the  members  of  the 
Church,  is  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report. 

Changes  tn  i/ie  Musionary  Staff. — In  the  course  of  the  past 
year,  the  Rev.  James  Christie,  as  has  been  already  intimated, 
was  transferred  from  Alexandria  to  Constantinople.  Mr  Gus- 
tave  Stem — son  of  Professor  Stem  of  Karlsruhe — waaappointed 
to  succeed  him  in  the  charge  of  the  school  at  Alexandria.  Mr 
Ibrahim  Barker,  a  Turkish  convert,  who  had  been  associated 
with  Mr  Stem  in  Malta  and  Karlsruhe,  was  also  sent  to  Alexan- 
dria, where  it  is  hoped  he  may  find  full  employment  in  visiting 
among  Turkish  sailors  and  in  acting  as  a  colporteur.  Mr  C.  F. 
Hofheinz  was  appointed  teacher  at  Salonica  in  room  of  Mr 
Schiliinger,  who  had  been  removed  by  death,  and  Mr  G.  A.  Spath 
at  Smyrna,  in  room  of  Mr  Leopold  Rosenberg,  who  had  resigned. 
The  five  years  for  which  the  services  of  Messrs  Coull  and 
Crosbie  were  originally  engaged  having  now  nearly  expired, 
your  Committeu  have  applied  to  them,  to  ascertain  whether 
they  meant  to  leave  the  service  of  the  Mission,  or  were 
prepared  to  re-engage  themselves  for  a  period  of  five  years 
more,  and  your  Committee  are  happy  to  be  able  to  announce 
to  your  Venerable  House  that  both  these  gentlemen  have  ■ 
consented  to  remain  at  their  posts.  Mr  Scott's  engage- 
ment also  terminates  during  the  present  summer,  and  as  he 
has  mode  up  his  mind  to  leave  Constantinople,  your  Com- 
mittee have  been  under  the  neces^ty  of  looking  out  for  a  suo- 
cessor  to  him  in  the  charge  of  the  school  at  Hasskioy,  and  as 
they  have  already  intimated,  they  rejoice  that  they  have  found 
one  who  is  likely,  not  only  to  cany  on  efSciently  Mr  Scott's 
work,  bat  also  to  aid  Mr  Christie  u  his  evangelistic  labours. 
Mr  Robertson  has  just  completed  bis  third  session  of  regular 
attendance  in  the  Divinity- Hall,  and  as  be  has  held  a  very  nigh 
place  in  his  classes,  and  aa  a  second  preacher  is  urgently  requiried 
at  Constantinople,  your  Committee  most  respecttully,  yet  most 
earnestly  crave,  that  your  Venerable  House  will  dispense  with 
the  requirement  of  a  partial  session  in  the  case  of  the  said  Mr 
Robertson,  and  will  grant  authority  to  the  Presbytery  of  St 
Andrews  to  take  him  on  trials  for  license,  on  bis  producing  to 
them  certificates  that  he  has  given  attendance  on  the  classes  in 
the  Divinity  Hall  for  three  full  sessions,  and  has  delivered  before 
his  professors  the  discourses  prescribed  by  Acts  of  Assembly. 
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Becurity  of  the  obltgationB,  nndertakea  in  1847,  Doder  tlie  leate 
of  Haikm  Street  Chapel,  having  beeo  kindlj  placed  at  their 
disposal,  and  by  taking  the  use  of  the  legacy  amve  mentioDccl 
till  their  Annual  Collection  was  recmved.  It  will  he  observed, 
that  not  only  has  the  whole  of  the  first  of  these  sums  been  ex- 
pended, but  a  portion  of  the  legacy  still  remains  to  be  repaid. 
Although  the  excess  of  the  expenditure  for  the  last  year  over 
the  previous  year  has  resulted  from  outfit  and  travelling  ex- 
penses rendered  necessary  from  the  death  of  Mr  Schillingcr 
and  the  resignation  or  translation  of  other  teachers,  the  Com- 
mittee cannot  hold  out  the  hope  that  any  material  reduction  of 
the  expenditure  can  he  made  at  any  of  the  stations  without  im- 
pairing the  efficiency  of  the  Miaaion.  On  the  contrary,  fiilly 
to  occupy  the  large  and  important  spheres  where  your  mh- 
sions  are  carried  on,  and  to  supply  the  other  equally  important 
cities  and  districts  where  agents  are  earnestly  sought  for,  would 
require  a  much  greater  expenditure,  and  a  larger  number  of 
agents,  than  the  Committee,  with  the  very  limited  amount  of 
funds  placed  at  their  disposal,  can  supply.  The  Committee 
look  forward  to  the  present  year  with  the  deepest  anxiety,  as  it 
is  obvious  the  present  state  of  things  cannot  be  allowed  to 
continue,  and  either  the  Church  must,  as  they  have  been  here- 
tofore encouraged  to  hope,  place  at  their  disposal  a  revenue 
adequate,  ^at  least  to  maintain  their  present  ngency  for  the 
good  of  Israel,  as  well  as  to  supply  the  spiritual  destitution  of 
our  own  cnuntrymen  in  the  East,  or  the  Committee  will  have 
no  alternative  but  to  recall  agents  from  those  spheres  where 
they  are  at  present  labouring  with  fidelity  and  zeal,  and  to  aban- 
don stations  where  there  are  large  fields  of  uaefiilness,  and  where 
tokens  of  success  are  even  now  beginning  to  appear.  The  Com- 
mittee cannot  suppose  that  the  members  of  your  Venerable 
House  will  counsel  them  to  adopt  this  latter  alternative,  but 
that  rather,  remembering  their  high  privileges,  they  will  awake 
to  a  sense  of  the  duty  imperatively  laid  upon  them,  and  freely 
and  liberally  give,  as  Cod  has  prospered  them,  for  the  advance- 
ment of  His  cause  among  His  ancient  people. 

And  while  your  Committee  mosteamestly  plead  for  an  enlai^^ed 
liberality  on  behalf  of  the  cause  committed  to  their  care,  they 
at  the  same  time  ask  for  earnest  prayer  on  behalf  of  the 
Misuon,  that  God  would  indeed  arise  and  have  mercy  on  Zion, 
that  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  of  grace  may  be  abundantly  poureil 
out  on  all  their  agents,  and  that  by  their  means  many  may  be 
brought  to  a  knowledge  of  Him  who  is  the  Saviour  and  the 
King  of  Israel.

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to  stay  there,  for  we  could  eee  only  Bome  of  the  places,  as  tbej  an 
laADj  miles  from  each  other.     We  met  many  travellera  there,  amon; 
whom,   also,   onr    Scotch    frieods,    Messrs    Longmore,    Scott,    uti 
Turnbull,  who  bad  kindly  favoured  us  already  at  Alexandria,  hj 
bringing  ap  in  their  boat  to  Cairo  some  of  our  boxes.     Ah  the  wind 
was  in  our  favour,  we  left  Luxor  the  same  evening.     Before  vt 
started,  we  received  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the  Prussian  con- 
sular agent  there  to  an  Effendi  (justiciary)  in  Assouan.     From  tbt 
English  consular  agent  we  received  a  letter  of  recommendation  to 
the  Most  Mighty  Bedouin  Sheik  Abusin,  on  the  frontiers  of  Abjsanit, 
through  whose  territory  we  have  to  pass.     Though  we  are  in  posses- 
iion  of  a  firman  from  the  Viceroy,  procured  by  ihe  Consul-Genenl 
of  Prussia,  we  prefer  to  make  use  of  private  recommendations,  whicb 
the  Bedouin  sbeika  esteem  much  more  highly  than  an  order  from  ihs 
government,  especially  when  they  are  from  friends,  as  is  the  case 
with  the  English  consular  agent  at  Luxor  and  Sheik  Abunn.     It 
waa  on  the  17th  of  December  that  we  were  in  Luxor  and  Thebes  ;  on 
the  22d  we  arrived  at  Assouan,  glad  that  we  could  quit  our  boat,  not 
only  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  change,  but  especially  because  we 
had  behind  ua  a  good  deal  of  our  journey.     Early  in  the  momiog  of 
the  3Sd  we  left  the  boat,  loading  our  luggage  on  10  camels  (one  for 
8  piastres  10  paras),  which  brought  us  five  miles  through  the  desert 
to  Shelal,  the  first  village  on  the  other  side  ofthe  cataract,  and  finding 
there  some  empty  boats,  we  hired  one  forSSO  piastres,  and  storied  the 
same  day  for  Korasco.    Brother  Hausman  visited  the  before-mentioned 
ESendi  in  Assouan,  and  received  a  letter  of  recommendation  to  a  Sheik 
Vakeel,  of  the  European  travellerB  in  Korasco.     This  passage  was  noC 
so  tiresome  as  the  first,  and  the  most  of  the  time  the  wind  was  in  oar- 
favour.     We  therefore  arrived  on  the  30th  of  December  in  Korasco- 
There  we  had  to  stay  nearly  four  days,  till  everything  was  arranged  anc5 
prepared  for  the  journey  through  the  Nubian  desert.     I  cannot  omit  to 
confess,  that  we  felt  not  very  comfortable  when  we  delivered  ourselves 
to  our  cam  el -drivers,  who  belonged  to  the  formidable  Bedouin  Uibe-, 
the  Besharies ;  and,  indeed,  their  wild  appearance  is  fit  to  make  a  mai~i 
afraid.     Still,  we  knew  that  the  Lord  was  our  Guide,  and  that  with- 
out His  will  not  a  hair  of  our  head  could  perish  ;  and,  indeed,  we  wers 
not  put  to  shame  in  this  our  trust  in  Him.     We  not  only  reached  tbe 
end  of  the  desert  in  perfect  safety,  but  also  our  invalid   brethren 
recovered  perfectly  in  the  dry  and  healthy  air  of  the  deserL     We  left 
Korasco  on  the  2d  of  January,  and  arrived  at  Abu  Hamed  on  the  12th 
of  the  same  month.    Our  caravan  consisted  of  ourselves,  a  Syrian 
merchant,  S  camel-drivers  and  the  guide,  with  22  camels.     16  camels 
belonged  to  us;  11  for  our  luggage,  i  for  riding,  and  1  for  waier. 
The  transport  through  the  desert  cost  per  contar  20  piastres  tsrifa 
(£1  ^  97^   piastres).      Brother  Brandeis  and   I  had    24.  contars. 
Hiding  and  water  camel  cost  each  one  90  p.  (larifa),  and  we  had  the 
same  to  pay  to  the  guide.      Two  camels  died  on  the  way  in  conse- 
quence of  hunger  and  weariness,  or  rather  they  became  so  weak  that 
they  could  not  go  farther,  and  were  consequently  eaten  alive  by  tbe 
ravens  and  kites,  as  we  saw  the  following  day.     In  the  midst  of  tbe 
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the  Committee  ffill  teke  care  to  see  that  when  the  mbutei  ot 
Chascomus  leaves  this  comitry,  be  carries  along  with  him  the 
(locumentB  and  ioetructioDB  requisite  for  that  end. 

As  ahvays  has  been,  and  as  is  likely  alwaye  to  be  the  case, 
the  year's  transactions  are  of  a  chequered  descriptioo — some  of 
them  sad  and  discomraging  enough.  Nevertheless,  the  Com- 
mittee submit  their  narraUve  to  the  General  Awembly  in  the 
belief  that  it  will  not,  aa  a  whole,  be  deemed  uDsatiafactorj, 
and  with  the  confidence  which  a  consciousness  of  having  done 
their  honest  best  will  always  inspire.  The  sphere  of  their 
superintendence  is  of  enormous  magnitude ;  and  the  diversities 
of  all  kinds  by  which  its  different  regions  are  characterized, 
compel  them  sometimes  to  act  under  the  embarrassment  of  very 
imperfect  knowledge,  while  tardiness  is,  by  great  dbtances, 
imposed,  a^  an  inevitable  condiUon,  on  many  of  their  opentr 
tioDB.  The  anewenng  of  the  simplest  inquiry,  implying  an  ex- 
change of  letters,  is  often  an  affur  of  months.  But  these,  it 
may  be,  are  considerations  which  will  no  more  be  accepted  by 
the  impetuous  than  they  will  be  overlooked  by  the  reflecting. 

Tliere  are  still  several  particulars  to  which,  wliile  biinging 
their  Report  to  a  close,  the  Committee  crave  leave  to  invite 
the  attention  of  the  Assembly.  A  notion  has  come  to  be  enter* 
tained  in  some  quarters  that  the  work  of  the  Parent  Church  in 
the  Colonies  has  been  well  nigh  completed.  Than  thb,  no  sur- 
mise could  possibly  be  more  unfounded.  Let  it  be  assumed 
that  the  scope  for  missionary  effort  in  Nova  Scotia  has,  far  the 
present,  been  exhausted ;  and  that  the  rapid  advancement  in 
material  prosperity  of  Canada,  promises,  at  no  very  distant  day, 
to  afford  the  means  of  supplying  the  wants  of  that  great  colony  ; 
and  let  it  be  admitted,  moreover,  that  the  peculiar  and  wholly 
exceptional  state  of  Australia  has,  in  the  meantime,  arrested 
endeavours  which  are  by  no  means  unreqiured.  Still,  emer- 
gencies, demanding  aid  fi-om  home,  will  probably  soon  arise 
even  in  Nova  Scotia,  and  have  already  arisen  in  Cape  Breton  ; 
while  Prince  Edward's  Island,  in  the  same  Synod,  is  at  this 
hour  in  urgent  need  of  assistance.  Then,  though  too  much 
reliance,  provided  only  it  be  reasonable  and  discriminating, 
can  hardly  be  placed  on  Canada,  yet  the  vast  and  ever-widen- 
ing  frontier  is  likely  long  to  require  more  help  tlian  we  can 
afford,  or  may  be  willing  to  givfr — as  long  indeed  as  the  oat- 
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3.  A  year  t^o,  the  Committee  took  the  liberty  of  colling  th« 
attenlioD  of  the  General  Aseembly  to  the  melancholy  condition 
of  those  Oriental  lahourers,  chiefly  Hindus,  who  are  employed  in 
our  coloniea,  both  eastern  and  weetem.  Somewhere  above 
250,000  of  them  were  spoken  of  aa  having  been  imported  into 
British  Guiana,  Jamaica,  and  Ceylon;  and  it  has  since  been  , 
aecert^ned  from  Mr  MTrvine,  that,  in  the  end  of  December  i 
1860,  there  were  no  fewer  of  them  than  212,913,  or  fully  two  ; 
thirds  of  the  whole  population,  in  the  Mauritius.  If  to  these  . 
figures  be-added  the  amount  of  Chinese  in  Australia  and  in  I 
British  Columbia,  where  their  number  continueB  to  increase,  the  , 
result  will  be,  that  in  our  sugar  and  coffee  plantations,  and  at 
our  gold  diggings,  probably  not  much  under  half  a  million  of  i 
heathen  labourers  are  at  work.  The  Committee  are  aware  of  i 
the  opinion  entertuned  by  some,  that  this  mass  of  human  life, 
this  multitude  of  human  souls,  lies  beyond  the  scope  of  their 
evangelical  labours,  which  ought,  it  is  alleged,  to  be  restricted 
to  emigrants  from  Scotland,  and  their  descendants.  But  this  is 
a  view  in  which  they  cannot  acquiesce ;  and  which,  they  feel 
assured,  will  never  be  deliberately  adopted  by  the  Church,  or 
any  considerable  portion  of  it.  By  the  industry  of  those  be- 
nighted beings,  it  is  that  the  capital  of  our  settlers  is  turned  to 
profitable  account,  and  the  general  prosperity  of  our  colonies 
advanced ;  nor  surely  is  it  to  be  thought  of,  that  the  souls  of  the 
masters  should  be  cared  for,  while  the  toiling  servants  are  left 
to  darkness  and  the  deathshade.  Moreover,  those  Cooltes,  as 
they  ore  called,  lie  completely  beyond  the  range  of  our  Foreign 
Mission,  so  that  unless  the  Colonial  Committee  shall  interpose 
in  their  behalf,  our  Church  abandons  them  utterly.  Hitherto, 
that  Committee  has  attempted  nothing,  partly  because  the  col- 
lection of  information  is  a  slow  process,  and  the  arrangement  of 
suitable  modes  of  action  a  slower  still, — both  of  them  implying 
much  correspondence  with  persons  at  great  distances ;  but 
partly,  also,  because  they  have  not  possessed  the  requisite 
pecuniary  means.  They  ore,  however,  anxious  to  assist  in  the 
organization  and  support  of  Coolie  schools  wherever  they  are 
needed,  under  the  superintendence  of  our  own  ministers  and 
missionaries ;  and  they  are  assured  that,  in  this  movement,  they 
will  be  liberally  assisted  by  the  local  goremmenta.  Let  th^ 
Assembly  articulately  authorize  this  course,  and  let  the  contri- 
butions of  the  Church  be  so  increased,  as  to  rendet  the  pro- 
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theological  learning,  but  also  trained  to  the  practical  datiea  of 
the  pastoral  office.  A  new  exercise  in  pnlpit  elocution  has  beeo 
coDimenced,  which  promises  satiebctorj  results.  An  hoar  is 
devoted  every  week  to  discourses  delivered  tMmoriUr  in  the 
Convocation  Halt,  during  which  time  three  short  sermons  are 
heard  and  criticized  by  the  Professors  in  course  of  delivery. 
This  exercise  b,  in  addition  to  the  usual  discourses,  in  the  daii- 
room,  and  it  is  begun  in  the  hope  that  defects  of  deliveiy  mar 
in  time  be  corrected,  which  would  otherwise  mar  the  enect  of 
pulpit  services  through  life.  The  peculiar  circumstances  of 
Canada  require  that  special  attenUon  should  be  pud  to  tbe 
mode  of  securing  an  efiective  delivery.  In  more  settled  states 
of  society,  where  associations  and  habits  are  fixed  and  perma- 
nent, a  minister  may  prove  eminently  useful,  though  his  pulpit 
talents  be  of  an  inferior  order ;  but  in  a  new  country  it  is  essen- 
tial that  he  be  an  effective  speaker,  to  gather  a  congregatioo 
around  him.  It  is  true  that  in  most  localities  there  are  settlers 
ardently  attached  to  the  Church  of  Scotland,  who  cling  to  her 
services  under  every  disadvantage ;  but  in  few  districts  can  a 
large  congregation  Be  formed  without  gathering  in  many  from 
other  denominations,  and  these  will  be  attracted  only  by  the 
personal  gifla  of  the  preacher.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  too, 
that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  Presbyterian  population  of 
Canada  is  from  Ireland,  and  that  not  a  few  of  our  most  flourish- 
ing congregations  in  districts  thus  settled  have  but  a  small 
minority  of  Scotch  adherents  among  them.  For  such  fields  of 
labour  ministers  trained  in  Queen's  College  are  admirsblj 
adapted,  and  in  numerous  instances  has  their  success  been  very 
gratifying.

An  important  step  has  been  taken  this  year  to  connect  the 
common  and  grammar  school  systems  of  tne  country  with  the 
College,  and  tDus  secure  their  co-operation  and  aid  as  feeders- 
The  College  Preparatory  School  has  been  amalgamated  with 
the  County  Grammar  School,  and  the  united  institution 
affiliated  to  Queen's  College.  A  system  of  scholarships  has 
been  established,  by  whioh  the  common  schools  are  encouiaged 
to  send  scholars  to  the  grammar  schools,  and  these,  in  ton,  ta 
this  university.  There  are  now  ten  scholanbips  of  the  first 
class  offered  to  the  pupils  in  the  common  schools  of  the  city  of 
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monthly  meetings  in  tlie  College.  The  extensive  ffrounda  around 
the  College  have  been  laid  out  as  a  botanic  garden,  which  can 
already  boast  of  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  rare  plants. 
Special  thanks  are  due  to  Harvard  University  for  a  munificeat 
gift  of  several  hundred  specimenB.  It  is  also  worthy  of  notice 
that  the  Society  has  been  made  the  depositary  of  the  planu 
collected  in  the  course  of  the  Government  geological  survey 
conducted  by  Sir  William  Logan,  and  the  specimens  thus  re- 
ceived are  arranged  in  the  College  Museum. 

Heference  was  made  last  year  to  the  project  of  an  Observa- 
tory in  connection  with  the  College.  The  building  is  now 
erected  on  such  a  scale  as  to  meet  the  largest  requirements  of 
science.  Several  valuable  instruments  have  already  been  re- 
ceived, but  the  chief  instrument, — viz.,  a  transit  circle,  is  yet 
to  be  supplied.  Mr  Airey,  the  Astronomer- Boyal,  has  kindly 
engaged  to  superintend  the  construction  of  the  instrument 
required,  and  proposed  to  be  executed  by  Mr  Simms,  the  eminent 
optician  of  London,  the  estimated  cost  being  £520  sterling. 
There  is  at  present  no  astronomical  observatory  in  British  North 
America  calculated  to  render  efficient  scientific  service.  The 
Canadian  Government  has  liberally  extended  ^d,  but  a  greatly 
increased  grant  from  ^his  source  will  be  necessary  to  enable  the 
Observatory  in  connection  witti  Queen's  College  to  take  rank 
with  similar  European  institutibnfl. 

The  Governors  of  the  Kingston  Hospital  have  decided  on 
erecting  a  commodious  theatre  for  operations  and  Clinical 
lectures.  This  will  prove  of  great  benefit  to  the  Medical  School 
of  Queen's  College,  which  now  takes  a  leading  place  in  the 
medical  education  of  the  province. 

A  munificent  endowment  for  collegiate  education  in  Upper 
Canada  was,  many  years  ago,  provided  by  a  Government  grant 
of  neariy  a  quarter  of  a  million  acres  of  land,  which  increased  in 
value  with  the  growth  of  the  province  until  the  revenue 
amounted  to  £15,000  sterling  per  annum.  Owing  to  variona 
causes,  this  splendid  fund  was  wasted  and  misapplied,  its  chief 
benefits  being  confined  to  the  city  of  Toronto  (m  which  build- 
ings, on  a  pnncely  scale,  have  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  £80,000 
sterling),  and  to  the  Theological  Schools  there  located  in  con- 
nection with  the  Free  Church  and  Congregational  denominations. 
The  misappropriation  of  this  endowment  has  long  agitated  the 
country,  but  is  now  happily  in  a  fiiir  way  to  a  satisfactory  issue  ; 
and  in  promoting  this  result,  not  less  than  in  advancing  the  in- 
terior efficiency  of  the  College,  have  the  services  of  Principal 
Leitch  been  of  the  utmost  value.  The  object  of  the  contem- 
plated arrangement  is  twofold ;  in  the  first  place,  to  maiataio 
a  high  standard  of  education  throughout  the  country  ;  and, 
secondly,  to  secure  a  larger  share  of  public  ud  for  Queen's 
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banded  thaiiaelTe«  togetber  for  their  oaantrj'a  defenoe,  and  tiiia 
same  loytd  epirit  to  the  mother  country  has  enlisted  their  otii>> 
pathies  fortbe  mother  Chm^:h,  sending  numbers  of  them  f<»ta  to 
labotir  in  many  a  distant  field,  imbued  with  the  epirit  and  pria- 
oiples  of  iho  Kirk  of  their  Fathers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  StrpBEnrrERDERT  of  Mmaom^ 

Nova  Scotia. 

UiUFU,  2ad  April  i»e2. 
Rev.  and  Dsab  Sib, — In  a  small  ooliHiy  like  Nora  Scotia, 
with  a  scattered  populatioti,  and  institutions  of  oolj  recent  for- 
mation and  limited  influenoe,  where  the  Churdi  of  Scotlaad  hss 
always  beeo  in  a  comparatively  feeble  state,  and  is  still  stnig' 
gling  for  existenoe  and  usefulness,  there  is  not  so  much  and  sncfa 
varied  ecclesiastical  intelligence  to  be  communicated,  in  the 
AoTt  space  of  one  year,  as  might  be  wilted,  altliouf^  the  infor- 
mation which  has  been  obtained  during  that  period  may  be 
pleaang  and  acceptable  to  our  oumerous  friends  in  the  land  of 
onr  lathers.  During  the  past  year,  our  congregations  have 
been  in  a  united  and  growing  otmditioD,  tbe  OrdiDanoes  of  reli- 
^on  have  been  dispensed  with  unwearied  industry,  r^ularity, 
and  decorum,  and  not,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  without  much  spirituai 
benefit.  Our  ministers  have  been  busily  and  unceasingly  ei^ 
gaged  in  their  pastoral  labours,  and  a  number  of  mis8i<»iai7 
visits  have  been  paid  to  distant  parts  of  the  colony.  Changes, 
no  doubt,  there  have  been,  and  removals  have  taken  place, 
whilst  the  Churoh  at  large  has  remained  rather  in  a  statiomury 
than  in  a  progressive  state,  not  so  much  for  want  of  friends  and 
attendants,  as  for  want  of  ministerial  asraataooe.  The  four 
native  missionaries  sent  out  by  you  last  year  from  Scotland  are 
all  fully  and  usefully  occupied  in  the  stations  assianed  to  them. 
Mr  M'Gregor,  as  already  intimated,  has  beet  inducted  to  the 
pastoral  charge  of  the  united  congregation  in  the  upper  aettlo- 
ments  of  the  East  River  of  Piotou.  Mr  M'MiUan  ts  now  tbe 
fixed  pastor  of  the  Earltown  and  west  branch  of  Biver  Jolin 
congregation,  in  the  same  presbytery.  Mr  Grant  is  labouring- 
with  much  ability  and  success  m  a  number  of  new  congrc^a- 
tjosa  in  Prince  Edward's  Joland,  'pfll'^'^i"g  the  vacancy    at 


could  see  no  reasoa  for  casting  aside  the  rovre   of  ordiaation,  : 
and  BepamtiDg  himaelf  from  tEe  Scottish   Kirk.     Many  of  his   , 
brethreo  left,  out  he  did  not  follow.     He  believed   tha^  aa  of   \ 
old,  she  was  atill  '  one  of  the  fairest  daughters  of  the  Reforma- 
tion,' and,  believing  this,  he  remained  true  to  her  interests     No 
inducemente   could  draw  him  aside,  and  no  hardships   could 
draw  him  Irom  the  discharge  of  fais  duty.     Long  be  laboured, 
almost  alone,  hoping  sometimes  almost  against  hope  that  some 
labourers  would  come  to  occupy  a  part  of  the  vineyard;  and 
never  shall   we  forget  the  fervour  with  which  we  beard  bim 
lately  thank  God   for    having  spared  him  to  see  so  much  of 
that  vineyard  occupied," 

Whilst  we  mourn,  as  in  duty  bound,  over  our  painfid  dis- 
appointments and  bereavements,  we  are  not  left  entirely  without 
hope.  The  exalted  King  and  Head  of  the  Church  who  faa« 
promised  to  be  with  His  people  always,  is,  we  trust,  graciously 
present  in  our  worshipping  assemblies,  assisting  His  ministers 
in  proclaiming,  and  His  people  in  hearing,  the  glad  tidings  of 
salvation,  and  confirming  the  word  "  with  signs  tallowing."  If 
no  additional  missionaries  have  arrived  from  your  Committee 
during  the  year,  we  have  received  during  that  time  a  small  ae- 
cession  to  our  numbers  within  our  own  borders.  You  will  be 
happy  to  learn  that  the  Bev.  John  Gunn  of  Broadcore,  Gape 
Breton,  who  separated  himself  from  our  synod  with  the  other 
ministers  of  the  Free  Church  in  the  year  1844,  has  sought  a. 
reunion  with  the  parent  Church,  along  with  the  congregationa 
in  the  island  under  bis  ministry.  At  a  late  meeting  of  the  Pres- 
bytery of  Pictou,  he  was  admitted,  on  a  strong  recommendatioD 
from  several  of  the  brethren,  a  member  of  the  court,  and  re- 
ceived an  extensive  missionary  appointment  amongst  our  nume- 
rous adherents  in  that  part  of  the  province,  until  he  obtaias 
fellow-labourers  either  from  Nova  Scotia  or  from  Scotlaocl. 
Another  minister  has  been  added  to  our  communion  duiing  the 
past  year  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Nova  Scotia.  Tli© 
Rev.  Daniel  M'Curdy,  a  native  of  the  province,  who  has  laboured 
for  many  years  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  and  Canada, 
amongst  the  Presbyterian  population,  was  admitted  at  a  1tbt;e 
meeting  of  our  synod,  after  a  year's  probation,  as  an  ordained 
minister  of  our  Church,  and  has  since  been  inducted,  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Pictou,  to  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  congr^a^ 
gations  at  Wallace  Kiver  and  Folly  Mountain,  Londonderry. 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  record  at  length  the  proceed- 
ings of  our  presbyteries,  as  they  are  already  furnished  in  their 
romutes,  and  as  they  are  contained  in  the  reports  which  yoix 
from  time  to  time  receive  from  your  missionaries  in  the  coloniea. 
Our  missionary,  Mr  Stewart  has  not  only  fumiBbedthepreaby- 
t«*y  with  man^  yaluabie  regJjrtB,  he  haa  »!«>  sent  frequent  cont- 


services  of  ft  miiiiater,  ancl  a  larg9  &eii  for  Gadic  MiauoasH 
invitiDg  our  attention,  in  all  directione,  througbont  the  pt^ui- 
lou8  eettlementa  ia  Prince  Edward's  Islaod. 

I  wish  I  were  able  to  inform  you  that  we  wre  prepared  to 
meet  tbe  spiritual  necessities  of  all  our  vacant  «tatiooB  vith  ow 
own  reeourcea.  It  is  encounLgiag  to  know  that  a  nuEaber  d* 
our  largest  and  most  prosperous  oongregations  are  now  and  will 
hereafter  be  altogether  independent  of  fcnrei^a  aid.  Tbere  ar« 
£ev/  congregations  who  do  not  raiM  annuaUy  consideiaJi^e  hkbu, 
besides  deunjiog  the  neoeseary  expenses  of  visitisg  bummw- 
aries.  The  home  mission  associatioos  which  have  beoi  latelj 
formed  in  Qaliifa  and  Fiotou,  are  in  aottve  and  heahhj  open- 
tioo,  and  have  already  rendered,  and  will  vtill  lendur  110,  laacb 
assistance.  If  we  are  not  a  strong,  I  think  I  sB%y  taj  wfl  are 
a  striving  church,  dtHOg  as  much  as  we  can  with  our  limiUtl 
means,  and  willing  and  aazioiu  to  donwre  th«A  we  tiav«  hitkote 
uaderbiken,  with  the  aaairtaooe  and  Ueesing  qf  God,  and  the 
sympathy  and  co-operation  of  our  friends  m  the  coVoniev,  ud 
in  the  mother  country.  We  must  endeavouYi  while  Hfe  Utts, 
to  Gainiater  to  tbe  Bpiritual  nqcessities  of  the  numerous  and 
attached  adherents  who  have  placed  tbenwelves  uader  our  pu- 
toral  care,  ftUly  awored  that  in  due  aeason  we  aball  veap  if  m 
&int  not.

Ferhapa  it  is  not  generally  rraasmbored  low  vevy  wmall,  and 
bow  very  beautiful,  a«d  how  dens^  poputated,  Manritiiis  ia> 
It  is  only  about  thirty  milea  long  by  twenty-fooir  in  breadth- 
being  in  area  705  square  mjles,  Xet,  for  its  sise,  ill  ia  the  richest 
Qolony  belonging  to  Britain.  It  may  be  called  a  yr^-watetedt 
and  well-cultivated,  and  mueb-frequested  garden  of  anga^^ane 
-^«4  oam  m  th«  Indian  Oc«ui.    Su^ir  h  tha  staple — indeed 


the  etude  notions  of  idolatry  which  tbey  brought  with  tliem  from 
their  own  countiy,  this  seems  not  to  he  regarded  as  an  essential 
for  the  poor  Indian  1  Once  he  allows  himaelf  to  be  sprinkled 
with  holy  water,  he  is  converted — he  is  then,  indeed,  a  Koman 
Catholic  I  The  latest  addition  to  the  number  of  this  body  of  the 
Pope's  emissaries,  is  an  Indian-hom  priest,  whoae  first  pro- 
cedure, on  his  arrival,  about  a  month  ago,  was  to  collect  and 
burn  a  pile  of  Bibles  which  he  found  in  the  poasession  of  hia 
countrymen.  It  is  very  deplorable,  however,  to  eee  how 
tlioronghly  the  impieing  mummeries  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
ritual  win,  in  a  certain  sense,  the  sympathies  and  the  support  of 
the  susceptible  and  superstitious  inhabitants  of  India.  They 
come  to  our  colony,  bringing  with  them  their  ancient  systems  of 
religious  belief,  and  it  is  astonishing  how  readily  and  bliodlj 
some  of  them  profess  to  renounce  all  these,  and  allow  themselves 
to  be  burdened  with  a  new  but  attractive  form  of  gross  idolatry, 
which,  in  itself,  can  never  he  instrumental  in  purifying  their 
hearts,  and  openly  and  industriously  debars  them  from  the  better 
doctrine  contained  in  God's  holy  Word. 

Agun,  on  the  other  ude,  there  are,  besides  tnyBG^,  fifUm 
Protestant  ministers  or  missionaries  in  the  colony.  In  the 
Church  of  England,  twelve, — ■ 

1,  the  Lord  Bishop,  with 

6  chaplains  or  curates,  labouring  chiefly  among  the  Europeans 
and  jpartly  among  the  Creoles. 

X  chaplain  whose  duties  are  confined  to  the  ships  in  the  bar- 
hour. 

1  teacher  of  the  Diocesan  School,  and  preacher  to  the  Tamil 
Indians. 

1  missionary  among  the  Indians  of  the  Madras  Presidency ; 
and 

1  missionary  teacher  of  the   Indian   Orphan   Asylum,   and 
preacher  to  the  Indians  of  Calcutta. 

1  chaplain  to  the  militaiy. 

There  are  three  Independents  (of  the  London  Missionary 
Society),  the  Rev.  Mr  Le  Brun,  an  amiable  old  gentleman, 
now  almost  unfit  for  any  duties,  and  his  two  sons,  whose  labours 
are  confined  exclusively  to  the  coloured  Creole  population. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  three  solitary 
preachers  of  the  gospel  to  supply  the  spiritual  wants  of  our 
Indian  population ;  and  that  only  one  of  these  can  devote  him- 
self exclusively  to  the  work  of  an  evangelist,  the  other  two  being 
occupied  vrith  arduous  week-day  duties. 

This  is,  indeed,  a  hard  case.  More  than  200,000  of  our 
fellowmen,  living  on  British  soil,  within  the  area  of  an  island, 
firom  the  one  end  to  the  other  of  which  it  is  easy  to  travel  and 
return  in  a  single  day,  and  only  w*  servant  of  Jesus  Christ, 
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Batrttioa  indirectly  to  many  itk  &e  vut  prendeatnei  of  lodift 
who  are  sitting  in  the  re^tm  and  ahadow  of  death. 

The  Keport  contains  a  aumraary  of  the  addreaa  made  by  hii 
ExceUency  the  Qovemor,  who  invariably  presides  at  ouraDni> 
versary  meetings.  Hie  £zcellenoy  shows  in  tiiat  address  the 
great  need  there  is  for  increased  exertions  in  behalf  of  the 
indimns ;  and  he  dwells  specially  upon  the  formidable  drawback 
which  arises  from  the  want  of  elementary  eduoation.  Our 
Colonial  GxiTemment  is  most  liberal  in  advancini;  every  edu* 
oational  enterprise.  There  are  Government  schools  established 
at  moderate  distances  from  each  other  all  over  the  colony; 
yet  such  is  the  apathy  of  the  degraded  Indians,  as  well  as 
many  of  their  employers,  that  the  advantages  of  education  are 
made  available  to  many  thousands  of  them  in  vain.  The 
Indians  immigrate  for  the  express  purpose  of  exchanging 
labour  for  w^th,  and  their  masters  employ  them  for  no  other 
puipoee ;  and  so  every  other  consideration  becomes  a  v^ 
secondary  one.  In  fact,  as  a  general  rule,  Indians,  young  and 
old,  have  hilberto  been  introduced  as  so  many  pieces  of  us^ 
ful  machinery— have  been  treated  as  micb,  have  worked  well  as 
such — and  few  efforta  hare  been  made  to  convince  them  that 
they  have  been  adapted  by  Grod  for  a  &r  higher  destiny  than 
the  advancement  of  human  industry  oad  aggrandisement.  If 
employers  would  only  take  some  pains,  and  insist  upon  the 
neoessity  of  education  for  all  Indians  till  they  attain  a  certain 
age,  their  eduoatiou  wonld  be  secured,  and  the  good  effects 
would  soon  be  felt  throughout  the  colony.  When  I  oontrast 
tlte  condition  of  our  island  with  that  of  Scotland,  I  oaaaot 
but  wish  that  we  bad  our  parish  schools  estabU^ed,  and  work- 
ing tike  those  of  the  good  old  country.  Ad  ntt^pt  was  made, 
under  our  last  Ck>vemor,  to  establish  a  sTStem  of  compulMry 
education;  but,  as  all  Indians  come  to  this  CbrisUan  country 
under  a  special  contract  for  labo'ctf  and  without  any  under- 
standing about  education  to  tiiemselves  or  their  childreQ,  it  has 
been  found  that  compulsory  education  vrouM  be  contrued  aa 
an  infringement  of  the  contract  between  our  Government  and 
the  immigrants.  Hence  we  have  no  resource  but  to  f^  back 
to  moral  influence.  We  want  those  who  will  move  the  planters, 
to  establish  schools  on  their  estates,  and  who  will  direct  theso 
schools  and  instil  the  religions  elenwnt  when  they  are  estab- 
lished. Alive  to  the  wants  of  the  Indians  in  this  respect,  our 
wise  and  philanthropic  Governor  has  ibuoded  aa  Orphan 
Asylum,  in  which  hundreds  of  a  class  who>  but  for  the  exifit- 
ence  of  euch  an  institution,  would  be  exposed  to  the  most 
precarious  chances  of  misery  and  degradation,  are  now  receiv* 
ing  a  solid  intellectual,  religious,  and  mduetrial  educatian.  Thi* 
iBstitution  haa  boeo  founded  under  the  most  &v»«rable  auspica^ 
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could  be  indaced  to  come  to  the  colony,  they  woald  at  once 
find  as  much  remunerative  work  aa  they  could  undertake.  I 
have  written  to  my  Jnend  Dr  Paul  of  Banchory-DeTenick,  in 
the  hope  that  he  may  be  able  to  select  one  man  willing  to  under- 
take the  journey. 

If  a  student  from  G-eneva,  couTersant  with  the  French  lan- 
guage, could  be  licensed  by  the  Church  at  home,  his  assistance 
here  would  be  most  valuable.  He  would  find  an  open  sphere 
of  usefulness  arnou^  the  Creoles ;  but,  perhaps,  this  might  not 
be  easy  of  accomplishment.  I  wish,  however,  before  closing  my 
letter,  to  press  upon  the  notice  of  the  Colonial  Committee  our 
want  of  something  to  be  done  among  the  Indians  in  our  colony. 
It  is  now  more  than  two  years  since  I  wrote  to  the  Rer.  Mr 
Afasson,  a  member  of  the  Committee,  representing  the  state  of 
our  Indian  population,  and  inquiring  whether  the  influence  of 
the  Committee  could  not  be  exerted  m  obtuning  some  Chrisdao 
catechists  from  Madras  to  act  as  teachers  and  catechists  here. 
My  residence  and  experience  of  four  and  a  half  years  in  the 
colony  tend  only  to  make  my  appeid  still  more  urgent  tlum 
before.  The  figures  given  above  show  that  there  are  more 
immigrant  Indians  in  our  colony  than  there  are  in  any  other,  f 

Ceylon  not  excepted.     The  island  is  in  effect  become  an  Indian 
depot.  ; 

Could  a  licensed  missionary  teacher  be  sent  out,  he  would  be  i 

a  valuable  acquisition  to  our  Church.     Even  if  a  single  misrion-         j 
ary,  intended  for  future  usefulness  in  India,  were  to  come  beie  • 

till  he  acquired  the  language  and  became  acquainted  with  the  I 

habits  of  Indiana,  he  would  have  the  advant^e  of  a  salubiiooa         I 
climate,  he  could  have  the  benefit  of  excellent  teachers,  and  bis         i 
presence  would  strengthen  our  hands.     I  see,  &om   the  las:^         i 
Report  of  the  Colonial  Committee,  that  their  attention  has  been- 
drawn  to  the  expediency  of  endeavouring  to  obtain  Christaax^ 
catechists  firom  Madras  for  the  immigrants  in  Guiana,  Jamuc?^*^ 
and  Ceylon.     I  trust  what  I  have  stated  in  this  letter  may  siA-f-* 
fice  to  show  that,  if  anything  can  be  done  in  this  respect  ^t-3^ 
behalf  of  any  colony,  Mauritius,  at  the  least,  is  worthy  of  som^^ 
attention.     If  I  learn  from  you  that  the  Committee  have     :^»t 
in  their  power,  and  are  inclined  to  procure  for  us  the  assistant's-  e 
either  of  a  missionary  or  teacher  from  home,  or  of  a  teacher  cz^wr 
catechiat  from  Madras,  I  shall  then  gladly  ascertain,  and  let  j<^   ~a 
know,  what  ud  can  be  relied  on  from  our  congregation,  an_    -^ 
&om  our  Colonial  Government. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  Church  is  fr'ee  from  debt.  ^^^ 
movement  has  been  made  to  attach  a  manse  to  St  Andre^^^ 
Church,  In  this  expensive  colony,  it  requires  a  considei^ble 
amount  of  money  to  erect  a  substantial  nouse.  The  manse

13  annually  sent  to  eveiy  miniBter  of  the  Chnrcli,  and  to  every 
member  of  the  General  Committee.  It  is  tmnecessaiy,  Uiere- 
fore,  here  to  enter  into  the  detuls  of  the  Code  ;  it  m^  suffice 
to  state  the  objects  which  it  sought  to  attain  : 

These  objects  were  (1),  Economy,  if  not   saving,  in  erpendi- 
tnre.

(4),  Correcting  the  defects    of  the  existing 
system,  as  revealed  by  the  Boyal  Commissioners,  who  repotted 
that  far  too  little  attention  was  paid  to  the  elementaty  arti  of 
Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic,  and  too  mnch  to  subjects 
less  essential  to  the  children  of  the  labonring  classes.      The 
grants  were  accordingly  proposed  to  be  made   subject  to  a 
deduction  on  account  of  each  child  who  failed  to  pass  an  exa- 
mination in  Reading,  Writing,  and  Arithmetic.      (5),  Securing 
more  prolonged  and  more  regular  attendance   at  school     This 
was  to  be  attuned  by  excluding  from  the   Capitation  Grant 
every  child  who  had  attended  for  fewer  than    fifty  days,  pro- 
portioning the  grant  to  the  number  of  attendances  above  ihat 
minimum*     (6),  Extending  Government  aid   to    Scboala  Vio 
poor  to  obtain  voluntary  contributions,  hmiting  the  amount 
to  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  fees  of  the  chOdren.

ing  Clasieo,  thia  Kiaroe  of  levenue  could  acarcely  be  tttkeo  into  a/oooant. 
This  remark  applies  aUo  to  the  Code  in  ita  final  ahape. 


who  had  entered  on  their  apprenticeship  should  be  gnarsnteed 
their  stipends  should  the  grants  to  the  School  fall  short  of  the 
sum  required  for  the  payment  of  them. 

Although  it  would  be  too  strong  an  expression  to  use,  were 
we  to  concur  with  the  objectors,  that  the  Bevised  Code  invoWed 
a  breach  of  national  faith,  there  can  be  no  doabt  that  it  was 
a  violation  of  an  understanding  which  on  one  side  at  least  was 
universally  prevalent.  Nothing  is  clearer  in  Uie  history  of  the 
Privy  Council  than  that  Augmentation  Grants  have  been  made 
on  account  of  Schools  only,  and  not  in  any  accurate  sense  to 
individual  masters  ;  while  the  constant  minor  changes  in  the 
Minutes,  and  the  frequent  attempts  at  Parliamentary  legisla- 
tion, were  sufficient  to  keep  alive  in  the  minds  of  Man- 
agers the  precarious  tenure  by  which  they  held  Goremmeiit 
aid  It  was  yet  felt  that  the  general  understanding  could  not 
he  &irly  ignored,  and  that  the  proposed  Code  was  so  extreme 
a  measure,  as  entirely  to  subvert  existing  arrangements,  and 
to  endanger  the  maintenance  of  Schools^  It  exhibited,  more- 
over, in  its  details  so  large  an  ignorance  of  the  internal  economy 
of  Schools  as  to  be  almost  unworkable. 

Your  Committee  were  almost  the  only  body  which,  while 
objecting  to  nearly  all  the  details  of  the  Code,  gave  a  modified 
support  to  its  general  principles  and  approved  of  its  objects. 
The  Memorial  which  they  addressed  to  their  Lordships,  and 
which  the  Convener  and  Secretary  went  up  to  London  to 
present,  was  as  follows : —

The  Education  Committee  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  haTiog 
carefully  considered  the  Minute  of  Sgth  Julj  1661  eBtabliahJiig  a 
Beriaed  Code  of  Regulations,  beg  reejiectfully  to  bring  before  their 


iug  to  Eige  in  Schools,  as  required  by  Clause  43,  would  be  to  deterior- 
ate the  qualitj  of  the  instruction  given  and  the  g;eneral  efficieocj  of 
the  School,  and  wholly  to  exclude  InfaiU  SchooU  from  the  benefit  of 
Govenunent  aid.  At  tha  same  time  they  recognise  the  natiooal  im- 
portance of  fixing  the  standard  of  nttainment  Iq  the  case  of  childm 
over  eUvea  arid  utider  tieelve  yeari  of  ag«. 

(3.)  The  Committee  have  made  calculations  in  respect  of  certain 
Schools  largely  attended,  bat  by  a  constantly  fluctuating  class,  and 
they  find  that  Clause  47  (b),  whereby  one  Pupil- Teacher  or  Assistant 
is  required  for  every  30  diildren  above  SO  tnroBed,  will  eo  operate  aa 
to  make  it  udrantageous  for  such  Schools  aot  to  connect  themselvn 
with  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council  at  all.  The  object  of  that 
clause,  which  is  to  secure  an  adequate  «taff  of  masters,  may  possiblj 
be  attained  by  means  of  a  rule  less  striDgent,  while  the  estimating  of 
results  as  a  condition  of  payment  will  be  an  effectual  check  on  any 
attempt  to  dispense  with  the  necessary  teaching  power.  They  would 
respectfully  surest  that  one  Teacher  for  every  30  above  60,  for  vkma 
grant*  are  daimtd,  would  be  a  sufficient  requirement. 

The  remaining  points  against  which  the  Conunittee  would  stat« 
their  objections  have  special  reference  to  Scotland.  Had  the  Bo}^ 
Commission  extended  their  inquiries  to  this  country,  it  is  not  pro- 
bable that  the  clauses  in  question  would  have  been   nuide  opentive 

(4.)  From  the  statistics  in  their  Lordships'  hands,  it  will  be  founil 
that  lengthened  attendance  of  children  at  school  is  much  greater  in 
Scotland  than  in  England,  and  might,  by  a  very  alight  enooonge- 
uent,  be  still  more  largely  promoted.  And  yet  tfaoae  statistics  are 
based  in  the  main  on  that  class  of  Schools  which  in  Scotland  are 
least  well  attended  ;  because,  as  is  well  known,  the  majority  of  tbe 
Endowed  Schools,  which  stand  at  the  head  of  primary  edncadon  ie 
Scotland,  are  not  connected  with  the  Committee  of  Privy  Council, 
and  returns  from  these,  consequently,  do  not  appear  in  Uie  annual 
Blue  Book.  The  Church  of  Scotland  has  always  earnestly  endes- 
Toured  to  encourage  prolonged  attendance  at  School,  and  it  is  well 
known  that  they  have  to  a  large  extent  succeeded  in  their  object. 
Accordingly,  a  large  number  of  the  Parochial  Schools  in  Scotland 
afford  not  only  excellent  elementary  instruction,  bnt  also  that  more 
advanced  instruction  which  a  proportion  of  the  popila  have  been 
always  in  the  habit  of  receiving  ;  and  the  Committoe  are  apprehen- 
sive that  the  character  of  these  Schools  may  be  wholly  changed  by  a 
mode  of  bestowing  Government  aid  which  appears  to  footer  elemen- 
tary without  giving  encouragement  to  higher  edncataon.  From  the 
(drcumatances  of  the  country,  teparal*  aehools  for  more  advanced 
pupils  could  not  be  so  liberally  supported  aa  to  be  efficiently  taughL 
The  Committee  aooordingly  must  regard  dauae  41  {d),  whereby  no 


but  as  it,  beaiB  hard  on  Scotland  generally,  and  mora  eBpeoalty  ou 
the  northern  Counties,  they  would  suggest,  that  where  licentiates  in 
theology  do  not  pubUcly  officiate  during  the  course  of  the  year  for 
which  grants  are  claimed,  these  grants  should  be  allowed.  In  oan- 
nectjou  with  this  subject,  tbeir  Lordships  may  not  perhapa  be  aware 
that  licentiates  in  theology  in  connection  with  the  Church  of  Soot- 
land  are  la^  permnu.  Their  objection,  consequently,  is  not  urged 
against  the  Uttw,  but  against  the  inttntion  of  Clause  £9. 

(7.)  Lastly,  the  Committee  are  unable  to  see  that  the  relation  of 
the  FViry  Council  to  religious  instruction  is  altered  by  the  new  Code, 
and  they  understand  from  Clause  47  (a)— in  which  the  Inspector  is 
intrusted  to  examine  into  the  instruction  and  discipIiDe  generally — 
that  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  as  regards  this,  as  w^eli  aa  other  sub- 
jects usually  taught  in  Elementary  Schools,  remains  essentially  the 
same  ;  yet  they  are  disposed  to  think  that  greater  security  for  ade- 
quate attention  being  given  to  religious  instruction  might  be  afibrded 
were  the  report  of  the  Inspector,  under  this  partictUar  head,  to  in- 
fluence the  annual  grants.

With  reference  to  the  two  Normal  Schools  *  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  Oimmittee,  the  Committee  assume  that  the  fixed 
grants  of  £Sf>0  per  annum  to  these  institutions  are  not  touched  by 
the  Revised  Code. 

(1.)  They  are  of  opinion  that  unless  the  Teachers  of  fUementaiy 
Schools  be  required  to  give  separate  instruction  to  their  Apprentico^ 
the  standard  of  attainment  among  the  Teachers  turned  out  by  the 
Colleges  will  be  more  seriously  reduced  than  by  any  other  article  in 
this  part  of  the  Code.  It  is  manifest  that  Evening  Schools,  in  con- 
nection with  which  it  is  allowed  to  conduct  the  instruction  of  Ap- 
prentices, must  from  year  to  year,  in  a  lat^  majority  of  cases,  repent 
the  tame  courte  of  inttruetion,  if  they  are  to  attiun  the  objects  for 
which  they  are  instituted. 

(S.)  The  Committee  have  further  to  suggest  that  the  policy  of  ap- 
pointing Students  to  the  charge  of  Schools,  who  attain  only  tk  fourth 
class  (107),  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  declared  hy  Oause  117 
to  be  incompetent  to  manage  Pupil-Teachera,  is  questionable,  and,  so 
far  as  Scotland  is  concerned,  likely  to  operate  so  as  to  drive  such 
Students  from  the  profession  altogether,  except,  perhaps,  in  the  case 
of  Gaelic-speaking  students. 


aod  training  to  Female  as  well  as 
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18  and  26,  they  are  more  competent  after  they  ha-vo  attained  the 
latter  age  than  before  it  The  Committee  cannot  tut  regard  this  as 
a  retro^eorive  atep. 

(6.)  The  Committee  have  further  to  espreea  the  liope  th&t  the 
allowances  to  txiiting  Lectiirera  at  least  will  be  continned. 

(7.)  They  would  b^  for  a  mora  precise  Btatemen-t  under  Article 
99.* 

(e.)  lAatly,  the  Committee  beg  to  be  informed  'whether  StndenU 
who  have  attended  a  Normal  School  for  one  year  at  their  own 
expense,  and  who  gain  Scholarships,  under  94  (i),  as  h&wing  attended 
a  Normal  School  for  one  year  at  their  own  cha^ea,  can  hold  theae 
ScholarshipH  for  two  years,  proTided  they  talie  a  Thirvl  Class  at  the 
end  of  their  teeond  year's  residence  in  the  Normal  School,  but  of  their 
/rd  }feat'»  residence  as  Government  Pupiit. 

The  above  oonstitnte  the  mun  objections  and  sug^gestiona  of  the 
General  Assembly's  Education  Committee,  and  they  would  respect- 
fully beg  for  them  the  attention  of  their  Lordships.  JPointa  of  minor 
importance  are  not  adverted  to.  They  cannot,  hoii^ever,  €Sonc]ude 
this  Memorandum  without  expresaing  their  apinion  on  Vwo  points  : 
FiiBt,  They  very  much  fear  that  the  supply  of  Pupil -Xeachers,  and 
consequently  Queen's  Scholars,  will  be  reduced  by  the  operation  of 
the  Bevised  Code — a  result  which  they  would  anticipate  with  lev 
anxiety  were  more  liberal  provision  made  for  admifisiou  to  open 
Scholarships  of  young  men  and  women  who  have  not  been  Pupil- 
Teachers,  Secondly,  They  anticipate  great,  if  not  insuperable,  difh- 
culty  in  inducing  School  Managers  to  accept  financial  responnbility 
on  the  faith  of  grants  which  must  inevitably  fluctuate  from  year  to 
year,  and  which  may  any  year  be  altogether  withheld.

of  their  previous  aTerage.  Tlie  portion  of  the  Code  stall  re- 
tained, which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  is  of  mndi 
greater  importance  than  many  of  the  points  which,  have  been 
loudly  reclaimed  agaiiist,  is  that  article  which  enables  a  Pupil- 
Teacher  who  has  completed  his  apprenticeship  to  nndertake 
tbe  sole  chaige  of  a  School  and  to  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of 
a  Certificated  Teacher,  so  long  as  his  pupils  do  not  exceed  90 
in  average  attendance.  This  is  an  ignoring  of  the  neceffllty 
of  professional  training,  which,  unless  corrected,  will  inja- 
liously  affect  the  qualifications  and  status  of  Teachers.  Sndi  & 
regulation,  moreover,  almost  supersedes  Normal  Schools,  sod, 
when  taken  in  connection  with  the  want  of  encouragement  to 
fltndents  to  take  a  two-years'  course,  cannot  fall  to  reduce  t^e 
attendance  at  these  Institutions,  and  consequently  their  annual 
income.  The  whole  Normal  School  system  is  not  unlikely 
again  to  be  the  subject  of  consideration ;  and  tJie  Committee 
are  not  without  considerable  anxiety  as  to  the  course  that  may 
be  pursued  with  regard  to  them. 
LordAdTo.  1^^  Bevised  Code  had  not  ceased  to  occupy  the  attention  nt 
"***  your  Committee,  when  a  fresh  measure  of  a  more  impOTtant 

character  was  brought  forward  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  the 
objects  of  iriuch  were  to  disjoin  Scotland  from  England,  so 
&r  as  the  operations  of  the  Privy  Council  were  concerned, 
and  to  give  to  this  country  a  separate  and  independent  system 
of  national  educatdon.  Your  Committee  at  once  perceived  that 
the  BiU  under  which  it  was  proposed  to  carry  out  these  two 
objects  would,  apart  from  its  larger  bearing,  directly  affect  the 
Schools  under  their  charge.  Accordingly,  they  took  the  Bill 
under  their  considerslion,  and  drew  up  a  Beport  on  its  pro- 
visions, which  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.  As  the  second 
reading  of  the  KIl  was  set  down  for  the  8Ui  of  May,  the

4d.  to  Teachers  on  the  Frst  Scheme,  £512,  10s.  to  those 
on  the  Second,  and  .flS?,  lOs.  to  Female  Teachers — making 
in  all,  £3498,  3a  4d.  The  average  income  of  each  of  121 
Teachers  on  the  First  Scheme,  including  emoluments,  from 
whatever  source  derived,  was  £53,  Os.  3d. ;  of  each  of  42 
Teachers  on  the  Second,  £62,  178.  lOd. ;  and  of  each  of  19 
Female  Teachers,  £38,  18a. 
Subjedaof  The  Subjects  of  instraction  extend  over  the  same  field  as  in 
tkm.  Parochial  Schools,  with  this  difference,  that  Mathematica  and 

latin,  as  might  be  expected,  enter  into  the  curricnlum  of  a  very 
small  proportion  of  the  Assembly  Schools.  The  total  number 
reported  as  learning  those  branches,  dniing  the  year  ended 
April  last,  was  495.  Ninety-five  Schools  report  the  length  of 
attendance  with  apparent  accuracy.  In  these  there  were  en- 
rolled during  the  year  9556  pupils,  of  whom  4062  attended 
less  than  100  days ;  for  more  than  1 00  and  less  than  200 
days,  3064 ;  for  upwards  of  200  days,  2429. 
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The  Reports  show  that  the  qnality  of  the  instractloi]  given 
b  good.  In  very  man;  cases  tl^e  Schools  take  a  high  position 
in  respect  of  efficient.  Of  56  stations  visited  b;  the  Secre- 
tary and  reported  on  by  him,  15  Schools  are  classed  as  "ex- 
ceedingly good,"  11  "very  good,"  12  "good,"  12  "fiur,"  and 
4  "  indifferent"  • 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  have  slightly  increased 
the  Salaries  of  the  Teachers  of  Binny,  Fort  Angustna,  Sourin, 
Toftingall,  Anchengray,  Nybster,  and  have  made  a  few  dona- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  tiding  certain  important  Schools  over 
temporary  difficulties.  The  suspended  grant  to  Capnth  School 
has  been  restored,  but  on  the  limited  scale  of  £a,  and  on  condition 
that^lOadditional  becontributedfromlocatsonrces.  Adequate 
accommodations  having  now  been  provided,  the  Committee  have 
resumed  the  stations  of  Lochmaddy,  Shieldaig,  and  Oniting, 
from  which  aid  had  been  withdrawn.  Twelve  pounds  have 
been  promised  in  aid  of  a  side  School  in  the  parish  of  Gleuelg,  a 
smaller  sum  for  a  School  at  Inversnaid,  and  a  temporary  station 
has  been  continued  for  another  year  at  Stratfalocby  in  Kilmon- 
iraig.  The  following  Schools  have  also  been  added  to  the  Com- 
mittee's Scheme :  North  Nesting,  in  Shetland ;  Bealachantoie!, 
in  Eintyre ;  Glenborrodale,  in  Ardnamorcban ;  Glenrochiy,  in 
EiUin;  Lieurery,  in  Halkirk  ;  and  Broadsea,  near  Fraserburgh. 

The  total  number  of  Schools  on  the  Scheme  at  thb  date  is. 
Mixed  Schools,  169 ;  Female  Schools,  21— in  all,  190,  not  in- 
cluding Sewing  Schoola 

The  Assembly  are  aware  that  the  appeal  for  ud  in  insti- 
tuting Female  Schools,  made  in  1860,  was  not  responded  to 
by  the  Church  with  the  liberality  which  might  fwrly  have 
been  expected.  By  corresponding  with  private  individuals, 
the  small  sum  furnished  by  collections  has  been  increased  to 
a  capital  sum  of  only  .f  413,  after  deducting  all  expenses  up  to 
*  At  one  rtation  Tisited  there  ii  no  School  ftt  preocDt. 
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Schools  not  included  in  tlie  abore  list — thus  makiiig  a  total 
of  47  Sewing  Schools,  in  addition  to  21  Female  Schools,  in 
which  general  instrnction  is  given, — in  all,  68  Female  Schools 
of  one  kind  or  the  other. 

The  Committee  consider  that,  with  such  results  to  show, 
spite  of  the  apathy  with  which  their  appeal  for  funds  was 
receiyed,  and  the  very  limited  support  accorded  to  them  by 
the  Church,  they  have  very  strong  clums  on  the  Assembly  for 
a  special  collection  next  year,  and  for  a  triennial  collection  in 
future ;  for  although  the  Schools  already  instituted  may  be 
maintained  out  of  present  resources,  it  is  necessary  to  increase 
the  number  of  the  Sewing  Schools  to  140,  on  the  lowest  cal- 
culation. Nor  do  th^  urge  on  the  Church  the  importance  of 
contributing  liberally  in  aid  of  these  efforts,  only  on  the  general 
ground  of  the  boon  they  thus  confer  on  the  more  neglected 
districts  of  the  country — though,  in  a  matter  so  essendal  to  the 
right  dischai^  of  a  woman's  duties,  an  appeal  on  this  general 
ground  ought  to  suffice — but  on  the  attitude  which  the  Privy 
Council  Committee  take  on  this  subject.  Already,  by  the  letter 
of  11th  May  1860,  which  was  upended  to  last  year's  Report 
to  the  Assembly,  the  privileges  of  all  those  Schools  are  cur- 
tailed in  connection  with  which  sewing  is  not  taught  to  the 
Female  Scholars ;  and,  under  the  Code  just  issued,  an  essential 
condition  of  obtwoing  aid  at  all  is  the  attaching  of  industrial 
instruction  to  Mixed  Schools.  Your  Committee  do  not  feel  t^at 
they  ought  to  resist  so  reasonable  a  requirement,  provided  that 
sewing  instruction  not  given  under  the  same  roof,  but  in  some 
bnilding  ea^y  accessible,  is  recognised  ;  and  they  were  asBnred 
by  the  Vice-President  and  Mr  Lingen,  that  it  would  be  so 
recognised. 

The  Committee  accordingly  consider  that  they  have  made  ont 
a  strong  case  for  cordial  support  of  the  Church ;  and  th^  trust 
that  your  venerable  House  will  give  effect  to  their  su^estions. 


NORMAL    SCHOOLS. 

That  portioD  of  the  Revised  Code  which  affected  Nomul 
Schools  and  the  grants  to  Lecturers  having  been  withdrawn, 
these  Institations  remain  in  the  same  portion  as  when  reported 
on  last  year.  The  number  of  Students  in  training  increases, 
and  the  conseqaeot  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Institutions. 
In  the  chapter  on  "  Funds  "  the  sam  total  received  and  ezpeudeii 
last  year  will  be  found,  and  in  the  Appendix  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  Accounts  has  been  printed. 

At  the  Government  examination  held  last  December,  89 
Male  Students  and  87  Female  were  presented  in  the  Edin- 
burgh Traiiung  College,  and  of  these  only  3  Male  and  5  Fe- 
males failed  to  pass.  In  Glasgow  7i  Males  and  53  Females 
were  presented,  and  only  4  of  the  former  and  2  (^  the  latter 
failed. 


REPORT  ON  THE  EDINBURGH  NORMAL  SCHOOL, 

For  Tear  etuUitg  May  1,  1862. 

The  attendance  of  Students  at  the  Institution,  both  male  anu 
female,  continues  to  be  very  numeroua.  At  the  Sxamination  for 
Certificate  of  Merit,  which  waa  held  before  H.M.  Inspectors  of 
Schools  9th  December  and  following,  and  which  brought  the  Seadou 
of  1861  to  a  close,  the  number  of  candidates  presented  b;  the  Edu- 
cation Committee  waa  176  in  all,  of  whom  89  were  Males  and  S7 
Females.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  rasnlta  of 
that  Examination  were  highly  satiafactory  : —

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Of  these  the  eutire  number  of  Queen's  Scholus  ia  161;  of  whom  136 
received  thnr  acholuahipB  after  haviug  served  their  apprenticedup 
as  Pupil-teachers,  and  20  as  the  result  of  open  competition. 

No  change  has  taken  place  in  the  staff  of  Teachers  dnring  the 
past  year.  The  Kflulta  for  last  Session,  as  given  above,  sofficientl; 
show  the  diligence  and  success  with  which  they  have  diecharged  thnr 
respective  duties.  I  have  noticed  in  former  Beporte,  the  care  with 
which  the  Matron,  Mrs  Chriatie,  attends  to  the  comfort  of  the  Female 
Students.  I  ought,  further,  to  call  attention  to  the  ezceedingtj  a&ti» 
factoi7  Btate  of  the  Industrial  Instruction,  which  is  her  ironiediatc 
charge,  both  in  its  methods  and  in  ita  results. 

It  was  mentioned  in  last  Report  that  the  Practising  School  had 
been  much  enlatf(ed  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  Tmining  Depart- 
ment The  number  of  Pupils  in  attendance  at  the  preseni.  time  is 
639  ;  of  whom  13S  are  in  the  Infant  School,  162  in  the  Junior  de- 
partment of  the  Common  School,  and  3  22  in  the  Senior.  The  seven] 
Teachers  continue  to  maintain  their  character  for  abilitj  ;  and  the 
School  as  a  whole  is,  from  the  efficient  arrangemeuta  ot  the  Head 
Master,  in  a  thoroughl;  satiafactory  state,  whether  considered  by 
itaelf  or  in  its  relation  to  the  Training  Department. 

It  may  be  known  to  the  Education  Committee,  thongh  I  have  not 
hitherto  referred  to  the  matter  in  any  of  the  Apmptl  Beports,  that  a 
certain  number  of  Students  who  have  gone  through  the  Normal  School 
coorae  are  generally  to  be  found  attending  the  University,  either  in 
this  citj  or  elsewhere,  after  having,  in  moet  caaes,  given  their  services 
in  the  conducting  of  elementary  schools  for  two  or  three  years.  Thia 
has  been  more  particularly  the  caae  since  the  stimulus  given  to  Uni- 
versity Studies  by  the  Act  of  1S&7.  On  two  grounds  it  might  be 
expected  that  these  Students  would  be  successful  in  their  academical 
career  :  on  the  one  hand,  it  is  natural  to  suppose  that  they  will  be 
the  Mite  of  our  young  men  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  training  they 
receive  in  the  Institution  prepares  them  for  vigorous  and  systematic 
exertion.  The  annexed  interesting  results,  gathered  from  the  prize- 
lists  of  the  Universities  of  Edinburgh  and  St  Andre^vs,  show  that 
their  success  during  the  past  Session  has  been  remarkable  : — 
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Enrolment,  A  ttendancey  AppointmenU,  and  Examination  of  Stu<lerd^ 
for  Certificates  of  Merit ,  for  tlie  year  ending  May  1862.

1.  Fremua, — The  financial  prosperity  of  the  Institution  has 
enabled  the  Sub-Committee  to  continue  the  gradual  improvement  of 
the  premises ;  and  it  may  be  confidently  affirmed  that  the  Glasgow 
Established  Church  Normal  School  is,  in  respect  of  teaching  appara- 
tus, books,  and  general  accommodation,  second  to  none  in  Britain. 

The  janitor  deserves  much  praise  for  his  continued  attention  to 
the  building  and  adjoining  grounds. 

2.  Practising  SchooU. — ^The  popularity  of  the  Pk-actislng  Schools 
is  unabated.  Many  children  seeking  adnussion  to  them  cannot  be 
received. 

Mr  Millar  resigned  his  situation  as  Master  of  the  Juvenile  Depart- 
ment in  February  last,  and  has  been  sacoeeded  by  Mr  John  Steven- 
son,  who  was,  after  much  inquiry,  appointed  by  the  Sub-Committee. 

Mr  Stevenson  was  a  Pupil,  a  Pupil-Teacher,  and  a  Queen's  Scholar 
for  two  years,  in  the  Institution..  He  was  thereby  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  duties  which  he  has  commenced  to  discharge  with 
signal  success. 

3.  Teachen, — ^Perfect  harmony  continues  to  prevail  amongst  all  the 
Teachers.  "  Of  one  heart  and  one  mind,*'  it  is  not  too  much  to  say 
of  them,  that  they  have  consecrated  themselves  to  the  discharge  of 
their  respective  duties ;  and  this  thorough  devotion  to  their  appointed 
work  has  been  in  no  small  degree  due  to  the  liberal  and  judicious 
management  of  the  Sub-Committee,  to  whom,  through  their  Con- 
vener, I  beg  leave  to  express  once  more  my  gratitude  for  continued 
encouragement  and  support.

This  most  important  object  vas  steadily  kept  in  view  as  essetk- 
tial  to  any  well-ordered  scheme  of  education   by   the  Chnrch, 
through  whose   exertions   mainly  the   schools    were    established 
It  was  recognised  as  such  by  the  Scotch  Estates,  who  lay  down,  u 
the  reason  for  the  establishment  of  schools,   "  that  the  young  be 
instructit  and  brocht  up  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  that  God's  Word 
i>e  niited  in  them ;"  and  provision  for  effecting  this  object  was 
accordingly  made  by  establishing  a  school  in  every  parish,  tan^t 
by  a  schoolmaster,  who  was  a  member  of  the   Church,  and  sub- 
jected to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  presbytery  of  the 
bounds.     But  while   thns  provision  was  made    for   commDnics- 
ting  religious  instruction  in  accordance  with   the  national  futh, 
the  schools,  intended  as  they  were  to  be  national,  were  open  to, 
and  have  ever  been  attended  by,  the  children  of  all  denosiinatioiu 
in  Scotland ;  for  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  taagbt 
in  them  is  simply  an  exposition  of  the  precepts  of  the  moral  Isv, 
and  of  the  doctrines  held  by  all  the  Presbyterian  bodies  in  Scot- 
land, and  set  forth  in  the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England  as  well 
as  in  our  own  Confession  of  Fiuth.    Nor  is  the  learning  of  the  Cal«-    ; 
chism  compulsory  ;  and  accordingly,  in  large  numbers,  the  paiish 
schoob  in  the  north  of  Scotland  are  attended  by  the  children  of    . 
Roman  Catholic  parents.    The  system  thus  established  was  extended    ; 
to  the  forty-one  parishes  quoad  sacra  erected  in  connection  with 
the  Parliamentary  churches  in  the  Highlands  in  1839 — Lord  Mel- 
bourne and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  stating  that  the  same 
inducements  which  rendered  it  expedient  to  divide  these  parishes, 
rendered  it  necessary  that  school  instruction  should  be  established 
therein,  and  adding  the  following  important  words,  in  applying 
this  principle,  "  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to  establish  any  new 
system  of  education,  but  to  extend  the  principle  of  the  Scottish 
parochial  schools,  which  have  already  not  only  been  the  source  of 
good  in  that  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  but  have  Imd  down  a 
mode  of  education  worthy  of  imitation  elsewhere," 

The  Act  of  Victoria  24  &  25,  cap.  107,  it  is  unnecessary  heie 
to  mention,  materially  altered,  in  most  important  particulars,  the 
constitution  of  the  parochial-school  system,  setting  aside  the  pro- 
vision that  the  teacher  must  be  a  member  of  the  Established 
Church,  and  materially  interfering  with  the  superintendence  of  the 
presbyteries ;  but  that  Act  explicitly  recognises  the  importance  of

ticeptioD.  jipjjjer  of  the  Bill  an  exception  in  the  case  of  "  rural "  schools,  the 
&st  of  the  three  classes  of  schools  proposed   to  be   established 
tnder  the  Bill  [clauses  9, 1 0,  and  11].    An  impression  is  cowf^ed 
that  these  schools  are  merely  an  extension  or  enlargement  of  the 
present  parochial  system  ;  and  that  as,  under   the  latter  systeoi, 
religions  instruction  is  provided  for  by  the  Declaration  (ahead; 
quoted},  by  the  fact  that  the  minister  of  the  parish  is  a  member  of 
the  electing  and  superintending  local  hoard,  and  by  retaining  the 
Buperrision  of  the  presbjrtery,  so,  under  the  proposed  Bill,  as  M 
eecnrity  will  be  had  for  religious  instruction  in  the  mrat  as  in  the 
existing  parochial  schools.     Tbe  Committee  cannot  help  tbinkiiig 
that  there  is  misunderstanding  in  representing  these  rural  schools 
as  snbstautially  merely  an  extension,  on  the  same  principles  and 
nndw  tbe  same  management,  of  the  present  parochial  schoola 
They  diS^r  from  these  schoods  in  most  essential  particulars  :— 
j,^^^        1.  The  dedaration  required  to  be  taken  by  parochial  teachen 
tion  of  Act  gppears  to  be  repealed  for  teachers  of  rural  as  well  as  for  tiie 
Seied.^  ^  teadiera  of  all  other  sdioola  proposed  to  be  instituted.     Teachers 
are  therefore  not  only  not  bound  to  conform  their  teaching  to 
the  Catechism, — they  are  relieved  of  the  obligation  not  to  tsach 
doctrines  contrary  to  the  Divine  authority  of  Holy  Scriptore  or 
tbe  doctrines  contained  in  the  Shorter  Catechism,  and  not  to  use 
the  functions  of  their  office  for  tbe  subversion  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland  or  the  doctrines  and  privileges  thereoC     It  is  a  mani- 
fest objection  to  a  negative  form  of  declaration,  that  when  it  is 
ledslatively  decUied  that  to  certain  teat^ers  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 
tended, it  conveys  the  inference  that  they  may  do,  and  it  would,  in 
Doint  of  fact,  give  them  legal  permission  to  do  that  which  tbe  De- 
claration forbids,  as  well  as  to  neglect  what  it  enjoins.    Under  these 
circumstances,  a  teacher  appointed  to  a  rural  school  may  give  no 
nliirioas  instruction  at  all :  he  may  teach  that  which  is  inoonast-

therefore,  that  the  meaning  may  be,  that  they  are  to  be  re- 
imbursed the  sum  expended  by  them.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
managers  desire  to  retain  the  school,  and  support  it  at  their  own 
cost  (deprived  so  sumraarily  of  the  Privy  Council  grant,  on 
Tvhich  they  bad  a  right  to  calculate),  they  are  to  he  allowed  to  do 
so,  on  payment  to  the  heritors  or  school  committee  of  the  sum 
advanced  by  the  Privy  Council.  In  the  event  of  their  being  nnalle 
to  repay  the  advances  by  the  Privy  Council,  and  of  the  school 
buildings  not  being  assiuned  as  rural  or  district  schools,  it  does 
not  at  all  appear  from  the  Bill  into  whose  hands  the  property  is 
to  fall 

The  next  body  affected  by  the  proposed  measnre  are  the  teachers 
of  the  existing  aided  schools.  The  whole  of  these  teachers  are 
at  once  practically  deprived  of  their  situations  under  the  Bill; 
and  though  any  one  of  the  schools  which  they  occupy  may  be 
adopted  as  a  rural  or  district  school,  that  school  ivDuld  be  sup- 
plied with  a  teacher  appointed  under  the  new  management,  ^d 
would  not  by  any  means  be  necessarily  retained  by  the  present 
teacher.  When  the  very  means  of  living  of  so  many  respectable 
certificated  teachers  is  involved,  surely  it  must  be  admitted  tJjst 
a  Bill  deals  with  existing  interests  in  somewhat  reckless  fashion  in 
which  no  reference  is  made  to  their  altered  position. 

The  last  of  the  parties  affected  by  this  Bill  and  connected  with 
the  Privy  Council  grant  system,  which  it  supersedes,  are  the  piipil- 
teachera  These  are  young  persons  in  training  as  teachers  in  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  country  at  sums  averagirf^  £15  per 
annum,  under  a  five  years'  apprenticeship  to  certificated  mastets; 
that  is,  in  the  schools  which,  under  the  operation  of  this  Act,  are 
to  cease  to  exist  as  such,  or  be  transferred  to  ae'w  managers  and 
supplied  with  teachers  not  necessarily  certificated  ;  for  the  qualitica- 
tionproposedispassingtheexaminationappointedfor  parochial  school 
teachers  by  the  Act  of  1861.  Pupil-teachera  number  at  present 
upwards  of  2000  ;  and  must  have,  including  the  gratuities  foT  in- 
stmcting  them,,  a  claim  on  Government  for  about  dPSS.OOO  per 
annum.  It  caimot  be  the  intention  that  faith  shall  be  broken  with 
these  young  persons ;  yet  if  this  be  not  the  intention,  it  is  obviously 
necessary  that  provision  should  be  made  for  their  altered  position 
m  the  Bill.  Now  not  only  is  no  such  provision  fainted  at,  nor  a;iy 
reference  made  to  them,  any  more  than  if  they  had  no  existence ; 
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of  adventure  schools,  giving  nearly  30OO  schools  to  be  supplemeni 
ed  on  the  proposed  new  system  in  addition  to  the  pariah  sehooL 
Allowing  only  £25  to  each,  those  additional  schools  alone  wouL 
involve  an  expenditare  of  ^75,000,  exclusive  of  allowances  t 
parochial  teachers,  to  pupil-teachers,  to  normal  scho<ds,  and  thi 
expense  of  machinery ;  in  other  words,  an  expenditure  in  all  cer 
tainly  not  less  than  £160,000.* 

The  Committee  have  further  to  remark  that  on  the  supply  o 
pnpil-teachers,  for  the  continuance  of  which  this  Bill  makes  oa 
provision,  all  the  Normal  Schools  in  Scotland  depend ;  and  that,  in 
the  event  of  a  diminution  or  cessation  of  that  supply,  they  must 
necessarily  be  closed  as  training-schools.  The  sum  to  be  paid  to 
account  of  these  institutions  during  the  cnrrent  year  by  Goveni- 
inent,  in  various  forms,  will,  they  believe,  amouat  to  upvanb 
of  ^5,000. 

The  Committee,  having  thus  adverted  to  the  way  in  wbkh 
existing  interests  connected  with  the  Privy  Council  system  arc 
proposed  to  be  dealt  with  and  abolished  in  this  Bill,  cannot  but 
advert  to  recent  proceedings  in  parliament  connected  with  the 
Privy  Council  grant  A  Bevlsed  Code  was  issued,  drawn  np 
with  great  care,  contemplating  important  changes,  and  supported 
with  very  great  talent ;  but  it  appeared  to  throw  burdens  on  th 
mani^ers  of  schools  not  contemplated  by  them,  and  to  weaken 
the  security  for  the  grants  hitherto  made  to  schools  on  acconni 
of  the  teachers  and'  pupil-teachers.  It  was  argued  that  neither 
teachers  nor  managers  hod  any  vested  right  in  tliese  grants ;  but 
the  feeling  of  Englishmen  recoiled  from  the  conclusion  proposed 
to  be  drawn,  while  they  admitted  the  fact ;  and  the  Code 
was  substantially  modified,  in  such  a  way  as  to  preserve  those 
interests. 

The  Education  Committee  accordingly  cannot  conceive  that,  if 

*  The  Committee  are  persuaded  that  they  largely  under-estimate  the  naahft 
of  teachers  required  in  addition  to  parochial  teochera  ;  but  thej  are  dedroua  to 
avoid  what  might  appear  t«  be  an  exaggerated  estimate.  The  average  of  £50 
a-year  to  each  "  parochial "  teacher  ie  al»o  very  low.  At  preeent,  uoder  tie 
recent  Statute,  the  average  must  be  £45,  and  yet  the  salaries  were  fixed  b; 
hentora  under  the  impreeiion  that  the  teachers  might  take  a  certificate  Mud 
dium  augmentation  trcin  the  Privy  Couucil.  Were  this  additional  bouicb  of  in- 
come refused,  m  under  the  Bill,  heritore  would  donbtleag  fix  a  much  higba' 
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particular  inquiry  as  to  the  real  amount  of  eut»criptioiu  isiiV 
able  in  each  of  tiie  five  Provinces,  afler  deducting  those  which, 
by  death  or  change  of  circumetancea,  must  now  be  regarded  a 
lapsed  or  irrecoverable.  The  last  of  these  inquiries  may  not  at 
first  sight  appear  to  be  attended  with  much  difficulty,  as  it  onlj 
required  an  application  to  the  minister  of  each  parish,  to  ascer- 
tain  how  far  the  sums  entered  in  the  subscription  lists  rolglit 
still  he  relied  on.  Your  Committee  regret  to  state,  howeyer, 
that  in  many  instances  they  have  fiuled  in  eliciting  any  ausner 
to  their  inquiries, — no  notice  whatever  having  been  taken  of 
their  circulars,  although  these  have  been  several  times  repeated. 
So  far,  however,  as  their  imperfect  returns  enable  them,  thcj 
have  endeavoured  to  fonn  a  reliable  estimate  of  the  progrej^ 
made  towarOa  the  completion  of  the  subscripUoa  list  in  eacb 
Group;  and  these,  in  their  order,  will  be  afterwards  noticed. 

They  have,  likewise,  put  themselves  in  communication  niili 
many  noblemen  and  landed  proprietors  throughout  the  counliy, 
with  a  view  to  enlisting  their  support  towards  the  endowment 
of  particular  chapels  in  which  they  are  specially  interested ;  and 
also  with  a  view  to  securing,  in  inalienable  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  the  fiibrics  of  many  chapels  and  manses 
which  have  hitherto  been  held  by  a  less  satisfactory  tenure.  In 
this  part  of  their  work  they  are  happy  to  say  they  hare  received 
much  encouragement,  and  have  every  reason  to  hope  that  very 
substantial  aid  may  be  derived  firom  its  prosecution.  The 
facilities  afforded  by  the  statute,  even  to  proprietors  under  strict 
entail,  for  burdening  their  estates  by  way  of  annuity  for  endow- 
ment  purposes,  as  well  as  for  granting  sites  and  glebes  of  a 
moderate  extent,  do  not  appear  hitherto  to  have  beenaufiScientlj 
known ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in  the  ftirther  pro- 
secution of  the  Scheme,  these  powers  will  be  lai^ely  taken 
advantage  of. 

Moreover,  during  the  past  year,  your  Committee  have  had  to 
effect  the  dismemberment  of  Group  IV.,  and  the  organization 
of  entirely  new  arrangements  for  its  three  compoaent  districts. 
They  have  also  had  to  make  definite  arrangements  for  eztend- 
ing  the  operations  of  the  Scheme  to  the  county  of  Argyll. 
These  are  here  merely  referred  to,  in  order  to  point  out  thai 
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proceeding  with  the  endowment  of  some  of  the  chapels,  and 
were  desirous  that,  as  a  commCDcement,  two  chapels  in  the 
city  of  Gla^ow,  and  one  in  the  county,  should  be  endoved 
without  delay ;  but  as  the  funds  in  band  were  not  suffident  for 
this  purpose,  it  became  necessary  for  them  to  appeal  for  aid  from 
the  Central  Fund. 

Your  Committee  having  carefully  considered  the  application, 
unanimously  agreed  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  deputation,  for  the  great  zeal  and  earnestness  evinced  b; 
them  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  ChuFch  of  Scotland's 
Endowment  Scheme ;  their  disappointment  at  the  small  amount 
of  success  which  seems  hitherto  to  have  attended  the  efforts  of 
the  Glasgow  Committee ;  and,  above  all,  their  surprise  and 
regret  that  the  cause  chiefly  assigned  for  this  &ilure  should 
be  want  of  support  on  the  part  of  those  by  whom  they  should 
rather  have  been  stimulated  in  their  generous  endeavours  tocarry 
out  a  work  to  which  the  Church  stands  solemnly  pledged,  and 
which  has  elsewhere  been  attended  with  such  signal  success. 

Your  Committee  had  the  greatest  di£Bculty  in  agreeing  to 
vote  any  sum  firom  their  Central  Fund,  which  is  so  inadequate  to 
meet  the  many  claims  upon  it,  and  from  which  considerable 
grants  have  already  been  voted  towards  the  endowment  of 
chapels  in  Glasgow  and  Lanarkshire ;  but  they  felt  so  impressed 
with  the  desirableness  of  seconding  the  efforts  of  such  men  as 
the  members  of  the  deputation  to  the  very  utmost  extent  in 
their  power,  that  they  resolved  to  vote  a  grant  in  the  form  of  a 
perpetual  annuity  of  £10  sterling,  secured  on  feu-dnties  belong- 
ing to  the  Committee,  to  each  of  the  first  three  chapels  which  the 
Local  Comnuttee  should  decide  upon  endowing  within  Group  I., 
on  condition  that  the  whole  balance  of  the  necessary  amonnt  ia 
provided  in  each  case,  and  on  the  distinct  understanding  that 
the  grants  thus  made  were  with  a  view  to  expedite  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work  by  the  endowment  of  the  first  three  of 
the  twenty  churches  contemplated  imder  the  Provincial  Scheme, 
and  should  not  hereafter  form  a  precedent  for  a  similar  claim  on 
behalf  of  the  remaining  chapels  within  the  Group. 

The  following  is  the  Keport  of  the  Glasgow  Committee,  from 
which  it  will  be  seen  that  arrangements  have  now  been  made 
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The  Committee  antidpate  that  the  erecttoa  of  these  cbapela  into 
paiuh  clmrchee  wiD  have  a  great  and  benefidal  effect  upon  the  pre- 
greee  of  the  Scheme  in  thia  Prorinoe,  and  that  wheo  the  present  gmt 
depraudon  of  trade  is  remoTed,  they  may  look  for  the  wpeedy  oompW- 
tion  of  the  Scheme  aa  originally  proposed  hy  its  late  lamented  foandei. 

The  Recounts  rendered  by  the  Glasgow  Committee,  show  Hk 
amount  of  subscriptions,  &c.,  paid  as  at  15th  April  last,  to  h&Tc 
been  £3892,  12a.  3d.,  whereof  £2715,  15b.  5d.  has  been  pud 
during  the  past  year. 

GbOUP  n.~(SOUTH-WESTEBN.) 
From  ciroumetances  adverted  to  in  lut  year's  Report,   the 
amoant  aabscribed  in  thia  Group  had  at  one  tjme  been  conuder- 
ably  over-estimated.     Various  large  sums  stood  upon  pencil 
memoranda  of  the  late  Convener,  without  any  names  attached 
to  them  by  wbich,  ailer  his  death,  thoy  could  be  identified   by 
the  Committee ;  whilst  the  pecuniary  losses  sustained  within 
the  last  few  years,  by  many  liberal  supporters  of  the   Scheme 
^thin  this  Province,  aad  the  lapse  of  many  promised  subscrip- 
tions in  consequence  of  the  deaths  of  the  subecribers,  have 
tended  greatly  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the  gross  subscription. 
Your  Committee   cannot   confidently  state  it  as  having   yet 
1-eached  a  higher  sum  than  £32,700.     Greatly  as  this  result  of 
th^  investigations  has  disappointed  ihem,  they  feel  tbat  it  gives     j 
DO  cause  for  despondency ;  and  now  that  the  real  poBition  of  the     , 
subscription  has  been  ascertained,  it  is  hoped  that  an  energetic     j 
effort  will  be  put  forth  throughout  the  Group,  by  means  of 
which  any  ultimate  deficiency  may  be  more  than  supplied,  aul 
the  full  amount  of  £40,000  made  available  for  the  district. 

Meanwhile,  as  authorized  by  last  Assembly,  two  Calls  hare  [ 
been  made,  as  for  instalments  due  in  1860  and  1861  respec-  . 
tively,  and  a  third  Call  will  be  immediately  taken  up.  1 

The  amount  actually  received,  including  the  proceeds  of  the 
two  first  Calls,  has  only  been  £10,713,  16s.  4d.,  whilst  eigb*     * 
chapels  have  already  had  grants  voted  to  them  amounting  if 
the  aggregate  to  £15,000, — and  of  these,  seven  are  now  eitie*'    ,' 
already  in  the  Teind  Coml;  or  ready  to  enter  it,  viz.,  B»r- 
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The  above  arrangements  were  agreed  to  at  the  meeting  of 
Synod  on  15th  October  laat,  at  which  the  CoDTener  and  Tice- 
Convener  were  present;  and  a  Committee  was  then  appointed 
to  carry  out  and  Buperintond  their  working — the  Kev.  Dr 
Crombie  of  Scone  being  named  Convener. 

It  ie  due  to  that  Committee  to  state  that,  by  means  of  t 
printed  appeal,  read  from  all  the  pulpits  within  the  Synod,  they 
endeavoured  to  bring  clearly  before  ministers  and  people  the 
nature  of  the  Scheme,  and  the  little  support  it  bad  hitherto  re- 
c^ved  within  the  district;  and  had  the  measure  of  euccees  beea 
at  all  proportiomit^  to  the  zealous  eSbrts  of  the  respected  Con- 
vener, the  amount  of  the  Synod  Fund  would  be  very  dlEFereot 
from  what  it  is. 

AVhilst  your  Committee  are  enabled  to  point  to  several 
parishes  in  which  decided  progress  has  been  made  under  the 
new  arrangements,  it  is  puntiilly  obvious  that  as  yet  little  change 
has  been  effected  in  the  backward  poution  of  the  district,  and 
a  great  amount  of  apathy  still  exists  among  a  lai^  portion  of 
the  cleigy. 

The  entire  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  devoted 
men,  even  in  remote  rural  parishes,  serves  abundantly  to  show 
that  the  people  would  not  be  backward,  if  their  duty  were  suflS- 
ciently  set  before  them. 

Your  Committee  are  willing  to  indulge  the  hope  that  they 
may  hereafter  be  enabled  to  present  a  more  encouraging  report 
of  the  progress  made  in  this  Synod,  but  at  present  they  are  on- 
able  to  say  (notwithstanding  the  laudable  efforts  of  individual 
ministers)  that  almost  anything  has  been  done  towards  removing 
the  stigma  which  attaches  to  it  as  having  lamentably  come  short 
of  its  duty  in  tfab  matter. 

The  total  amount  of  subscriptions  applicable  to  cbapeb  within 
the  Synod  of  Perth  and  Stirling  cannot  at  present  be  reckoned 
at  more  than  £1816.    Whereof  there  was  paid,  previous  to

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your  Committee  will  only  in  condusioD  aay,  that  ivhikt  tbej 
have  not  hesitated  to  avow  the  many  diacouragements  wludi 
have  impeded  its  progress,  they  are  every  year  more  aod  more 
iiiUy  impressed  with  the  paramoant  importance  of  its  successful 
completion, — and  at  the  same  time  satisfied  of  the  perfect  em 
with  which  this  result  might  be  attained,  by  a  very  slight  d^ree 
of  exertion,  generally  shared  throughout  the  Church.  They  an 
persuaded  that  an  amount  of  spiritual  destitution  etill  esists, 
especially  in  our  great  cities  and  populous  miniog  and  naou- 
&cturing  diBtricte,  which  urgently  clums  the  active  sympatif 
and  assiduous  ministrations  of  the  National  Church.  Aod  in 
addition  to  the  direct  benefit  resulting  from  the  erection  of  lb 
new  paiishes  themselves,  they  have  the  aatis&ctioa  of  thinkinj, 
that  in  the  case  of  almost  every  chapel  provided  with  eai<n- 
ment,  an  amouot,  whether  of  Home  Mission  or  Koyal  Bonnl; 
grants,  is  thereby  set  Iree,  and  may  at  once  be  made  appIicaUe 
towards  the  relief  of  still  more  clamant  cases. 

In  the  face  of  all  discouragements,  therefore,  your  CommittM 
feel  the  imperative  duty  of  persevering  in  the  work  entmBted 
to  them.  The  glory  of  God,  the  good  of  souls,  the  credit  and 
best  interests  of  the  Church,  and  the  memory  of  the  great  ud 
good  man  who  lived  and  died  in  its  earnest  proetcutioD,  alike 
demand  that  it  shall  continue  to  be  unremittingly  pursued  and 
iuthfiUly  maintained.  The  blessings  which  have  already  flowed 
from  it,  and  the  signal  success  which  has  attended  it  thnn^ 
many  bygone  years,  are  sufficient  to  prevent  despondency;  an) 
the  renewed  encouragements  which  still  present  themselves  ue 
such  as  to  warrant  the  confident  expectation  that  "indueseiUHi 
we  shall  reap,  if  we  f^t  not."  Humbly  relying  on  Him  liba 
has  the  hearts  of  all  men  in  Hia  hands,  your  Committee  coid- 
mend  the  important  enterprise  entrusted  to  their  care  to  the 
earnest  prayers  and  active  Christian  sympathies  of  the  Chnrdii 
and  of  all  their  fellow-countrymen — feeUng  that,  in  its  contisDed 
prosecution,  "  they  are  doing  a  great  work  irom  which  tb? 
cannot  come  down" — the  work  of  "  building  up  our  Zion'e  nDs, 
even  in  troublous  times."

your  Gommittee  will  onLj  in  conclusion  eay,  that  whilst  they 
have  not  hesitated  to  avow  the  many  discouragements  wluch 
have  impeded  its  progress,  they  are  every  year  more  and  more 
fiilly  impressed  with  the  paramount  importance  of  its  successful 
compIeUon, — and  at  the  same  time  satisfied  of  the  perfect  ease 
with  which  tlus  resolt  might  be  attained,  by  a  very  slight  degree 
of  exertion,  generally  shared  throughoat  the  Church.  They  are 
persuaded  that  an  amount  of  spiritual  destitution  still  exists, 
especially  in  our  great  cities  and  populous  mining  and  manu- 
facturing districts,  which  urgently  claims  the  active  sympathy 
and  asuduous  miQistrations  of  the  National  Church.  And  m 
addition  to  the  direct  benefit  resulting  from  the  erection  of  tlie 
new  parishes  themselves,  they  have  the  satis&ction  of  thinking, 
that  in  the  case  of  almost  every  chapel  provided  with  endow- 
ment, an  amount,  whether  of  Home  Mission  or  Boyal  Bounty 
grants,  is  thereby  set  free,  and  may  at  once  be  made  applicable 
towards  the  relief  of  still  more  clamant  cases. 

In  the  face  of  all  discouragements,  therefore,  your  Committee 
feel  the  imperative  duty  of  persevering  in  the  work  entrusted 
to  them.  The  glory  of  God,  the  good  of  souls,  the  credit  aad 
best  interests  of  the  Church,  and  the  memory  of  the  great  and 
good  man  who  lived  and  died  in  its  eamest  proatcnlion,  alike 
demand  that  it  shall  continue  to  be  unremittingly  pursued  and 
faithfiilly  maintfuned.  The  blessings  which  have  already  flowed 
from  it,  and  the  signal  success  which  has  attended  it  through 
many  bygone  years,  are  sufficient  to  prevent  despondency ;  and 
the  renewed  encouragements  which  still  present  themselves  are 
such  as  to  warrant  the  confident  expectation  that  '*  in  due  season 
we  shall  reap,  if  we  &int  not."  Humbly  relying  on  Him  who 
has  the  hearts  of  all  men  in  His  hands,  your  Committee  com- 
mend the  important  enterprise  entrusted  to  their  care  to  the 
earnest  prayers  and  active  Christian  sympathies  of  the  Church, 
and  of  all  their  fellow-countrymen — feeling  that,  in  its  continued 
prosecution,  "they  are  doing  a  great  work  livm  which  they 
cannot  come  down" — the  work  of  "building  up  our  Zion'e  walls, 
even  in  troublous  times."

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I. — COKTDIRNTAI.  MISSIONS. 

The  'Repoit  of  the  Committee  on  this  brancli  of  the  duties  intrusted  to 
them  by  the  Yenemble  Assembly  must  necessarily  be  very  brief. 

Owing  to  the  total  want  of  funds,  it  has  not  been  in  the  power  of  the 
Committee  to  take  any  further  steps  in  obedience  to  the  AsBembly's 
instructions,  in  order  to  plant  Consular  Chaplaincies  in  connexion  with 
the  Church  of  Scotland  on  the  continent     The  day  appointed  by  the 
Assembly  for  the  recommended  collection  being  the  second  Sabbath  of 
this  month,  they  were  quite  unprovided  with  any  funds  whatever  for  any 
operations  which  might  otherwise  have  been  contemplated.     There  are 
rarious  places  on  the  continent  to  which  their  attention  has  been  solicited. 
St.  Petereburgh  contains  the  largest  Scotch  colony  in  Europe ;  Brussels  is 
frequented  by  great  numbets  of  our  countcymen;  and  Kome,  where  it  is 
hoped  it  will  soon  be  practicable  to  send  a  Minister  of  our  Church,  has 
claims  on  ns  probably  superior  to  any  other  city  in  the  world.     Should 
the  Assembly  think  fit  to  encourage  the  Committee  to  occupy  any  of 
those  places,  and  should  funds  be  provided  for  the  purpose,  it  would  be 
the  olyect  of  the  Committee  to  engage  at  once  the  services  of  some  efficient 
minister,  who  might  he  permanently  established  there,  so  as  to  avoid  the 
nnsatis&ctoiy  method  of  supplying  the  charge  by  relays  of  ministers  from 
this  country.      But  the  Assembly  should  distinctly  understand   that, 
howevet  able  the  Scotch  residents  and  visitors  in  any  continental  city 
may  be  to  support  their  own  minister  with  the  aid  of  Government  in  ' 
virtue  of  the  Consular  Act,  yet  in  every  case  funds  must  be  supplied  by 
the  Church  at  home  until  a  congregation  is  gathered,  the  people  interested, 
ftnd  the  organization  required  by  Act  of  Parliament  completed.      But 
surely  it  is  impossible  to  doubt  that  abimdant  funds  for  so  important 
a  purpose  should  be  procured,  could  our  ministers  and  their  people  be 
induced  to  inquire  into  the  merits  of  the  case.    It  is  not  worthy  of  the 
Church  of  Scotland  that  she  should   tmnd  avta   her  oeoDle   in   foreiim 
coDutries  to  be  instructed  in   divine 
ordinances  by  any  other  Church  wl 
scriptural  its  discipline.     It  is  not  wi 
alienated  from  oni  communion  in  thii 
our  dn^  that  we  should  deprive  th 
they  have  become  attached  at  home,  i 
ministrations  of  other  Churches,  thej 
of  sacred  things. 

The  Committee  ri^ret  to  state  that 
about  to  lose  the  highly  valued  and 
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Orombie,  the  present  Chaplun,  in  couaeqnence  of  hla  oontcnnplated 
resignation ;  but  whenever  this  event  shall  take  place,  th^  will  Uce  no 
time  in  securing  the  services  of  a  weU  qualified  snccesaor. 

n. COKREBFOMSSStS    WITH  FoSEIOM  ChUBOHKB. 

The  Correspondence  of  the  Conunittee  has  been  limited  to  the  ProteetBol 
Oentral  Society  of  Fiance  and  the  Waldensian  Church  in  Italy. 

1.  The  Protal/^  Central  Society. — The  Committee  continue  to  regud 
the  operatioos  of  this  Society  with  the  bi^eet  aatisfadion.  Evangeliol 
in  its  doctrines,  earnest  in  its  spirit,  and  greatly  blessed  of  God  in  iti 
operations,  it  deserves  and  maintains  a  foiemoet  place  in  the  affectiou 
and  Bympathies  of  the  Church  of  Scotland.  To  the  influence  and  energy 
of  this  Society  are,  in  gieat  part,  to  be  attributed  the  successes  which  the 
Protestant  Chnrdi  has  lately  gained,  and  the  influential  poeition  io  Uk 
country  which  she  has  secnred.  The  rigbts  of  Protestants  are  being  more 
and  marc  cleariy  defined  and  recognized.  Protestant  chaplains  an 
appointed  to  the  army  ;  Protestant  clergymen  have  been  decorated  with 
insignia  of  honor.  At  the  camp  of  Chalons,  a  chnrch  has  been  ereded 
for  the  Protestant  soldiers,  and  was  inspected  by  the  Emperor  in  penon ; 
and  one  or  more  Protestant  ministers  have  been  commissioned  to  aceom- 
pany^he  expedition  to  Mexico.  During  the  year  1S61,  twenty-one  new 
Protestant  places  of  worship  were  opened  in  France.  Since  the  doK  rf 
the  year  new  Chnrches  have  been  opened  in  Paris,  Fonttunebleau,  Qa- 
mont,  and  we  believe,  in  other  places.  Purity  of  doctrine  is  also  in- 
creasing to  such  an  extent,  that  the  dogmas  of  the  Bationalists  iic 
becoming  utterly  unpopular.  A  remarkable  instance  of  this  ^ipeared 
lately  in  the  columns  of  the  Etpennoe.  On  Christmas  day,  the  junior 
I^stor  of  Cette  ventured  to  preach  the  once  popular  doctrines  of  Sodnoa 
The  great  nuyority  of  his  hearers  rose  and  1^  the  Church.  The  Prtstiy- 
terial  Council  demanded  bis  resigoa^on.  He  complied,  but  afterwaidi 
retracted,  and  ventured  once  more  into  the  pulpit ;  whereupon  the  whole 
congregation  rose  as  one  man,  and  walked  out  Thus  sound  doctrine  is 
guning  ground,  and  with  it  a  new  life  seems  to  animate  the  Churches  in 
various  places,  especially  in  Paris  and  Marseillea  Wonderful  to  relate, 
the  feshionablo  sidons  of  Paris  have  been  opened  for  religions  meetingi. 
The  voice  of  prayer  and  praise  has  been  heard  in  the  haunts  of  gaiety 
and  thoughtlesaness,  and  as  many  as  600  persons,  comprising  the  UtU  of 
Protestant  Parisian  society,  bave  been  gathered  together  at  one  time,  for 
the  purpose  of  social  prayer,  in  aristocratic  balls.  No  fewer  than  4S 
Prayer  Meetings  have  been  assembling  weekly  in  Paris ;  and  at  Hai»«llM 
the  spiritual  movement  has  reacbed  the  sailors  in  the  pent,  and  among 
them  not  a  few  of  our  own  countrymen.  Bibles  and  tracts  are  beingaoM 
and  disseminated  in  great  numbers  ;  benevolent  societies  are  everywhere 
increasing ;  ladies  are  engaging  heartily  in  the  good  work  ;  motheis'  meet- 
ings and  others  of  a  similar  description  have  been  organised.*    InAlgoia

oolpoTt«ar  there  disposed  of  338  Bibles  and  Testtunents  and  1100  tracts; 
and  QoTOiiment  has  lately  established  two  new  Pastors,  raising  the  vhole 
nnmber  to  15.  "  We  oannot  but  r^oioe,"  e&yt  the  oorreBpondent  of  the 
itTnn  o/  the  Ckareha,  "at  the  BTmptoms  of  life, — ireah,  bright,  up- 
^nringing  li5> — we  hear  of  a&r,  and  witneat  at  hand.  The  orerwhelnung 
orthodoxy  at  the  Paris  elections  has  aent  a  thrill  of  stiength  tbronghoat 
the  orthodox  in  France,  and  other  places  hare  testified  yet  more  firmly 
tbeb'  attachmmt  to  our  Itodeemer's  doctrines." 

The  Conunittee  regret  that  the  state  of  their  fimda  has  not  permitted 
them  to  do  more  for  the  Protestant  Central  Society  than  to  remit  to  them 
the  annual  contribution  of  XSOO,  according  to  the  instructions  of  the 
Assembly,  which  has  been  hitherto  devoted  by  the  Society  to  defray  the 
salary  of  the  Rev.  Philippe  Boucher.  Mr  Boucher,  until  lately,  oon- 
tinnMl  to  pursue  his  itinerant  Labours  as*  an  evangelist  with  liis  accustomed 
Kal  and  snccees,  but  for  some  time,  in  consequence  of  a  new  arrangement 
with  the  Society,  he  has  been  chiefly  employed  in  Paris.  But  whererer 
his  sphere  of  labour  may  be,  we  cannot  but  anticipate  the  same  signal 
mcceas  as  formerly,  from  his  known  eloquence  and  long-tried  eamestnees 
and  B«aL 

,  S.  The  Waldenta. — Tbo  fiirward  progreea  of  the  Waldsnsian  Ohuroh 
has  now  asumed  so  i»ominent  a  pkoe  in  the  history  of  Europe  and  is 
ID  well  known  through  the  public  prints,  that  we  have  only  to  expresa 
DDT  deep  thankfulness  for  what  baa  been  already  aocomplistied,  and  our 
nnguine  hope  tliat  greater  things  are  on  the  eve  of  being  accomplished. 
The  various  evangelizing  stations  in  the  north  are  all  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. The  second  sesdon  of  the  Wsldensian  Theological  College  at 
Florence  will  shortly  close,  and  we  doubt  not  that  the  result  of  the  en- 
tmng  examination  will  prove  as  satisfactory  as  that  of  last  year,  when  the 
Btadeata  were  examined  in  the  j»«ence  of  a  number  of  clergymen,  Eng- 
hsh  and  Scotch,  as  well  as  Italian,  who  were  most  favourably  impreoaed  by 
their  progress  in  the  sacred  langnages,  Theology,  Church  History,  Fhilo- 
K^hy,  and  other  branches.  The  seoontt  session  opened  in  October  last  in 
the  Palaszo  Salviati,  once  the  mansion  of  a  cardinal  of  the  Church  ot 
Home,  and  now  chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  through  the  liberality  of  certain 
Scottish  gentlemen,  purchased  and  made  over  to  the  Waldenses  for  their 
Theological  College. 

Other  evidences  of  Italian  progress  are  very  abundant.  The  Wal- 
densian  Church  in  Florence,  which  eighteen  months  ago  began  with  a 
dosen  individnals,  is  now  regularly  attended  by  several  hundreds,  and  at 
last  communion  numbered  110  communicants.  The  humble  bani,  opened 
as  a  place  of  worship  at  Leghorn  on  19th  of  June  last  year,  which  con- 
tains 600  persons,  is  now  overcrowded,  and  for  the  second  time  measures 
are  being  taken  to  have  it  enlarged.  In  August  last  the  Bev.  Hr 
M'Dougall,  the  WOTtfay  successor  of  Mr  Hanna  in  Florence,  stated,  that 
during  the  course  of  the  last  year  between  40,000  and  60,000  bibles  had 
been  circulated  in  Italy,  upwards  of  10,000  having  issued  from  the  Flo- 
rence depot  (dona     In  the  Valley  of  Aosta  in  the  Piedmonteae  Alps,  the 


pool  peoBantB  had  pnichaaed  ISOO  oopiee.  In  Naples,  at  the  satne  tim^ 
it  was  impoesible  to  supply  the  demands  of  the  eager  Kpplicamta  for  luUci 
and  religious  books,  hox  f^r  box  being  emptied  as  soon  as  delirered ; 
BO  that,  in  feet,  there  was  no  depot  exifAing  except  in  name.  No  doubt 
the  demand  has  since  that  time  greatl;  relaxed,  for  the  supply  has  been 
very  abundant.  Colporteurs  in  the  pay  of  the  Scottish  National  Bible 
Society  aie  traversing  the  hills  and  rural  districts  of  Naples  without  kt 
ot  hindrance  except  fixim  the  briganda  In  Bome  itself  bibles  are  drcn- 
lating  rapidly,  and,  says  Mr  M'Dougall  again,  a  bible  movement  is  going 
on  there  to  such  an  extent,  that  when  liberty  is  phtclaimed,  the  movemest 
in  the  North  will  be  cast  entirely  into  the  shade.  An  intereetiiiK  mov^ 
ment  of  a  similar  description  is  also  in  progress  in  the  island  of  Elba. 

This  is  the  bright  side  of  the  picture,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  concealed 
-  that  there  is  a  dark  side  also.  The  difficulties  to  be  encountered  tat  ntj 
great — the  determined  opposition  of  a  still  powerful  priesthood,  the  hw- 
tility  in  many  places  of  the  public  authorities,  the  profoond  ignorance  at 
the  vast  mass  uf  the  people,  especially  in  the  Xeapolitan  territory,  tlu 
deodness  and  indifference  of  multitudes  to  eveiything  of  a  spiritual  cha- 
racter, and  perhaps,  above  all,  the  small  number  and  great  pover^  of  thil 
ancient  Church  of  Christ,  long  imprisoned  in  her  native  v^tya,  and  now 
set  free  and  intrusted  wiUithe  workpfevangelisinga  nation  of  25  milliom 
of  souls — aieall  obstacleswhich  will  require  the  utmost  resolntion,patieDC«, 
perseverance,  and  iiuth  to  overcome.  It  is  true,  that  thnmghout  the 
whole  of  Italy,  including  Sicily,  the  anti-papal  movement  in  gsiuing 
gionnd.  Bnt  it  must  not  be  supposed  that  tiiis  is  generally,  or  even  to  i 
very  large  extent,  a  religions  movement  On  the  contrary,  it  is  chiefly  of 
a  political  character,  and  the  war  cry  of  "Abbatio  it  Papa,"  which  ii 
now  ringing  throughout  Italy,  is  levelled  nut  against  the  Fop^fn-ied,  bat 
against  the  Pope-king.  The  Society  styled  "  L'Unione  Clerico-Libeiale 
Itoliana "  numbers  between  3000  and  4000  prieste,  but  their  protest  a 
not  agiunst  the  doctrines,  but  the  temporal  government  of  Borne.  Ptd- 
teats  to  this  effect  have  been  issued — one  from  Lombardy,  signed  by  COO 
priests,  and  one  from  Naples,  signed  hj  GOO. 

But  though  the  genend  movement  is  thus  mainly  political,  there  can 
be  no  doubt,  at  the  same  time,  of  the  steady  progress  of  evangelical  pris- 
dplea  Of  this,  the  success  of  the  Missions  in  Piedmont  and  Lombaniy, 
the  rapidly  increasing  congregations  in  Florence  snd  Le^om,  the  sat- 
cessful  labours  of  the  Marquis  Cresi  and  Mr  Buscarlet  in  N^lee,  and  the 
great  demand  for  bibles  and  religious  books  eveiywhete,  afford  amide 
proof  The  letters  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Stewart  of  L^hom  to  the  Convener 
and  other  parties  hold  out  the  most  enooura^ng  prospects  of  continned 
success,  and  better  authority  on  this  point  is  nowhere  to  be  found.  Dr 
Stewart,  whom  Dr  Revel  h'hs  pubUcIy  styled  the  beet  friend  of  Italy,  ii 
intimately  acquainted  with  all  the  circumstances  of  this  great  cxids, 
favourable  and  unfavourable,  and  is  himself  labouring  in  the  cause  <£ 
Italian  evangelisation  with  a  measure  of  Christian  zeal  and  discretion 
which  have  won  for  him  the  esteem  and  confidence,  not  only  of  the  Wil- 
densian  Church,  but  of  all  who  take  an  interest  in  the  cause. 

Such  are  the  great  ol^ects  in  Frmce  and  Italy  which  the  Committee 


b&Tfl  hnmUj  enduroaTed  to  the  extent  of  their  limited  meouB  to  aid. 
Would  that  their  pover  to  aid  were  as  great  aa  their  will  I  Taking 
advuitage  of  the  penniision  of  the  General  Aeaembly  to  collect  funds  for 
tiioee  ptupoBes,  they  issued  a  circailar  on  the  subject  of  foreign  Churches 
to  a  considerable  number  of  parishes,  tiie  result  of  which  has  been  con- 
tribotioDS  to  the  funds  of  the  Coramittee  amounting  to  X315.  The 
Committee  deeply  regret  that  with  this  poor  sum  tbey  are  able  to  offer 
aa  bifling  a  help  to  our  brethren  in  Fnmce  and  Italy  in  the  honourable 
and  momentous  struggle  they  are  at  this  moment  miuntaiuing.  Never 
since  the  era  of  the  Beformation  has  there  been  a  more  critical  period  in 
the  hiatoty  of  Continental  Christianity.  Throughout  the  iairest  portion 
of  Europe  the  Gospel  is  no  longer  in  bonds,  but  may  be  boldly  proclaimed 
from  the  Straits  of  Dover  to  the  Mediterranean,  &om  the  Alps  to  Cape 
Spartivento.  The  opportunity  is  a  golden  one  I  How  long  may  it  last } 
The  door  is  wide  open  now  I  How  soon  may  it  be  sternly  closed  )  Surely 
this  is  not  a  time  for  the  Church  of  Scotland  to  stand  aloof  as  if  she  had 
DO  concern  in  the  contest ;  or  to  send  some  trifling  aid,  as  if  it  were  a 
matter  of  little  moment  to  her  whether  this  side  or  that  shonld  prove 
victoriotu.  We  venture  confidently  to  assert  that  there  is  not  in  the  world 
at  this  moment  so  important  or  so  promising  a  field  for  missionary  enter- 
prise tm  the  Italian  Peninsula.  And  our  brethren  there  loudly  demand 
onr  assistance,  and  appeal  to  ua  at  ouce  for  men  and  for  money.  "  Our 
field  is  wide,  but  we  are  few,"  are  the  impreeuve  words  of  Dr  Revel, 
their  representative  at  this  instant  among  us.  They  ask  us  above  all  to 
send  them  young  men  trtuned  in  Scotland  for  Gospel  work,  young  men  of 
kaming,  zeal,  and  piety,  to  be  taught  their  language,  and  to  become 
preachers  of  Christ  to  their  people.  "  Come  over  and  help  ub,"  is  the 
Toicfi  continually  ringing  in  our  ears.  "  We  are  few,"  they  cry,  "  and 
f  oa  are  many  ;  we  are  poor,  and  you  are  wealthy ;  we  can  offer  yon  no 
reward  but  the  blessing  of  onr  Lord,  and  a  field  ot  labour  and  prospects 
of  success  such  aa  no  other  part  of  the  world  can  offer.  And  we  tell  yon, 
that  were  one-tenth  part  of  the  money  and  labour  which  you  lavish  on 
the  moat  barren  wastes  and  unpromising  comers  of  the  great  mission  field 
to  be  bestowed  on  our  rich  and  productive  soil,  the  result  would  infallibly 
be  such  a  harvest  as  would  make  your  hearts  overflow  with  thankfulness." 
It  ia  worthy  of  solemn  tboim[ht  whether  we  are  following  the  leadings 
of  Providence  in  our  choice  of  mission  ground ;  whether  the  finger  of 
God  does  not  by  the  moat  express  indications  point  to  fields  which  as  yet 
we  hare  hardly  thought  of.  Having  laboured  all  the  night  and  caught 
little  or  nothing,  it  is  surely  high  time  to  bethink  ourselves  of  casting  the 
net  on  the  other  side  of  the  ship.  In  the  selection  of  a  field  for  the 
exerdae  of  our  Christian  energies,  should  we  not  attentirely  consider 
where  they  may  be  expended  with  the  greatest  promise  of  success  1  Or 
if  the  art  of  war  affoid  a  more  suitable  imegeiy,  surely  it  becomes  os  to 
sorrey  carefully  the  scene  of  conflict,  and  to  consider  where  oar  Bubeidies 
and  onr  forces  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  the  struggle  with  the  most 
certain  prospect  of  securing  the  victory.  "The  work  is  great  and  large, 
ud  we  are  separated  one  &r  from  another.  In  what  time  therefore  ye  hear 
the  sound  of  the  trumpet,  resort  ye  thither  unto  us ;  our  God  will  fight

tar  DB."  Ware  we  to  adopt  this  principle,  we  believe  Qui  Itiij  would  at 
tbis  moment  be  tlie  chosen  battle-ground  of  the  Ohnrch  of  Scotland ; 
thither  we  ehoold  send  without  delay  onr  coUectiona  and  our  HinionarieB,* 
and  we  Bhonld  not  imagine  that  we  have  done  onr  dn^  to  Chiist's  cause 
at  Buch  a  momentona  crislB  by  aimplf  granting'  permiation  to  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  to  watch  over  this  great  contest,  to  gather  a  few  ponnda 
how,  and  when,  and  where  they  may.  We  submit,  if  thew  view*  meet 
the  approbation  of  the  Venerable  Aaaembly,  that  the  matter  slioiild  not 
be  passed  lightly  over  bj  a  mere  vote  of  approval,  the  reappointment  of 
the  Committee,  and  the  nomination  of  a  new  Oonvener  In  place  of  the 
present,  who  considera  it  to  be  hie  duty  to  b^  the  Assembly  to  acc^  of 
hia  resignation ;  bat  that  a  lesolation  should  be  adopted  to  aid  the  Btmg^ing 
Churches  of  Christ  on  the  continent,  with  all  the  might  and  emergy  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  such  measutee  taken  beeidea  as  the  Ajsaemblj 
in  their  wisdom  may  consider  best  fitted  to  secure  the  object. 

Further,  the  Committee  have  pleasore  in  announciiig  to  the  AssnnUy 
the  expected  presence  of  the  Rev.  Dr  Revel,  late  Moderator  of  the  Wal- 
densian  Church,  and  now  Principal  of  the  College  in  Florence,  and  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Misdons.  The  Committee  have  no  need  to  commend 
Dr  Revolt  to  the  cordial  reception  of  the  Assembly. 

In  condnsion,  the  Committee  beg  most  earnestly  and  respectfblly  to 
solicit  the  venerable  Assembly  to  regard  with  favour  the  two  great  objects 
intmsted  to  the  Committee's  care,  vis. :  the  planting  of  Scottish  Consulaf 
Chaplaindee  abroad,  and  the  aiding  Foreign  Chnrchea  The  former  is  of 
great  moment  to  ourselves  aa  the  Established  Chnrch  of  the  countiy; 
and  the  latter  involvee  a  duty,  the  importance  of  which  to  the  prepress  of 
Christ's  Kingdom  in  the  world,  it  would  not  be  easy  to  overrate.  The 
Committee  confide  them  both  to  the  wisdom  and  tal  of  the  Aasembly, 
with  fervent  prayen  for  the  direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit

Thbbb  are  Tsrioiu  important  matten  embraced  in  th«  instruc- 
tioDs  given  by  the  General  Aesembly  to  the  Committee  on 
Aimj  and  Nkvj  Chaplains.  The  great  object  in  view  ia  the 
promotion  of  the  spiritual  interests  of  Britieh  eoldiers  and 
eailora  of  the  Freabyteiian  communion.  The  most  direct  and 
prominent  means  by  which  that  object  is  sought  to  be  attained, 
ifl  the  appointment  of  Presbyterian  chaplains  for  the  army  and 
navy.  Of  late  years  Government  have  recognized  the  import- 
ance of  the  object  by  tiie  appointment  of  a  certain  number  of 
Presbyterian  chaplains  attached  to  the  Army.  Of  these  there 
are  five  in  England  and  IreUnd,  six  in  India,  and  one  at 
present  in  Canada. 

The  Committee,  however,  are  strongly  persuaded  that  this 
number  of  chapluns  ia  inadequate  to  the  purpose,  and  not  pro- 

Etrtionate  to  the  number  of  other  chaplains,  whether  Church  of  i 

ngland  or  Koman  Catholic.     The   Committee   accordingly  | 

avuled   themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  appointing  a  depi>  j 

tation  in  June  last,  to  wait  upon  Lord  Herbert,  then  Secretary  4 

st  War ;  and  in  an  interview  with  his  lordship,  the  deputation  f 

pressed  upon  him  the  claim  of  the  Presbyterian  soldiers  to  the 
services  of  a  larger  number  of  chapluns.  His  lordship  received 
them  most  courteously,  and  it  was  one  of  the  latest  acts 
of  that  lamented  statesman  to  transmit  to  the  Convener  n 
letter  in  which  he  entered  folly  into  the  question  aubmitted 
to  him. 

The  Committee  deeply  regretted  that  the  view  taken  by 
Lord  Herbert  was  not  favourable  to  the  claim  which  they  had 
submitted  ;  but  they  are  more  than  ever  convinced  that  the  '     F^ 

statements  on  which  his  Lordship  relied  may  be  shown  either  to 
be  inaccurate,  or  not  to  bear  out  the  conclusion  which  he  drew ; 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church,  as  watching  over  the 
interests  of  those  engaged  in  the  military  profession  and  be- 
longing to  her  communion,  to  press  still  for  the  appointment  of 
an  additional  number  of  Presbyterian  chaplains  in  the  British 
army  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

Some   alterations   have   taken    place    in    the   Presbyterian 
chaplains  during  the  year.     The  Committee  regret   to   have 
to  report  the  death  of  Mr  Young,  who  was   for  some  veara 
cbaplain  at  Shomclifie,  and  of  whose  zeal  they  had  rei 
various  proofs :  they  have  not  yet  received  any  informal 
tiie  flppointment  of  his  successor. 
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When  a  reinforcement  of  troopa  waa  sent  out  to  Canxda  in 
autumn  last  year,  Mr  Anderson,  cnaplain  at  Cliatbam,  was  a(>- 

Sinted  to  accompany  them  as  Fresbjteriaa  chaplain,  and  Mr 
'Whinny,  who  bad  been  for  some  time  assistant  chaplain  at 
Alderahot,  was  appointed  to  the  chaplaincy  at  Chatham,  rea- 
dcred  vacant  by  Mr  Anderson's  translation.  Hia  place  at 
Aldershot  has  not  been  supplied,  and  there  is  urgent  need  for 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  chaplain  to  co-operate  with 
Mr  Cannan  in  ^e  duties  which  he  very  efSciently  discharges 
among  the  numerous  Presbyterians  stationed  at  Aldershot. 

The  Committee  having  been  informed  of  the  removal  of  tlie 
minister  of  a  Dissenting  conffregntion  at  Gosport,  who  had  been 
employed  to  officiate  to  the  Presbyterian  troops  at  that  station, 
made  application  to  the  War  Omce  for  the  appointment  of  a 
minister  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  suggested  that  a 
minister  of  our  Church,  who  was  officiating  to  a  congregation 
at  Portsmonth,  might  act  in  that  capacity  to  the  Presbyterian 
troops  at  Gosport.  The  War  Office  agreed  that  be  should  he 
appointed  on  the  usual  terms,  and  the  Rev.  James  Macarthur 
has  been  for  some  time  officiating  at  Gosport  accordingly. 

Not  only  the  number  of  the  Presbyterian  chaplains,  bnt  the 
provision  made  for  them,  is  a  subject  that  demands  the  regard 
of  the  Church,  and  has  received  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 
Their  attention  has  been  called  to  this  matter  by  various  cir- 
cumstances affecting  the  commissioned  chaplains  in  England 
fts  well  as  those  now  with  the  troops  in  India.  The  Committee 
have  been  informed  that  the  commissioned  Presbyterian  chap- 
lains have  not  yet  been  recognized  for  promotion  in  the  same 
way  as  other  chaplains  have  been,  bo  that  their  position  is  felt 
to  be  an  inferior  one.  The  acting  chaplains  in  India  are  in  a  still 
less  advantageous  position.  The  condition  of  their  appointment, 
no  doubt,  waa  that  it  should  be  temporary ;  but  there  was 
reason  to  suppose  that  tbia  had  reference  to  a  possible  change 
of  oircum stances,  that  might  require  a  smaller  number  of  troopj 
in  India,  rather  than  to  a  discontinuance  of  the  services  of  any 
of  these  chaplains  on  any  other  grounds. 

The  disadvantageous  nature  of  their  position  was  brought 
more  distinctly  under  their  notice  by  the  case  of  the  Eev.  John 
MilnCi  who,  having  been  obliged  by  ill  health  to  leave  India  lait 
year  on  sick  certificate,  was  refused  any  allowance  or  payment 
(except  passage  money)  from  the  date  of  hia  leaving  the  quarters 
of  his  regiment. 

The  Committee  instructed  theu*  deputation,  when  waiting  on 
Lord  Herbert,  to  submit  this  point  also  for  his  coneideration, 
but  were  referred  from  the  War  Office  to  the  India  Office. 
They  regret  to  state  that  they  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  ob- 
taining any  alteration  for  the  better  on  the  regulations  affecting 
these  chaplains.  In  connection  with  this,  the  Committee  han 
•■'""■'"'"'  "  copy  of  a  Memorial  to  the  General  Asaembty  from 
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the  chaplaiDS  in  India,  which  was  forwarded  bj  them  to  the 
Moderator  of  the  lost  General  Aiisembly. 

Another  point  of  iinportaace  has  bees  brought  under  the 
notice  of  the  Committee  by  one  of  the  chaplains  in  India, 
viz.,  the  compuleory  attendance  of  Preabyterian  Boldiers  oo 
religioaa  ordinancea,  conducted  after  other  formn,  an  attend- 
ance which,  in  some  instances,  has  been  accompanied  bjr 
circurastsncea  both  injurious  and  oppressive.  It  appears,  th^ 
if  at  any  station  there  be  neither  an  Episcopalian  chaplain  nor 
Bomao  Catholic  priest,  the  adlierents  of  these  persuasions  are, 
on  church  parade,  allowed  to  "  fall  out,"  even  although  there 
should  be  an  officiating  Presbyterian  chaplain  at  the  station  ; 
wtiite,  on  the  other  band,  should  there  be  no  Presbyterian 
cbaplaio,  the  Presbyterian  soldiers  are,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
marched  to  Episcopalian  service.  This  anomaly  naturally 
causes  some  discontent  among  the  Presbyterian  soldiers ; 
nnd  the  Committee  think  that  it  is  a  matter  which  ought 
alio  to  fm-m  the  eabject  of  communication  with  the  authorities 
of  the  War  Office. 

One  means  by  which  valuable  assistance  can  be  given  to 
the  chaplains  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  to  the  soldiers,  ie 
by  sending  occasionally  a  minister  of  our  Church  to  the  diiferent 
stations  at  which  the  chaplains  are  placed.  Dr  Macduff  of 
Glasgow  kindly  undertook  this  mission  to  Aldershot  last  year, 
and  has  again  rendered  the  same  service.  His  labours  there 
have  been  most  abundant  and  successful;  and  his  visits  to 
Aldershut  last  year  and  this,  as  Mr  Canoan  writes,  "  will  form 
epoclis"  to  Presbyterians  in  the  Army.  By  going  on  such  a 
miHsion,  our  ministers  may  not  only  assist  the  chapluns  at  the 
Bervicee  of  the  communion,  or  on  other  occasions,  and  keep 
alive  among  officers  and  men  the  persuasion  that  tliey  are  not 
unremembered  or  uncared  for  by  the  Church  of  their  fathers, 
bat  may  also  bring  to  the  General  Assembly  interesting  reports 
from  the  camp  or  the  station  regarding  the  religious  interests 
of  our  Scottish  soldiers. 

It  may  also  be  for  consideratioa  whether  ministers  should  not 
be  occasionally  sent  to  stations  wherA  there  Are  no  Presbyterian 
chaplains,  to  give  the  Presbyterian  soldiers  there  opportunities 
of  joining  in  divine  worship,  according  to  their  own  form.  The 
Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that,  at  various  stations  in 
England,  there  are  many  residents  who  might  form  Presby- 
teiian  congregations,  to  join  with  the  soldiers  in  the  services  of 
the  sanctuary. 

Another  important  means  of  assisting  the  chaplains,  and  pro- 
moling  the  great  object  of  their  appointment,  would  be,  to  |  ut 
into  the  hands  of  every  soldier  a  copy  of  the  "  Aids  to  De- 
votion," prepared  by  the  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly. 
Soltiien  of  the  Church  of  England  have  a  prayer-book  supplied 
'"  tBcii  of  them  by  Government,  and  Boman  Catholics  have 
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each  a  inaee-book  ;  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  ererr 
Presbyterian  soldier  should  be  in  uke  manner  fumiebed,  Dot 
only  with  a  copy  of  the  Bible,  bat  with  such  a  manual  to  aid 
him  in  devotional  exercise.  The  Committee  have  made 
application  that  copies  should  be  supplied  to  the  soldiers  at  the 
expense  of  Government,  but  the  authorities  of  the  War  CBce 
have  hitherto  declined  to  sanction  it.  The  Committee  are  of 
opinion  that  this  application  should  be  renewed:  and  meantime 
they  have  been  enabled  to  send  several  supplies  of  copies  of  tbe 
*'  Aids  to  Devotion"  for  distribution,  to  the  chaplains  in  England 
and  in  India,  who  have  gratetiiUy  acknowledged  them,  and  they 
would  earnestly  recommend  that  contributions  in  avd  of  tbeii 
funds  be  made  of  such  an  amount  as  would  put  it  in  their  power 
to  place  this  devotional  manual  in  the  hands  of  every  Presby- 
terian soldier. 

The  Committee  have  also  had  their  attention  directed  to  the 
appointment  of  Presbyterian  chaplains  for  the  British  Navy, 
and  generally  to  the  religious  interests  of  the  sailors  who  be- 
long to  the  Presbyterian  communion. 

The  number  of  chaplains  in  the  Navy  is  connderable,  but 
none  of  them  are  of  the  Presbyterian  communion,  while  a  very 
considerable  proi>ortion  of  the  sailors  belong  to  that  com- 
munion. The  Committee  deeming  it  right  that  a  representa- 
tion on  this  subject  should  be  made  to  the  Admiralty  Office, 
their  deputation,  when  in  London,  obtuned  an  interview  wiih 
the  Duke  of  Somerset,  the  first  Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  and 
submitted  to  him  the  propriety  of  Presbyterian  chaplains  being 
appointed,  at  lea^t  at  some  of  the  naval  stations,  or  in  some 
of  the  training  ships.  His  Gi'ace  received  the  deputation  with 
courtesy,  but  stated  that  there  were  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
carrying  out  such  a  proposal,  arising  out  of  the  small  number 
of  fVesby terian  sailors  who  might  be  found  together. 

The  deputation  were  more  successful  in  regard  to  another 
matter  which  they  submitted  to  His  Grace's  consideration,  the 
supply  of  Bible»  with  psalm-books  to  sailors.  His  Grace  having 
expressed  his  willingness  that  arrangements  should  be  made 
with  a  view  to  this  desirable  object,  the  IScottish  Naval  and 
Military  Bible  Society  kindly  agreed  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
in  accordance  with  His  Grace's  instructions,  and  some  Biblcj 
have  since  been  dbtributed  among  Presbyterian  sulors  at 
Devon  port. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  that  the  contributions  in  aid 
of  the  objects  for  which  they  have  been  appointed  during  tlie 
past  year,  have  not  much  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year, 
and  are  still  very  fer  short  of  enabling  them  to  carry  out  vari- 
ous measures,  of  the  importanco  of  which  they  are  deeply  con- 
vinced. They  ascribe  the  inadequacy  of  these  contributions  in 
part  to  the  circumstance,  that  the  exbtence  of  this  Committee 

'  ''le  menna  they  ;ire  instructed  to  employ,  and  the  oppor- 
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tonities  which  they  have  of  promotui^  the  beet  interests  of 
soldiers  and  sulors,  are  comparatively  little  known  throughout 
the  Church.  A  Statement  of  the  Receipts  and  Espenditure  is 
appended  to  die  present  Beport.  Among  other  means  which  the 
CtHnmittee  have  employed  to  diffuse  infonnation  and  awaken 
interest  in  their  operations,  the  Committee  have  to  acknowledge 
the  services  kindly  rendered  by  several  of  the  mioiBters  of  our 
Church — Principal  Tulloch,  Dr  Gillan,  Dr  Koherteon,  Glasgow, 
Dr  Macduff. —  who  preached  sermons  on  behalf  of  the  o^cct 
in  Edinburgh,  Glasgow,  St  Andrews,  Perth,  and  Paisley.  The 
Committee  b^  to  conclude  by  expressing  their  earnest  hope, 
that  the  General  Assembly  will  recommend  the  objects  of  their 
operations  to  the  more  liberal  and  energetic  support  of  .the 
miaistera  and  members  of  the  Church.

Accordingly,  an  influential  deputation,  compt 
some  of  the  resident  magistrates  and  ptoprietoi 
county,  accompanied  by  the  Convener  of  your  Ck 
had  an  interview  with  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  re 
to  him  whether  it  would  not  be  desirable  to  amend 
ing  lav  by  the  authority  of  Parliament,  so  that  i 
the  fluctuating  toind  drawn  by  the  minister  of  tl 
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depending  on  the  qnantitj  of  fish  canght  in  each  boat,  there 
Bhonld  be  a  fixed  annual  som  eet  apait  for  him,  payable  out 
of  harbour  does  to  be  levied  from  the  boats,  by  commis- 
sioners named  in  Hie  Act  of  Parliament. 

His  Lordship  on  this  occasion  expressed  to  the  deputation 
his  desire  to  promote  the  object  which  they  had  in  view,  and 
stated  that  he  approved  generally  of  the  scheme  of  settlement 
proposed,  and  imdertook  to  bring  a  Bill  into  Parliament  to 
authorise  a  settlement  on  this  principle,  if  all  parties  inte- 
rested vore  agreed  about  it.  The  deputation  informed  bis 
Lordship  that  they  had  reason  to  suppoie  that  the  Presbytery 
of  Ghiroaide  would  consent  to  the  proposed  settlement,  bat 
that  they  could  say  nothing  as  yet  r^farding  the  views  of  the 
fishermen  ;  and  suggested,  that  perhaps  the  best  way  of  com- 
municating with  them  would  be,  in  the  first  instance,  to  pot 
the  proposed  scheme  of  settlement  into  a  practical  shape,  and 
then  make  it  known  to  them  through  the  good  offices  of  Mr 
Bobertflon  of  Ladykirk,  M.P.  for  the  county,  vrith  whom  it 
was  understood  they  were  already  in  coumnmicatuui  on  the 
subject  of  the  Teind. 

The  Lord  Advocate  approved  of  Uiis  coarse,  and  told  the 
Deputation  that  be  would  give  instractioDS  to  the  Crown 
Agent  to  irame  a  Bill,  copies  of  which  he  would  band  to  Mr 
Robertson,  whom  he  expected  to  meet  in  a  few  days  is 
London. 

The  General  Assembly  will,  from  the  documents  aonexed 
to  this  Beport,  see  what  has  since  taken  place. 

It  appears  that  a  Bill  was  drawn  up,  and  that  copies  of 
it  were  sent  to  the  fishermen  of  Eyemouth  through  Mr 
Boberteon  of  Ladykirk,  who  had  received  them  boat  tbe 
Lord  Advocate. 

Neither  your  Committee  nor  the  Presbytery  of  Ghimaide 
have  seen  the  Bill ;  and  they  are  acquainted  with  its  pio 


vieioDS  solely  throngh  the  medium  of  Mr  Bell'a  letter  to  the 
Presbytery  of  Chimside,  which  is  referred  to  in  the  deliver- 
ance of  the  Presbytery,  both  of  which  are  annexed. 

Assmning  these  provisions  to  be  correctly  stated,  die 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Bill  embodies  a  settle- 
ment of  the  matters  in  difipate  equitable  upon  the  whole  as 
regards  the  Church — ^most  advantageons  to  the  ratepayers, 
and  highly  beneficial  to  the  town  and  harbour  of  Eyemouth. 

They  regret,  however,  to  be  obliged  to  add,  that  the  fisher- 
men are  entirely  opposed  to  the  Bill,  and  apparently  to  any 
measure  which  does  not  entirely  annul  the  rights  of  the 
Church  without  adequate  compensation. 

What  course  is  intended  to  be  followed  by  the  Lord  Ad- 
vocate  in  these  circumstances,  it  is  not  for  your  Committee 
to  say.  The  interests  at  stake  are  very  considerable,  inas- 
much as  the  Fish  Teinds  leviable  under  the  existing  law  at 
Eyemouth  amouot  to  a  very  considerable  sum,  whilst  the 
whole  parsonage  teinds  of  the  parish  amount  on  an  average 
to  only  about  L.140  yearly ;  so  that  the  question  is  one  of 
great  importance  both  to  the  benefice  and  to  the  rights  of 
the  Church  generally. 

With  reference  to  the  plan  suggested  in  the  correspond- 
ence, of  raising  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  up  the  right  of 
teind,  your  Committee  have  only  to  observe  that  it  is  one 
of  which,  for  obvious  reasons,  they  could  not  approve.

Reverend  and  Deas  Sm, — Having  been  obliged  to  reqi 
you  to  call  a  pro  re  nata  meetii^  of  Presbytery  on  tlie  sub 
of  the  Eyemouth  Fish  Teind,  I  think  right  to  explain  to  . 
and  to  my  co-presbytets,  in  this  formal  way,  the  reasons 
ray  having  taken  a  step  which  may  occasion  some  inc 
venience  to  them,  and  I  do  so  the  more,  because  I  may  ] 
aiUy  l>e  prevented  from  attending  the  meeting. 

The  Presbytery  must  be  aware  from  the  local  uevspap 
that  a  scheme  for  the  settlement  of  the  Fish  Teind  quesi 
has  been  dravn  up  by  the  Lord  Advocate,  and  put  into 
form  of  a  Bill,  to  be  brought  before  Parliament 

I  have  not  myself  seen  a  copy  of  the  Sill,  but  I  leant  i 
copies  of  it  have  been  received  in  this  town  from  Mr  Robert 
of  Ladykirk,  MT.  for  the  county,  to  whom  they  were  given 
the  Lord  Advocate,  at  his  request,  to  be  communicated  to 
Gshermen. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  this  town  on  the  2l8t  of  April, 
the  purpose  of  hearing  a  Report  read  on  the  provisions  of 
proposed  BilL  This  Report  having  been  approved  of,  it 
ordered  to  be  printed ;  and  as  copies  of  it  have  been  extensi^ 
circulated,  I  have  procured  one,  and  I  now  lay  it  before  yo' 

Assuming  that  this  Report  gives  a  correct  abstract  of 
Bill,  you  wiU  perceive  that  in  it  it  is  proposed  by  the  Lord  . 
vocate  that  aU  right  to  the  Fish  Teind  on  the  part  of 
minister  of  Eyemouth  shall  cease  after  the  11th  of  Noven 
1862,  and  that,  in  lieu  thereof,  he  shall  receive  a  yei 
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allowance  of  L80,  with  such  additional  mmi  as  might  be 
awarded  to  him,  alter  hearing  parties,  by  the  Court  of  Tebds. 

This  allowance  is  to  be  paid  out  of  a  fund  formed  l^  tk 
collection  of  harbour  dues,  which  are  to  be  levied  from  fishing- 
boats  belonging  to  or  frequenting  the  port  or  harbour  of  Eje- 
mouth.  These  dues  are  to  be  levied  by  a  commission  of  sii 
peisons,  consisting  of, — 

The  Baron  or  Superior  of  the  Barony  and  Town  of  Eyemouth. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Harbour  Trustees. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Parochial  Board 

A  Del^ate  from  the  Presbyteiy  of  Chimside. 

And  Two  Fishermen  paying  harbour-dues. 

The  dues  proposed  to  be  levied  are — From  boats  belonging 
to  Eyemouth,  L.4  and  L2  yearly,  according  to  size ;  and  From 
stranger  boats,  1*2  and  L.1  yearly,  according  to  size  ;  but  with 
power  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  to  reduce  these  duea 
to  one-half  of  the  said  sums. 

The  purposes  to  which  the  fund  thus  formed  are  to  be  ap- 
plied are  as  follows : — 

1.  Payment  to  the  minister  as  above  mentioned. 

2.  Pa^Tuent  for  improvements  on  tiie  harbour. 

3.  Payment  of  collector  and  other  officers. 

4  Provision  to  fishermen  and  their  fiamilies  im'nied  in  fol- 
lowing their  vocation. 

The  Seport  of  tiie  Fishermen's  Ccunmittee,  as  yon  will  see, 
after  giving  an  abstract  of  the  provisions  of  the  BiU,  goes  on  to 
state  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  as  to  the  merits  of  the  fiilL 

The  Committee  object  to  the  Bill  entirely.  They  charac- 
terise it  as  "  a  flagrant  attempt  to  increase  the  Fish  Tithes  of 
"  Eyemouth,  without  r^ard  to  any  rights  involved  therein." 

This  Beport  having  been  approved  of  at  the  General  Meet- 
ing called  to  consider  it,  a  deputation  of  three  individnals  was 
appointed  to  wait  upon  Mr  Bobertson  of  Ladykirk  at  lady- 
kirk  House,  to  make  known  to  him,  and  through  him  to  the 
Lord  Advocate,  the  feelings  of  the  fishermen. 

I  observe  in  the  newspapers,  as  no  doubt  you  also  have  ob- 
served, a  letter  from  Mr  Robertson  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  taen- 
tioning  what  passed  on  this  occasion.    It  is  stated  that  the 


Eev.  Mr  Dobie  of  Ladykirk  waa  present,  and  he  will  of  course  be 
able  to  give  to  you  some  furtlier  explanations  of  what  then  took 
place. 

I  have  thus  laid  before  you  a  brief  narrative  of  all  that  has 
occurred,  so  fer  as  I  know,  with  reference  to  the  proposed  scheme 
of  settlement,  so  as  to  enable  you  to  judge  whether  yon  should 
take  any  steps  or  express  any  opinion  regarding  the  scheme. 

Ton  .may  perhaps  look  to  me  for  some  information  regard- 
ing the  operation  of  the  scheme  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view 
I  beg, therefore,  to  say,  that  assuming  that  there  are  about  100 
l-oata  belonging  to  Eyemouth,  which  is,  I  believe,  the  fact, 
they  would,  at  an  average  rate  of,  say,  L.2  per  boat,  yield  L.200  ; 
and  assuming  that  about  100  strange  boats  visit  the  port  dur- 
ing the  year,  they,  at  one-half  of  the  above  average  rate,  would 
yield  L.100,  so  that  about  L.300  yearly  might  be  fairly  cal- 
culated on  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  Bill 

With  regard  to  the  proposed  amount  of  the  allowance  of  L.80 
yearly  to  the  minister  of  Eyemouth,  with  such  additional  sum 
as  the  Court  of  Teinds  might  award,  1  may  observe  that  the 
above  sum  of  L.80  amounts  to  only  about  one-third  or  one- 
fourth  of  what  the  minister  is  entitled  to  draw  under  the  exist- 
ing law. 

I  shall  not  trust  myself  to  comment  on  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill,  as  I  feel  that  I  might  not  be  capable  of  giving  a  dispas- 
sionate opinion,  and,  moreover,  because  I  am  acting  in  this 
matter  not  so  much  for  myself  as  for  the  benefice,  of  which  the 
Presbytery  are  the  constituted  guardians.  I  have  only  to  add, 
that  whatever  may  be  the  deliverance  of  the  Presbytery  in  this 
troublesome  matter,  I  shall  endeavour  to  conform  my  proceed- 
ings thereto,  as  1  have  hitherto  done. 

I  hope  that  you  will  deem  the  subject  of  sufficient  import- 
ance as  to  have  warranted  me  in  taking  the  liberty  of  request- 
ing Apro  re  naia  meeting  of  Presbj-tery  to  be  called.

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I  have  had  more  thaii  one  interesting  conveisatioa  with  thn 
Lord  Advocate  upoD  the  subject.  We  entirely  agree  upon 
every  point,  and  especially  in  that  which  he  stated  to  me 
from  the  first,  and  in  which  Mr  Dobie  also  cordially  concurred, 
during  our  repeated  conversationB  in  the  winter — viz.,  that  until 
all  parties  are  agreed  upon  a  basis  of  settlement,  viz.,  yourself, 
the  minister,  and  the  inhabitants  and  fishermen  of  Eyemouth, 
it  ifl  vain  for  any  of  us  to  interfere  with  advantage,  far  less  to 
attempt  legislation  upon  the  subject 

It  is  further  clear,  that  it  would  be  very  unwise,  impolitic, 
and  unproductive  to  bring  in  a  Bill  this  Session,  of  any  kind. 

Let  us  hope  that  time  will  soften  animosities,  and  calm  the 
disturbed  state  of  feeling  at  Eyemouth,  and  that  the  inter- 
change of  friendly  regards,  and  the  restoration  of  good  feeling 
during  the  interval,  may  prepare  the  way  for  the  Lord  Advo- 
cate and  myself  working  together,  as  we  shall  assuredly  do, 
when,  and  provided  we  see  it  practicable,  and  grateful  and 
acceptable  to  the  feelings  (for  there  is  much  feeling  in  this 
matter),  and  for  the  happiness  and  the  interests  of  all  oon- 
cemed. 

I  have  written  the  letter  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy  to 
the  honorary  secretary  of  the  Committee  of  the  Inhabitants  and 
the  Fishermen  of  Eyemouth.  But  you  will  see  that  I  still 
hold  to  the  opinion,  and  more  firmly  than  ever,  that  the  mode 
of  settlement  of  the  LIOOO,  or  whatever  may  be  required, 
appears  to  me  not  only  the  best,  but  the  only  possible  one, 
under  all  the  varied  circumstances  of  the  case. 

In  that  letter  I  have  given  somewhat  of  a  substantial  proof 
of  my  anxiety  to  see  the  question  settled,  and  in  this  manner, 
by  offering  to  double  my  subscription  if  you  will  double  yours. 

I  have  also,  you  will  notice,  spoken  very  plainly  and  fully  to 
my  friends  the  fishermen  of  my  disapproval  of  their  proposed 
modus  operandi  of  tacit  disobedience  to  the  law.  I  have  gone 
fiirther :  I  have  recommended  them  to  aid  and  abet  towards 
raising  this  sum  of  money ;  or,  if  they  prefer  it,  that  their 
quota  for  themselves  and  their  friends  should,  as  it  were,  be 
dropped  into  an  um,  without  committing  themselves  in  any 
way  to  the  principle  of  the  object  it  is  intended  to  accomplish. 

Hiat  very  same  money  which  is  now  squandered  uselessly 
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Thus,  when  they  learn  that  their  EagUsh  brethren,  withiu  a 
few  miles,  are  not  amenable  to  such  a  tithe  payment,  it  ia  not 
imnataral  they  should  demur  to  its  equity  and  justice.

It  was  with  such  a  view  that  I  at  once  seized  upon  the  sug-  ,     i  ■ 

gestion,  which  you  made  to  me,  as  having  been  made  to  you, 
of  the  voluntary  subscription  of  the  L.X0OO,  or  whatever 
might  be  required,  without  inquiring,  or  caring  whence  it 
came,  so  as  to  put  an  end  at  once  and  for  ever  to  the  irritating 
discussioQB  involved  in  all  such  questions. 

Let  us  then  all  combine  to  raise  this  sum,  including  my 
Meads  the  inhabitants  and  fishermen  of  Eyemouth,  without 
doing  so  l^  name,  if  they  do  not  desire  to  do  so,  and  without 
giving  any  opinion  on  the  subject,  in  order  to  put  a  stop  to

Iq  one  parish  (Fetlar  and  North  Yell),  the  quan- 
tity of  fish  received  by  the  minister  is  697  ling,  484  cans  of 
oil,  and  322  lbs.  of  butter,  valued  by  the  Commisaioneis  at 
L169, 123.  lid.  In  another  parish,  the  minister  receives  600 
ling,  1200  cans  of  oil,  and  236  lbs.  of  butter,  valued  at 
L,246, 148.  8d. 

Ton  say  that  it  is  "  contrary  to  oommou  eense,"  that  the 
minister's  stipend,  or  any  part  of  it,  should  be  derived  horn 
anch  sources.  But  would  that  be  any  answer  on  your  part  or 
mine  to  the  ministers  of  Ladykirk  or  Hutton,  when  they  are 
claiming  their  vicarage  tithes,  consisting  of  the  value  of  the 
fish  caught  on  our  estates  ?  Would  they  not  rather  be  entitied 
to  aay  to  us,  it  is  inconsistent  not  only  with  common  sense,  but 
with  common  honesty,  if  we  refuse  to  fulfil  the  obiigationa 
which  the  law  imposes  on  us  in  our  position. 

If  our  vicar^e  teiads  had  not  been  commuted,  and  we  had 
to  deliver,  as  former  proprietors  of  Ladykirk  and  Faxton  had 
to  do,  when  they  fished  theur  own  atreame,  so  many  salmon  to 
the  minister  of  the  parish,  we  could  aa  little  have  refused  to 
do  BO,  or  have  appealed  in  justification  of  our  refusal,  to  "com- 
"  mon  sense"  or  to  "  equity  and  justice,"  On  the  contrary,  these 
principles  would  have  been  flagrantly  violated,  if  we  had  kept 
back  &om  the  Church  the  dues  which  confessedly  belonged 
to  it 

Ton  may,  indeed,  say  tiiat  it  is  not  consistent  with  "  common 
"  sense"  not  to  have  these  tithes  commuted.  I  agree  with 
you ;  but  you  know  who  the  parties  are  who  are  opposing  this 
at  Eyemouth,  But  the  right  itself,  of  drawing  Fish  Tithe,  is  as 
undeniable  as  the  right  to  parsonage  teinds,  which  constitute 
the  chief  part  of  a  minister's  stipend,  or  as  the  right  which  you 
and  I  have  to  our  respective  estates. 

So  &r,  therefore,  as  retards  the  present  law.  If  it  is  to  be 
altered,  the  next  question  is,  What  is  to  be  the  substitute  ? 

In  your  letter  to  the  Lord  Advocate  of  the  28th  April,  you 
mention  that  the  deputetion  who  waited  on  you  at  Ladykirk, 
expressed  a  wish  that  his  Lordship  "  should  bring  in  a  Bill  to 
"  abolish  the  Fish  Tithe  altogether  in  Eyemouth,  without  any 
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"  one  stroke  of  the  pen  the  Lord  Advocate  would  increase 
'■  to  a  Bum  of  not  leas  than  L.80." 

The  other  Fish  Tithe  is  that  payable  for  herrings  caugh 
native  boats  and  stranger  boats,  and  brought  int«  Eyemo 
I  am  aware  that  the  fishermen  deny  the  validity  of  tliis  te 
But  it  is,  beyond  all  question,  well  founded  in  law,  having  1 
recessed  so  lately  as  last  year  by  the  Court  of  Session, 
in  an  action  to  which  William  Speirs  was  a  party. 

The  amoimt  of  the  Herring  Teind  is  one-tenth  of  the  valu* 
Eyemouth  boats,  and  one-twentieth  for  stranger  boats. 

I  believe  that  Mr  Bell  never  insisted  on  payment  of 
HerriDg  Tithe  to  the  full  extent  of  his  rights,— at  all  ev 
fmm  hb  own  parishioners.  He  was  in  the  habit  of  aceep 
LI  from  them  per  boat ;  and  it  was  only  on  their  refusin 
continue  this  moderate  payment,  or  indeed  any  paymen 
all,  that  he  was  obliged,  under  the  injunctions  of  Ms  Pre: 
ten',  to  demand  the  full  teind. 

The  value  of  the  Herring  Teind  can,  of  course,  be  estimi 
only  on  an  average.  Mr  Bell  at  first  stated  the  averag 
L150  per  boat,  latterly  at  L.120, — the  tithe  of  which  wotild 
for  Eyemouth  boats  L12,  and  for  stranger  boats  L6  each. 

According  to  the  Fishery  Board  reports,  there  are  sev( 
herring-boats  now  belonging  to  Eyemouth.  But  one-hal 
these  only  are  supposed  to  be  liable,  which  would  give  no 
than  L420  of  Herring  Teind  from  them.

These  figures  will,  no  doubt,  startle  you, — because  I  do 
believe  that  the  whole  truth,  under  this  head,  has  ever  I 
made  known  to  you.  But  it  is  right  that  both  you  and 
public  should  now  be  informed  of  it,— as  showing  how  mi 
rate  and  how  indulgent  the  minister  of  Eyemouth  has  i 
been,  till  forced  to  seek  protection  from  the  law, — and  especi 
as  enabling  you  to  form  some  conception  of  the  proper  c 
pensation  which  should  be  awarded  to  him,  should  the  1 
Tithe  be  abolished. 

I  now  come  t«  consider  the  two  plana  of  settlement 
one  is  set  fori;h  in  the  Bill  proposed  by  the  Lord  Advocati 
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view  I  am  unh^pily  confirmed  by  the  remark  made  by  yoii 
in  yovi  letter  to  the  Lord  Advocate,  that  the  deputation,  when 
iufonniiig  yon  of  thin  scheme,  said  that  the  fishennen  were  no 
parties  to  it; 

However  that  may  be,  you  will,  from  these  explanations, 
now  see,  that  in  r^ard  to  this  scheme  yon  have  been  under 
misconceptioD,  both  as  to  the  unount  necessary  and  proposed 
to  be  raised,  and  as  to  the  extent  to  which  I  am  willing  and 
promised  to  aid  it 

In  offering  to  contribnte  L200  to  assist  to  free  the  fishennen 
&om  the  tithe,  I  considered  that  I  was  doing  enongh.  I  see 
duit,  in  your  letter  to  the  fishennen,  you  express  a  belief  that 
I  will  follow  your  example  by  doubling  my  subscription  ;  and 
as  you  published  your  letter  before  giving  me  an  opportnni^ 
of  answering  it,  the  "Berwick  Advertiser"  has  an  article  on  the 
subject,  and  not  unnaturally  remarks  that  you  have  made  "  a 
large  demand  on  my  liberality," — which,  iiowever,  they  hope 
and  believe  I  will  not  refuse  to  honour.  I  cannot  very  well 
afford  80  large  a  siun ;  but  rather  than  disappoint  yon  and 
others  who  are  so  anxious  for  a  speedy  settlement,  I  shall 
endeavour  to  be  forthcoming  with  the  L400  yon  ask  from  me, — 
provided  that  the  sum  of  L.2O00  is  raised,  but  on  no  other 
condition. 

I  have  only  one  other  remark  to  make  regarding  this  scheme. 
Aa  the  object  of  it  is  to  free  the  fishermen  from  an  existing 
burden,  which  they  wish  to  get  rid  of,  they  or  their  Mends 
most  take  the  initiative  and  the  responsibility  of  raising  the 
money.  They  wUl,  of  course,  contribute  to  it  themselves,  as 
they  can  well  afford  to  do ;  and  they  will  no  doubt  ask  aaaist- 
ance  horn  the  fishermen  of  other  ports,  who  &equent  the  har- 
bour of  Eyemouth.  It  cannot  be  expected  that  Mr  Bell  or  the 
Presbytery  should  undertake  this  duty,  or  go  about  the  coun- 
try begging  subscriptions.  It  ia  not  they  who  are  seeking 
or  requiring  an  alteration  of  the  law,  though  they  have  no  ob- 
jections to  it,  and  willingly  consent. 

I  hope,  with  all  my  heart,  that  this  mode  of  settlement,  since 
yon  so  strongly  recommend  it,  may  succeed.  I  myself  prefer 
the  other  scheme,  as  contained  in  the  BilL  But  I  will  yield 
ray  own  opinion,  for  the  sake  of  any  settlement  which  will,  on 
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this  rerenue  L.80,  or  even  L.120,  were  to  be  allotted  to  the 
mmistei  of  the  parish, — ^the  larger  portiou  of  the  revenue  would 
be  available  for  the  maintenance  of  the  harbonx, — to  which  at 
preaeat,  neither  native  boats  nor  stranger  boats  contribute  one 
shilling,  and  for  whieh,  nnder  the  existing  Harbour  Act  they 
cannot  bea&aeasad. 

That  some  contribution  from  these  boats  would  only  be 
equitable,  who  can  deny?  At  other  fishing  haiboois,  dues 
are  paid  by  the  fishing-boats  whidt  belong  to,  or  frequent 
them;  and  that  Eyemouth  harbour  is  greatly  in  need  of  im- 
provement, every  one  who  knows  the  place  will  t«etiiy.  The  te- 
venue  is,  on  an  average  of  the  last  two  years,  only  about  L.115, 
and  the  debt  on  it  is  L.2000, — the  interest  on  which  leaves 
scarcely  enough  to  pay  the  harbour-mastet  and  treasurer, — 
so  that  there  is  absolutely  nothing  for  even  keeping  the  har- 
bour in  repair. 

On  these  grounds,  I  pr^er  the  scheme  of  settlemoit  proposed 
in  the  Bill ;  and,  if  I  am  not  muob  mistaken,  you  are  of  the 
same  opinion.  At  least  I  infer  so  from  the  following  para- 
graphs in  your  letter  to  me  of  Ist  May : — 

Beferring  to  what  passed  between  yourself  and  the  deputa- 
tion who  came  to  you  at  I^ykirk  House  on  the  28th  April, 
you  say — 

"  I  argued  as  well  as  man  could  do  (at  least  as  well  as  I 
"  could  do)  in  favour  of  (a  rate  of)  LI  per  boat,  and  10a  per 
"  herring-boat ; — as  Mr  Dobie  had  previously  suggested,  he 
"  thought  would  do  for  the  minister,  I  approached  as  near  the 
"  confines  of  danger  to  the  liberal  cause  and  myself,  in  ui^ing 
"  the  claims  and  rights  of  the  Established  Church  and  of  poor 
"  Mr  BelL  But  I  found  it  aU.  in  vain.  My  argumenta  fell 
"  lifeless  and  helpless  upon  them. 

"  I  then  tried  another  attack,  like  a  good  soldier,  and  asked 
them,  what  then  could  be  done  ? 

"  They  be^iged  me  to  ask  the  Lord  Advocate  to  bring  in  a 
"  Bill  to  do  away  with  the  Fish  Tithes  altogether,  without  any 
"  compensation.    I  told  them  it  was  no  use  addng  the  Lord 
"  Advocate  to  do  so ;  and  if  he  did.  Parliament  would  not 
"  BQch  a  BilL 
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and  faTOoiable  to  Mr  Bell's  claims,  that  the  latter  have  been 
actually  compelled  by  them  to  leave  the  pariah  church,  and 
are  exposed  to  eveiy  eort  of  annoyance.  This  is  surely  con- 
duct most  intolerable  in  a  Christian  community,  and  in  a 
land  of  civilisatioD  and  freedom.  Keithei  "  the  liberal  cause," 
nor  any  cause,  can  get  credit  by  identifying  itself  with  such  |

Knowing,  then,  as  I  do,  that  there  are  respectable  and  in- 
fluential persons  in  the  conmmnity  of  Eyemouth  and  its  neigh-  > 
boorliood  who  approve  generally  of  the  provisions  of  the  bill —                           1    '.

If  they  reject  both  of  the  plans  of  settlement  | 
put  before  them, — of  course  the  present  law  of  the  teinds  must                                I 
continue  as  it  is,  and  must  be  enforced.                                                            j     f 
I  am  glad  that  you  have  so  distinctly  informed  them,  by  f 
authority  of  the  Lord  Advocate  himself,  that  it  is  his  Lordship's 
intention,  as  it  is  his  boanden  duty,  to  see  that  law  obeyed. 
Mr  Bell  will  apply  for  warrants  of  payment  from  the  courts 
of  law,  and  of  course  these  warrants  will  have  to  be  carried 
into  execution.    It  is  painM  to  contemplate  what  may  be  the 
consequences.    Tou  have  most  plainly  and  properly  spoken 
out  on  this  subject ;  so  that,  if  more  conflicts,  more  imprison- 
ments, and  more  trials  in  oiu:  criminal  courts  ensue,  every  one 
will  see  where  the  blame  and  responsibility  rest.

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Its  existence  for  tweuty-four  yuare,  wjd  the  Hignal  Tcligious  mA  eJu- 
cational  beuetite  which  it  has  bewtowed,  aSotd  sure  grounds  for  Iw- 
lieving  that  the  daughters  of  Scottish  MiuislcTs  aad  Profeason  may 
be  tliorougUy,  yet  meet  economically,  educated  within  an  ImtitulJoD 
founded  by  the  liberality  of  Scottish  Clergymen  and  ProteswiK, 
sided  by  their  friends  and  cooneutiono.  The  widespread  interwt 
excited  by  this  propueal  to  remedy  a  distressing  evil  is  the  evidenni 
how  great  will  be  the  boon  conferred  by  the  q>eedy  establishment  oi 
this  Institution.  Those  taking  an  interest  in  it  are  asBured  that  tLe 
greatest  care  fk-ill  be  token  to  eetAblish  it  on  sound  prini^iples.  Tlie

Prior  to  the  Act  1799,  there  does  not  appear  aiiv 
positive  law,  regulating  the  subject  of  ministerial  com- 
munion with  other  churches. 

The  Confession  of  Faith  (chapter  2.5)  declares,  t}i,il 
'  the  visible  church,  which  is  also  catholic  or  universal 
'  under  the  gospel  (not  confined  to  one  nation  as  before 
'  under  the  law),  consists  of  all  those  throughout  the 

'  world   that   profess    the    true   religion 

'  Unto  this  catholic  visible  Church,  Christ  hath  given 
'  the  ministry,  oracles,  and  ordinances  of  God  for  ibe

had  been  educated  and  licensed  in  England  or  Ire- 
land. In  1753,  however,  a  Mr.  Heron,  who  had  been 
ordained  by  an  Irish  Presbytery,  succeeded  in  being 
settled  in  the  parish  of  Tereagles,  Dumfriesshire,  and 
in  1798,  two  similar  casea  were  before  the  Assemblv. 
Mr.  James  Garie,  to  whom  the  Crown  had  granted  a  pre- 
sentation to  the  first  charge  of  Brechin,  and  Mr.  Young 
presented  to  the  parish  of  Legerwood,  both  of  these 
gentlemen  having  been  licensed  by  some  Presbyterian 
Dissenters  in  England."  Such  a  practice  might  have 
been  injurious  to  the  Church,  and  it  was  certaiulf 
unjust  to  her  own  probationers  ;  therefore  the  General 
Assembly  of  1799  truly  declared  that  '  it  was  agreeable 
'  to  the  constitution,  the  laws,  and  the  decisions  of  this 

*  Church '  that  no  probationer  who  bad  not  obtained  a 
license  from  some  Presbytery  of  the  Church  should  be 
qualified  to  accept  a  presentation  or  call  to  any  parish 
in  Scotland.  But  when  that  Assembly  proceeded  further 
to  prohibit  under  severe  penalties  any  minister  from 
employing  to  preach  for  him  on  003/ occasion  any  person 
not  qualified  to  accept  a  presentation  to  a  parisb,  it 
made  an  entirely  new  enactment,  and  it  did  not  pretend 
to  suppress  by  merely  declaratory  phraseology  a  practice 
which  Sir  Henry  Moncrieff  states  to  have  been  '  uniform 
'  and  uninterrupted  *  down  to  that  date. 

If  the  Act  1799  is  to  be  held  as  an  enacting  and 
prohibitory  statute,  then  it  clearly  was  of  no  force  under 
the  Barrier  Act  I697,  which  'appoints,  enacts,  and 
'  declares,  that  before  any  General  Assembly  of  this 
'  church  shall  pass  any  Acts  which  are  to  be  binding

mitting Students  to  probationary  trials,  observe  the  rule  laid  down 
in  clause  5th  of  Act  VIII.,  Ass.  1813— namely,  that  *  the  Presby- 
teries shall  not  agree  to  the  motion  in  behalf  of  the  Student,  un- 
less his  residence  during  the  year  preceding  has  been  chiefly  with- 
in their  bounds,  or  he  shall  produce  sufficient  testimonials  from

That  there  your  Petitioner  laboured  during  sixteen  years,  sparing  neither 
his  money  nor  his  personal  efforts  to  promote  the  moral  and  religious  improve- 
ment of  the  people,  and  that  he  had  evidence  of  considerable  fruit  resulting 
from  his  exertions : 

That  in  consequence  of  circumstances,  of  which  the  narrative  were  now 
unprofitable,  he  was,  by  the  Assembly  of  1860,  deposed  from  the  office  of  the 
ministry,  and  was  obliged  to  quit  a  sphere  in  which  he  had  so  long  discharged 
his  professional  duties :

He  received  an  unanimous  call  to  the  said  Parish ;  he  brought  with  him 
a  very  high  character  from  his  previous  congregation,  in  which  he  had  about  400  communi- 
cants. His  high  honours  which  he  took  at  the  university  for  general  learning,  more  especi- 
ally for  his  distinguished  attainments  in  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  gave  pro- 
mise of  means  accompanying  excellent  natural  abilities,  of  much  suocess  in  the  sacred  min- 
istry.

Ut  Edinburgh,  Ist  June  1861,— Which  day  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of 
Scotland,  being  met  and  constituted,  inter  alia,  called  for  the  Eeport  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Eldership,— which  was  given  in  and  read  by  Dr  Hill,  the  Convener. 

The  General  Assembly  approved  of  the  Report  and  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Con- 
vener, that  all  the  Acts  of  Assembly  at  present  in  force  relating  to  the  Eldership,  should, 
for  convenience  of  reference,  be  consolidated  into  one  Act ;  and,  with  a  view  to  carry  out 
this  recommendation,  authorised  the  Abstract  of  said  Acts,  which  they  have  made,  to  be 
printed  and  transmitted  to  Presbyteries  for  their  consideration,  with  a  view  to  being  passed 
into  a  Declaratory  Consolidated  Act.

SONO, — That  the  Gospel  ought  to  be  preached  to  the  converted  only,  and  that  you  Q 
yourself  addressed  or  preached  only  to  the  converted ;  and  that  you  had  nothing  to  say 
to  the  unconverted,  but  only  to  '^chaw^'  them — thereby  meaning  ta  provoke  and 
a^ravate  them.  u ' 

PECIMO, — ^That  it  is  right  and  proper  for  a  person,  in  praying  for  the  conversion  or 
salvation  of  another,  to  insist  in  prayer  to  God,  that  if  God  did  not  forthwith^  or  at  the  H       I 
exact  time  the  suppliant  fixes,  hear  and  grant  the  prayer  so  offered,  he  should  blot  out 
from  the  Book  of  Life  the  name  of  the  party  making  the  prayer,  and  consign  him  to         / 
damnation.  ^..^^ 

VIIBECIMO, — ^That  implicit  faith  or  belief  in  mere  human  testimony  in  matters  not      • 
relating  to  or  involving  doctrines  of  divine  truth  is  essential  to  salvation ;  and  you  I       , 
having  put  to  Robert  GemmcH>  wright,  in  Newhall,  this  question,  viz.: — ^Whether, 
assuming  him  to  be  a  poor  man  and  owing  a  hundred  pounds,  and  having  nothing  to 
pay  with,  and  that  a  man  came  to  him  and  told  him  to  take  no  thought  about  it,  for  he 
would  pay  it  for  him,  and  afterwards  came  and  told  him  it  was  paid,  would  he  (Robert 
Gemmell)  believe  it  ?    And  on  the  said  Robert  Gemmell  answering  that  he  would  not  ^ 
believe  it,  you  said  to  him,  "Then  you  are  damned.'*  "  ^* 

DTTODEGIMO, — In    addressing  those    persons  whom   you   called    "converts"    or    -      i 
"children,**  you  said  to  them  that  when  they  found  any  one  anxious  about  his  soul  they  ! 

were  just  to  point  out  a  passage  to  him  from  the  Word  of  God ;  but  you  added,  "  For 
your  very  soul,  do  not  show  him  the  way.     Let  him  sit  there  for  a  week  or  a  fortnight^  K 
nay,  even  for  a  twelvemonth,  but  do  not,  for  your  very  souls,  dare  to  show  him  the  way.

Thanks  be  to  Qod, 
another  soul  saved  I''   And  in  particular ,  at  the  said  meeting  held  on  the  2Sd  day  of 
October,  1860,  or  on  one  or  other  of  the  days  or  nights  of  that  month,  within  the 
said  church,  and  during  divine  service,  or  during  a  meeting  for  divine  worship  or  B 
religious  services,  a  person  got  up  and  exclaimed, — "jTm  saved!  I'm  saved  I"

said  occasion  libelled,  into  the  house  of  James  Stevenson,  where  he  broke  the  clock  of 
the  said  James  Stevenson,  and  threw  a  smoothing  iron  through  the  window,  and 
otherunse  conducted  himself  in  a  shameful,  indecent,  and  scandalous  manner.    All  D 
which  scandalous  and  shameful  conduct  was,  so  far  as  it  occurred  in  the  church, 
encouraged,  or,  at  least,  permitted  by  you.     And  also,  on  the  occasion  of  the  said 
several  meetings,  various  persons  calling  themselves,  and  called  by  you,  *'  converts/' 
or  '^  children,^'  went  through  among  the  other  people  assembled,  asking  each  or  some 
of  them  if  he  had  found  Christ;  and  when  any  one  answered  in  the  negative,  or  expressed  E 
a  doubt,  he  was  told  by  the  said  "converts"  or  " children '^  that  he  was  damned.     All 
which  took  place  in  your  presence,  and  was  permitted  and  encouraged  by  you  as 
right  and  proper  in  the  circumstances,  and  as  tending  to  and  promoting  the  conversion 
of  sinners. 

QXTINTODECIHO, — Further,  you,  the  said  Mr.  William  Gebbie,  on  or  about  the  22d  F 
day  of  October,  1860,  or  on  one  or  other  of  the  days  of  that  month,  or  of  Beptember  pre- 
ceding, or  November  following,  within  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop,  stated  to  your 
hearers  that  Christ  is  to  be  sought,  and  salvation  obtained,  only,  or  chiefly,  or  in  a  great 
measure,  through  the  means  of  physical  or  mental  excitement,  and  that  certain  outward 
and  sensible  phenomena  are  requisite  in  order  to  obtain  salvation,  or  are  sufficient  as  evi-  G 
deuces  of  the  sinner  having  obtained  an  interest  in  Christ  and  His  salvation.

And  you  also  then  and  there  reproached  the 
same  persons  for  coming  to  find  fault  with  God's  lambs;  and  you  said  that  some  of  them 
had  been  finding  fault  with  God's  Iambs  for  their  singing  and  dancing;  and  you  added, 
that  such  singing  and  dancing  were  quite  warranted  by  Scripture,  as  David  bad  danced;  ^ 
and  that  if  you  knew  the  persons  addressed,  you  woula  hiss  them  out  of  the  church,— or 

F  used  words  of  a  similar  import  and  tendency. 

All  which,  or  part  thereof,  being  found  proven  by  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine,  before 
which  your  case  is  to  he  heard,  you,  the  said  Mr.  William  Gehbio,  ought  to  be  deposed 
from  the  office  of  the  holy  ministry,  or  otherwise  censnred,  or  punished  according  to  the 
laws,  practice,  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  Scotland,  for  the  glory  of  God,  the 

0  edification  of  the  Church,  and  the  terror  of  others,  not  to  be  guilty  of  the  like  offences  in 
time  coming.

ANSWERS 

For  the  Rbvebbnd  WILLIAM  GEBBIE,  Minister  of  the  Church  and  Parish  p 
of  Dunlop,  to  the  Libel  against  him  at  the  instance  of  John  Beown,, 
of  Hill,  and  others. 

The  libel  is  met  by  the  Bespondent  with  a  denial  (1.)  of  its  relevancy,  and  (2.)  of 
his  guilt  of  the  charges  which  it  contains.  q 

Further,  these  charges  are  excluded  firom  the  consideration  of  the  Presbytery,  in 
respect  that  they  have  ahready  been  the  subject  of  a  judicial  enquiry  and  relative  finding 
by  the  said  reverend  court,  in  support  of  which  plea  the  Respondent  refers  to  the 
following  extract  from  the  records  of  the  Presbytery: — 

''At  Irvine,  and  within  the  Town  Hall  there,  the  fifth  day  of  February,  One  thousand  H 
"  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one  years,  which  day  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  met  and 
"  constituted.    Inter  cUia,  The  Presbytery  proceeded  to  tiUce  up  the  Dunlop  case, 
'*  when  Mr.  Gebbie  appeared,  and  also  Messrs.  James  Wilson,  John  Ferguson,  James 
"  Nisbet,  and  others  who  had  signed  the  requisition  firom  the  Parish  cf  Dunlop. 
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A.  "  Mr.  Allan,  convener  of  the  committee,  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter,  then  gave 
"  in  the  following  Report,  viz, 

"  Low  Charch  Session- House,  Kilmarnock,  the  twenty-nlnth  January,  One  tbon- 
"  sand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one.  la  compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
"  Freshytery  at  their  meeting  on  the  eighth  current,  the  committee  on  the  Dunlop  case 

B  "  have  at  very  considerable  length,  examined  all  the  elders  of  Dunlop,  and  eight  of  the 
"  persons  who  signed  the  memorial  given  in  to  the  Presbytery  containing  allegations 
"  against  Mr.  Gebbie.  They  have  also  held  this  day  a  long  conference  with  Mr.  Gebbie 
"  regarding  these  allegations  and  the  evidence  by  which  they  are  supported;  and  from 
"  the  consideration  they  have  been  able  to  give  to  that  evidence  and  Mr,  Gebbie's  own 

C  "  statements,  the  committee  are  now  prepared  to  recommend  the  Presbytery,  First, 
"  to  enjoin  Mr.  Gebbie  on  no  occasion,  and  on  no  pretext  whatever,  to  protract  his 
"  evening  meetings  beyond  ten  o'clock.  Second,  To  enjoin  Mr.  Gebbie  in  all  his 
"  religious  meetings  to  use  neither  Richard  Weaver's  hymns,  nor  any  other  jiymns  not 
"  authorized  by  the  Church  of  Scotland.     Third,  To  admonish  Mr.  Gebbie  to  he  care- 

D  "  ful  to  employ  in  the  work  of  instruction  at  his  conversational  meetings  only  such 
"  persons  as  are  well  acquainted  with  the  Scriptures,  and  able  intelligently  to  mipart 
"  instruction  to  others.  Fourth,  To  admonish  Mr.  Gebbie  to  be  more  guarded  in  his 
"language  and  more  charitable  in  judging  those  who  doubt  the  genuineness  of  the 
"  revival  work  in  Dunlop.     Fijik,  To  admonish  Mr.  Gebbie  to  use  more  discretion  in 

E  "  reading  out  the  names  of  individual  parishes,  ministers,  schoolmasters,  and  others,  as 
"  the  subjects  of  special  prayer.  Sixth,  In  reference  to  the  allegation  brought  against 
"  Mr.  Genbie,  of  laying  an  undue  stress  upon  assurance,  and  using  language  which 
"  impliesanopposition  to  that  portion  of  the  "Westminster  Confession  of  Faith"  which 
"  inculcates  that  prayer  is  by  God  required  of  all  men,  Mr.  Gebbie  stated  that  he  had 

F  "  never  taught  anything  inconsistent  with  the  standards  of  the  Church,  and  particularly

At  Irvine,  the  tenth  day  of  December,  Eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one;  which  C 
day  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  met  and  was  constituted. 

Inter  alia^ — ^The  Presbytery  then  proceeded  with  the  Dunlop  Case,  when  execution  of 
citation  against  Mr.  William  Gebbie,  minister  of  the  parish  of  Dunlop,  by  Robert  Munro, 
messenger-at-arms,  was  returned,  properly  attested,  bearing  that  the  said  Robert  D 
Munro  had,  on  the  fourth  day  of  October  last,  served  the  said  Mr.  William  Gebbie 
with  a  copy  of  the  Libel  and  List  of  Witnesses,  and  duly  summoned  him  to  compear 
before  the  Presbytery  this  day  to  answer  the  same.  Mr.  Oebbie  being  called,  com- 
peared with  him  David  B.  Hope,  Esquire,  advocate,  as  his  counsel.  Andrew  Mac- 
george.  Esquire,  writer,  Glasgow,  attended  on  behalf  of  the  Libellers.  The  Libel  having  E 
Been  read  over,  the  following  Answers,  which  had  been  lodged  with  the  Clerk,  in  terms 
of  the  preceding  Minute,  were  produced  and  read,  viz.     (Here  follow  Answers.) 

Parties  were  heard  on  the  preliminary  plea  that  the  charges  in  the  Libel  are  excluded 
from  the  consideration  of  tne  Presbytery,  in  respect  that  they  have  already  been  the 
subject  of  a  judicial  enquiry  and  relative  finding  by  the  said  Reverend  Court;  andF 
being  removed,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Presbytery  repel  the  special  plea 
of  res  judicata,  in  respect  there  has  been  no  judicial  trial  6f  Mr.  Gebbie,  no  witnesses 
were  examined  on  oath,  neither  Mr.  Gebbie  nor  his  Agent  was  present  to  hear  what 
the  persons  examined  said,  the  object  of  the  committee  being,  if  possible,  to  prevent 
ulterior  steps.  It  was  also  moved  and  seconded.  Sustain  the  plea  of  res  judicata,  G 
and  dismiss  the  Libel.  Mr.  Jamieson  having  left  at  this  stage  of  the  proceedings, 
Mr.  Milroy  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  Court.  The  Roll  being  called,  eleven  voted 
for  the  first  motion,  and  six  for  the  second.  The  first  motion  was  therefore  carried, 
and  the  Presbytery  repel  the  said  special  plea  accordingly.  Parties  being  called  in, 
and  this  finding  intimated  to  them,  Mr.  Hope,  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  protested  H 
and  appealed  to  the  Synod,  took  instruments  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk,  and  craved 
extracts,  which  were  granted.  Mr.  Macgeorge  acquiesced  on  the  part  of  the  Libellers, 
took  instruments,  and  craved  extracts,  which  were  granted.  Parties  were  then  heard 
on  the  relevancy  of  the  Libel ;  and  being  removed,  the  Presbytery  did,  and  hereby  do 
find  the  major  proposition  of  the  Libel  relevant.  They  also  fina  the  articles  of  the  t 
minor  proposition  relevant,  with  the  following  exceptions,-^viz.,  the  clause  in  number 
five,  relating  to  singing  the  twenty-third  psalm,  and  that  portion  of  the  Libel  beginning, 
on  the  fifteenth  line  of  page  21,  with  the  words,  ''and  in  particular,"  and  ending  on 
the  second  line  of  page  28,  with  the  words,  ''  scandalous  manner."  Parties  being 
called  in,  this  sentence  was  intimated  to  them.  Whereupon  Mr.  Macgeorge,  on  t 
behalf  of  the  Libellers,  acquiesced  in  the  finding,  in  so  far  as  it  found  the  Libel 
relevant,  and  quoad  ultra  protested  and  appealed,  took  instruments,  and  craved 
extracts;  and  in  which  finding  Mr.  Hope,  for  the  Defendant,  acquiesced,  took  instru- 
ments, and  craved  extractil.

The  Deliverance  of  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  in  said  case,  of  date  the  tenth  day 
of  December,  Eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  finding  irrelevant  the 
following  portion  of  the  charges  in  said  Libel, — viz.,  (First)  That  portion 
of  the  Ohh  charge  (Quintoj  of  the  Libel,  that  "  on  giving  out  the  tvrenty- 
"  third  psalm  to  be  sung,  you  (the  Reverend  Mr.  Gebbie)  stated  that  none 
"  bnt  the  converted  were  entitled  to  sing  it,  and  that  the  others  were  not 
"  to  ling  it ;"  and  (Second)  that  portion  of  the  Libel  beginning  at  the  wwds, 
"  and  in  particular,"  and  ending  with  the  words,  "shameful,  indecorous,

Which  day  the  Presbytery  of  Irvine  met  and  was  constituted. 

Inter  o^tOt^^The  Presbytery  took  up  the  Dunlop  case,  and  parties  bein^  ealled, 
compeared  A.  Macgeorge,  Esquire,  and  H.  H.  Qalloway,  Esquire,  fot  the  Libi^Uers, 
and  David  B.  Hope,  Esquire,  Advoc^ate,  and  William  Connell,  Esquire^  fot  the  B 
Beverend  Mr.  Qcbbie,  the  Defender.  Mr.  Qebbie  was  also  present.  Mh  Robert 
Stott  was  by  consent  of  parties  appointed  Clerk  pro  tempore^  and  the  oath  defideli  was 
administered  to  him.  The  Presbytery  then  proceeded  to  hear  the  Libellers  proof  itt 
oati«a,and  the  folio wingproof,  which  was  appointed  to  be  taken  on  paper  apart  was  led: 

Compeared  James  Wilson,  farmer.  East  Langton,  who  being  solemnly  sworn  C     James  WiUar, 
and  examined,  depones,  I  am  an  elder  of  the  Church  of  Dunlop.     I  have  attended  — 

the  Church  of  Dunlop  for  twelve  years,  till  within  the  last  twelvemonth,  or  there- 
abouts. I  left  about  a  year  ago,  and  have  not  attended  Dunlop  Church  since  that 
time.  I  was  in  a  manner  driven  from  the  church  by  Mr.  Geobie's  teachings.  I 
remember  of  being  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  in  the  month  of  August  ot  September,  D 
1860-^1  think  it  would  be  the  month  of  August.  When  Mr.  Gebbie  commenced 
his  sermon  on  that  occasion,  he  said  he  was  going  to  preach  to  the  *'  children  of  God," 
or  the  ''  children,"  or  the  *'  converts."  He  used  all  these  expressions*  He  said,  ''  I 
have  nothing  to  say  to  the  unconverted.  Oh  I  what  shall  I  say  to  you?  I  have  not 
a  word  to  say  to  you.  I  am  just  going  to  preach  to  chaw  you."  The  last  expression  E 
was  frequently  used  on  other  occasions;  ana  at  the  conclusion  of  the  sermon  last  above 
deponed  to,  h,Q  said,  "  I  told  you  I  was  going  to  chaw  you,  and  I  have  chawed  you/* 
He  said  this  in  a  bitter  and  angry-like  manner.  I  was  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  on 
Sunday^  the  9th  of  September,  1860,  when  a  peculiar  prayer  was  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Gebbie.  In  speaking  about  prayer,  he  mentioned  a  circumstance  of  which  he  appeared  E 
to  approve  greatly.  It  was  this,  and  Mr.  Gebbie  read  it  from  some  sort  or  paper, 
and  it  was  to  the  following  effect: — '*  A  poor  woman  once  asked  me  to  pray  for  the 
salvation  of  her  husband,  and  she  and  I  agreed  to  go  to  the  Lord  about  him  the  next 
day  at  twelve  o'clock,  and  she  wrestled  so  with  God  that  she  was  heard  out  of  doors 
crying,  <  Lord,  I  am  thy  child;  but  if  thou  dost  not  take  my  husband  to-day,  theh  G 
blot  my  name  out  of  thy  book."  Mr.  Gebbie  added,  "  That  is  the  way  to  prevail." 
I  do  not  know  whether  the  expression,  *' That's  the  way  to  prevail"  was  in  the  paper 
or  was  Mr.  Gebbie's  own.  Mr.  Gebbie  continued  to  read  to  the  following  effect : — 
''  Well,  we  had  a  meeting  that  night,  and  I  was  speaking  to  one  and  another.  I  laid 
my  hand  upon  a  man's  shoulder;  I  did  not  know  him.  This  good  woman  says,  H 
*  That's  my  husband,'  and  she  fell  upon  her  knees  there,  and  began  to  cry,  '  Lord,  I 
am  thy  child;  and  if  thou  dost  not  save  my  husband  this  night,  then  blot  out  my 
name  out  of  thy  book.'  The  man  found  pardon  that  night.'  I  do  not  recollect 
what  remarks  Mr.  Gebbie  made;  but  they  were  to  the  effect  that  he  appeared  to 
aporove  of  that  kind  of  prayer.  I  recollect  of  being  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  on  I 
a  Sabbath  in  the  month  of  September,  1860,  when  Mr.  Gebbie  told  us  of  a  conver- 
sation which  had  taken  place  between  him  and  a  man  at  Saltcoats  or  Ardfossan. 
Mr.  Gebbie  made  the  statement  from  the  pulpit  during  tiie  sermon.  It  wa^  on  a 
Sabbath  when  he  met  the  man,  and  he  asked  the  man  whether  he  had  been  at  ehurch, 
and  the  man  said,  ^'No;  I  don't  trouble  it  much;  but  I  read  a  great  portioil  dfK 
Corinthians  to-day;"  on  which  he  (Mr.  Gebbie)  had  Remarked,  "  That  he  itaight  as  ^ell 
have  eaten  Corinthians."  I  was  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  on  Sabbath,  the  88th  of  6(i- 
tober,  1860.  His  text  was  in  Revelations,  but  he  would  have  done  rery  wbU  without  a 
tezt-^I  mean  that  his  sermon,  I  thought,  had  no  connection  with  the  text    It  was  all  a 

vindication 
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JamiM  Wilson.   A  Mr.  Grebbie  spoke  of  chawing  the  unconveriecl  was  not  in  the  month  of  Februaij, 
*~-"~  1860?     Depones,  It  might  have  been  so  too,  but  I  am  sure  It  was  in  the  month  of 

Aumist  or  September  it  also  happened  I  have  heard  the  word  ''  chaw*'  occasionally 
used  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  by  it  t  understand,  aggravate,  or  grieve,  or  tempt, 
or  something  oi  that  sort.     1  cannot  say  what  the  text  was  on  that  Sunday,  or  the 

B  subject.  I  remember  nothing  particular  about  the  sermon  except  what  I  have  said. 
I  do  not  remember  what  was  the  text  on  the  9th  September,  the  Sunday  before 
spoken  of,  nor  the  subject  of  discourse.  It  was  at  a  day-service.  I  remember  the 
words  of  the  story  which  Mr.  Gebbie  read  because  there  was  something  peculiar 
about  them.     I  have  read  them  since  in  a  printed  publication.     It  was  the  Revival 

C  Paper.  Interrogated,  Then  how  did  jrou  come  to  remember  the  words  only  from 
hearing  them,  seeing  that  you  have  seen  them  since  read  in  print?  Depones^ 
Because  they  were  very  peculiar,  and  I  talked  of  them  to  one  neighbour  and 
another :  and  when  I  came  afterwards  to  see  them  in  print  I  saw  they  were  the 
words  Mr.  Gebbie  had  used.    And  the  passage  from  the  Revival  Paper  having  been 

t)  read,  the  witness  was  interrogated.  Whether  ne  would  have  remembered  the  words 
exactly  as  he  before  gave  them,  if  he  had  not  afterwards  seen  them  in  that  publica- 
tion ?  Depones,  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  read  them  twice.  The  time  I  speak  of  was  the 
second  time,  fie  had  previously  said  them  at  a  meeting  earlier  in  the  year.  I  had 
not  seen  the  publication  I  have  before  referred  to  before  the  second  occasion.    I  cannot 

£  say  how  long  before  the  second  occasion  the  first  was.  I  do  not  think  it  would  be 
more  than  four  months ;  it  might  be  less.  That  was  also  in  Dunlop  Church,  at  an 
evening  service.  I  cannot  say  how  long  it  was  after  the  second  occasion  referred  to 
that  I  saw  the  passage  in  print.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  would  be  a  year,  but  I 
cannot  say  whether  it  would  be  nine  months  or  not.     I  cannot  say  who  snowed  it  to 

F  me.  It  was  sent  to  my  house  by  some  neighbour  who  had  seen  it.  Interrogated, 
How  do  you  know  that  a  neighbour  had  sent  it?  Depones,  I  supposed  so,  as  I  had 
not  much  correspondence  with  distant  people.  I  do  not  know  the  date,  of  the  number 
of  the  Revival^  and  I  never  looked  at  it.  I  understood  Mr.  Gebbie  to  refer  to  Bichard 
Weaver,  because  he  was  continually  using  his  name  at  this  time.     When  Mr.  Gebbie 

Q  said  that  he  had  told  the  man  at  Ardrossan  that  he  might  as  well  eat  Corinthians  as 
read  it,  I  do  not  recollect  of  anything  else  as  having  been  said  to  the  man.  I  cannot 
say  whether  he  added  the  words,  '*  unless  he  believed  it.*'  I  do  not  remember  the 
text  in  Bevelations  from  wliich  Mr.  Gebbie  preached  on  28th  October.  I  had  it  on 
my  mind  a  short  time  ago.     It  was  at  a  day  service  that  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  no 

H  one  but  a  converted  person  had  a  right  to  pray.  I  do  not  remember  the  text  or 
subject  of  the  sermon  on  that  occasion.  I  cannot  give  the  texts,  or  subjects  of  any  of 
the  sermons  preached  by  Mr.  Gebbie  duringthe  months  of  September,  October,  and 
November,  except  the  one  mentioned.  When  Mr.  Gebbie  clapped  his  hands 
together  on  the  22d  of  October,  t  thought  it  very  strange^  it  was  done  so  loudly. 

1  Interrogated,  fiave  yoii  not  sometimes  heard  a  minister  thump  the  Bible  ?  Depones, 
I  never  heard  clappmg  like  yon.  And  the  question  being  repeated,  deponed.  Yes,  I 
have,  ahd  I  like  to  see  it.  1  have  no  objection  to  a  moderate  "  dump,"  but  such 
ridiculous  clapping  as  yon  1  otgect  to.  Interrogated,  Had  the  question  you  put  to 
Mr.  Gebbie  in  the  session-house  on  the  1st  November,  1860,  any  allusion  in  it  to 

J  the  Lord's  Supper?  Depones^  1  intended  it  to  have.  I  am  quite  sure  that  the 
question  did  hot  mention  the  Lord's  Supper.  Mr.  Ross's  question  was  the  same  as 
mine#  nearly  word  for  word,  as  far  as  I  recollect.  1  had  only  Mr»  Boss's  word  for 
it  tHkt  he  snowed  Mr.  Gebbie  on  that  occasion  the  l8th  chapter  of  the  Con/eeaion  of 
JFhiihi  but  I  am  satisfied  he  did  so ;  and  the  witness  explained  that  Mr.  Boss  and  I 

K  had  both  of  those  passages  marked,  to  show  to  Mr.  Gebbie  before  we  went.  I  forget 
what  the  object  of  the  meeting  of  session  was.  It  was  some  tri&inff  business. 
Interrogated,  What  did  you  think  Mr.  Gebbie  meant  when  he  said  he  did  not  mind 
much  aDout  the  Confession  qf  Faith  f  Depones,  1  was  led  to  believe  that  he  seemed 
careless  about  it.    The  object  of  the  meeting  might  have  been  to  read  over  and 

approve 
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•pprove  ibe  niMnti  of  young  oommunicants,  and  I  tbinlc  it  was.    The  book  was  only  A  JQmuJVSnn. 

«hown  to  Mr,  Gebbie  once.    Mr,  Bogs  read  the  auettion  from  the  Larger  Catecblsmi 

and  ^en  showed  the  book  to  Mr.  Gebbie,  as  betore  deponed  to.  I  cannot  tell  Mr, 
Gebbie's  te^t  or  subject  on  the  day  he  said  it  was  no  use  unless  a  person  could  tell 
the  date  and  place  of  his  conversion.  The  boy  and  girl  who  were  brought  to  the 
session-house  were  brother  and  sister,  of  tne  name  of  Bobertson,  I  do  notB. 
know  their  first  names.  The  boy  and  eirl  left  the  ses8ion4iouse  before  I  did, 
I  was  one  of  the  petitioners  to  the  rresbytery  in  the  month  of  January  ox 
February,  1861,  or  about  that  time,  for  an  enquiry  into  Mr,  Gebbie's  conduct. 

Jis-interrogaUd/or  the  Libellers. — ^Depones,  The  impression  left  upon  my  mind  by 
the  expression  he  used  about  the  C^ession  of  Faith  was  that  he  cared  little  for  its  Q 
authonty,  and  this  is  what  I  meant  in  saying  that  be  appeared  little  caring  about  it« 
In  what  Mr.  Gebbie  added  to  the  story  about  the  eating  Corinthians,  he  dia  not  leave 
the  impression  on  my  mind  that  he  had  told  the  man  tnat  be  might  as  well  have  ate 
it  if  he  did  not  believe  in  it 

Jnierrog(ited  by  a  Member  of  Cbt^r^-^Depones,  Mr.  Gebbie  was  addressing  those  D 
who  doubted  the  genuineness  of  the  revival  movement  when  he  used  the  expression, 
*^  You  canting  hypocrites,"  All  which  is  truth,  as  the  deponent  shall  answer  to  God. 
Depones  furtner,  I  did  not  see  it  to  be  my  duty  to  interfere  with  Mr,  Gebbie  by 
objecting  to  the  admission  of  the  young  communicants.  There  was  no  approval  or 
disapproval  asked  as  to  these  two  communicants.  It  was  all  settled  by  Mr.  Gebbie  S 
and  tnese  two  standing  on  the  floor  of  the  session<bouse.  It  was  after  the  other  com*- 
munioants  had  been  disposed  of  that  these  two  were  brought  in. 

Jnierrogixted  by  another  Member  of  iVd^&j^t^.-^Depones,  I  understood  Mr.  Gebbie 
to  mean  tiiat  it  was  not  the  duty  of  any  man  to  pray  unless  he  knew  himself  to  be  in 
a  state  of  salvation.  Interrogated,  In  desoribmff  Mr.  Gebbie's  action  of  throwing  9 
himself  upon  his  back  in  speaking  of  prayer,  didyou  understand  it  figuratively,  as 
meaning  that  he  should  lie  passive  in  tne  hands  of  God,  or  did  you  understand  him 
to  spea£  literally  ?  Pepones,  I  wish  I  could  have  taken  that  meaning  firom  it ;  but 
I  understood  from  his  gestures  that  he  meant  what  he  said,  literally.  Interrogated, 
In  speaking  of  the  Confeaaion  of  Faiths  did  you  understand  Mr.  Gebbie  to  mean  that  Q 
he  Old  not  mind  discussing  it  at  that  time,  or  that  he  did  not  mind  it  as  a  rule  of 
faith  ?  Depones,  I  understood  him  to  mean  that  he  did  not  mind  it  as  a  rule  of  faith. 
And  this  js  also  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.    Fifty-six  words  and  ten  letters  delete.

Oompeared  Eobset  Obb,  Shoemaker  in  Stewarton,  who  being  solemnly  sworn       JM>ert  Orr, 

and  examined,  depones,  I  attended  a  revival  meeting  in  the  Ohurch  of  Dunlop,  at  • 

which  Mr.  Qebble  presided.     It  was  on  a  Monday  evening.    I  cannot  be  positive  as  E 
to  the  month,  but  it  was  on  the  Monday  night  of  the  week  on  which  a  man  of  the 
name  of  Stephen  Brown  became  deranged  at  a  meeting  in  Dunlop  Ghurch.    It  was 
in  the  winter  of  the  end  of  the  yeai>  1860.    Since  then  eiroumatanoes  which  have 
eome  to  my  recollection  bring  me  to  the  impressioo,  indeed  to  the  positive  belief, 

that 
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it  was  in  the  month  of  October  that  year;  and  I  recollect  that  Hr.  Gebbie  was 
ting  on  the  subject  of  the  Prodigal's  return.  I  went  to  the  meeting  aomewheie 
t  seven  o'clock,  and  it  was  past  twelve  when  I  left  the  church.  During  the  time 
i  Uiere,  there  was  a  great  deal  of  excitement  in  the  meeting.  There  was  a  great 
of  loud  singing  of  hymns,  and  the  congregation  were  frequently  singing  to- 
sr  at  the  same  time,  in  detached  groups,  and  at  intervals,  Mr.  Gebbie  giving  out  a 
1  and  the  congregation  joining.  The  church  was  crowded,  so  mucn  so  that  a 
an  had  to  leave  and  go  up  to  the  Free  Church,  but  Mr.  Gebbie  remained  in 
'arish  Church,  There  was  a  good  deal  of  uproar  in  the  Way  of  singing  and 
usationE  going  on  throughout  toe  church.  I  saw  people  stantfing  on  toe  seati^ 
'.  noticed  a  group  in  front  of  Mr.  Gebbie,  a  littie  to  his  lefl,  on  me  tops  of  the 

grasping  each  other's  hands,  and  waving  their  handkerchie&  and  Bibles,  and 
ig  loudly  certain  hymns,  one  of  them  havmg  a  chorus,  "  Only  believe  and  yon 
be  saved,"  which  I  know  to  be  one  of  Richard  Weaver's  hymns.  And  the  wit- 
adds,  I  saw  some  in  that  group  standing  with  Aeir  feet  on  the  bookboards,  and 
ng  firom  the  bookboard  of  one  pew  to  the  bookboard  of  another  pew.  There 
other  groups  in  the  church,  where  similar  scenes  were  going  on,  and  where  I 
teople  stan<ung  on  the  seats  of  the  pews.  Hr.  Gebbie  was  going,  at  intervals 
g  tine  evening,  through  the  passages  of  the  church  among  the  people.  I  was 
e  gallery,  and  I  was  afterwards  below.  When  I  was  ntting  in  the  galleir 
I  attracted  by  a  continuous  noise  of  singing  and  feet  going  firom  some  mdivi- 
I  was  attracted  fiom  my  seat,  and  went  to  the  front  of  the  gallery,  and  looked 
to  see  what  it  was.     I  ooserved  a  boy  sinring  snfficuently  loud  for  me  to  hear 

the  gallery  amidst  the  noise.  He  was  smging  "  Christ  for  me,"  and  at  the 
time  dancmg,  and  keeping  time  with  his  feet,  to  the  tune  of  "  Polly  Hopkins." 
times  he  stopped,  as  ii  he  appeared  to  be  tired,  and  went  down  upon  his  kneei; 
ppeared  to  be  praying,  and  then  got  up  again,  and  began  dancing  again,  singing 
une  words  to  the  same  tune.  "Folly  Hopkins"  is  not  a  psalm  tune.  It  is  a 
:  tune  to  a  comic  song.  Afler  this  I  left  the  gallery,  and  went  to  the  Free 
ch,  where  I  was  about  nalf-an-hour,  and  then  I  returned  to  the  Parish  Church, 
9 1  found  the  meeting  still  going  on,  and  the  same  scenes  as  before  described, 
ing  up  the  passage  below,  when  I  so  returned,  I  noticed  a  short-built  man  in  a 
and  he  appeared  to  me  to  have  had  some  drink,  and  beside  him  in  the  seat  waa 
w  younglassie,  or  woman,  and  occasionally  he  was  putting  his  arm  round  her 
,  and  requesting  her  to  sing  him  a  hymn,  on  which  the  young  woman  rose  and 
I  to  sing  some  hymn.  TBs  was  repeated  several  times  while  I  waa  observing 
;  and  at  times  he  would  ask  her  to  rise  and  sing  him  a  hymn,  and  at  other 
to  sing  him  a  song,  and  she  always  complied  by  rising  and  singing  a  hymn, 
jlebbte  was  in  the  church  at  this  time,  and  gomg  backwards  and  forwards 
B;h  the  passages,  though  I  cannot  say  that  he  was  in  this  passage  at  this  particular 

The  whole  scene  appeared  to  me  to  be  very  extraordinary,  and  very  unlike  what 
'Ould  expect  to  find  in  a  church,  though  they  appeared  to  be  very  earnest,  and 
ng  in  a  way  that  they  seemed  to  think  was  right.  When  the  man  was  asking  the 
>  ring  the  hymn  or  song,  he  was  looking  mto  her  face  in  apparently  a  very 
I  manner.  In  the  course  of  that  evening  Mr.  Gebbie  occarionallv  addressed 
i'ations  to  the  people.  Occarionally  Mr.  Gebbie  went  into  the  pulpit  or  pre- 
r's  desk,  I  cannot  recollect  which,  and  waved  his  hand,  uttering  a  "hush,"  and 
or  twice  this  obttuned  silence,  when  he  would  give  out  a  hymn;  and  it  was  at 
intervals  he  made  the  observations  I  have  mentioned.  The  hymns  he  so  gave 
ere  Weaver's  hymns.  In  the  course  of  that  night  I  heard  &u-.  Geblne  speak- 
^  salvation,  and  he  observed  that  some  people  offered  them  salvation  at  some 
I  time,  but  he  offered  them,  he  sud,  immediate  salvation.  He  spoke  of  salvir- 
leing  so  earily  obtainable  that  any  of  us  might  obtain  it  before  we  left  the 
h.  Hie  witness  adds,  spontaneously.  There  was  another  thing  which  struck  me 
i^t,  which  Mr.  Gebbie  said  in  reference  to  prayer.  Mr.  Gebbie  was  talking  of 
rttaogement  from  God,  and  the  necessity  of  our  returning  to  Him,  and  that  we 
t  ought 
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ought  to  go  down  on  onr  knees  to  pray  to  him;  and,  suiting  the  action  to  the  word,  A    Robert  Orr. 
he  fell  down  with  a  dash  upon  his  Knees  in  the  desk  or  pulpit  (I  am  not  sure  which 
it  was).    He  then  rose  and  said  that  that  was  not  sufficient — ^the  going  down  upon 
our  knees;  but  that  we  ought  to  go  out  to  the  churchyard  and  throw  ourselves  upon 
our  backs;  and  in  sayinff  Qiis  he  threw  his  arms  ana  his  body  back.     He  said  we 
ought  to  go  to  the  churchyard,  and  throw  ourselves  on  our  backs,  and  pray  for  for-  B 
giveness  of  our  sins.    I  saw  and  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  clapping  his  hands  lou^y  in  the 
course  of  that  night.    Mr.  Gebbie  was  talking  of  those  who  called  in  question  their 
proceedings  at  these  meetings,  and  he  clapped  his  hands,  and  said,  he  rejoiced  that 
such  thing,  went  on.  When  I  was  in  the  gallery  I  saw  an  individual  led  out  from  one 
of  the  groups  below,  already  deponed  to,  and  as  the  person  was  led  past  Mr.  Gebbie,  C 
towards  the  session-house,  Mr.  uebbie  shouted  out,  '*  Another  soul  lor  Christ." 

Interroaaied  for  the  Defender. — ^Depones,  I  belong  to  no  particidar  denomination. 
I  generairp'  attend  the  Parish  Church  of  Stewarton,  and  I  do  so  attend  perhaps  to  the 
extent  of  about  nine  months  out  of  the  twelve  months  in  the  year.  I  am  sometimes 
absent  from  stormy  weather.  I  only  attended  one  revival  meeting  at  Dunlop,  and  D 
was  at  no  other  service  or  meeting  at  Dunlop.  I  rather  think  the  meeting  was  quiet 
at  the  commencement.  Afterwards  the  excitement  became  sometimes  slack  and 
sometimes  rose  to  a  great  pitch.  I  did  not  stop  to  the  conclusion.  I  was  there  at  the 
commencement  So  far  as  I  remember,  the  meeting  was  opened  with  singing  by  the 
whole  congregation,  prayer  followed,  and  the  parable  of  the  prodigal  son  was  then  E 
read  and  expounded.  1  could  not  say  how  long  that  lasted,  whether  ten  minutes  or 
an  hour.  I  could  not  fix  a  time.  Up  to  this  time  there  was  no  noise  or  disturbance 
in  the  church.  Either  before  or  after  the  exposition  there  was  special  prayers  offered 
up  for  individuals,  at  the  request  of  parties  who  had  sent  lines  to  Mr.  Gebbie  for  the 

Surpose.     I  could  not  say  whether  mere  was  more  in  the  way  of  a  service  before  F 
[r.  Gebbie  left  the  pulpit,  or  whether  he  pronounced  a  blessing  before  doing  so.    I 
think  the  excitement  and  scenes  I  have  spoken  of  might  commence  about  an  hour 
after  the  commencing  of  the  meeting.    I  ao  not  know  who  the  boy  was  that  I  have 
spoken  of  as  singing  and  dancing.     Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  make  frequent 
endeavours  in  the  course  of  the  evening  to  calm  the  noise?    Depones,  When  he  was  Q 
going  to  speak,  or  give  out  a  hymn,  he  did  so.     I  did  not  think  that  the  giving  out 
of  hymns  was  for  the  purpose  of  calming  the  noise.    I  cannot  more  nearly  state  the 
terms  in  which  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  of  offering  the  people  immediate  salvation;  nor  do 
I  remember  that  he  quoted  any  text  on  that  subject.     When  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that 
we  ought  to  go  out  to  the  churchyard,  he  appeared  to  be  addressing  the  congrega-  H 
tion  generally.    He  did  not  address  those  words  to  certain  people  that  he  said  were 
present  from  Stewarton  for  the  purpose  of  disturbing  the  meeting.    I  do  not  recollect 
that  he  made  any  such  remarks  about  such  people  at  alL    Interrogated,  Did  he  not 
say  in  a  figurative  sense  that  the  people  whom  he  was  addressing  ought  to  be,  when 
praying,  as  if  they  were  lying  on  their  backs  in  the  churchyard?    Depones,  No;  I  I 
did  not  take  it  in  that  sense,  as  figurative. 

Re-interrogated  far  the  lAbeUere. — ^Depones,  The  prayers  for  the  various  individuals, 
and  the  remarks  about  &e  prodigal  son,  occupied  the  greater  part  of  the  hour.  The 
hjrmn  that  they  opened  with  was,  I  thmk,  the  4l8t  Paraphrase. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court, — ^Depones,  White  I  was  at  the  meetmg,  I  do  J 
not  recollect  any  paraphrase  or  psalms  being  sung  except  the  one  at  the  opening. 
Those  I  heard  were  Bichard  Weaves  hymns. 

Interrogated  by  another  Member  of  Court. — ^Depones,  Generally  speaking,  the 
hymns  that  I  heud  sung  that  night  were  simg  to  secular  tunes.  Interrogated  further, 
Depones,  The  tunes  were  such  as  we  hear  sung  to  common  songs,  and  were  not  K 
psalm  tunes.  I  did  not  hear  the  names  of  any  individuals  mentioned  as  subjects  for 
special  prayer. — ^All  which  is  truth,  as  the  deponent  shall  answer  to  God.  Seventeen 
words  and  two  letters  delete.  (Signea)        Bobt.  Orb.

no  malice  nor  iU*will  against  Mr.  Gebbie.  As  far  as  I  reooUeotp  I  have  not  at  any 
time  used  expressions  inferring  malice  or  ill-will  against  him.  Interrogated,  Did  you, 
in  the  month  of  May  or  June,  1861,  at  a  watering-place  on  your  own  farm,  say  to 

B  or  in  the  presence  oi  Hugh  Brown,  labourer,  and  J  ames  Neil,  letter<carrier,  that  you 
could  stand  and  see  Mr.  Gebbie  shot  or  hanged  ?  Depones,  That  is  a  thing  I  have 
no  remembrance  of  at  all ;  but  these  two  men  are  living,  and  you  can  refer  to  them. 
Interroffated,  Did  you  in  the  month  of  Januarv  or  February,  1861^  at  Burnhouse,  in 
the  parish  of  Dunlop,  say  to  Robert  Wilson,  that  if  Mr.  Gebbie  were  not  goinsr  to  ac^ 

0  knowledge  that  he  had  been  in  fault,  and  to  meet  your  expectation,  you  woula  spend 
£100  on  it,  and  more  if  it  was  needed,  or  at  least  manage  to  afflict  and  annoy  him 
for  the  manner  in  which  he  had  divided  the  parish ;  adding,  *'  We*U  make  a  poor  wee 
man  of  him  or  a'  be  done ;  we*ll  be  none  ill  off  to  get  witnesses  or  money,  and  he'U 
be  put  to  expense,  or  in  an  awkward  position,"  or  words  to  that  effect?    Depones, 

D  I  did  not  say  there  was  no  truth  in  the  first  question,  because  I  did  not  remember 
anything  about  it ;  but  this  I  know  to  be  a  pack  of  lies,  except  that  I  would  spend 
£100  with  regard  to  a  difficulty  I  had  as  to  the  baptism  of  a  cnild.  It  was  not  about 
this  case,  and  I  got  clear  of  the  case  about  the  baptism.  Interrogated,  Did  you,  on 
or  about  Ist  of  January,  1861,  say  to  or  in  presence  of  John  Munn  and  Kichard 

B  YounjD[,  in  Munn's  own  house,  Dunlop,  that  you  would  spend  £1,000  to  get  Mr. 
Gebbie  out,  and  if  that  were  not  enough,  that  you  had  friends  who  would  help  you 
with  more,  or  words  to  that  effect  ?  Depones,  That  is  not  the  case,  and  I  said  nothing 
about  money,  except  in  reference  to  the  baptism  case. 

The  counsel  for  the  defender  thereupon  protested  for  leave  to  lead  reprobatory 

F  proof  in  respect  to  the  subject  matter  of  the  questions  in  initialibus  put 

to  the  witness  with  a  view  to  prove  malice  on  the  part  of  the  witness 
against  Mr.  Gebbie. 
And  the  affent  for  the  libellers  protested  against  anj[  such  proof  being 
allowed,  and  separately  against  any  proof  on  the  subject  of  the  examina- 

0  tion  in  initialioui  being  allowed  at  any  time  other  than  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  witness's  examination  in  causa. 

And  the  witness,  being  examined  in  oausoj  depones,  I  have  not  now,  and 
never  had,  any  feelings  against  Mr.  Gebbie  of  enmity  or  ill-will,  or  such  as  could 
lead  me  to  use  such  expressions  as  are  above  mentioned.  Interrogated,  If  at  any 
H  time  such  expressions  should  have  espaped  you  (although  you  now  have  no  re- 
collection of  them),  coidd  they,  from  your  actual  feelings  to  Mr.  Gebbie,  have 
possibly  been  uttered  otherwise  than  in  thoughtlessness,  and  without  actually 
meaning  or  feeling  anything  approaching  to  enmity  or  ill-will  to  Mr.  Gebbie? 
Depones,  Certainly  not.     I  am  now  prepared  to  speak  the  truth,  uninfluenced  by 

1  any  feeling  against  Mr.  Gebbie,  or  any  leeling  other  than  one  Christian  man  should 
have  to  another.  My  only  objection  to  Mr.  Gebbie  regards  the  oorrectaess  of  his 
teaching,  and  to  his  actings  as  contrary  to  what  I  consider  for  the  interests  of  religion 
in  the  parish  of  Dunlop.  I  have  been  for  at  least  twenty  years  a  member  of  the

E  died  for  me  T  I  suppose  you  would  say,  *  Glory  to  God,  another  soul  saved !' "  To 
this  Mr.  Gebbie  replied,  "What  more  could  I  have  got  of  you?"  On  this  Mr.  Craig 
said  to  Mr.  Gebbie,  "  You  and  me  had  to  came  under  a  very  different  examination 
before  we  were  admitted  to  church  membership."  On  that  same  evening  Mr.  Craig

K  Interrogated,  Depones,  I  am  quite  certain  the  meeting  at  wnich  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke 
of  "chawinff''  the  unconverted  was  not  in  the  month  of  February,  1860.  It  was 
after  that  Literrogated,  Are  you  quite  sure  it  was  not  before  the  month  of  August  ? 
Depones,  I  ^ve  it  before  as  near  as  I  could.  I  cannot  fix  anything  more  pardcu- 
laxfy  as  to  tunes.    Interrogated,  Did  Mir.  Gebbie  not  sometimes  say  in  his  sermons 

that 
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that  he  meant  to  address  himself  specially  to  those  who  were  not  converted  ?  A    Jame»  Fergmon, 
Depones,  I  cannot  say  that  I  ever  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that.     I  can  say  nothing 
more  about  the  subject  of  the  sermon  in  which  the  word  "  chaw  **  was  introduceo, 
except  that  it  was  about  conversion.    The  revival  meetings,  at  whose  commencement 
I  was  present,  were  opened  with  praise  and  prayer.    There  was  then  a  short  address. 
At  the  end  of  his  address  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  he  would  not  sa^  more  B 
to  them  on  the  subject,  as  he  had  more  important  work  to  do.

It,  and  during  t^at  time  I  Attended  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop.  I  attended  several 
revival  meeUn^  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  during  the  months  of  October, 
November,  and  December,  1860.  I  was  at  one  revival  meeting  in  said  chureh  on  K 
Ihe  evening  of  the  17th  of  October,  1860.  Interrogated,  Whether  Mr.  Qebbie  was 
^eakitig  on  the  subject  of  the  necessity  of  assurance  on  Ihat  occasion  ?  Depones, 
T^s )  I  heard  Mr.  Qebbie  on  that  occasion  say  that  fi>r  people  to  come  and  sil  dowA 

at 
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WUUam  Dmoie,  A  at  the  Lord's  table,  or  present  their  children  for  baptbm,  who  were  not  converted,  or 
■"""~~  who  could  not  say  they  had  found  Christ,  there  never  was  a  greater  mockery 

out  of  hell.  Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  on  that  occasion  say  that  no  one  was 
entitled  to  come  to  the  Lord's  table  who  was  not  satisfied  or  assured  of  his  own 
salvation?     Depones,  Yes;   he  led  me  to  believe  that  that  was  what  he  taught. 

B  What  he  said  was  to  that  effect  Interrogated,  Did  he  dwell  on  or  impress  this  on 
them  ?  Depones,  I  cannot  say  that  he  did.  It  just  came  out  during  his  discourse. 
On  that  same  evening  Mr.  Gebbie  came  up  to  me  and  asked  me  if  I  had  found 
Jesus.  I  cannot  recollect  the  answer  I  gave  him;  but  I  put  him  off.  He  then 
turned  up  and  read  a  verse  in  the  Gospel  of  John.     I  do  not  recollect  what  answer 

C  I  gave ;  out  it  was  to  the  effect  that  I  could  not  say  that  I  had  found  Christ ;  on 
which  Mr.  Gebbie  said  to  me,  "  You  are  ahready  damned."  I-was  at  another  revival 
meeting  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  two  evenings  after  that,  being  the  I9th  of  October, 
1860,  on  which  occasion  Mr.  Gebbie  again  spoke  to  me.  He  pointed  out  to  me 
Bomans  v.  and  8th,  the  last  clause  of  the  verse.     He  told  me  to  read  it,  and  I  did  so 

D  as  it  was  printed,  "  Christ  died  for  us."  He  said,  *'No."  I  forget  what  then  passed; 
but  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said  was  about  believing  in  Christ.  He  then  left  me  for  a 
short  time  and  came  back  and  asked  me  to  read  the  passage  again,  and  I  then  read 
it  a  second  time  as  it  was  printed.  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  ''  No ;  that  is  too  general." 
This  was  repeated  a  third  time,  and  this  time  Mr.  Gebbie,  on  my  reading  the  passage 

E  as  before  said,  "No ;  who  did  He  die  for?"  Mr.  Gebbie  turned  on  that  to  speak  to 
some  one  near  him,  when  some  of  the  girls  near  me  whispered  to  me  to  sav  ''For 
me,"  and  when  Mr.  Gebbie  again  turned  to  me,  I  said,  *'  For  me."  On  my  sajrmg  this, 
Mr.  Gebbie  took  me  by  the  coat  and  lifted  me  up  from  where  I  was  sitting,  and  then 
took  me  by  the  hands  and  told  me  to  rejoice  and  sing.     I  did  not  sing,  but  those 

F  who  called  themselves  '*  converts  '^  came  round  me  and  began  to  sing,  Mr.  Gebbie 
holding  me  at  the  time  by  the  hands,  and  some  of  the  converts  striking  me  on  the 
shoulders,  keeping  time  to  the  comic  tune  they  were  singing.  I  have  heard  a  comic 
song  called  ''  roily  Hopkins  "  sung  to  the  same  tune.

In  the  course  of  that  night  Mr.  Gebbie 
came  up  to  me  in  the  passage,  and  asKed  me  "  If  I  was  rejoicing  yet  r''  or  words  to 
that  effect.     I  said  ''  No.^'     Mr.  Gebbie  answered  that  Christ  had  paid  my  debt,  and

I  a  great  deal  of  excitement  that  night     I  was  myself  very  much  excited  that  night. 

When  I  was  entering  the  church  Mr.  Gebbie  addressed  me.    I  was  there  about  the 

'  commencement.     On  this  Tuesday  evening  I  was  excited  before  I  went  into  the 

church.   I  believe  my  excitement  on  that  night  to  have  been  the  effect  of  the  previous 

meetings  which  I  had  attended  shortly  before.     On  this  occasion,  when  Mr.  Gebbie 

J  so  addressed  me,  he  asked  if  I  had  found  Christ,  and  if  I  was  rejoicing.  I  said  I  was 
rejoicing.  "  I  Imew  it,"  said  Mr.  Gebbie,  "  I  saw  Christ  looking  out  of  your  eyes ;" 
and  he  took  me  by  the  shoulder  and  put  me  into  the  band's  seat  That  seat,  at 
the  revival  meetings,  was  generally  mled  with  those  who  said  they  had  found 
Christ    When  I  went  home  the  excitement  went  off,  €uid  my  old  feelings  returned; 

K  but  when  I  came  to  the  meeting  the  following  night  the  excitement  returned. 
I  did  not  think  for  about  a  fortnight  afterwards,  or  consider  whether  there  had  been 
any  real  change  in  me,  or  whether  my  saying  to  Mr.  Gebbie  that  I  was  rejoicing,  was 
caused  by  the  excitement  of  the  moment  When  I  came  to  think  of  it,  I  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  there  was  no  real  conversion,  and  that  my  feelings,  and  the

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expression  at  the  revival  meetmg  as  to  rejoicing,  were  just  caused  by  the  excite-  A    WUHam  Dowie. 

ment  of  the  moment.    At  these  revival  meetings  in  October,  and  also  at  meetings  

in  the  beginning  of  November,  1860, 1  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speaking  to  the  people 
on  the  subject  of  prayer,  and  as  to  the  manner  in  which  prayer  should  be  made. 
Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  it  was  not  sufficient  for  people  to  go  on  their  knees  when  praying; 
that  the  way  was  to  go  on  their  backs  in  prayer.     I  cannot  say  how  many  of  the  B 
revival  meetings  I  have  attended,  but  I  am  sure  upwards  of  twenty,  between  the 
seventeenth  of  October  and  the  end  of  December,  1860.    At  all  these  meetings  great 
excitement  prevailed.     There  was  a  great  deal  of  noise,  and  this  was  principally  at 
the  meetings  in  the  months  of  October  and  November.    There  was  loud  singmg. 
The  people  were  singing  in  different  groups  through  the  church,  and  singing  to  C 
different  airs.     The  people  were  standing  on  the  seats  and  on  the  bookbouds.     I 
saw  the  people  holding  each  others'  hands.    There  was  a  great  deal  of  confusion.     I 
have  seen  Mr.  Gebbie  standing  on  the  end  of  a  seat,  but  not  on  a  bookboard.    It       i 
was  in  the  midst  of  the  noise  and  confusion  I  have  described  that  Mr.  Gebbie  was 
so  standini^  up.     I  have  seen  repeatedly  at  these  meetings  young  men  and  young  D 
women,  with  tneir  arms  round  each  others'  waists,  swinging  backwards  and  forwards, 
and  keeping  time  to  the  tunes  they  were  singing.     Thev  were   singing  Bichard 
Weaver's  hymns  to  comic  airs.     At  the  meeting  on  the  22a  of  October,  it  must  have 
been  near  four  o'clock  on  the  following  morning  when  I  left,  as  it  was  five  o'clock 
when  I  got  home,  and  I  had  little  if  any  more  than  a  mile  to  so.    At  one  of  these  £ 
revival  meetings  in  Dunlop  Church,  in  October,  or  in  the  beginning  of  November, 
1860,  Mr.  Gebbie,  in  the  course  of  an  address,  said  that  children,  whenever  they  were 
born,  they  were  damned;  and  from  his  preaching  that  night,  Mr.  Gebbie  led  me  to 
believe  that  he  held  that  if  children  died  before  they  came  to  years  of  discretion,  and 
before  they  could  profess  their  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  they  were  eternally  lost.    The  F 
words  that  Mr.  Grebbie  used  that  night  conveyed  to  me  the  meaning  that  he  held 
that     I  mean  that  that  meaning  was  conveyed  by  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said  after  he 
stated  that  all  children  whenever  they  were  bom  were  damned.     I  recollect  at  one  of 
these  meetings  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop,  in  the  end  of  October,  or  beginning  of 
November,  1860,  of  Mr.  Gebbie  addressing  those  whom  he  called  the  diildren  of  G 
God — those  who  could  say  they  had  found  Christ,  and  this  was  after  he  had  finished 
his  address  to  the  congregation,  and  before  he  went  down  amongst  the  people.    He 
said,  on  this  occasion,  to  these  converts,  or  children,  '*  When  you  go  to  converse 
with  an  anxious  soul,  don't  help  them;  point  them  a  passage  from  the  Word  of  God," 
he  said;  *'  but,  for  your  very  souls,  don  t  show  them  the  way.     Let  them  sit  a  week,  H 
a  fortnight,  or  a  year,  but,  for  your  very  souls,  don't  show  them  the  way."    From 
what  I  observed  at  these  revival  meetings,  I  was  satisfied  that,  in  all  the  noise  and 
confusion  I  have  described,  Mr.  Gebbie  had  it  in  his  power  to  control  it  if  he  chose. 
I  came  to  this  conclusion  from  observing  that,  when  Mr.  Gebbie  went  up  beside  the 
precentor's  desk,  and  held  up  his  hand  and  cried,  '^Hush,"  the  people  were  all  quiet  I 
at  once. 

Interrogated  for  the  Defender. — ^Did  you  sign  the  paper  to  the  Presbytery  of 
Irvine  for  an  enquiry  into  the  goings-on  in  the  Dunlop  parish  ?  Depones,  I  did. 
I  adhere  to  the  Confession  of  Faith.  Interrogated,  Did  you  do  so  all  the  time  you 
attended  Dunlop  Parish  Church  ?  Depones,  There  was  a  while  I  had  my  doubts.  J 
I  belong  to  the  Established  Church  of  Scotland,  but  I  am  not  a  communicant. 
When  I  said  to  Mr.  Gebbie  on .  19th  October  that  Christ  died  for  me,  I  had  no 
particular  reason  for  saying  so.  I  lUst  did  what  the  girls  suggested.  I  did  not,  in 
so  saying,  intend  to  make  Mr.  Gebbie  believe  that  I  had  men  found  peace  in 
Christ,  or  was  converted.  Interrogated,  Did  he  appear  to  believe  that  you  had,  K 
when  you  used  these  words  ?  Depones,  I  do  not  know  what  he  believed,  but  he 
could  hardly  do  so  when  he  did  not  see  me  rejoicing.  When  Mr.  Gebbie  asked  me 
to  "  rejoice  and  sing,''  I  suppose  he  meant  that  I  was  to  do  so  if  I  found  Christ 
Interrogated,  When  Mr.  Gebbie  raised  you  up  to  join  in  the  singing,  did  you  not 

think 
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WiShm  A  ihink  that  he  believed  you  were  conyerted  ?  Deponce,  No ;  I  hardly  thought  iti 
^^'1*^  Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Uebbie,  and  those  'whom  he  called  '*  the  children  of  God," 

behave  towards  you  on  that  occaiion  in  the  fame  manner  as  they  did  to  those  who 
professed  to  have  found  Christ?  Depones,  Well,  they  behaved  to  me  in  a  move 
ridiculous  manner.     I  forget  the  names  of  those  who  so  danced  round  me,  if  I  ever 

B  knew  them.  There  were  a  number  of  strangers  in  the>  church  that  night  from  other 
parishes.  I  now  remember  one  named  James  King,  who  belongs  to  the  parish  of 
Dunlop.  Interrogated,  When  Mr.  Gebbie  told  you  on  82d  October  that  Christ 
had  paid  your  debt,  and  that  you  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  believe,  did  you  consider 
that  there  was  anything  wrong  or  unsound  in  that  statement?    Depones,  He  led  me 

C  to  believe  that  he  held  those  views,  that  there  was  nothing  to  do  but  simply  believing. 
Interrogated,  Do  you  think  there  is  anything  wrong  or  unsound  in  such  views? 
Depones,  Yes,  I  do*  All  the  revival  meetings  whicn  I  attended  commenced  with 
praise  and  prayer,  after  which  Mr.  Gebbie  ^ave  an  exposition  of  Scripture.  When 
Mr.  Gebbie  addressed  me  on  the  23d  of  Octoben  it  was  before  the  service  began. 

D  I  do  not  remember  that  there  was  any  noise  or  confusion  in  the  church  at  any  of 
the  revival  meetings,  till  after  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  except  on  28d  October. 
The  after  parts  of  the  meetings  were  generally  stated  to  be  for  such  as  were  anxious 
about  their  souls*  Interrogated,  Dicf  Mr.  Gebbie  make  frequent  attempts  to  quell 
the  noise  at  the  meetings?    Depones,  When  he  had  anything  to  say  he  did  so. 

B  I  one  night  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  he  did  not  wish  any  persons  to  go  and  speak 
to  the  unconverted,  except  such  as  could  sign  the  Confession  of  fhiih*  That  would 
be  a  good  while  afler  tne  meetings  commenced,  as  far  as  I  remember,  and  I  am 
quite  sure  I  only  heard  him  say  it  once.  I  have  joined  in  singing  at  revival 
meetings  in  Dunlop  Church.     I  have  sung  Weaver^s  hymns  there.     I  have  sung 

9  them  to  secular  tunes.     Interrogated,  Had  you  ever  your  arm  round  the  waist  of 

Uoung  woman  at  these  meetings  ?  Depones,  Yes,  I  had.  Interrogated,  Depones, 
en  Mr.  Gbbbie  forbid  the  converts  to  show  the  way  to  the  unconverted,  the  words 
he  used  were  not  **  Don't  put  words  into  their  mouths.^'  If  he  used  these  it  must 
have  been  on  some  other  occasion. 

0  Re4nt0rroffaied  for  the  LiieUers. — ^Depones,  When  I  joined  in  smg^ng  Weaver's 
hymns  to  secular  times  at  these  meetings,  and  when  I  had  my  arm  round  the  youug 
woman's  waist,  I  was  in  a  state  of  excitement.  Interrogated,  When  the  state  of 
excitement  passed  off,  did  you  become  satisfied  that  in  both  instanoes  you  had  aeted 
wrongly  ?     Depones,  Yes,  I  did. 

fit  InterrogaUd  by  a  Member  of  Court,  the  Reverend  Mb.  M^Nab. — ^Were  y 6u  exelted 
because  you  thought  at  the  time  that  you  were  not  converted,  and  not  prepared  to 
meet  God  in  judgment?  Depones,  At  the  time  the  excitement  was  on  me  very  few 
of  these  thoughts  entered  my  mind.  Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  pray  during  such 
state  of  excitement,  and  what  was  the  subject  of  the  prayer?    And  the  uuestiott  Was 

1  withdrawn*  Depones,  When  Mr.  Gebbie  was  speaking  of  assurance,  I  do  not  re«> 
collect  what  subject  he  took  for  his  discourse,  but  what  he  said  came  out  in  the  way 
I  have  deponed.  Interrogated,  Was  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  that  assurance  Was 
necessary  for  giving  us  comfort?

Depones,  I  have  seen  great  crowds,  and  they  were  standing  on  the 
bookboards,  and  also  running  aoross  the  top  of  the  bookboards,  and  they  were  standi 
inff  on  the  bookboards  when  any  ocourrence  took  place.  I  remember  Mr.  Gebbie  B 
usmg  the  words,  "That  all  childlren,  when  they  are  bom,  are  damned ;"  and  of  hia 
afterwards  saying,  "That  all  were  damned  who  did  not  personally  profess  their  faith 
in  Christ,  or  who  had  not  come  to  the  years  of  discretion.''

sworn  and  examined,  Depones,  I  am  an  elder  of  the  Church  of  Dunlop,  and  have  — -.— . 

been  so  for  five  years,  ana  I  have  been  for  fourteen  years  parish  schoolmaster.     I  went  F 
to  several  of  the  revival  meetbgs  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  during  October,  and 
November,  and  December,  1860,  and  January,  1861.    The  usual  course  at  these  meet^ 
ings  was  to  commence  with  praise  and  prayer.    Then  there  was  an  address  by  Mr. 
Gebbie,  and  then  a  blessing  was  pronounced,  after  which  *'  the  work"  commenced. 
I  generally  left  after  the  blessing  was  pronounced^  and  remained  on  only  two  occasions  Q 
during  the  subsequent  proceedings.     It  was  very  common  for  some  time,  at  these 
meetings,  for  lines  to  be  read  by  Mr.  Gebbie  from  the  pulpit,  asking  prayers  to  be 
made  for  particular  parties.    I  recollect  of  special  prayers  being  asked  to  be  made 
during  one  of  the  meetings  in  October,  1860,  or  thereabouts,  for  a  schoolmaster  and 
his  family,  also  for  the  surrounding  parishes.     Interrogated,  Do  you  recollect  of  Mr.  H 
Gebbie,  in  his  own  church,  after  giving  out  a  text,  stating  that  he  meant  to  address 
himself  to  the  believers  or  converted  only,  and  that  he  was  only  going  to  ^'  chaw  " 
those  who  were  not  converted,  and  when  he  did  so?    Depones,  I  recollect  of  Mr. 
Gebbie  using  these  expressions,  and  I  rather  think  it  was  in  the  summer  of  1860,  or 
rather  nearer  the  beginning  of  the  year  than  that.     I   do  not  think  it  was  after  I 
August,  1860,     I  cannot  speak  positively  to  the  date  at  all.     I  recollect  of  being  in 
the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  on  a  Sabbath  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1860,  and 
I  think  it  was  in  the  month  of  January,  when  Mr.  Gebbie  was  speaking  from  the 
pulpit,  during  the  public  worship,  about  the  revival  movement,  which  was  then  pre« 
vailing  in  the  parisn  to  some  extent;  and  Mr.  Gebbie  on  l^at  occasion  stated  that  if  J 
there  were  any  one  in  the  parish  who  doubted  the  revival,  if  there  was  a  deeper  and 
hotter  place  in  hell  than  another  he  would  get  it.     I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie,  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  Dunlop,  speaking  to  the  people  on  the  doctrine  of  assurance,  and 
as  to  parties  not  satisfied  of  their  salvation  coming  to  the  Lord's  table.     I  have 
heard  Mr.  Gebbie,  from  the  pulpit,  using  expressions  which  led  me  to  infer  Aat  K 
assurance  was  of  the  essence  ot  faith.     I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  from  the  pulpit, 
that  if  a  man  was  converted  he  would  not  only  know  it,  but  tell  it,  and  puUish  it, 
and  that  he  could  not  help  doing  so.     I  have  heard  also,  on  these  occasions,  Mr. 
Oebbie  speaking  of  parties  having  fears  or  doubts  as  to  their  interest  in  Chziat,  oi 

being 
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WtOmmBaii.  A  being  not  only  dlBhonouring  to  God,  but  a  disbelieving  of  His  Word;  that  it  was  not 

— —  a  <*niay  be"  or  a  "  shall  be,"  but  that  if  we  had  faith  we  must  have  peace.    I  was 

led  to  believe,  from  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  that  unless  a  person  could  say  he  had  found 

Christ,  or  that  Christ  had  died  for  him  individually,  he  was  still  in  an  unconverted  state. 

I  heard  these  doctrines  stated  both  during  the  addresses  at  the  revival  meetings  and  at 

B  ordinary  Sunday  serWces  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop,  during  the  three  months  of  the  end 
of  1860.  The  first  revival  meeting  I  was  at  was  upon  the  17th  of  October.  An- 
other was  upon  the  22d,  and  another  upon  the  23d  of  October — ^allin  the  year  1860. 
I  recollect  of  Mr.  Gebbie  stating  at  an  evening  meeting,  sometime  before  the  excite- 
ment began,  that  we  might  all  believe  before  we  left  the  pews  in  which  we  were  sitting. 

G  I  imderstood  him  to  mean,  from  what  he  said,  that  every  one  had  it  in  his  power  to 
believe  before  they  left  the  pews  in  which  they  were  sitting.  At  one  of  the  meetings 
in  October  (the  17th  of  the  month),  Mr.  Gebbie  was  assisted  in  the  services  in  Dunlop 
Church  by  some  reverend  gentlemen  £rom  a  distance.  One  of  these  took  it  upon 
him  to  divide  the  converted  from  the  unconverted.     This  was  done  by  his  asking  the 

D  converted  to  stand  up,  and  he  would  pray  with  them.  Certain  of  the  congregation 
stood  up  on  this,  and  the  rest  remained  sitting;  and  after  those  who  had  stood  up 
had  resumed  their  seats,  Mr.  Gebbie,  who  presided  over  the  meeting,  rose  and  said, 
that  during  the  time  this,  which  I  have  stated,  had  been  done,  he  had  kept  his  eyes 
shut,  so  that  he  might  not  see  who  were  standing  and  who  were  sitting,  but  that  he 

£  was  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  say  that  there  could  not  be  greater  mockery  out 
of  hell  than  for  an  unconverted  man,  or  one  who  had  not  found  Christ,  to  sit  down 
at  the  Lord's  table,  or  ask  for  the  ordinance  of  baptism  for  his  children.  I  recollect 
of  Mr.  Gebbie,  during  one  of  his  Sabbath  services  m  Dunlop  Church — I  think  it  was 
in  the  latter  end  of  October,  1860 — saying  that  he  knew  the  converts  by  their  counte- 

F  nances — ^that  he  saw  God  looking  out  of  their  eyes,  and  Christ  looking  out  of  their 
eyes.  I  heard  him  using  both  expressions.  On  a  Sabbath  in  the  same  month — I 
cannot  say  whether  it  was  the  same  day  or  not — ^I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie,  when  about 
concluding  his  discourse  (in  Dunlop  Church),  say  that  he  must  finish  or  hasten  to  a 
conclusion,  as  he  saw  firom  the  appearance  of  some  before  him  that  he  had  more 

G  important  work  on  hand.  At  the  evening  meetings  at  the  end  of  1860,  to  which  I 
have  been  speaking,  I  have  heard  Richard  Weaver  s  hymns  sung  over  and  over  again. 
I  knew  them  to  be  Richard  Weaver's.  I  have  a  distinct  recollection  of  hearing  the 
fourteenth  hymn  in  the  collection  sung  on  the  evening  of  the  23d  of  October.  I  nave 
a  copy  of  the  book  out  of  which  tlie  hymns  were  sung.     And  the  witness  being 

H  called  on,  produces  the  same,  which  is  marked  and  docqueted,  and  subscribed  as 
relative  hereto.  I  do  not  remember  of  Mr.  Gebbie  specially  recommending  these 
hymns,  but  they  were  sung  at  all  the  revival  meetings  I  attended.  They  were 
always  sung  to  common  secular  song  times.  '^  ^^%  Hopkins  "  was  a  favourite  tune 
to  which  they  were  sung,  and  there  were  others  of  the  same  kind.     At  the  revival 

I  meeting  on  the  22d  of  October,  1860, 1  thought  Mr.  Gebbie's  gestures  were  unusual 
and  striking.  He  clapped  his  hands  aloud,  diropped  down  in  the  precentor's  desk  on 
his  knees,  swung  his  arms  around  him,  and  beat  upon  the  sides  of  the  desk  in  a  very 
excited  looking  manner.  At  this  particular  time  there  was  decorum  and  quiet 
among  the  people.     Immediately  after  the  preliminary  service  that  night  was  con- 

J  eluded,  Mr.  Gebbie  gave  liberty  for  conversation,  whereupon  a  number  of  those  who 
were  converted,  or  said  to  be  converted,  arose,  and  began  conversing  with  people  in 
different  parts  of  the  church.  Shortly  after  this  the  singing  of  hymns  began  in  the 
vestry,  and  was  heard  in  the  church;  and  this,  with  we  conversations  which  were 
going  on  in  the  church,  produced  a  stir  and  commotion  among  the  people,  which 

K  gradually  increased  till  aoout  ten  o'clock,  or  thereby,  when  I  left  the  meeting.  I 
retumea  to  the  meeting  about  twelve  o'clock  that  night,  or  between  twelve  and  one 
on  the  following  morning.  The  proceedings  were  still  going  on,  and  the  stir  and 
commotion  had  greatly  increased.  The  turmoil  and  excitement  which  then  prevailed 
was  extraordinary.    There  were  comparatively  few  of  the  people  sitting  in  the  seats. 

I^umbers 
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Numbers  were  moving  through  the  church  from  one  place  to  another,  as  if  it  was  a  A   WittumBoti. 
common  thoroughfare.     Some  were  stamping  and  jumping  on  the  tops  of  the  seats,  ■ 

and  shouting  out  at  the  tops  of  their  voices.  Some  singing  in  groups  in  different 
parts  of  the  church,  beating  time  to  the  music  with  their  feet  upon  the  seats.  They 
were  singing  different  hymns  to  different  tunes.  Mr*  Gebbie  was  in  the  church 
when  these  proceedings  were  going  on.  He  seemed  to  have  thrown  up  all  restraint  B 
or  control  over  the  meeting.  He  was  moving  £rom  place  to  place.  I  have  no 
recollection  of  seeing  Mr.  Geobie,  on  this  occasion,  doing  anything  whatever  to  quell 
the  tumult.  It  was  during  the  preliminary  service  at  the  commencement  of  this 
meeting  that  I  observed  the  extraordinary  motions  of  Mr.  Gebbie,  of  which  I  have 
spoken.  At  a  meeting  in  the  same  place  on  the  following  night  (viz.,  the  23d  of  C 
October),  I  observed  Mr.  Gebbie,  about  eleven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  go  up  into  the 
precentor's  desk  and  wave  his  arm.  It  had  a  most  magical  effect,  as  all  betook  them- 
selves immediately  to  their  seats.  It  was  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  that  I  left  the 
meeting  of  the  evening  of  the  22d,  and  I  left  the  meeting  of  the  23d  about  ten  o'clock. 
There  was  excitement  also  at  the  last-mentioned  meeting,  and  the  whole  church  was  D 
in  an  uproar.  In  the  address  on  the  evening  of  the  23a,  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say, 
that  whilst  in  this  life  a  man  with  the  Bible  in  his  hand  may  be  as  sure  and  certain 
of  heaven  as  if  he  were  in  it  I  remember  of  Mr.  Gebbie,  in  his  pulpit  service 
on  the  last  Sunday  of  October,  1860,  preaching  about  the  revival  movement. 
I  considered  Mr.  Gebbie's  sermon  that  day  as  a  vindication  of  the  revival  movement  £ 
generally,  and  of  all  the  proceedings  connected  with  it.  And  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie 
say  that  tliere  would  be  excitement  both  in  heaven  and  hell,  and  I  understood  him  to 
sa^  this  in  vindication  of  the  excitement  going  on  in  the  parish.  As  to  the  converts 
being  mad,  he  said  they  were  not  half  mad  enough,  or  not  one-tenth  part  mad 
enough ;  and  immediately  after  that  he  said,  *'  Woula  to  God  they  were  a  great  many  F 
times  madder,  and  that  their  numbers  might  be  greatly  increased."  He  defended 
the  loud  singing,  and  said  that  God  did  not  keep  an  ell-wand  to  measure  the  extent 
of  His  people's  voices;  and  that  he  (Mr.  Gebbie)  would  not  fault  them  although  they 
were  blowing  the  roof  off  the  church,  or  even  rending  the  veiy  heavens,  interro- 
gated, Had  the  observations  which  Mr.  Gebbie  made  as  to  the  mockery  of  those  who  Q 
were  not  converted,  or  who  had  not  found  Christ,  coming  to  the  Lord's  table,  the 
effect,  within  your  knowledge,  of  keeping  back  any  from  coming  forward  to  the 
communion  in  November?  Depones,  I  £iow  of  some  who  spoke  to  myself,  who 
said  they  did  not  know  what  to  do  in  consequence  of  what  Mr.  Gebbie  bad  said ; 
and,  in  point  of  fitct,  considerably  fewer  did  communicate  on  that  occasion  than  the  H 
usual  number.  I  recollect,  at  the  meeting  on  the  23d  of  October,  of  Mr.  Gebbie 
addressing  David  Logan,  and  directing  his  attention  to  the  latter  clause  of  the  8th 
verse  of  uie  5th  chapter  of  Romans,  '*  Christ  died  for  us."  Mt.  Gebbie  said  to  him, 
"What  does  *  us '  mean?"  Logan  replied,  "  You  or  me."  Mr.  Gebbie  did  not  ap- 
pear to  be  satisfied  with  this  answer,  and  put  it  to  him  again.  What  did  "  us "  I 
mean  ?  and  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  Logan  replied,  "  AU  those  for  whom  Christ 
died."  This  did  not  seem  yet  to  satis^  Mr.  Gebbie.  I  then  myself  said  to  Logan, 
"  Are  vou  not  able  to  say  that  Christ  died  for  you  individually  ?"  Upon  myr  saying 
this,  Mr.  Gebbie  immediately  shut  his  Bible^  and  said  to  me,  "  You  have  finished  it, 
Mr.  Ross."  Logan  had  no  time  to  give  any  answer  before  Mr.  Gebbie  so  addressed  J 
himself  to  me ;  and  Mr.  Gebbie  said  to  me,  "  You  must  not  suggest  anything.  He  must 
just  be  left  until  he  can  take  it  to  himself,"  or  "  till  the  Holy  Spirit  move  him  to  ap- 
propriate it  to  himself"  I  forget  which  expression  he  used  Mr.  Gebbie  added 
that  he  had  been  the  means,  through  this  text,  of  converting  a  considerable  number. 
I  recollect  of  being  at  a  meeting  of  session  in  the  vestry  of  the  church  in  the  begin-  K 


put 
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WiOkmMoM.  A  question  to  him  at  iJL  His  tmswec  at  last,  to  the  best  of  my  recollection,  uras,  f*  Well, 

■  I  cannot  say — ^Well,  I  am  not  sure."    1  had  the  Confession  ofFaUh  in  my  pockety 

and  I  took  it  out  and  read  to  him  the  172d  question  of  the  Larger  Catechism.     Mr. 

Gebbie  immediately  said  that  that  referred  to  the  Lord's  table,    I  then  turned  to  the 

18th  chapter  of  the  Confession^  and  referred  Mr.  Gebbie  to  it,  and  at  the  pame  time 

B  put  the  book  into  his  hands.    Instead  of  reading  it,  as  I  expected  he  would  do^  he 

laid  it  down  upon  the  table,  and  gave  me  no  answer  at  all.    Mr.  James  Wilsoa  had 

previously  put  to  l^Ir.  Gebbie  the  same  question  that  I  had,  without  getting  any 

answer. 

ItUerrxfgatedfor  the  Defender. — Depones,  I  am  registrar  in  the  parish  of  Duplop.    Jii- 

C  terrogated,  Since  the  revival  meetings  began  in  Dimlop  pansh,  have  you  observed  any 
change  for  the  better  in  the  morality  or  seriousness  of  the  inhabitants?  Depqueai 
Well,  as  to  the  seriousness,  there  are,  no  doubt,  some  who  say  they  have  been  beper 
fited,  and  I  hope  it  may  be  the  case,  but  more  than  that  I  cannot  say,  so  far  as 
seriousness  is  concerned.    And  with  regard  to  morality  or  immorality  thete  has  been 

D  a  favourable  change  in  the  year  1861,  as  compared  with  I860,  in  the  matter  of 
illegitimate  births.  There  were  none  at  all  in  1861,  and  six  the  year  before.  I  hare 
heiurd  Mr.  Gebbie,  on  the  Lord's  Day,  preaching  at  a  diet  of  worship  three  weeks 
after  the  evening  meeting  at  which  he  said  we  might  all  believe  before  we  left  the 
pews,  and  on  that  occasion  he  said  that  he  never  preached  up  man's  ability.     As  far 

B  as  I  remember,  the  evening  meetings  which  I  attended  commenced  with  the  singing 
of  a  psalm  or  paraphrase.  I  think  I  myself  may  have  joined  in  the  singins  of 
Weaver's  hjonns.  1  have  sung  them  to  the  secular  tunes  which  were  in  use  on  these 
occasions.  I  think  it  was  during  his  preliminary  address  that  Mr.  Gebbie  was  kneel- 
ing, and  using  the  extraordinary  gestures  I  have  detailed.     Interrogated,  After  Mr. 

F  Gebbie  had  laid  down  the  Confession  of  Faith  in  the  session-house,  was  there  any 
more  passed  betwixt  you  ?  Depones,  I  lifted  the  book  and  read  a  section  or  two 
out  ot  the  Confession  of  Faith.  I  still  failed  in  getting  any  direct  or  satisfactory 
answer  from  Mr.  Gebbie.  I  then  said  that  I  now  had,  on  two  public  occasions, 
declared  my  belief  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  as  contained  in  the  Confession  of 

G  Faith;  that  I  still  adhered  to  them;  and  that  it  was  still  my  Confession  of  Faith. 
Mr.  Gebbie  immediately  replied,  ^^  It  is  my  Confession  of  Faith  too;"  and  I  did  not 
think  that  he  treated  the  book  with  any  disrespect.  When  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  of  the 
necessity  of  people  going  on  their  backs,  I  understood  him  to  speak  fi^rativdy.  I 
have  not,  during  the  period  to  which  my  examination  relatea,  heard  Mr.  Gebbie 

H  address  sermons  specially  to  the  imconverted.  I  do  not  recollect  any  time  when  a 
preparation  sermon,  or  fencing  of  the  tables,  has  had  the  effect  of  keeping  back 

Eersons  from  the  Lord's  table,  except  the  occasion  I  have  spoken  to.     Interrogated, 
fsuch  had  been  the  case,  would  you  have  thought  it  to  be  an  extraordinary  thing? 
Depones,  I  do  not  know  what  I  would  have  thought  if  such  a  thing  had  happened. 
I  Interrogated,  Is  it  not  the  object  of  such  addresses  to  keep  back  imworthy  cos^ 
municants  ?    Depones,  Yes,  it  is.     Interrogated,  Was  the  statement  which  Mr.  Gebbie 
made  about  an  ell-wand  not  this,  *^  That  God  had  not  given  us  an  ell-wand,''  or  words 
to  that  effect  8    Depones,  To  the  best  of  my  recollection,  the  words  were  as  I  before 
stated  them.    With  the  exception  of  the  meeting  on  the  evening  of  the  23d,  there 
J  was  qmet  and  order  in  the  church  till  the  first  blessing  was  pronounced  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  preliminary  service.    The  prayer  meetings  used  to  be  held  in  the 
Earish  school-room  until  about  two  years  SLgo  last  Martinmas.    They  ceased  to  be 
eld  there  because  the  heritors  forbid  it    Tney  said  it  was  to  be  used  for  none  but 
its  legitimate  purpose.     I  have  no  recollection  of  hearing  the  word  ^*  chaw"  used  by 
E  Mf.  Gebbie  in  a  sermon  more  than  once. 

Me-tnUrro^aied  for  ike  Libellers. — ^Depones,  The  heritors  did  not  prohibit,  specially, 
prayer  meetings  from  being  held  in  the  parish  school,  but  only  gave  a  general  order 
that  no  meetings  of  any  kind  were  to  be  held  there,  but  that  the  school  was  to  be 
used  fpr  its  legitimate  purpose ;  and  it  was  in  consequence  of  that  general  order

that  I  ceased  to  give  it  for  prajer  meetings.    There  had  been  meetings  of  yariohs  A 
other  kinds  held  in  the  school-house.     It  consists  with  mj  knowledge,  that  objec- 
tions were  made  to  isome  of  these  other  meetings,  and  this  caused  the  issuing  of  the 
general  ord^r  above  mentioned.     Interrogated,  As  you  made  a  statement  in  your 
cross-examination  about  people  lying  on  their  backs,  as  to  which  nothing  was  said 
in  the  examination  in  chief,  will  you  now  state  all  you  ever  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  B 
on  that  subject  ?   Depones,  All  that  I  ever  recollect  of  Mr.  Gebbie  ever  saying  on  that 
subject  was,  that  we  must  be  on  our  back,  or  be  down  upon  our  back.     It  Was  in 
reference  to  that  that  I  said  that  I  understood  Mr.  Oebbie  to  be  speaking  figuratively. 
I  have  no  recollection  of  ever  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie  using  these  expressions  in  con- 
nection with  prayer.     I  was  not  excited  myself  when  smging  Weaver's  hymns,  as  C 
above  deponed  to.    The  revival  movement  commenced  in  the  parish  of  Dunlop 
somewhere  about  July,  1869.     There  were  six  illegitimate  births  registered  in  the 
parish  in  the  year  1860.     The  total  births  in  that  year,  including  illegitimate,  was 
thirty.     I  cannot  tell  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  in  1859,  but  they  were  fewer 
than  six.   Interrogated  if  there  were  more  than  two?   Depones,  I  cannot  say.    Perhaps  D 
not ;  perhaps  there  might  be  only  one,  for  that  matter.  I  cannot  say.  There  were  more 
illegitimate  births  in  1860  than  ever  occurred  during  my  time  there.     A  considerable 
number  of  persons  have  ceased  to  attend  the  parish  church  since  the  revival  mbve- 
mcnt  commenced.    The  falling  off  in  the   attendance  is  palpable  and  marked. 
Interrogated,  How  many  families  have  ceased  to  attend  the  church  ?    Depones,  I  fi 
do  not  know.     I  have  written  nearly  fifty  certificates;     I  mean  that  nearly  fifty 
communicants  have  lifted  their  certificates  in  consequence  of  their  dissatisfiiction. 
Interrogated,  Have  not  forty  families,  at  least,  ceased  to  attend  the  church?    De- 
pones, I  cannot  tell.     I  never  made  any  calculation.     And  being  asked  again  to 
consider  the  question,  depones,  I  have  no  doubt  that,  including  old  and  young;  at  F 
least  one  hundred  individuals  have  left  the  church  since  the  revival  movement 
commenced. — ^AU  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.    Sixty-fivfe  words  and 
four  figures  delete.

The  rresbytery  of  Irvine  being  met  and  constituted,  proceeded  to  hear  the 
continuation  of  proof  for  me  libellers  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Gebbie. 

Compearisd  James  WtLie  CtJNNlNGHAM,  clerk,  residing  in  Stewarton,  who,  beilig 
Solemnly  sworn  and  examined,  depoi\es,  I  am  a  clerk,  and  reside  in  Stewarton.  I  '^ 
attended  five  or  six  revival  meetings  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop,  in  the  months  of 
October  and  November,  1860;  I  attended  these  meetings  in  consequence  of  what  I 
heard  of  the  excitement  going  on  there.  The  first  meeting  that  I  attended  was  iii 
the  church,  on  the  evening  of  Monday,  the  22d  of  that  month  of  October.  I  was 
also  at  a  similar  meeting  in  the  same  place  on  the  following  evening  (Tuesday).  On  K 
the  Motiday  evening  I  was  accompanied  by  an  acquaintance  from  Stewarton.  We 
got  to  the  church  between  six  and  seven  o'clock,  and  before  the  Services  had  com- 
menced, and  we  went  in  and  took  a  seat  in  a  pew.  Mr.  Gebbie  was  then  iii  the 
precentor's  desk.    The  services  commenced  by  singmg  a  paraphrase,  which  was

A  about  ten  minutes  after  we  went  in.  After  the  paraphrase,  Mr.  Gebbie  prayed,  and 
then  gave  an  address.  The  subject  was  the  prodigal  son.  Before  the  paraphrase  was 
sung,  Mr.  Gebbie  made  some  remarks  upon  the  paraphrase  while  he  was  reading  it 
Mr.  Gebbie  remarked  that  we  only  required  to  look  to  Christ  in  order  to  be  saved. 
I  understood  firom  what  he  said  that  this  was  all  we  required  to  do  to  be  saved.     In 

B  singing  the  paraphrase  the  singing  was  very  loud,  accompanied  with  swaying  of  the 
body,  and  waving  of  books  in  their  hands,  on  the  part  of  a  good  many  of  the  con- 
gregation. After  the  paraphrase,  Mr.  Gebbie  prayed,  in  the  course  of  which  he  took 
up  successively  various  slips  of  paper,  from  which  he  read  that  prayers  were  desired, 
such  as  one  for  an  unconverted  fatner,  another  for  an  unconverted  uncle,  and  so  on; 

0  and  others  for  several  towns  by  name,  some  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  others  at  a 
distance.  Part  of  the  address  on  the  prodigal  son  was  connected,  and  part  was  not. 
The  part  which  was  not  connected  consisted  of  short  spasmodic  sentences,  such  as, 
*'  Gome  to  Jesus,"  "  Come  to  Jesus,"  Mr.  Gebbie  stated  that  any  of  those  present 
might  obtain  salvation  immediately,  yea  even  before  they  left  the  pews  in  which  they 

D  were  sitting.  During  the  address  I  saw  one  young  man  carried,  or  rather  assisted 
out  of  a  pew  near  where  I  was,  and  taken  along  the  passage  leading  to  the  vestry, 
and  I  heard  a  shout  from  near  the  pulpit,  '*  Another  soul  saved,"  or  **  Another  soul 
for  Christ,"  or  it  might  be  both.  1  cannot  say  whether  it  was  Mr.  Gebbie,  or  another, 
that  so  cried.     Just  at  the  same  time  a  party  began  singing  at  the  other  end  of  the 

E  church.  It  was  one  of  Bichard  Weaver's  hymns  he  was  singing,  beginning  with  the 
words,  "  Glory  be  to  God  on  high,  Jesus  Christ  is  passing  By.  I  cannot  say  what 
the  tune  was,  but  I  considered  it  to  be  reel  time.  It  was  a  secular  tune,  ana  not  a 
psalm  tune.  This  singing  was  immediately  followed  by  four  or  five  others  sin^ng 
m  other  parts  of  the  church.     They  were  singing  different  words  from  Richara 

F  Weaver's  hymns,  and  to  different  tunes.  There  was  a  great  commotion  in  the 
church,  and  this  continued  till  Mr.  Gebbie  quelled  it^  which  he  did  by  waving  his 
hand  from  the  precentor's  desk.  This  act  was  immediately  followed  by  silence,  on 
which  Mr.  Gebbie  desired  those  who  were  standing  in  the  passages  to  go  up  to  the  Free 
Church,  or  the  school-room,  to  give  room  for  "  God's  chilaren"  to  go  about  their  work, 

G  as  he  knew  by  their  eyes  there  would  be  a  great  number  of  prostrations  that  night. 
I  remained  for  some  time  after  this  in  the  parish  church.  Young  men  and  women 
were  going  aboiit  the  church  with  books  m  their  hands,  and  speaking  to  parties  in 
the  pews.  There  were  various  groups  throughout  the  church,  standing  on  the  seats, 
and  some  on  the  bookboards,  singing  Richard  Weaver's  hymns.     There  was  consider- 

H  able  noise  in  the  church  both  from  the  singing  and  fi-om  the  movements  of  the 
people's  feet.  They  were  moving  their  feet  keeping  time  to  the  music.  The  tunes 
were  all  secular  music,  some  of  them  comic,  ana  there  were  the  motions  as  of  danc- 
ing, keeping  time  with  the  feet  to  the  tunes.  I  heard  the  hymn  "  Christ  for  me," 
sung  to  the  tune  of  "  Silly  Silly  Tommy  Tomkins  and  Pretty  Pretty  Polly  Hopkins." 

1  It  is  a  comic  duet.  Another  was  "  Wait  for  the  Waggon,"  and  another  was  "  Betsy 
Baker,"  and  there  were  others  besides.  Several  times  in  the  course  of  the  evening 
Mr.  Gebbie  went  into  the  precentor's  desk  and  obtained  silence  in  the  way  already 
described,  and  addressed  remarks  to  the  people.  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  on  one  of  these 
occasions  tell  the  people  to  go  down  upon  their  backs.    His  words  were  that  they 

J  were  to  go  "down,  down,  down  flat^  flat  on  their  backs;"  and  if  they  could  not  find 
room  in  the  passages  they  were  to  go  out  and  lie  down  upon  the  gravestones,  and  to 
look  up  ana  they  would  see  Christ.  On  this  Monday  evening  I  heard  Mr.. 
Gebbie  say  that  he  had  himself  seen  Christ  that  morning.  Mr.  Gebbie  said  this 
on  one  of  those  occasions  when  he  was  telling  the  people  to  go  out  and  lie  upon 

K  their  backs  and  they  would  see  Christ.  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  "  I  saw  Christ  myself  this 
morning."  He  said  he  could  not  obtain  a  view  of  his  face,  as  it  was  covered 
by  the  folds  of  his  garment.  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  of  the  beauty  of  our  Saviour's 
person,  and  of  the  holes  in  His  side.  Mr.  Gebbie  said  he  had  pressed  to  see  the 
face  of  Christi  but  he  was  told  that  he  would  not  see  His  face  till  he  saw  it 
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in  glory.     I  uDderstood  Mr.  Gebble  to  mean  that  the  people  should  literally  lie  A     Jamu  WyUe 
ut»on  their  backs;  and  I  understood  him  also  to  mean  literallj^  that  he  had  seen  Cunnmgkam, 

Cnrist.    In  one  of  these  occasional  addresses  in  the  course  of  tms  Monday  evening,  -»~— 

I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  justifying  the  singing  of  Weaver's  hymns  by  telling  them  of 
a  beautiful  song  he  had  heard  when  he  was  between  Saltcoats  and  Ardrossan  late 
at  night,   sung  by  a  party  somewhere   near  a  bridge,  the  words  being,   "  Rest  B 
for  the  weary."      This  Mr.  Gebbie  half  sung  in   a  whining  sort  of  way.      Im- 
mediately after  these  occasional  addresses,  the  noises  commenced  again,  and  con- 
tinued dl  the  time  I  was  there,  which  was  till  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
There  were  people  passing  backwards  and  forwards  constantly  through  the  church, 
excepting  during  the  addresses.    There  were  people  going  backwards  and  forwards  C 
over  the  seats,  both  males  and  females.    This  was  carried  to  an  extent  of  indecency 
many  females  passing  over  the  tops  of  the  seats  and  exposing  their  persons ;  and  one 
girl  passed  in  this  way  over  the  top  of  the  seat  between  me  and  my  friend,  where  we 
were  sitting.     I  saw  yoimg  men  and  women  in  groups,  some  with  their  arms  round 
each  others'  waists,  and  others  with  their  arms  round  each  others'  necks,  and  singing  D 
together.     I  saw  one  young Voman  who  made  herself  very  conspicuous  both  this 
Monday  night  and  the  night  following.     She  addressed  various  people,  as  if  wishing 
to  convert  them,  and  when  an3rthing  funny  was  said  to  her,  she  would  hold  down  her 
head  and  laugh.     She  appeared  to  be  fond  of  anything  funny  being  said  to  her. 
The  youn^  men  and  women  who  had  their  arms  around  each  other  were  swaying  and  E 
dancmg  with  their  feet,  keeping  time  to  the  music.    The  scene  was  past  description. 
It  was  a  little  past  nine  o'clock  when  I  went  to  the  meeting  on  the  Tuesday  night. 
The  preparatory  services  were  over,  and  there  was  noise  and  confusion  going  on. 
The  very  same  scenes  went  on  this  night  which  I  have  described  as  occurring  on  the 
Monday  night.     In  the  course  of  this  Tuesday  evening,  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  F 
there  was  no  salvation  for  a  man  when  he  was  standing,  none  for  him  when  he  was 
sitting,  none  for  him  when  he  was  on  his  knees,  but  that  he  must  be  down,  down  flat 
upon  his  back*    There  was  more  noise  and  confusion  that  evening  than  on  the  pre- 
vious night.     I  observed  a  big  stout  woman  of  about  twelve  stones  weight  lean  her 
head  down  as  if  in  a  swoon,  or  as  if  overcome  by  the  heat,  on  which  a  woman  on  Q 
each  side  of  her  took  hold  of  her  by  the  oxters,  and  lifled  her  up  and  down,  dumping 
her  on  the  seat  in  the  same  way  as  a  farmer  would  a  sack  of  com.   At  the  same  time 
several  young  women  came,  some  before  and  some  behind  her,  and  commenced  sing- 
ing, "  Be  in  time,  be  in  time,"  and  "  Only  believe  and  you  shall  be  saved,"  being  two 
of  Weaver's  hymns.    Those  behind  knocked  her  on  the  back  with  their  books,  and  H 
those  before  her  were  singing  and  waving  their  books,  and  this  they  continued  to  do 
for  about  an  hour.    The  woman  was  perspiring  very  much,  and  looked  about  with 
a  very  pitiful  eye.    When  these  scenes  were  going  on  on  both  these  nights,  Mr. 
Gebbie  was  present,  and  going  through  among  ue  people.     Mr.  Gebbie  appeared  to 
approve  of  the  singing,  and  I  saw  him  clapping  his  hands.     On  the  Tuesday  evening  I 
a  man  came  up  to  me  in  the  church,  ana  said  to  me  in  a  very  peremptory  way, 
**  Have  you  found  Christ?"     I  said  it  was  no  business  of  his  whether  I  nad  or  not. 
He  then  said  to  me,  ''  Confess  your  sins  and  you  will  then  find  Christ;"  to  which  I 
replied,  I  owned  no  father  confessor,  I  was  not  a  Roman  Catholic.    I  then  remon- 
strated with  him  on  the  impropriety  of  his  putting  such  questions,  and  on  the  con-  J 
duct  that  was  going  on  in  the  church ;  and  I  asked  him.  Was  he  not  afraid  that  the 
authorities  would  put  a  stop  to  the  proceedings  ?    The  man  then  said,  "  Do  you 
believe — do  you  believe  ?  "    I  said  that  I  believed  that  I  saw  a  scene  of  confusion, 
and  uproar,  and  disorder  before  me.     That  was  a  fact,  I  said,  to  which  I  could  not 
shut  my  eyes,  and  that  if  he  threw  away  the  spectacles  of  his  enthusiasm  he  would  K 
see  it  too.    He  said.  These  were  God's  children  worshipping  God.    I  said  that  to  my 
imperfect  judgment  it  appeared  more  like  mockery.    He  thereupon  shook  bis  fist  in 
my  face,  and  said  that  I  was  damned  eternally.    I  told  him  that  ne  had  no  authority 
to  damn  me,  and  as  little  to  shake  his  fist  in  my  face,  and  that  if  he  did  so  again  X

Cpmneared  Ain>B£W  Tem^l^tok,  lessee  of  the  Aitket  Saw-Mill,  in  the  parish 
of  Dunlop.  who,  being  solemnly  sworn  ^nd  examined,  depones^  I  am  fifly-four  years 
of  age,  ana  a  member  of  the  church.    I  was  a  member  of  Mr.  Gebbie's  congregation 
since  he  came  to  the  parish,  until  December,  1860,  when  I  ceased  to  attend  the  7 
parish  phurch.     I  left  because  I  was  not  satisfied  with  the  teachings  that  were  going 
on.    I  recollect  of  being  in  the.  Church  of  Dunlop  on  a  Sunday  towards  the  end  of 
1860,  ^d  \  think  it  wa^  in  the  pipnth  of  ^epteipb^r.     Mr.  Gebbie  told  us  upon  that 
occasion  (during  the  diet  of  public  worship)  that  when  he  was  going  home  oetween 
Saltcoats  Church  and  Manse  the  previous  Sunday,  he  having  been  preaching  there,  Q 
he  had  foj^jhered  with  an  old  ma^  at  whom  he  had  enquired  if  ne  had  been  at 
church.    Tl^Q  man,  he  said,  had  replied  that  he  did  not  trouble  it  much,  but  that  he 
had  read  the  most  of  Coiinthi^s  ths^t  day,  on  which  Mr.  Gebbie  had  told  him  that  it 
did  not  matter  if  hp  had  eaten  Corinthians ;  if  he  had  not  found  Christ  he  would  be 
lost.   I  understood  Mr.  Gebbie  to  mean  that  there  was  no  use  reading  in  Corinthians,  ^ 
or  in  the  Testan^qnt  at  all,  if  we  had  not  found  Christ.     I  recollect  of  being  in 
Du|ilpp  Church  on  Sunday,  the  21st  of  October.    At  the  conclusion  of  his  sermon  on 
this  pccasion  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  must  hasten  to  conclude,  as  he  had  more 
ipapprtai^t  woz)c  to  do  than  preaching,  for  he  saw  Christ  looking  out  of  a  good  many 
of  their  eyes^  an^  he  wished  to  be  down  lunong  them  to  3ave  their  souls.

■  the  music  with  their  feet  and  bodies.  Interrogated,  Why  did  you  leave  the 
eeting?  Depones,  Just  because  it  got  into  an  uproar.  One  man  who  was 
anding  beside  me  asked  me  if  I  had  found  Christ,  and  I  answered  that  I  kcnt  no 
Ids.  I  asked  the  man  if  he  had  found  Christ,  and  he  said  no,  but  that  he  hoped  to 
t  so  as  he  had  been  anxious  for  a  day  or  two.

greater  mockery  out  of  helL    Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  was  moved  by  the  Holy  Spirit         Templeton. 
to  say  this.    The  communion  took  place  in  the  following  month,  and  this  statement  of  — 

Mr.  Gebbie's,  and  what  I  had  heard  before,  preventeame  firom  going  to  the  com- 
munion, and  others  told  me  that  they  also  had  been  prevented  by  that  statement  of 
Mr.  Gebbie's.    I  was  at  a  weekly  prayer  meeting,  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop,  previous  B 
to  the  17th  of  October,  and  I  think  it  would  be  m  September.    On  this  occasion  Mr. 
Gebbie  asked  for  a  show  of  hands  from  those  who  had  found  Christ.     I  did  not 
observe  any  hold  up  their  hands.    Mr.  Gebbie,  on  this,  said  he  did  not  know  what 
had  become  of  the  converts  he  had  made,  because  when  he  attended  a  meeting 
where  Bichard  Weaver  had  asked  them  to  give  a  show  of  hands  in  the  same  way,  C 
he  (Mr.  Gebbie)  had  held  up,  not  one  hand  only,  but  both  his  hands.    On  this  same 
evening  Mr.  Gebbie  stopped  in  his  prayer  to  give  an  opportunity,  as  he  said,  for 
silent  prayer.     At  the  last  revival  meeting  at  which  I  was  present  in  Dunlop 
Church,  at  which  Mr.  Gebbie  presided,  and  which,  I  think,  would  be  about  the 
beginning  of  December,  the  proceedings  were  much  more  quiet  than  they  had  been  D 
in  October.     I  was  in  Dunlop  Church  on  the  last  Sunday  of  October,  1860,  when 
Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  of  people  finding  fault  with  the  loud  singing,  and  he  made  a 
remark  to  the  effect  that  God  did  not  keep  a  yard-wand  to  measure  the  extent  of 
their  voices,  and  that  if  he  tried  to  stop  the  young  converts  from  singing  loud  they 
would  burst.     Either  on  this  occasion,  or  one  previous,  Mr.  Gebbie  said  he  wished  E 
the  roof  had  been  off,  or  blown  oS,  I  cannot  say  which,  and  all  the  ministers  in  the 
district  hanging  in  the  air  to  see  what  was  goinff  on  in  Dunlop  Church. 

Interroffctted  for  the  Defender. — ^Depones,  I  first  became  dissatisfied  with  Mr. 
Gebbie's  preaching  when  he  got  upon  tne  subject  of  the  revivals,  two  or  three  years 
ago,  when  thev  first  began  in  America.    I  was  not  at  the  communion  before  the  one  F 
to  which  I  said  that  I  was  prevented  going  forward  by  the  statements  of  Mr.  Gebbie. 
I  do  not  think  that  I  was  at  the  one  before  that  either.     It  might  be  about  two 
^ears,  or  perhaps  not  above  one,  that  I  had  ceased  to  attend.    There  have  been  two 
m  the  year  since  Mr.  Gebbie  came.    I  do  not  consider  that  I  ceased  to  go  firom  anv 
dealings  that  Mr.  Gebbie  had  with  me  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.    Interrogated,  G 
Had  Mr.  Gebbie  not  told  you  that  he  could  not  admit  you  to  the  Lord's  table  ? 
Depones,  Not  that  I  recollect  of.    Mr.  Gebbie  never,  that  I  recollect  of,  told  me 
that  he  could  not  admit  me  on  account  of  intemperance.     I  may  have  given  that  as 
my  reason  for  not  going  forward,  either  to  Mr.  Gebbie  or  some  other  person  in  the 
parish,  but  I  do  not  recollect.    I  have  a  certificate  here  from  Mr.  Gebbie  that  he  has  H 
nothing  against  me.     I  think  I  was  at  one  revival  meeting  after  I  left  off  attending 
the  churcn.    Interrogated,  Were  you  at  any  revival  meeting  after  you  left  the 
church  when  you  were  the  worse  of  liquor?    Depones,  I  looked  in  one  night  on 
the  way  home  firom  Stewarton  with  Hugh  Brown.    We  had  been  in  a  publi(Wxouse 
by  the  way,  and  had  a  glass.     Hugh  Brown  was  not  in  the  public-house  with  mo.  I 
And  the  Question  being  repeated.  Depones,  Yes.    Brown  asked  me  to  go  in,  and  I 
was  in  only  for  a  few  minutes.    I  cannot  say  when  that  was.     It  was  before  the 
New  Year.    I  do  not  know  on  what  subject^  or  firom  what  text,  Mr.  Gebbie  was 
speaking  when  he  said  that  in&nts  who  died  were  sure  to  be  lost     I  went  to  the 
evening  meetings  with  a  desire  to  profit  by  them.     I  did  not  join  in  the  singing  of  J 
the  hymns.     I  nave  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  at  a  meeting  pronounce  a  blessinjg,  and  tnen 
say  that  the  anxious  might  remain  behind.

JameNisbtL  Compeared  James  Nisbbt^  farmer,  Gameshill,  in  the  parish  of  Dunlop,  who, 

E  being  solemnly  sworn  and  examined,  depones,  I  am  above  sixty  years  of  age,  and 

am  a  member  of  the  church,  and  I  have  attended  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  since 
I  came  to  the  parish,  which  is  twelve  years  past,  and  till  within  about  twelve  months. 
The  last  Sunday  I  was  in  the  church  was  on  the  11th  of  November,  1860,  and  I 
have  left  the  church  because  I  was  dissatisfied  with  the  on*goings  and  with  tha 

F  expressions  I  have  heard  used  from  the  pulpit.  I  was  in  the  Parish  Church  of 
Dunlop  on  a  Sunday  in  the  end  of  October,  1860,  at  the  ordinary  diet  of  public 
worship.  Mr.  Gebbie  told  us,  in  the  course  of  his  sermon,  that  an  unconverted  man 
had  no  right  to  pray;  that  he  had  no  God  to  pray  to;  that  he  might  as  well  pray 
to  the  back  of  his  chair.     I  drew  the  conclusion  from  what  Mr.  Gebbie  then  said, 

Q  that  we  were  forbidden  from  prayer  unless  we  were  converted ;  and  my  own  im- 
pression from  what  he  said  was,  that  it  was  the  same  as.  if  we  were  praying  to  an 
idol.  Either  on  that  Sabbath,  or  on  another  Sabbath  in  October,  Mr.  Gebbie  said, 
from  the  pulpit  in  Dunlop  Church,  that  it  was  in  the  power  of  every  one  to  be 
converted  before  he  lefl  these  pews.     Mr.  Gebbie  gave  no  explanation  of  this  that 

H  I  could  gather  anything  satisfactory  from.  Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie,  on  lliat 
occasion,  say  anything  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
enable  a  man  tQ  believe  or  be  converted?  Depones,  No.  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  no 
man  could  be  converted  but  he  would  know  of  it.  I  was  led  to  believe,  in  my  own 
mind,  from  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  that  no  man  could  be  in  a  state  of  salvation  nnless 

I  he  was  assured  of  his  salvation.  On  another  Sunday — I  think  it  was  the  fi8th  of 
October — when  I  was  in  church  during  the  ordinary  diet  of  public  worship,  Mr. 
Gebbie  said,  in  the  course  of  his  sermon,  that  he  knew  the  converted  fix)m  the 
unconverted,  because  he  saw  God  looking  out  of  their  eyes,  and  Christ  looking  ont  of 
their  eyes.     This  was  the  Sunday  before  the  communion.     On  this  occasion,  towards 

J  the^  end  of  his  discourse,  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  knew  there  were  a  great  many 
desirous  of  joining  the  incoming  communion.  He  said  that,  although  he  had  not  got 
his  classes  so  well  attended  to  as  usual,  God  had,  as  it  wercj  taken  the  work  out  of 
his  hands;  and  he  added,  "I'll  admit  every  one  that  will  come  forward  and  say, 
*  Christ  for  me.* "     Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  God  had  taught  them  more  in  two  minutes 

K  than  he  could  do  in  two  months.  On  a  Sabbath  in  October,  before  this,  in  the  same 
place,  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  in  the  course  of  the  day's  services,  that,  if  any  one  doubted 
the  genuineness  of  the  revival  in  Dunlop,  if  there  was  a  deeper  or  a  hotter  place  In 
hell  than  another,  he  would  be  sent  there.  I  was  at  two  of  the  revival  meetings  on 
Ifeek  day  evenings  about  the  beginning  of  November.  I  w«s  there  at  the  com- 
mencement 
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menoement  of  both.    At  the  first  meeting  I  remained  tall  eleven  o^clook.    There  A  J<um$  Nuibei, 

were  preparatory  services,  an(J  then  the  people  began  to  sing  in  groups  in  different  ■■■ 

parts  of  tne  church ;  and  there  were  people  going  through  the  church,  and  over  the 

seats  and  bookboards ;  and  there  was  noise  and  confusion     After  the  stir  got  up,  it 

was  Richard  Weaver's  hymns  that  were  sung.    The  tunes  were  smart-going  tunes, 

what  I  woidd  call  comic  tunes.     When  the  confusion  had  got  to  a  considerable  B 

height,  Mr.  Gebbie  went  up  into  the  precentor's  desk  and  waved  his  hand  twice, 

and  aU  was  hushed  in  two  minutes.     When  I  saw  the  on-goings,.  and  the  whole 

hushed  so  easily,  I  would  not  wait,  as  I  had  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  often  that  it  was 

the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  it  ran  in  my  mind  that  he  coiud  stop  or  quench 

the  Spirit,  and  therefore  I  would  not  wait  any  longer.    At  the  second  meeting  I  left  C 

as  soon  as  the  minister  concluded  his  address.    I  would  not  wait  to  see  the  confusion. 

InUrrogated  for  the  Defender, — ^Depones,  When  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  it  was  in  the 
power  of*^  every  one  to  be  converted  before  he  left  the  pew,  he  was  speaking  on  the 
revivals  generally,  but  I  do  not  recollect  the  particular  subject  or  the  text.  In* 
terrogated,  Are  you  sure  that  you  heard  all  that  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  day  ?  D 
Depones,  I  was  in  the  church,  and  no  doubt  I  would  hear  it,  but  I  cannot  recollect 
It  all.  I  would  be  bound  to  hear  what  was  said  in  the  church.  I  was  not  sleeping 
during  the  sermon  that  day,  and  am  not  in  the  habit  of  sleeping  in  church.  And 
being  asked  again  if  he  is  sure  that  he  heard  all  that  Mr,  Gebbie  said,  deponesi  I  can 
give  no  other  answer.  I  was  there,  and  I  was  not  asleep.  Interrogated,  Have  you  B 
on  other  occasions  heard  Mr.  Grebbie  speak  of  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  as 
necessary  in  order  to  man^s  conversion?  Depones,  My  memory  does  not  go  back 
more  than  two  or  three  years;  but  I  was  always  satisfied  with  Mr.  Gebbie's  preaching 
till  he  commenced  on  the  revivals.  I  can  give  no  other  answer  to  the  question* 
The  only  text  I  remember,  any  of  the  days  I  have  spoken  of,  was  on  28th  October.  F 
It  was  Bevelations  14th  chapter,  1st,  2d,  and  3d  verses.  I  was  one  of  the  petitioners 
to  the  Presbytery  for  an  enquiry.  Interrogated,  Have  you  subscribed  or  promised 
to  subioribe  for  the  prosecution  of  this  case?  Depones,  Is  that  a  fair  question? 
I  don't  choose  to  state  my  liabilities. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court. — ^Do  you  recollect  anything  more  than  you  Q 
have  already  deponed  to^  that  Mr.  Gebbie  said  when  you  were  led  to  believe  that 
he  taught  that  a  man  could  not  be  in  a  state  of  salvation  unless  he  was  assured  of 
it?  Depones,  No*  Interrogated,  Did  you,  at  any  of  the  meetings  or  services  you 
have  spoken  to,  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  pray  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to  bring  souls  to  Ghnst? 
Depones,  All  the  expressions  I  have  spoken  to  were  apart  firom,  and  unconnected  H 
with,  the  Holy  Spirit.  And  the  question  being  repeated,  depones,  I  cannot  give 
any  other  answer  to  the  question  than  I  have  already  done. 

Interrogated  by  an  Elder. — ^When  Mr.  Gebbie  stated  that  God  had  taught  them 
more  in  two  minutes  than  he  (Mr.  Gebbie)  could  do  in  two  months,  did  you  infer 
from  that  that  no  man  could  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  but  by  the  I 
power  or  teaching  of  God?  Depones,  My  own  thought  was  that  God  would  work 
u  us;  but  when  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  would  admit  every  one  who  said,  '*  Christ 
for  me,"  I  did  not  know  what  he  meant  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  pray  for  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Holy  Spirit;  but  whether  I  have  heard  him  do  so  since  the  revival 
movement  commenced  in  the  parish,  I  do  not  recollect.  I  did  not  hear  him  do  so  J 
at  any  of  the  meetmgs  or  services  to  which  I  have  spoken.-— All  which  is  truth,  as  I 
shall  answer  to  God.

The 
meeting  I  attended  in  October  was  on  a  Saturday  evening.  I  was  there  at  the  com- 
mencement. It  began  with  prayer  and  praise  and  an  address.  In  the  course  of 
his  prayer,  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  "  We  thank  tnee,  Lord,  for  the  lauffhter,  and  jov,  and 

J  clapping  of  hands  that  we  had  last  night,  and  we  hope  we  shall  have  more  of  it  to- 
ni^t."  Afler  the  preparatory  services,  the  people  began  to  sing  in  groups  in 
diSerent  parts  of  the  church.  They  were  sinmng  at  the  same  time  oifferent  hymns 
of  Richard  Weaver's  to  different  tunes.

Mr.  Gehbie  said  that  they  would  now  begin  to  their  work,  and  that  those  who  nad 
been  there  on  previous  evenings  would  know  what  to  do ;  and  he  then  came  down 
from  the  precentor's  desk  ana  went  among  the  people,  and  he  continued  to  so  B 
among  the  people  while  I  was  there.     I  went  to  tne  meeting  about  seven  o'clock, 
and  it  was  aoout  half-past  eleven  when  I  left,  and  the  proceedings  were  then  going 
on  as  I  have  described  them.     All  the  time  I  was  there  Mr.  Gebbie  pronounced  no 
benediction.    I  recollect  of  being  in  Dunlop  Church  one  Sunday  in  October,  1860, 
during  the  ordinary  diet  of  worship,  when  Mr.  Gebbie  was  addressing  us  on  the  C 
subject  of  prayer.

I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  make  that  state- 
ment on    other  occasions    during    public    worship,    and    these    were    earlier  in 
the    season — I  think  in  August  or  September  of  that  year.     I  also  heard  Mr. 
Gebbie,   on  occasions  other  than  that  I  have  above  deponed  to,    say,   in  the 

Earish  church,  that  it  was  not  the  duty  of  an  imconverted  man  to  pray,  and  that  £ 
e  was  only  prajring  to  his  chair;  but  1  cannot  be  particular  as  to  the  dates,  except 
that  they  would  be  in  the  summer  or  autumn  of  1860.    During  his  sermon  on 
the  28th  of  October,  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  people  talked  about  excitement.     He  did 
not  know  what  they  meant  by  excitement;  but  it  would  be  all  excitement  both 
in  heaven  and  hell.     He  said,  '*  People  say  we  are  mad.     We  are  not  tenth  part  mad  F 
enough.     Would  to  God  there  were  a  thousand  times  more  excitement."     He  said 
they  were  faulted  for  their  loud  singing.     He  did  not  care  though  they  blew  the  roof 
off  the  church — ^nay,  though  they  rended  the  very  heavens.    And  on  that  same  occa- 
sion Mr.  Gebbie  told  them  they  were  to  sing  at  tiie  top  of  their  voices  on  their  way 
homcj  and  that  his  mouth  would  not  be  gagged  by  neither  men  nor  devils.     The  Q 
28th  of  October  was  the  Sunday  before  the  communion.     Mr.  Gebbie  said  on  that 
day,  after  he  concluded  his  discourse,  that  there  were  a  great  many  young  people 
wno  would  be  anxious  to  join  in  the  coming  communion  who  had  not  been  attending 
the  class  he  had  formed  for  instruction,  but  he  said  God  had  taken  that  work  out  of 
his  hands,  as  it  were,  and  had  taught  them  more  in  two  minutes  than  he  (Mr.  Gebbie)  H 
could  do  in  two  months,  and  that  he  fMr.  Gebbie)  would  admit  to  the  Lord's  table 
every  person  who  could  say,  "  Christ  for  me."    I  recollect  of  Mr.  Gebbie  preaching 
one  Sunday  upon  the  doctrine  of  assurance.    I  cannot  give  any  date  to  it.     It  was 
before  October,  1860,  and  it  would  be  later  than  the  month  of  May.     It  was  durinff 
the  ordinary  diet  of  worship.    Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  no  person  could  be  conyerted  I 
without  knowing  of  it.    He  said  that  when  one  asked  a  person  if  they,  were  converted, 
and  they  said  they  did  not  know,  or  were  not  sure,  the  reason  was  that  the^r  were 
not  converted,  and  did  not  like  to  say  so.     I  do  not  recollect  what  was  the  subject  of 
his  discourse,  nor  the  text,  nor  any  other  particular  words.     On  another  Sunday  in 
the  nionth  of  November,  1860,  Aur.  Gebbie  stated  from  the  pulpit  in  Dunlop  Church  J 
that  if  any  person  doubted  the  genuineness  of  these  revivals  in  Dunlop,  if  there 
was  a  hotter  place  in  hell  than  another  he  would  get  it.     On  another  Sunday  in 
the  month  of  November,  in  the  same  year,  Mr.  Oebbie  said  that  he  might  preach  all 
day  from  the  pulpit  and  it  would  have  no  effect ;  it  just  went  over  their  heads,  as  it 
were ;  but  when  ne  came  down  and  went  from  pew  to  pew  they  just  saw  it  at  once.  K 
I  understood  Mr.  Gebbie  by  this  to  be  throwing  disparagement  on  the  preaching  of 
the  Word.     I  understood  this  from  what  Mr.  Gebbie  said.     On  Sunday,  the  28m  of 
October,  1860,  Mr.  Gebbie,  in  preaching  from  Bevelations,  and  coming  to  the  word 
^*  Amen,"  said  that  word  Amen  meant  '^  Christ  for  me."

I  do  not  remember  the  text  on  the  day  on  which 

C  Mr.  Gebbie  was  preaching  on  Assurance.    I  did  not  join  in  sinmng  the  hymns  at  the 

revival  meetings.  '  I  signed  the  petition  to  the  Presbytery  for  the  enquiry.    Interro* 

gated.  Have  you  subscribed  or  promised  to  subscribe  to  the  expenses  in  this  case  ? 

Depones,  I  subscribed  some  monev  to  a  paper  for  an  enquir3r  as  to  the  going8K>n  in 

the  parish.    It  was  last  year.     I  think  it  was  early  in  the  spring.    Mr.  Gobbie's  name 

D  was  not  mentioned  in  the  paper  which  I  signed.     Interrogated,  Did  you  understand 

the  money  which  you  subscribed  to  be  for  carrying  on  this  case  7    Depones,  I  did 

not  understand  what  it  was  for.

3>eaking  to,  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  urging  upon  sinners  the  duty  of  coming  to 
hrist    I  inferred  from  the  words  that  Mr.  Gebbie  used  that  he  meant  to  teach  that 
it  was  not  the  duty  of  any  person  to  pray  till  he  was  converted.— All  which  is  truth,  ^ 
as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

•~""^  sworn  and  examined,  depones,  I  am  about  twenty-six  years  of  age,  and  I  am  a  mem'^ 

ber  of  Ae  Free  Church.     I  attended  four  or  five  of  the  revival  meetings  in  Dunlop 

1  parish  in  the  months  of  October  and  November,  1860,  and  the  meetings  occurred 
Detween  the  17th  of  October  and  the  12th  November,  and  were  in  the  evenings  in 
Dunlop  Church.  On  more  than  one  of  these  occasions  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say^ 
*•  That  the  unconverted  had  no  right  to  pray,"  and  *'That  they  had  no  God  to  pray 
to."     "  I  tell  you,"  says  he,  "  that  an  unconverted  man  has  no  right  to  pray  to  God.'' 

J  An  unconverted  man,  he  said,  might  pray  all  his  life  long — ^nay,  even  for  a  thousand 
years,  and  it  woiild  be  of  no  avail.  Mr.  Gebbie  came  and  spoke  to  me  at  one  of  these 
meetings.  He  asked  me  if  I  believed,  and  I  said  I  did.  He  then  asked  me  if  I  had 
found  uhrist.  I  gave  him  no  particular  answer.  I  do  not  recollect  what  it  was,  but  I 

Save  him  no  satis&ctoty  answer.  Mr.  Gebbie  then  held  out  to  me  a  New  Testament  or 
iible  in  his  hand,  and  asked  me  if  I  could  take  hold  of  that  ?  I  said  I  could.  On 
which  Mr.  Gebbie  said  I  could  as  easilv  find  Christ  as  take  hold  of  that,  and  that  if  I 
did  not  find  him  before  leaving  this  place  it  was  my  own  fault,  which  I  understood 
to  mean  that  I  had  it  in  my  power  to  find  Christ  before  I  left  the  church.  I  think 
two  or  three  of  the  meetings  I  attended  were  on  Sabbath  evenings.    I  recollect  on

one  of  these  Sabbath  evemnga  of  Mr.  Gebbie  speaking  of  the  loud  singing.    He  said  A   Rabn^Sing. 
that  persons  were  complaining  of  their  loud  singing,  but  they  coidd  not  sing  half  loud  "■■■  - 

enough ;  he  did  not  care,  he  said,  though  they  blew  the  root  off  the  churohi  or  though 
the  heavens  were  rent,  Mr.  Oebbie  said  it  was.  not  his  doings ;  he  could  not  avoid 
it;  that  it  was  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  he  had  no  power  over  it;  at  which  I 
was  very  much  surprised,  because  I  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  more  than  once  going  into  the  B 
precentor's  desk  and  stopping  it  in  a  minute  by  merely  lifting  up  his  nana.  Once, 
if  not  more,  on  these  occasions,  I  heard  Mr.  Oebbie  say  that  some  persons,  when  they 
were  asked  if  they  had  found  Christ,  said  that  they  hoped  so.  To  suob,  he  said,  I 
would  say,  ^*  We  never  knew  of  an^  man  get  hopmg  to  heaven.  To  such  I  would 
say,"  he  continued,  "  You  are  hopmg,  you  are  hopmg,  but  you  will  go  hoping  to  0 
hell."  I  heard  him  give  a  command  to  what  he  called  Qod's  children,  to  go  through 
among  the  pews  and  converse  with  each  other;  and  if  they  found  any  one  anxious 
about  his  soul,  they  were  just  to  show  him  a  passage  of  Scripture,  but  were  not 
to  show  them  the  way — ^for  their  very  souls,  they  were  not  to  show  them  the  way — 
that  he  would  not  for  a  thousand  worlds  show  them  the  way,  although  they  should  J) 
sit  there  for  a  week  or  a  month.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  at  these  meetings  speak- 
ing of  their  going  out  to  the  graveyard  and  throwing  themselves  upon  their  backs, 
but  I  do  not  recollect  particularly  what  he  said  about  this.  After  the  preparatory 
services,  these  meetings  were  characterized  by  noise,  and  confusion,  and  uproar. 
They  sung  Weaver^s  hymns  to  secular  tunes.  Various  groups  would  be  singing  in  £ 
different  parts  of  the  church,  at  the  same  time,  different  words  to  different  tunes. 
People  were  going  through  the  church  and  over  the  seats,  and  standing  on  the  book- 
boards.  They  were  swaying  their  bodies  backwards  and  forwards,  and  keeping  time  to 
the  tunes  with  their  feet,  and,  on  some  occasions,  with  a  hold  of  each  other.  .  Those 
who  were  called  converts  were  particularly  excited,  and  more  than  once  some  of  them  F 
addressed  me.  They  generally  asked  me  if  I  had  found  Christ;  and  if  I  did  not  agree 
with  what  they  seemed  to  think  right,  they  told  me  I  was  damned ;  and  I  have  heard 
them  say  this  to  others  too.  At  one  of  these  meetings  I  remained  till  hal&>past  one 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  the  proceedings  were  still  going  on  when  I  lett,  in  the 
manner  I  have  described.  Mr.  Gebbie  was  going  through  among  the  people  during  Q 
these  scenes.  On  one  of  the  evenings  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  na  would  not 
allow  his  mouth  to  be  gagged  by  either  men  or  devils.«*^All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall 
answer  to  God.    Three  words  aelete.

occasion,  used  expressions  of  ill  will  with  reference  to  Mr.  Gebbie,  in  connection  1 
with  the  revival  work?  Depones,  No  ill  will;  but  there  may  have  been  incautious 
language  used  on  both  sides.  I  am  willing  to  admit  that.  Interrogated,  Did  you, 
in  the  month  of  January,  1 861,  say  to  Bobert  Wilson,  in  his  own  house  at  Bumhouse, 
that  you  knew  that  Mr.  Gebbie  used  figurative  language  when  speaking  of  seeing 
Christ,  but  that  you  would  put  a  stop  to  him  using  any  figurative  language,  or  J 
words  to  that  effect?  Depones,  I  deny  that  statement,  interrogated,  Did  you  on 
that  oceasion  say,  with  an  oath,  to  Robert  Wilson,  that  you  womd  do  for  him  if  he 
supported  Mr.  Gebbie?  Depones,  I  do  not  remember  such  a  thing  having  been 
brought  forward.  Interrogated,  Were  you  the  worse  of  liquor  that  night?  Depones, 
I  won't  say  that  I  had  not  tasted,  but  I  was  not  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  K 

^  Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — Depones,  On  the  occasion  when  I  met  Wilson  in 
his  house  he  told  me  that  when  he  had  been  at  Irvine  two  or  three  days  before,  on 
the  occasion  of  Mr.  Gebbie  being  admonished  by  the  Presbjrtery,  the  Moderator  had

Andrew     A  had  two  lies  in  his  prayer,  and  that  he  knew  a  minister  by  his  prayer  whether  he  was 
Nairn,  converted  or  not.     I  had  heard  the  same  prayer,  and  I  told  Wilson  that  I  thought 

■  the  Moderator  had  taken  his  prayer  wholly  from  the  Word  of  Crod.    Wilson  told  me 

on  this  occasion  that  the  devil  was  in  me,  and  others  in  Dunlop. 

The  counsel  for  the  defender  protested  for  reprobatory  proof  against  this 
B  witness,  on  the  ground  of  malice  or  animosity  displayed  by  him  against 

Mr.  Gebbie  and  those  engaged  in  the  same  work. 
And  the  agent  for  the  libellers  protested  against  such  proof  being  allowed, 
and  separately,  against  any  proof  on  the  subject  of  the  examination  in 
initialtbus  being  allowed  at  any  time,  other  than  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
C  witness's  examination  in  causa. 

And  being  examined  in  cauaoj  depones,  I  have  sat  for  sixteen  or  seventeen  years 
in  Dunlop  Gnurch,  but  I  have  withdrawn  my  attendance  of  late.  I  attended  a  con- 
siderable number  of  the  revival  meeting  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  in  the  year 
1860.  I  attended  seven  of  these  meetings  in  succession,  from  the  17th  to  the  23d 
D  of  October  inclusive,  that  year.  On  all  the  occasions  it  was  into  the  morning  before 
I  left ;  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  meeting  on  the  18th,  I  did  not  leave  till  five  o'clock 
on  the  following  morning,  and  the  proceedings  were  then  still  going  on.  Sometimes 
there  was  less  noise  at  the  meetrngs  and  sometimes  more,  and  there  was  often 
uproar.  There  were  many  groups  of  people  all  singing  at  the  same  time  in  different 
£  parts  of  the  church,  and  it  was  impossible  to  say  who  was  sinking  loudest.  I  have 
neard  them  singing  to  the  tunes  of  *^  Duncan  Gray,"  *'  Polly  Hopkins,"  *'  Buy  a 
Broom,"  ''  Wait  for  the  Waggon,"  *'  Betsy  Baker,"  and  others.  Men  with  thin  shoes 
and  men  with  tacketed  shoes,  and  also  women,  were  going  over  the  seats  and  book- 
boards.  On  the  Saturday  evening  I  saw  four  girls  in  Mr.  Gebbie's  own  seat  in  the 
F  west  end  of  the  church,  dancing  four  in  hand,  with  their  hands  crossed,  the  same  as 
the  country  dance  called  '*  Pea  Strae."  They  were  sin^g  Weaver's  hymn,  *'  Christ 
for  me,"  to  the  tune  of  *'  Polly  Hopkins."  1  saw  ako,  at  these  meetings,  men  and 
women  with  their  arms  round  each  others*  necks,  and  swaying  and  singings  and  clapping 
each  other  on  the  back,  for  the  purpose,  as  I  heard  them  say,  of  chapping  the  dumb 

0  devil  out  of  them.  On  the  evening  of  the  17th  of  October  the  Reverend  Mr.  M^Nab, 
from  Saltcoats,  divided  the  church.  He  asked  those  who  had  found  Christ  to  stand 
up  and  he  would  pray  with  them.  I  think  somewhere  between  ten  and  fifteen 
people  stood  up  dunng  the  prayer.  After  the  prayer  Mr.  Gebbie  rose  and  said  he 
nad  shut  his  eyes,  so  that  he  could  not  see  who  rose  or  who  sat  still,  but  that  he  had 

H  found  from  Mr.  M*Nab,  in  prayer,  that  a  good  number  had  not  stood  up ;  and  that 
for  an  imconverted  person,  or  one  who  could  not  say  he  had  found  Chnst,  to  apply 
for  the  ordinance  of  baptism,  there  could  not  be  a  greater  mockery  out  of  helL  On 
the  evening  of  the  19th  there  was  a  young  woman  named  Jean  Craig  who  was  said 
to  have  been  converted.     I  could  not  see  her  at  first,  because  there  was  a  crowd 

1  gathered  about  her,  and  what  first  called  my  attention  to  the  crowd  was  Mr.  Grebbie 
and  a  member  of  his  session,  Mr.  Bobertson,  standing  on  the  top  of  a  pew  apart  from 
each  other  clapping  their  hands  and  laughing  very  loudly.  Shortly  after  this  I  saw 
Jean  Craig  come  out  from  the  group  who  were  round  her,  with  her  straw  bonnet 
hanging  back  upon  her  neck,  waving  and  clapping  her  hands,  and  crying,  *'  Oh,  how 

J  happy  I  oh,  how  happy  I  am  I  Christ  for  me,"  and  she  began  shaking  hands  with 
everybody  round  about  her.  On  the  evening  before  this  Mr.  Gebbie  addressed  me 
at  the  meeting.  It  was  near  eleven  o'clock  before  I  went  that  night,  and  on  looking 
in  at  the  able  door,  Mr.  Gebbie,  who  was  at  the  back  of  it,  made  me  a  sign  to  come 
in.     He  showed  me  into  a  pew,  where  I  was  to  sit  down,  and  he  laid  down  his  Bible 

K  upon  the  bookboard,  and  he  pointed  out  to  me  Bomans  v.  and  8th,  the  last  clause  of 
the  verse,  the  words  being,  '^  Christ  died  for  us."  He  told  me  to  read  that,  and  I 
read  it — "  Christ  died  for  us,"  and  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  '*  No ;  that's  not  it."  I  Uiou^t 
I  would  try  him  in  another  way,  and  I  read  it,  *'  Christ  died  for  ourselves,"  but  he 

said 
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said  *^  No,"  BtilL    I  immediately  after  that  read  it,  *'  Christ  died  for  me,"  on  which  A      Andrem 
he  mve  me  a  dap  on  the  shoulder,  and  said,  "  You  have  got  it — vou  have  got  it."    Mr.  Nairn. 

QeDoie  was  then  going  away,  but  I  caught  him  by  the  arm  and  held  him,  and  told  him 
ihat  he  was  not  to  go  away,  for  I  still  required  more  light  on  that  passage,  on  which  he 
said,  *'  You  will  get  it  passage  by  passage-— one  passage  is  sufficient  for  you  at  a  time," 
and  he  just  went  away.  At  a  later  part  of  the  same  meeting  Mr.  Gebbie  came  to  B 
me  agam,  and  held  out  the  Bible  berore  me,  and  said,  ''Do  you  see  that?''  and  I 
said,  ''  Oh  yes,  I  see  it,"  but  I  did  not  look  at  it  or  read  it,  on  which  Mr.  Gebbie 
said  to  me,  ''Then  you'll  sing,  Christ  for  me.''  I  said,  no;  and  he  said  to  some  one 
near  to  bring  him  a  hymn  book.  This  was  done;  but  I  would  not  take  the 
hymn  book  into  my  hand,  on  which  Mr.  Gebbie  took  me  by  the  arm  and  commenced  C 
singing,  and  beating  time  with  his  feet;  and,  so  far  as  I  recollect,  the  tune  he  sang 
was  "  roUy  Hopkins,"  and  the  words,  "  Christ  for  me."  He  sung  for  a  short  time 
thus,  and  then  went  away.  After  that  morning  Mr.  Gebbie  never  spoke  to  me  at 
any  of  these  meetmgs,  and  I  was  at  many  of  them  afterwards.  On  the  20th,  which 
was  Saturday  evening,  Mr.  Gebbie,  about  the  commencement  of  his  opening  prayer,  D 
said,  "  We  thank  &ee,  0  God,  for  the  laughter,  and  joy,  and  clapping  of  hands  that 
we  had  last  night,  and  we  hope,  0  God,  to  have  more  to-night''  At  one  of  these 
meetings,  between  the  18th  and  the  22d  of  October,  or  near  that  time,  Mr.  Gebbie 
told  us  that  he  had  seen  Christ,  and  what  beautiful  legs  he  had !  "  I  wished,"  he 
said,  "  to  get  a  smile  of  His  face,  but  He  held  it  away.  He  told  me  He  would  not  E 
let  me  see  His  face  till  I  was  in  glory,  but  He  let  me  nut  my  fingers  into  the  holes 
in  his  side."  Interro^ted,  Did  you  imderstand  Mr.  Gebbie  to  be  speaking  literally 
when  he  said  this  ?  Depones,  Well,  I  did  not  believe  what  he  said — ^these  were  the 
words  he  used.  What  he  meant  is  for  this  reverend  court  to  determine.  On  the 
preparation  Sunday,  being  the  28th  of  October,  I860,  in  his  discourse,  Mr.  Gebbie  F 
maae  a  justification  of  the  revival  movement.  He  said  that  some  persons  said  that 
this  movement  was  all  a  delusion.  "If  it  be  a  delusion,"  he  added,  "  it  is  a  happy 
delusion  and  a  heavenly  delusion.  They  talk  of  our  loud  singing.  I  don't  mind 
though  they  blow  the  roof  off  the  church— although  the  very  heavens  were  rent. 
God  does  not  keep  a  yard-wand  to  measure  the  extent  his  children  are  to  sing  at  Q 
ril  neither  be  stopped  by  men  nor  devils — they'll  not  put  a  gag  in  my  mouth;'' and 
then  he  put  out  his  lips  and  took  hold  of  them  with  his  finger  and  thumb,  and  then 
said,  "  You  should  get  your  mouths  sealed."  I  considered  the  whole  of  his  discourse 
that  day  as  mixed  up  with  some  scurrilous  remarks,  and  some  nasty  expressions,  by 
which  I  mean  that  tne  expressions  he  used  that  day  were  unbecoming  a  minister.  H 
The  text  that  day  was  Revelation  xiv.  1,  2,  and  3.  Mr.  Gebbie,  on  uds  occasion, 
justified  the  dancing  in  the  church  by  David  dancing  before  the  ark,  and  I  con- 
sidered the  whole  sermon  a  justification  of  the  revival  doings.  At  one  of  these 
revival  meetings — so  far  as  I  recollect,  it  was  in  November,  1860 — ^Mr.  Gebbie,  after 
his  discourse  was  past,  told  the  children  to  come  out  into  the  passage  and  converse  I 
with  each  other;  and  if  they  saw  an  anxious  soul,  just  to  point  them  a  passage  firom 
the  Word  of  God.  It  was  God's  Word — they  were  not  to  say  one  word  upon  it ; 
"  for  their  very  soul,"  he  said,  "  don't  show  them  the  way — ^Ict  them  sit  there  for  a 
fortnight,  nay,  a  twelvemonth — I  would  not  for  a  thousand  worlds  show  them  the 
wav."  I  recollect  of  bein^  in  the  Church  of  Dunlop  in  the  spring  of  the  year  1860,  J 
and  I  now  recollect  it  was  m  the  month  of  January  of  that  year,  when  Mr.  Gebbio 
was  preaching  about  the  revival  movement  He  said,  if  any  one  doubted  the 
genmneness  of  the  revival  movement,  if  there  was  a  hotter  than  another  place  in

Depones,  It  is  a  matter  of  taste  and  judgment  with 
every  man.  Interrogated^  Had  Mr.  Gebbie  not  told  you  that  he  Would  not  admit 
you  on  account  of  your  intemperate  habits?     Depones,  I  consider  that  a  very 

a  impertinent  question,  and  I  decline  to  answer  it.  If  Mr.  Gebbie  has  an3rthing  to 
bring  against  me,  let  him  bring  it  in  a  regular  form  and  I  will  answer  it.     I  was  not 

f)resent  at  any  of  the  meetings,  from  17th  to  33d  October,  when  I  was  Ae  Worse  of 
iquor,  noi'  was  I  at  any  of  the  revival  meetings  when  I  was  in  that  state.     I  think 
On  the  19th  of  October  I  went  about  the  commencement  of  the  meeting.     I  had 
fi  6ome  from  home,  which  is  but  a  short  distance.     I  was  not  that  uight,  do  far  as  I 
am  aware,  remoUstratcfd  with  for  my  conduct  at  the  meeting,  and  taken  to  the  door. 
Interrogated,  Did  that  happen  to  you  at  any  of  the  meetings  ?    Depones,  No  j  but 
I  took  a  teachef  to  the  door,  Robert  Wilson.

I  attended  several  of  the  re- 
vival meeUngs  in  Dunlop  towards  me  end  of  the  year  1860,  and  the  first  I  attended  g 
was  on  the  17th'  of  October.    On  that  night  Mr.  M^Nab,  from  Saltcoats,  rose  and  said 
that  all  who  had  found  Christ  and  knew  it  were  to  rise  up,  and  he  would  pray  with 
them.     A  few  rose,  and  the  rest  sat  stilL     After  the  prayer  and  an  address  from  Mr. 
M^Nab,  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  had  shut  his  eyes  aunng  Mr.  M'Nab's  prayer,  and 
that  he  did  not  know  who  had  risen  and  who  had  not;  but  it  might  be,  he  said,  that  p 
there  were  fathers  there  who  had  not  risen,  and  they  would  come  and  ask  baptism 
for  their  children,  and  come  to  the  Lord's  table ;  but  he  was  moved  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  say  that  there  was  not  a  greater  mookery  out  of  hell  than  either  to  ask  the 
ordinance  of  baptism  or  come  to  the  Lord's  table,  unless  they  knew  or  could  say 
that  they  were  converted.

Depones,  Yes*     He  said  so,  or  words  to  that  efiect,  but  I  do  not  now  recollect  what 
else  he  said  about  that     I  think  I  ceased  to  attend  the  ohiirch  after  this  Sunday,  and

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Hwgh  Watt,  A  day^  and  what  I  heard  previously.    I  attended  a  revival  meeting  in  the  Church  of

gallery.  The  proceedings  had  commenced  before  I  went,  and  after  he  had  finished 
his  discourse,  Mr.  Gebbie  desired  those  who  were  in  the  galleiy  to  come  down  below 
and  join  with  the  rest,  because,  he  said,  there  were  none  needing  to  leave  the  church

I  was  at  the  revival  meeting  on  the  fol- 
lowing eveninj?.     In  the  course  of  that  evening,  and  while  there  was  a  great  deal  of 
noise  and  conrasion,  Mr.  Oebbie  went  to  the  precentor's  desk  and  waved  his  hand 
and  calmed  the  noise.

I  thought  Mr.  Oebbie  appeared  to 
be  angry  when  he  made  the  statements  I  have  deponed  to.  I  was  very  much  struck 
at  the  time  with  Mr.  Oebbie's  remarks.  On  another  Sabbath  in  September  of  the  E 
same  year,  I  was  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Dunlop  at  an  ordinary  diet  of  worship, 
when*Mr.  Oebbie  was  speaking  about  the  converted.

The  meetings  were  carried  on 
in  a  very  noisy  manner;  numbers  were  Roinff  about  with  their  arms  round  each 
others'  necks  and  waists,  viz.,  males  and  temafes,  and  standing  on  the  tops  of  the  I 
seats,  and  they  appeared  to  me  to  be  cherishing  their  passions  in  the  same  place 
where  they  might  afterwards  come  to  be  admonished.    I  considered  that  the  scenes 
I  saw  would  lead  to  immorality.    There  was  dancing  both  on  the  bookboards  and 
upon  the  pews,  and  the  seats  were  so  dirtied  with  this  that  when  a  person  came  out 
otthe  church  on  a  Sunday  their  clothes  were  like  as  if  thevhad  been  in  a  drain.

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Min  Mmn,  A  said,  to  undervalae  preaching  in  the  ordinary  way  ?    Depones,  No.    I  have  heard 
"  him  say  that  it  was  his  duty  to  preach,  and  God's  work  to  save  the  souL    That 

would  be  said  in  the  commencement  of  the  movement,  I  think  in  October,  I860. 
I  have  heard  him  use  the  same  expression  on  other  occasions  also.  I  re- 
member, on  the  Monday  or  Tuesday  night  after  the  17th,  of  Mr.  G^ebbie  speaking 

B  on  the  state  of  infants.  He  was  showing  us  what  we  were  by  nature,  and  pressing 
upon  us  the  necessity  of  being  bom  agam  by  the  Holy  Spirit ;  and  he  said  that  we 
had  all  had  a  natural  birth,  but  that  we  must  all,  young  and  old  alike,  have  a  spirit- 
ual birth  beside.

Interrogated,  From  anything  Mr.  Geobie  said,  did  you  understand  mm  in  any  way 
to  teach  that  infants  could  not  bo  saved?  Depones,  No.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie 
speak  frequently  about  assurance  since  the  movement  commenced,  and  have  done  so 

E  alter  August,  1860.  I  have  heard  him  urging  upon  believers  the  necessity  of  obtain- 
ing assurance  for  their  peace  and  comfort,  but  I  do  not  recollect  of  ever  hearing  him 
speak  of  it  as  necessary  to  salvation.  Interrogated,  Did  he  speak  of  it  as  a  thing  that 
all  believers  were  able  to  obtain,  or  only  as  a  thing  they  ought  to  strive  after?  De- 
pones, He  spoke  of  it  as  a  thing  to  stnve  after,  but  he  did  not  say  that  all  believers 

F  had  assurance.  I  have  several  times  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  upon  prayer  at  such 
times  as  he  was  warning  us  against  false  refuges.  I  have  heara  him,  at  an  evening 
meeting  in  October,  say  that  the  unconverted  were  without  Christ,  and  therefore 
were  without  God  and  without  hope  in  the  world,  and  he  quoted  Ephesians  2d  chap- 
ter and  12th  verse.     Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  heard  him  say  that  the  uncon- 

G  verted  were  not  entitled  to  pray  to  God  ?  Depones,  No ;  but  I  have  heard  him  say 
that  they  could  not  pray  aright  or  with  acceptance.  On  occasions  when  he  had 
been  setting  forth  Chnst  as  a  Baviour  to  them  that  trust  in  Him,  I  have  heard  him  say 
that  people  might  be  saved  where  they  were  sitting,  before  they  left  the  church ; 
that  there  was  a  present  forgiveness,  and  they  might  have  it  before  they  left  the 

H  pews.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  there  was  no  barrier  in  the  way  that  he  knew  o^ 
that  God  was  willing  if  we  were  willing,  and  that  now  was  the  accepted  time,  and 
now  was  the  day  of  salvation.  Interrogated,  Did  you  by  that  understand  Mr.  Gebbie 
to  teach  that  it  was  in  the  power  of  any  one  to  be  converted  immediately,  or  that  it 
was  a  possible  thing,  and  he  knew  of  nothing  to  prevent  it?  And  the  question  being

The  part 
I  saw  contained  all  the  charges,  but  not  the  words  of  form.     I  went  and  asked  it 
firom  a  woman,  who  gave  it  me.    The  woman  was  Mrs.  Robertson,  the  wife  of  Mr.  H 
Robertson,  one  of  Mr.  Gebbie's  elders,  a  member  of  the  court.     I  read  a  part  of  it 
at  the  commencement,  and  left  it.     I  got  a  printed  copy  of  the  libel  afterwards.     I 
got  it  from  Robert  Wilson,  merchant,  Bumhouse,  Dunlop,  whose  name  is  in  the 
defender's  list  of  witnesses.

Interro- 
p;atedi  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  state  his  reason  for  recommending  them  to  go  on  their  backs 
in  prayer  in  preference  to  their  knees?

self.     I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  pray  for  tho  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  indeed,  I  

do  not  remember  ever  hearing  him  pray  without  asking  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
awaken  dead  sinners  and  bring  them  to  Christ.  He  sometimes  held  small  meetings 
for  that  special  purpose.  And  the  witness  adds,  spontaneously,  that  he  has  known  B 
Mr.  Gebbie,  before  leaving  the  vestry  to  enter  the  church,  offer  up  prayer  that  the 
Lord  might  carry  home  the  truth  with  power  to  the  hearts  and  consciences  of  the 
people  assembling  or  assembled.  I  have,  hundreds  of  times,  heard  Mr.  Gebbie 
address  himself  specially  to  the  unconverted.  In  particular,  I  heard  him  preach  on 
that  subject  on  Sunday,  the  18th  of  November,  1860.  His  text  then  was  John  z.  and  C 
9th,  ''I  am  the  door,*'  &c.;  and  also  Revelations  iii.  and  8th,  in  connection  with  it, 
viz.,  "I  have  set  before  thee  an  open  door;"  also  a  clause  of  Matthew  xxv.  and  10th, 
the  words  being,  "  And  the  door  was  shut."  His  sermon  that  day  was  specially  to 
the  unconverted.  On  a  Sunday  service  on  the  14th  of  October,  i860,  I  heard  Mr. 
Gebbie  speak  on  the  subject  of  the  unconverted  praying  to  God.  He  preached  from  D 
Ephesians  ii.  11th,  12th,  and  13th  verses.  In  the  middle  portion  of  his  discourse  he 
set  forth  that  the  sinner  was  not  brought  near  to  God  by  prayer,  but  in  and  through 
the  blood  and  righteousness  of  Christ.  Neither  on  that  occasion,  nor  on  any  other, 
did  I  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  the  unconverted  had  no  right  to  pray  to  God.  In- 
terrogated, Did  you  ever  hear  him  say  anything  about  the  prayers  of  the  unconverted  E 
being  effectual,  or  anything  on  that  subject?  Depones,  I  have  heard  him  say  that  it 
was  the  duty  of  every  man  to  pray,  but  that  all  prayers  must  be  in  and  through  Christ. 
I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  upon  the  subject  of  assurance,  but  I  can  give  no  par- 
ticular dates.  I  never  heard  him  say  that  assurance  is  of  the  essence  of  faith,  or  necessary 
to  salvation,  nor  did  I  ever  hear  him  say  that  any  person  who  doubted  his  salvation  was  F 
in  a  state  of  damnation,  nor  that  a  person  dying  in  a  state  of  doubt  would  perish  eter- 
nally. I  have  heard  him  say  that  many  were  putting  stumbling-blocks  in  their  own 
way  by  reversing  the  order  of  truth.  They  wanted  first  to  know  they  were  elected, 
and  {hen  they  wanted  to  be  sanctified,  and  then  justified ;  but  God's  way  of  saving 
sinners  was  this — ^first  called,  then  justified,  then  sanctified:  I  have  heard  Mr.  Geb-  G 
bie  speak  of  the  duty  or  necessity  of  obtaining  assurance.  He  said  it  was  dishonour- 
inff  to  God  to  be  content  to  live  without  it.  When  speaking  to  the  people  of  God,  he 
said  it  added  to  one's  comfort.  I  never  heard  him  preach  that  it  was  necessary  to 
salvation.  On  the  14th  of  October,  1860,  in  his  sermon,  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  if  people 
knew  the  time  of  their  conversion,  and  the  instrumentality  that  God  was  pleased  to  H 
use,  yea  the  very  minute  of  their  conversion,  they  might  put  it  down  in  their  Bibles. 
He  said  that  people  were  in  the  habit  of  putting  down  the  birth  of  the  flesh  there; 
why  not  the  birth  of  ihe  Spirit?  He  did  not,  on  that  occasion,  say  that  if  a  person 
was  converted  he  would  be  sure  to  know  the  very  time  and  place  of  its  occurrence, 
or  any  words  to  that  effect.  I  never  heard  him  at  any  time  speak  to  that  effect  I 
One  Sabbath  in  October  I  remember  Mr.  Gebbie  saying  that  you  might  see  Christ 
looking  out  of  their  eyes — ^he  was  speaking  of  those  who  had  been  brought  to  a  sense 
of  their  lost  condition — ^when  they  were  brought  into  the  enjovment  of  life  and  peace 
through  the  blood  of  Christ  by  the  Spirit,  there  was  such  a  cnange  upon  their  coun« 
tenanccs  that  yon  might  see  God  looking  out  of  their  eyes.  Interrogated,  Did  yon  J 
understand  him  to  teach  that  whenever  he  looked  at  a  man  he  could  tell  whether  or 
not  he  was  a  believer?  Depones,  No.  I  understood  him  to  be  using  figurative  lan- 
guage, and  that  the  statement  had  only  reference  to  those  peculiar  cases  he  was 
spetdcing  of  at  the  time.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  upon  the  condition  of 
infants.  I  never  heard  him  teach  that  any  children  who  died  before  coming  to  years  K 
of  understanding  were  lost  eternally.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  some  people 
supposed  that  children  were  born  into  the  world  as  clean  as  a  sheet  of  white 
paper.  He  said,  "  This  is  not  the  case.  Children  are  bom  into  the  world  a  mass 
of  corruption  from  head  to  foot,  with  death  written  on  their  foreheads,  as  the

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lh>hirt      A  Ftsalmist  has  it     T  don't  know  how  God  may  conrcrt  ohildren.      God  will  do 
WfUon.  His  own  work  in  His  own  way;  but  one  thing  I  know,  unless  they  are  washed 

"" in  the  blood  of  Christ  they  will  be  damned,  as  nothing  that  is  unclean  oan  enter 

heaven.    How  can  a  clean  thing  come  out  of  an  unclean  thing?  as  nothing  that  is 
unclean  can  enter  heaven,  unless  by  being  washed  in  the  blood  of  Christ.''    These  are 
B  the  words  Mr.  Gebbie  used,  according  to  my  conviction.    I  have  on  other  occasions 
heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  young  children  could  be  saved  by  the  blood  of  Christ 
One  night  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speaking  on  the  subject  of  sudden  oonversioni  and  he 
said  that  some  people  supposed  that  it  took  God  a  long  time  to  convert  a  sinner ;  but 
that  when  God  converted  a  sinner  He  did  it  at  once,  and  for  aught  that  he  knew 
C  they  might  be  saved  upon  the  spot  where  they  were  sitting,  or  before  they  left  the 
diurch.    He  said,  "  Now  is  the  accepted  time,  now  is  the  day  of  salvation."    "  To-day» 
if  you  will  hear  His  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts.''    I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak 
on  that  subject,  and  to  the  same  effect  on  other  occasions,  although  in  different 
languaj^e.    Interrogated,  What  did  you  understand  Mr.  Gebbie  to  mean  when  he  said 
D  they  might  be  converted  before  they  left  the  church  ?    Depones,  I  understood  that  God 
the  Holy  Spirit  might  bring  them  to  Christ.    Interrogated,  Did  you  understand  Mr. 
Gebbie  to  teach  that  it  was  in  the  power  of  any  person  to  be  converted  whenever  he 
chose  ?    Depones,  No.    No  teaching  of  Mr.  Gebbie's  at  any  of  the  meetings  seemed 
to  go  to  that.    I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  about  Christ  s  atonement.     On  the  7Ui 
E  of  October,  1860,  at  an  ordinary  diet  of  worship,  he  was  preaching  from  Ephesians  2d 
chapter  and  8th  verse — "  Bv  grace  are  ye  saved,  througn  faith,  and  that  not  of  your-* 
selves,  it  is  the  gift  of  God.     He  said  that  dav.  Salvation  is  all  of  God  from  beginning 
to  end.     If  this  oe  so,  why  preach  the  Gospel  7    Because  God  has  said  it*     He  gathers 
out  His  own  elect  people  by  the  preaching  of  the  Word.    He  said  that  some  people 
F  would  ask  of  him  who  were  the  elect?  but  that  was  one  of  God's  secrets.     His  com- 
mission was  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.    If  he  knew  the  elect  he  would 
address  himself  only  to  them,  but  that  was  a  thing  with  which  he  had  nothing  to  do« 
I  have  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  direct  others  to  iSl  people  that  Christ  died  for  them ; 
and  I  have  heard  him  say  at  an  evening  meeting  in  the  end  of  October,  or  beginning 
0  of  November,  that  he  would  not  for  a  world  be  guilty  of  saying,  when  be  was  address* 
ing  the  unconverted,  that  Christ  died  for  any  particular  person.    When  addressing 
those  who  were  going  to  converse  with  the  anxious,  I  have  heard  him  say  that  they 
were  to  point  out  passages  from  the  Bible  that  they  thought  were  suited  to  the  case, 
or  that  might  have  been  blessed  to  their  own  souls,  and  luib  up  their  heart  to  God  in 
H  prayer  for  a  blessing  on  the  word  shown ;  but  they  were  not,  he  said,  to  put  words 
m  their  mouths,  or  say  that  Christ  died  for  them.     I  never  heard  him  use  the  words, 
**  Dojiot  show  them  the  way."    He  said  it  was  the  office  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  His 
alone,  to  reveal  that  to  the  sinner.     On  30th  September,  1860, 1  was  present  when 
Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  of  meeting  a  man  near  Saltcoats,  who  told  him  he  had  been  reading 
t  Corinthians.    He  told  us  that  he  had  said  to  the  man  that  if  he  did  not  believe  it  he 
might  as  well^have  eaten  it.    Mr.  Gebbie  at  the  time  was  speaking  about  the  Elhiopian 
eunuch  being  up  at  Jerusalem,  going  through  the  rites  and  ceremonies  ^i  the  temple, 
and  he  showed  that  until  Philip  met  him,  and  preached  Christ  to  him,  he  was  trusting 
to  ceremonies'^as  the  ground  or  his  acceptance  with  God.    He  ssud  that  some  people 
J  now-a-days  seem  to  be  trusting  to  their  reading  and  saying  of  prayers  as  a  ground 
of  acceptance,  and  this  man  at  Saltcoats  seemed  to  him  to  be  doing  that    I  remember 
one  night  in  November,  1860,  Mr.  Gebbie,  after  the  preparatory  services  were  over, 
and  the  anxious  were  desired  alone  to  remain,  saying  that  he  would  not  allow  any  one 
to  converse  with  the  anxious  who  could  not  put  his  name  to  the  Ocnfemon  qfFaiih.   He 
E  said  that  any  such  persons  were  to  walk  out,  as  this  was  a  private  meeting.   He  would  not 
allow  them  to  teach.    Interrogated,  Have  you  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  of  people  being 
on  their  backs;  and  if  so,  what  was  it  ?  Depones,  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie,  when  inviting 
nnners  to  come  to  Christ,  say,  "  That  the  sinners  must  be  on  their  backs,  dead  to  self." 
I  have  heard  him'sav  that  Christ  did  not  come  to  held  Lazarus  when  he  was  siok — lU 

•  ^  did 
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didnotoometo  him  till  he  was  dead,  and  then  He  eame  and  raised  him  to  life;  and  Christ  A       lUknH 
did  not  come  to  a  sinner  when  he  was  only  sick  of  sin,  but  the  sinner  must  be  dead  to  nn  Wttttm. 

and  dead  to  self-importaace  in  the  sight  of  God,  upon  his  back,  as  Christ  could  not  be  the  — — 

resurrection  and  the  life  to  anything  out  a  dead  sinner.  Interrogated,  When  Mr.  Gebbie 
spoke  of  people  being  on  their  backs,  did  you  understand  him  to  oe  speaking  figuratively 
or  literally?    Depones,  Figuratively.    I  never  heard  him  say  that  prayer  could  not  be  B 
offered  effectively  unless  people  were  lying  on  their  backs,  or  in  any  particular  position. 
I  was  present  the  evening  that  the  anecdote  was  read  from  the  Revival  Paper.    Mr. 
Gebbie,  after  reading  it,  said, ''  That  the  Lord  Ui  pleaded  to  answer  earnest,  believing 
.  prayer."    Interrogated,  Did  you  understand  Mr.  Gebbie  to  read  that  story  as  forming 
an  example  to  be  foQowed  by  the  people  whom  he  was  addressing?    Depones,  No.  0 
Interrogated,  Did  he  seem  to  think  it  a  proper  way  to  pray  to  God  in  the  way  the 
woman  nad  done?    Depones,  He  passed  no  comment  upon  it,  except  what  I  have 
given.    I  was  present  at  service  on  28th  October,  1860,  when  Mr.  Gebbie  preached 
from  Revelation  xiv.  1st,  2d,  and  3d  verses.    I  considered  that  the  sermon  was  in 
relation  to  the  text.    After  giving  out  the  text,  he  said  that  he  intended  that  day  to  D 
speak  about  the  singing  of  God's  praise.     There  had  been  a  good  deal  said  during  the 
week  that  was  past  about  loud  singing,  and  lively  singing,  and  he  was  going  to  address 
them  for  a  short  time  on  that  subject.    John  the  beloved  had  been  privileged  to 
have  a  view  of  wbat  heaven  was  like,  and  it  was  here  described  in  characters  familiar 
to  the  mind.    It  was  set  down  here  so  as  to  give  the  people  of  God  some  idea  of  what  B 
heaven  was  like.    There  were  some  people  wno  had  called  what  God's  Holy  Spirit  had 
been  doing  amongst  us  a  delusion.     '*  They  may,''  he  said;  '^  but  if  it  is,  it  is  a  heavenly 
one,  and  a  loving  one,  and  many  are  seeking  it."    The  song  of  the  redeemed  in  glory 
is  compared  to  tiie  voice  of  many  waters.    You  will  all  have  heard  the  waters  making 
a  noise,  and  doubtless  many  of  you  will  have  heard  of  the  Falls  of  Niagara^  the  noise  F 
of  which  is  said  to  have  been  heard  at  a  distance  of  forty  miles.    This  may  be  com- 
pared  to  the  song  of  the  redeemed  in  glory;  and  you  will  all  have  seen  the  lightnings 
flash,  and  heard  the  thunders  roll,  which  rend  the  heavens.    This  is  also  compared  to 
the  song  of  the  redeemed  in  glory.    How  faintly  are  the  praises  of  Jesus  sung 
upon  earth  in  comparison  with  the  song  of  the  redeemed  in  glory  I    Interrogated,  G 
Depones,  I  know  Andrew  Nairn,  a  witness  for  the  libellers.    Interrogated,  Had  yon 
any  conversation  one  night  with  him  at  a  revival  meeting?    Depones,  Yes.    Inteiv 
rogated.  Did  you  that  evening  find  fault  with  him  for  nia  conduct  at  the  meet- 
ing? 

To  the  competency  of  which  question  it  was  objected  for  the  Ubellers.  H 

And  the  Presbytery  having  heard  parties,  repel  the  objection. 
And  the  question,  being  put,  the  witness  depones,  I  did. 
Mr.  Gebbie  and  I  came  up  to  him  in  the  passage,  and  when  Mr.  Gebbie  was  look- 
ing out  passages  in  the  Bible  to  show  to  him,  he  was  winking  and  nodding  to  some 
persons  at  a  distance,  and  I  stepped  in  between  Mr.  Gebbie  and  him,  and  I  ^led  him  I 
m  question  for  such  unbecoming  conduct.    I  said  to  him  he  ought  not  to  have  been 
there,  as  he  was  the  worse  of  liquor.    This  took  place  either  on  the  18th  or  19tb  of 
October.     I  was  present  during  the  whole  of  the  time  that  meeting  lasted,    I  did  nol 
hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  anything  about  having  seen  Christ.     I  heard  all  that  he  publicly 
addressed  to  the  congregation  that  night,  if  ho  spoke  at  all ;  but  I  rather  think  it  was  J 
Mr.  Martin  who  addressed  the  meeting  that  night.    I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say 
that  God  had  blessed  personal  dealing.     I  never  heard  him  say  that  this  was  of  more 
importance  than  preaching.    Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  heard  him  say  anything 
that  led  you  to  believe  that  he  undervalued  preaching  as  a  means  of  saving  souls  f 
Depones,  No,    I  was  present  at  all  the  ordinary  services  on  the  Sundays  of  Ootober  E 
and  November.     I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  behave  himself  in  an  indecent  or  indeoorona 
manner  at  these  meetings.     I  never  saw  him  fall  dow^i  on  his  knees  in  the  precentor's 
desk  and  clap  his  handi.    I  don't  thhxk  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  the  place  ia  so 
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A       The  exammation  of  the  witness  was  adjourned  till  to-morrow  moming  at  ten  o'clock, 
till  which  the  Presbytery  adjourn.     Closed  with  prayer. 

And  what  I  have  already  deponed  to  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

At  Irvine^  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  Eighteen  hundred  and  uxty-two. 
Tbo  Presbytery  of  Irvine  being  met  and  constituted,  proceeded  to  hear  the 
C  continuation  of  proof  for  the  defender  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Gebbie. 

Re-compeared  the  before  designed  Robert  Wilson,  who,  being  examined  for  the 
libellers,  depones,  I  am  a  little  dull  of  hearing,  and  have  been  so,  less  or  more,  for  two  or 
three  years.     I  am  very  intimate  with  Mr.  Oebbie,  and  have  been  so  for  some  years.    I 

Ti  have  looked  at  the  present  proceedings  with  interest.  I  have  very  often  expresised  sym- 
pathy with  Mr.  Geobie  in  this  prosecution  against  him.  I  have  often  expressed  an 
opinion  that  the  charges  brought  against  Mr.  Gebbic  were  unjust.  I  have  frequently 
spoken  to  Mr.  Gebbie  about  the  case.  I  have  talked  with  him  about  the  libel  in  general, 
but  1  do  not  recollect  of  speaking  of  the  particular  charges.     I  have  also  had  conver- 

E  sations  about  the  case  with  Mr.  Robertson,  one  of  the  elders,  and  with  Mr.  Munn, 
and  hundreds  of  people  besides  theth.  Interrogated,  What  was  the  nature  of  the 
conversations  vou  nad  with  Robertson  and  Munn?  Depones,  We  considered  that  the 
whole  of  the  charges  brought  against  Mr.  Gebbie  were  groundless;  and  my  reason  for 
saying  so  was  because  I  had  seen  persons  passing  bad^wards  and  forwards  through 

F  the  parish  concocting  charges  to  get  up  a  libel,  or  at  least  I  have  never  seen  the 
same  people  assembling  together  before  or  since;  and,  also,  from  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie 
myself  at  most  of  the  meetings  and  ordinary  services;  and  I  considered  that  these 

r^ople  were  concocting  charges  which  had  no  foundation  in  truth.  I  am  not  aware 
ever  saw  the  libel,  but  I  have  seen  what  I  was  told  were  portions  of  it.     The  first 

Q  time  I  saw  anything  about  the  libel  was  in  the  newspapers.  When  I  saw  what  was 
said  to  be  portions  of  the  libel,  I  believed  at  the  time  that  they  were  really  portions 
of  the  libel  which  had  been  laid  upon  the  table  of  the  Presbytery.  The  portions 
I  saw  were  in  print,  and  this  was  some  short  time  after  the  libel  was  served  on 
Mr.  Gebbie.    A  number  of  the  printed  copies  of  the  libel  came  to  me  in  a  parcel, 

H  bv  the  coach  which  runs  between  Dunlop  and  Stewarton.  There  was  no  letter 
along  with  them,  and  I  do  not  know  who  sent  them  to  me.  I  have  not  seen  the 
defences,  or  the  list  of  witnesses,  nor  do  I  know  when  the^  were  lodged.  No  person, 
either  counsel  or  agents  or  any  person  connected  with  this  case,  told  me  I  was  to  be 
a  witness  till  within  the  last  three  weeks  or  thereabout.     Interrogated,  Did  any  other 

I  person  give  you  to  understand  that  you  were  to  be  a  witness  in  the  case?  Depones, 
Hundreds  of  people  have  told  me  that.  Interrogated,  Will  you  state  the  names  of  some 
of  those  who  have  told  you  so.  Depones,  Mr.  Robertson  did  so,  and  also  the  agent  for 
the  libellers,  who  called  upon  me  about  a  week  ago,  and  sdd  he  understood  I  was 
to  be  a  witness.     Interrogated,  Previous  to  the  three  weeks  you  have  mentioned,  did 

J  any  person  not  connected  with  the  case  give  you  to  understand  ^ou  were  to.be  a 
witness  in  the  case?  Depones,  Some  parties  told  me  I  might  be  a  witness  in  the  case. 
Mr.  Robertson  was  one  of  those,  and  John  Frame,  flesher,  Dunlop,  and  James  Jamie- 
son,  shoemaker,  Dunlop,  and  Andrew  Peacock  in  Dunlop,  and  others  in  the  parish. 
And  even  in  Glasgow,  when  I  was  making  statements  there  of  what  I  heanl  Mr. 

K  Gebbie  say  during  the  services,  people  told  me  I  might  be  a  witness.  I  myself 
believed  that  I  would  be  a  witness,  even  before  the  service  of  the  libel.  I  gave  away 
the^  copies  of  the  libel  to  several  individuals.  There  would  be  more  tlmn  twenty 
copies  m  the  parcel.  I  may  have  given  a  copy  to  John  Anderson  and  Thomas  Arnot, 
but  I  do  not  recollect.  I  do  not  know  who  printed  the  libeL  I  have  read  the  evi- 
dence 
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dence  in  the  newspapers.    I  have  also  heard  Mr.  Oebbie  read  notes  of  the  evidence  A       Robert 
he  had  taken,  and  this  was  on  the  nights  when  he  returned  from  Irvine.     And  I  was  Wilson. 

led  to  believe  that  the  notes  I  heard  read  were  the  notes  which  Mr.  Gebbie  had  taken  — — — 

on  the  same  days.    This  was  in  Mr.  Gebbie's  own  house.    I  may  have  gone  three, 
or  it  may  have  been  four  times,  to  Mr.  Gebbie's  house  to  hear  his  notes  read;  and 
as  soon  as  I  heard  them  read  I  came  away.     I  have  had  conversations  with  Mr.  B 
Gebbie  in  his  own  house  on  the  subject  of  the  libel,  and  Mr.  Robertson  has  been  pre- 
sent on  some  of  these  occasions.     I  heard  Mr.  Robertson  read  notes  of  the  evidence 
he  had  taken  in  the  court,  and  this  was  in  my  own  house  on  one  occasion,  and  the 
other  occasion  was  in  Robertson's  house.    Peter  Cochrane,  of  Oldhall,  was  present  on 
one  of  the  occasions  when  Mr.  Gebbie  read  his  notes.    I  do  not  remember  of  any  C 
other  stranger  being  present    Depones,  There  was  a  good  deal  of  excitement  at  the 
revival  meetings.    There  was  also  a  eood  deal  of  noise.    Interrogated,  Did  you  get 
a  good  deal  excited  at  these  meetings :    Depones,  Well,  I  was  lively.    What  I  mean 
by  that  is,  I  was  living  in  the  enjoyment  and  comfort  of  the  truth.     It  caused  me  to 
sing  with  joy,  and  to  sing  loud.    But  I  never  recollect  of  dancing.     I  may  have  D 
joined  with  those  who  swayed  their  bodies  backwards  and  forwards,  and  kept  time 
with  their  feet  to  the  tunes,  and  I  have  moved  my  book  backwards  and  forwards.     I 
never  was  at  these  meetings  in  a  state  of  greater  excitement  than  I  am  now,  that  I 
remember.    Interrogated,  Did  you  not  at  any  time  during  these  meetings  take  hold 
of  people  and  bid  them  rejoice  and  dance,  as  David  danc^,  or  words  to  that  effect  ?  E 
Depones,  I  may  or  I  may  not,  but  I  don't  recollect  of  doing  it    Interrogated,  And 
bemg  again  asked,  Were  vou  not  in  a  state  of  more  than  ordinary  excitement  during 
all  uese  revival  meetings  i    Depones,  I  have  told  you  before  that  I  was  Uving  in  the 
enjoyment  and  comfort  of  the  truth.    Interrogated,  That  refers  to  your  inward  state, 
the  question  has  reference  to  your  outward  state  i    Depones,  Yes ;  but  the  inward  state  F 
affects  the  outward  state.    Interrogated,  How  did  it  affect  your  outward  state  ?    De- 
pones, I  must  leave  oth^  people  to  jud^e  of  that    Interrogated,  Was  vour  state  of 
excitement  such  that  you  asked  the  opimon  of  Mr.  Ross  whether  he  thought  your  mind 
was  affected  ?    Depones,  I  was  once  in  Mr.  Ross's  house;  but  there  are  men  who  havo 
as  many  prejudices  as  there  were  batteries  before  the  walls  of  Sebastopol,  that  when  the  Q 
truth  was  spoken  it  did  not  penetrate  them,  and  I  may  have  said  something  to  Mr. 
Ross  which  that  gentleman  might  not  have  understood,  as  there  are  men  who  walk 
by  sight  and  not  by  fSuth.     Depones,  I  have  perhaps  something  more  to  say  about 
Mr.  Ross  in  reference  to  this  conversation.      Interrogated,  Did  you  not  say  to  Mr. 
Ross  at  this  time  that  people  were  saying  that  your  mind  was  affected  by  the  revival  H 
movement?     Depones,  Perhaps  I  may  nave  said  that  to  Mr.  Ross,  and  perhaps 
people  might  say  that  of  me  still.    I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  excited  at  these  meeting's. 
I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  wave  his  hands,  or  heard  him  speaking  loud,  or  at  least  in 
any  indecent  way.    I  considered  myself  to  be  one  of  those  who  were  called  "  converts  " 
at  these  meetings,  and  as  such  I  went  through  the  meetings  among  the  people,  show-  I 
ing  them  passages  of  Scripture,  and  exhorting  them.     I  never  told  a  person  of  the 
name  of  Robert  King,  Burnhouse,  at  any  of  these  meetings,  that  he  was  damned.     I 
spoke  to  Robert  King  at  one  of  these  meetings,  and  asked  him  if  he  had  received 
Christ  as  his  Saviour,  and  he  said  that  was  a  tning  he  did  not  know  anything  about. 
He  was  going  to  wait  till  the  day  of  judgment  to  see  what  would  happen  then,  or  J 
words  to  that  effect;  and  I  told  him,  you  are  condemned  already,  and  that  if  he  died 
without  Christ  he  would  be  damned.     Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  kiss  a  young 
woman  at  one  of  these  meetings  ?    Depones,  No.    Interrogated,  Did  you,  after  any 
of  these  meetings,  immediately  after  leaving  the  church,  kiss  a  young  woman  who  had 
been  present  at  the  meeting?    Depones,  Bring  the  charge  against  me  in  a  form  K 
that  I  may  have  an  opportunity  of  answering  it,  and  I  will  give  ^ou  an  answer.    In- 
terrogated, What  ground  had  you  for  saying  that  Andrew  Nauru  was  the  worse  of 
liquor  at  one  of  the  meetings  i    Depones,  Because  he  appeared  to  me  to  be  the  worse 
of  liquor,  and  Mr.  Gebbie  had  two  or  three  minutes  before  that  told  me  that  Nairn 
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Itobert      h  was  the  worse  of  liquor.    I&terrogated»  Had  Nairn  and  yoa  always  been  on  good 
Ynison,  terzns  before  that  ?    Depones,  So  rar  as  I  am  aware,  we  were.     Since  that  meeting 

' Nairn  fomid  fault  with  me,  and. said  that  I  was  polluting  a  stream  of  water  that  ran 

through  his  premises  from  mine,  by  the  blood  of  pigs  which  I  was  killing  in  my  trade 
of  a  ham  curer.     I  did  not  dispute  the  point.     Literrogated,  Did  you  desist  from 
B  polluting  the  stream  ?    Depones,  I  have  no  answer  to  the  question — I  decline  to  an- 
swer the  question,  because  what  he  might  consider  pollution  I  might  not     When  I 
came  up  to  Mr.  Nairn  in  the  passage,  on  the  occasion  mentioned  in  my  examination  in 
chief,  I  did  not  see  Mr.  Ferguson,  Borland,  or  Mr.  John  Gilmour,  jun.,  with  him,  or 
a  Mr.  Sawe«.  and  it  might  be  fire  or  ten  minutes  before  my  80  going  up  to  him  that 
0  Mr.  Gebbie  told  me  Nairn  was  the  worse  of  liquor.    I  do  not  recollect  of  ever  seeing 
any  of  the  revival  meetings  continued  after  Mr.  Gebbie  had  left  the  meeting.    I  don't 
recollect  of  Mr.  Gebbie  ever  leaving  the  meeting  after  pronouncing  a  blesdng,  and 
endeavouring  to  make  the  people  go  away ;  but  I  have  heard  him  say  that  if  there 
were  any  who  were  unwilling  to  go  away  without  being  spoken  to,  because  they  were 
D  anxious,  they  would  have  an  opportunity  of  being  spoken  to  in  the  seseion-house. 
Depones,  Perhaps  Mr.  Gebbie  would  not  immediately  go  to  the  session-house  on  all 
occasions,  in  consequence  of  the  numbers  who  were  anxious  and  insisting  on  being 
spoken  to.    I  may  have  made  the  statement  that  I  beUeved  that  I  had  been  the 
means,  under  God,  of  many  being  brought  to  Christ,  and  I  did  not  keep  any  book  in 
E  which  I  marked  the  names  of  such.     Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie,  at  these  various 
meetings,  go  through  the  church  among  the  people  during  the  proceedings?    De- 
pones, Yes.     I  have  seen  people  disputing  at  these  meetings.    I  have  said  that  I  have 
seen  people  quarrelling  at  these  meetings.    After  reading  the  anecdote  from  the 
Revival  Paper  about  a  particular  prayer,  Mr.  Gebbie  did  not  express  any  disap- 
F  proval  of  it.    Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  state  expressly  that  any 
infants  could  be  saved  ?    I  have  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  preaching  on  infant  salva- 
tion, but  I  have  heard  him  refer  to  infants  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  man  was 
ruined  in  Adam,  and  that  redemption  was  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  and  that  regeneration 
was  by  the  Spirit  of  Grod.    Mr.  Grebbie  referred  to  this  with  a  view  to  exalt  Christ. 
G  All  that  I  said  yesterday  about  the  sermon  on  the  28t^  of  October,  I860,  on  Bevda- 
tion  xiv.  1,  2,  3,  has  been  in  my  memory,  as  I  ^ave  it  yesterday,  ever  since  I  heard  it. 
I  committed  it  to  writing  with  a  pencil,  and  it  may  be  ten  days  ago,  more  or  less, 
since  I  did  so.   And  the  witness  adds.  My  intention  for  doing  so  was  to  bring  it  before 
my  mind,  so  that  if  I  was  called  upon  to  repeat  it  in  court  I  might  be  able  to  repeat 
H  it,  sentence  by  sentence,  better  than  if  I  had  not  done  so.    As  I  stated  yesterday, 
I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  when  God  saved  a  man  he  saved  him  in  a  moment 
Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  heard  Mr.  (Debbie  say  that  God  can  so  save  a  man  in  a 
moment  without  his  knowing  of  it?    Depones,  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  of 
Timothy  knowing  Christ  from  the  womb.     I  cannot  say  at  the  present  moment 
I  whether  I  have  or  have  not  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  from  the  pulpit  that  God  could  so 
save,  in  a  moment,  a  man  come  to  years  of  understanding  without  the  man  knowing 
of  it    Depones,  I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say,  a  man  who  had  come  to  years  of 
imderstanding  could  be  so  saved  by  God  in  a  moment  without  the  man  knowing  it, 
and  this  was  at  one  of  the  revival  meetings.    Interrc^ted,  Have  you  heard  Mr. 
J  Gebbie  say  that  an  unconverted  man  could  not  pray  aright?    Depones,  I  have  heard 
him  say  that  an  unconverted  man  could  not  pray  to  God  with  acceptance.    Interro- 
gated, Have  you  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  an  unconverted  man,  when  he  knelt 
,    down  to  prav,  only  prayed  to  his  chair  ?    Depones,  I  will  begin  at  the  beginning  and 
tell  you  all  Le  said  about  it  and  its  connections ;  but  there  is  a  sting  in  the  question 
K  in  the  way  in  which  you  put  it    Interrogated,  Have  you  or  have  you  not  heard  Mr. 
Gebbie  use  words  to  that  effect  ?    Depones,  I  decline  to  answer  the  question  in  a 
simple  yes  or  no.     I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  preaching  on  assurance  since  November 
and  December,  1860,  but  it  was  always  to  the  people  of  God.    There  are  two  classes 
of  people  in  the  world,  and  the  same  truth  does  not  suit  both.    I  do  not  reeoUect  of 
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Mr.  Gobble  ever  saying  that  an  unconverted  man,  who  had  not  found  Christ,  ought  A       Eoheri 
to  pray,  but  I  have  heard  him  say  it  was  the  duty  of  every  man  to  pray,  and  I  thmk  Wilson. 

he  saicl  this  upon  the  14th  of  October,  1860,  but  I  am  not  positive  as  to  the  date.  — 

Interrogated,  Have  you  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say,  at  the  conclusion  of  a  discourse,  that 
he  must  be  down  among  the  people,  as  he  saw  Christ  looking  out  of  their  eyes  ? 
Depones,  There  are  two  questions  there,  separate  them  and  I  will  answer  them  both.  B 
.  And  the  question  being  repeated,  and  it  being  stated  to  the  witness  that  there 
is  only  one  question,  depones,  There  are  two  questions.  And  the  question  being 
again  repeatea,  depones,  No;  but  I  heard  him  say,  on  the  21st  of  October,  1860,  that 
you  might  see  God  looking  out  of  their  eyes,  or  Christ  looking  out  of  their  eyes,  as  I 
formerly  deponed.  Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  use  any  other  words  on  that  0 
subject  other  than  what  you  deponed  to  yesterday  and  to-day  ?  Depones,  No ;  not 
that  I  recollect  of.  I  think  I  was  absent  from  the  revival  meeting  on  the  22d  of 
October,  but  I  cannot  specify  any  other  meetings  I  was  absent  from  in  that  month. 
I  have  been  down  on  my  knees  in  the  precentor's  desk,  but  I  had  to  put  my  feet 
behind  me,  and  I  found  a  dii&culty  in  doing  so.  D 

Se-interroffated  far  the  Defender, — ^Depones,  It  was  only  from  conjecture  that  I 
had  an  impression  that  the  people  were  concocting  a  libel  in  the  parish.     Interro- 
gated, Did  any  of  the  people  whom  you  saw  meeting  together  tell  you  they  were 
going  to  serve  a  libel?    The  question  being  objected  to,  was  disallowed.     No  person 
has  told  me  what  to  say  in  giving  my  evidence,  and  all  that  I  have  related  of  Mr.  E 
Gebbie's  teachings  has  been  from  my  own  recollection.     My  deafness  does  not  at  all 
prevent  me,  when  in  my  seat  in  the  church,  from  hearing  what  is  said  from  the 
pulpit.     At  the  evening  meetings  I  never  was  in  any  part  of  the  church  where  I 
could  not  hear  what  the  clergyman  said  from  the  desk  or  pulpit.     There  was  a  time 
this  winter  when  I  was  deafer  than  usual,  and  could  not  hear  so  well,  and  I  am  deafer  F 
now  than  I  was  at  the  date  of  the  revival  meetings,  or  for  many  years  before.     And 
the  witness  .being  asked  to  state  what  he  remembers  Mr.  Gebbie  to  have  said  about 
the  unconverted  praying  in  connection  with  the  word  chair,  depones,  It  was  on  the 
14th  of  October,  1860,  Mr.  Gebbie  was  preaching  from  Ephesians,  2d  chapter,  11th, 
12th,  and  13th  verses.     He  said  every  man  hopes  in  something;  but  God  says  the  Q 
man  who  is  without  Christ  is  without  hope.    You  who  are  unconverted  have  no 
reconciled  God.    You  have  no  God  to  pray  to.     You  bow  down  and  you  pray  to 
your  chair,  but  you  have  no  God  to  pray  to.     You  may  not  believe  it.    You  may  not  ' 
believe  it.     I  know  it  is  hard  to  believe,  and  I  would  not  have  believed  it  either,  but 
God  has  said  it;  and  pointing  to  the  Bible,  he  said,  here  it  is.     "  Without  Christ,  H 
aliens  from  the  commonwealth  of  Israel,  strangers  from  the  covenant  of  promise, 
having  no  hope,  and  without  God  in  the  world.      Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  seen 
peo])le  dancing  in  church  at  the  revival  meetings?    Depones,  I  have  seen  people 
leaping  for  joy,  but  not  what  I  would  call  dancing.     I  never  saw  people  so  leaping 
when  they  were  on  the  top  of  the  bookboards.     I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  standing  or  I 
leaping  on  the  top  of  the  bookboards. 

InUrrogcAed  by  a  Member  of  Ckmrt, — Depones,  I  did  not  observe  any  difference 
in  Mr.  Gebbie's  doctrine  or  teaching  during  the  time  libelled  on  from  what  it  had  been 
during  the  previous  course  of  his  ministry.  Depones,  At  the  time  Mr.  Gebbie  was  allud- 
ing to  people  thinking  the  movement  in  the  parish^  delusion,  I  remember  him  saying  J 
that  if  any  one  doubted  the  genuineness  of  God*s  work  in  the  conversion  of  sinners,  he 
considered  it  the  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  or  the  unpardonable  sin;  and  if  any  one 
doubted  the  work  of  God's  Spirit  going  on  amongst  us,  and  died  impenitent,  if  there 
was  a  deeper  and  a  hotter  place  in  nell  than  anoUier  he  would  get  it.  I  considered 
that  when  Mr.  Gebbie  said  this  he  alluded  to  the  work  of  revival  going  on  in  Dunlop.  K 
Interrogated,  In  saying  that  you  understood  Mr.  Gebbie  to  speak  figuratively  when 
he  spoke  of  Christ  looking  out  of  their  eyes,  what  ground  had  you  for  saying  that  he 
was  speaking  figuratively  ?  Depones,  Because  the  Word  teaches  us  that  we  are  to 
see  God  and  Christ  in  eveiything.  I  did  not  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  he  was

John       F       Compeared  John  Andbbsok,  Laigh  Muir,  who,  being  solemnly  sworn  and  examined, 
Anderson,         depones,  I  am  about  fifty  years  of  age.     I  am  a  native  of  the  parish  of  Dunlop,  and  I  am 

a  member  of  the  Established  Church.     I  have  attended  the  parish  church  during  the 
whole  of  Mr.  Gebbie*s  ministry.     I  was  present  at  all  the  Sunday  services,  and  all 
the  evening  meetings,  held  in  the  parish  church  from  September,  1860,  till  the 
G  present  date,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two.    I  was  absent  on  Sabbath  evening, 
21st  October,  and  I  think  one  evening  meeting  farther  on  in  the  year.    I  was  not  m 
the  habit  of  taking  notes.     I  did  not  stop  at  the  evening  meetings  later  than 
twelve  or  one  o'clock.     There  was  a  good  deal  of  excitement  at  times  during  these 
.    meetings.    Some  of  the  people  at  these  meetbgs  appeared  to  be  in  an  anxious  state, 
H  others  appeared  to  be  going  about  for  amusement,  and  scoffing.     There  were  some 
parties  who  appeared  to  be  very  earnest.    I  never  saw  anything  like  dancing  at  these 
meetings.     I  do  not  remember  of  ever  seeing  people  as  high  as  the  bookboarda,  but 
I  have  seen  them  on  the  seats.     Sometimes  they  were  singing  when  so  standing.    The 
church  was  generally  very  crowded,  which  made  it  difficult  to  move  from  one  place 
I  to  another.     Some  of  the  tunes  suns  to  the  hymns  were  new  to  me,  and  with  some 
I  was  quite  familiar.    I  never  heard  Uie  tune  ''Duncan  Gray"  sung.    Interrogated, 
Have  you  ever  seen  any  endeavour  made  to  make  the  people  go  away  before  the 
meetings  terminated  ?    Depones,  I  have  seen  Mr.  Gebbie  pronounce  the  blessing  two 
or  three  times,  and  I  thought  he  did  so  to  close  the  meeting.    I  hate  several  times 
J  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  tell  the  people  to  keep  their  seats  and  keep  the  passages  dear.    I 
never  saw  anything  like  encouragement  by  him  of  noise  in  the  church,  although  I  have 
heard  him  tell  the  people  to  sing  the  hymns  loudly.    I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie, 
Bometimo  in  the  month  of  October,  speak  of  the  good  to  be  done  by  personal  conver- 
sation and  showing  passages  of  the  Bible.    I  never  heard  him  say  that  he  could  carry 

on 
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on  the  woirk  of  saving  souls  better  that  way  than  by  preaching;  nor  that  he  conld  A        JUii 
save  sonls  by  his  own  power.    I  do  not  recollect  of  any  particular  time  that  he  spoke         Awkntm. 
of  his  duty  in  reference  to  preaching,  but  I  never  heard  him  say  anything  by  which  — 

I  understood  him  to  undervalue  the  efficacy  of  preaching.     I  remember  Mr.  Gebbie 
speaking  on  the  subject  of  original  sin,  and  he  said  that  some  people  were  of  opinion 
that  chUdren  came  into  the  world  clean  like  a  sheet  of  white  paper,  but  these  people  B 
held  wrong  views.    They  were  born  in  corruption,  and  with  death  written  on  their 
foreheads.     He  said  that  all  must  come  under  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  be 
washed  in  the  blood  of  Christ  ere  they  could  enter  heaven.     I  never  heard  him^  either 
then  or  at  any  other  time,  say  that  all  who  died  in  infancy  would  perish  eternally,  or 
anything  which  conveyed  such  a  meaning.     I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  on  the  C 
subject  of  assurance,  but  I  do  not  remember  so  well  about  that.    I  remember  Mr. 
Geobie  on  one  occasion  usingthe  word  ''chaw"  in  a  sermon.    That  must  have  been 
two  or  three  months  before  Whitsunday,  1860,  because  I  left  my  farm  at  that  date, 
and  a  man  who  was  working  for  me  on  the  farm  used  to  speak  about  it,  which  fixes 
the  time  in  my  memory.     I  never  heard  him  use  the  word  more  than  once.    I  have  D 
heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speaking  about  the  unconverted  praying  to  God,  but  I  cannot  say 
whether  during  the  day  or  during  the  evening.     He  was  preaching  from  Ephesians 
2d  chapter,  12th  verse.    In  the  course  of  his  sermon  he  said  that  an  unconverted  man 
could  not  pray.    Interrogated,  Did  he  give  any  explanation  of  that?    Depones,  He 
said  he  might  kneel  down  and  pray  to  his  chair,  but  that  he  had  no  God  to  pray  to.  E 
He  was  without  God,  and  without  hope  in  the  world.     He  said  that  prayers  ought  to 
be  acceptable  through  Christ,  and  it  was  in  reference  to  this  he  was  speaking.    Inter- 
rogated, Do  you  mean  by  that  that  he  said  that  the  unconverted  could  not  pray  aright 
except  through  Jesus  Christ,  or  that  they  could  not  pray  at  all?    Depones,  Tluit  their 
prayers  were  not  acceptable.     Interrogated,  Have  you  heard  him  urge  upon  the  F 
unconverted  the  duty  of  prayer?    Depones,  I  have  heard  him  say  that  aU  men  ought 
to  pray.    I  have  frec^uently  heard  him  address  the  unconverted  specially,  and  urge 
them  to  come  to  Chnst.    He  often  addresses  both  classes  in  his  sermons.    I  never 
heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  one  attitude  was  better  for  prayer  than  another.    I  have 
heard  him  use  the  expression  that  people  should  be  down  on  their  backs.    Interro-  G 
gated,  Did  you  understand  him  to  mean  that  they  should  literally  He  down  in  order 
to  pray?    Depones,  No;  I  never  understood  it  in  that  sense.    I  understood  his 
expression  to  mean  an  act  of  humility,  or  being  passive.     I  always  understood  it  to  be 
a  ngurative  expression.    Interrogated,  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  evor  pray  for  the  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit?    Depones,  Yes.     I  don't  think  I  ever  heard  him  enter  the  pulpit  H 
that  he  did  not  do  so.    Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  seen  Mr.  Gebbie  clapping  his  hands 
or  laughing  in  the  church?    Depones,  I  have  seen  him  putting  his  nanos  toj^ether 
like  any  ouer  preacher,  but  I  never  heard  him  clapping  loudly,  or  in  any  ridiculous 
manner.    Interrogated,  When  you  said  that  Mr.  Gebbie  taught  that  the  prayers  of 
the  unconverted  were  not  acceptable,  did  you  mean  not  acceptable  at  all?    Depones,  I

said  that  all  acceptable  prayers  were  acceptable  through  Jesus  Christ.  Depones, 
What  I  meant  in  what  I  nave  deponed  is,  that  the  prayers  of  unconverted  men  were  J 
not  acceptable  to  God ;  but  that  all  acceptable  prayers  were  acceptable  only  through 
Jesus  Christ.  Interrogated,  Did  you  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  an  unconverted  man 
had  no  right  to  pray  ?

I  heard  portions  of  the  eyidence  in  th^s  case  read  before  it  appeared  in  the  newspapers. 

B  1  heard  them  read  by  Mr.  John  Robertson,  the  elder,  a  member  of  this  court.  I 
heard  him  reading  on  two  separate  occasions  the  notes  he  had  just  taken  in  court 
I  have  bad  very  httle  conversation  with  Mr.  Robertson  on  these  occanons.  We  have 
spoken  on  the  subject,  but  never  a  great  deal.

I  was  at  the  greater  part  of  the  revival  meetings  heleLin  the  parish 
church.  I  miffht  be  absent  seven  or  eight  times.  I  was  present  on  the  17th,  18th, 
J  19th,  20th,  and  23d  of  October.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  exmtement  at  these  meet- 
ings. Interrogated,  In  what  state  did  the  peopk  seem  to  be  ?  Depones,  The  greater 
part  seemed  anxious  about  their  souls.  So  far  as  I  could  judge,  the  meetings  appeared 
to  bo  conducted  regularly.  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  encouraging  noise,  or  making 
any  noise  himself  that  was  extraordinanr,  nothing  more  than  any  person  would  make, 
K  moving  from  one  place  to  another.

attended  Dunlop  Church  since  Mr.  Gebbie  came.    I  attended  the  revival  meetings 
very  regularly  during  the  whole  time  they  were  held.     I  don't  think  I  was  absent 

E  from  more  than  three  or  four  meetings  during  three  or  four  months,  including  Octo- 
ber, November,  and  December.  I  cannot  give  the  dates  when  I  was  absent.  I 
remember  one  night  that  Mr.  Gebbie  complained  of  some  people  disturbing  the  meet- 
ing. I  think  that  was  on  the  23d  of  October.  I  do  not  recollect  anything  more  he 
said  on  this  occasion.    Interrogated,  Can  you  describe  what  was  the  behaviour  of  tiie 

F  people  at  these  meetings;  were  they  excited  or  noisy?  Depones,  They  seemed  in  a 
nappy,  joyful  state;  but  it  was  from  believing  in  the  Lord  Jesus.  1  saw  nothing 
indecent  or  unbecoming  a  church  in  all  the  meeting  I  was  at.  Interrogated,  Did 
Mr.  Gebbie  ever  go  about  making  a  noise  at  the  meetings?  Depones,  No;  instead  of 
that  he  used  to  wish  the  people  to  be  as  quiet  as  possible.    He  often  made  intimations 

Q  to  that  effect  from  the  desk.  I  do  not  tlunk  that  any  of  the  excitement  or  noise  that 
prevailed  was  encouraged  by  him.  I  once  heard  him  speak  on  the  subject  of  conver- 
sion. He  said  if  they  were  willing,  he  saw  nothing  between  God  and  them,  for  God 
was  always  wiUing  to  accept  the  sinner.  I  remember  Mr.  Gebbie  tolling  us  of  an 
interview  he  had  with  a  man  near  Ardrossan,  when  the  man  told  him  he  had  been 

H  reading  that  day  the  book  of  Corinthians.  Mr.  Gebbie  said  he  had  told  him  that 
he  might  as  well  have  eaten  the  book  if  he  had  not  believed  it.  I  remember  one  day, 
in  a  sermon,  Mr.  Gebbie  saying  that  he  saw  *a  visible  change  in  the  appearance  of  his 
hearers  on  that  occasion.  He  said  that  he  saw  God  looking  out  of  their  eyes.  I 
never  at  any  time,  that  I  recollect  of,  heard  him  say  that  merefy  by  looking  at  people 
I  he  could  tell  if  they  were  changed.  Mr.  Gebbie  was  in  the  habit  of  praying  for  the 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  used  to  dwell  upon  it  at  those  meetings.  Interro- 
gated, Did  you  ever  hear  him  exhort  the  unconverted  to  seek  for  the  influence  of  the 
opirit?  Depones,  Tes,  often.  Interrogated,  Do  you  know  about  the  names  of  tunes? 
Depones,  I  know  "  Duncan  Gray;"  it  was  never  sung  at  any  of  these  meetings  I  was 
J  at.    Most  of  the  tunes  used  were  unfamiliar  to  me. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — ^Depones,  I  was  one  of  those  who  at  these  meetings 
were  called  "  converts  "  or  "  children,  and  I  went  among  the  people  as  such.  There 
was  sometimes  a  good  deal  of  loud  singing,  and  people  singing  m  different  groups 
different  hvmns  to  different  tunes.    Depones,  Some  of  the  tunes  were  psahn  tunes, 

£  and  the  otners  I  did  not  know.  Interrogated,  Will  you  swear  that,  upon  any  even- 
ing after  the  preparatory  services  were  over,  you  ever  heard  a  psalm  tune  sung  ? 
Depones,  No ;  I  will  not  swear  that.  Interrogated,  What  put  it  into  your  head  to 
say,  of  your  own  accord,  that ''  Duncan  Gray ''  was  not  sung  at  any  of  the  meetings  ? 
Depones,  Because  I  saw  it  mentioned  in  one  of  the  newspapers  that  it  had  been  sung ; 
ana  the  witness  adds,  and  because  I  did  not  hear  it  sung.  1  saw  in  one  of  the  charges 

of 
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of  the  libel  that  Mr.  Gebbie  was  charged  with  singing  that  tune.    Interrogated,  de-  A 
pones,  I  cannot  say  at  present  which  of  the  charges  it  was.    I  cannot  say  when  I  first 
saw  the  libel.    It  would  be  about  a  fortnight  after  it  was  served  oa  Mr.  Gebbie.    It 
was  in  print  when  I  heard  it  read.    I  heard  it  read  by  Mr.  Robertson,  one  of  Mr. 
Gebbie's  elders,  and  a  member  of  court.    He  read  the  charges,  but  something  at  the 
end  he  did  not  read.    I  have  read  the  most  of  the  eyidence  that  has  been  led  in  the  B 
case.    I  read  none  of  the  evidence  except  in  the  newspapers.    The  reading  of  the 
evidence  did  not  in  the  least  enable  me  to  speak  any  more  accurately  to  anything  I 
have  deponed  to.    The  reading  of  the  evidence  may  have  assisted  me  a  little.    I  have 
continued  to  attend  all  the  revival  meetings  in  Dunlop  Church  to  this  time.    I  have 
had  conversations  with  Mr.  Gebbie  generally  on  the  libel,  but  not  on  particular  points,  C 
I  have  had  conversations  with  other  parties,  including  Mr.  Robert  Wilson  and  Mr. 
Robertson,  the  elder,  regarding  the  charges  in  the  libel.    I  sot  a  printed  copy  of  the 
libel  for  my  own  use.    I  got  it  from  Robert  Wilson.    I  had  another  copy,  which  I 
gave  to  a  young  man  in  Paisley,  who  is  not  connected  with  the  case. 

Re^interrogated  for  the  Defender. — Depones,  The  meetings  I  have  been  attending  D 
lately  have  been  ordinary  prayer  meetings.  They  have  generally  been  held  twice  a- 
week,  and  have  been  over  by  nine  or  half-past.  One  meeting  takes  place  in  the 
church  and  the  other  in  the  country.  As  near  as  I  can  recollect  I  told  Mr.  Connell, 
Mr.  Gebbie's  agent,  substantially  the  same  as  I  told  to-day,  and  that  was  before  any 
evidence  was  led  in  the  case.  £ 

Interrogated  through  the  Moderator. — Were  some  of  these  meetings  since  1860 
kept  up  till  after  ten  o'clock  t  Depones,  Some  of  them  were  kept  up  in  our  house  till 
after  ten  on  our  clock,  but  we  keep  her  an  hour  fast.  I  was  present  at  a  meeting,  in 
or  about  July  last,  which  was  first  held  on  the  glebe,  and  afterwards  adjourned  to  the 
church ;  and  that  meeting  was  kept  up  later.  It  might  be  kept  up  till  a  minute  or  two  F 
after  ten  o'clock.  I  will  not  swear  that  that  meeting  was  not  kept  up  till  a  few  minutes 
before  eleven  o'clock.  Interrogated,  At  that  meeting,  and  many  meetings  since  Octo- 
ber, 1860,  were  not  Richard  Weaver's  hymns  sung? 

To  which  question  it  was  objected,  and  the  question  was  withdrawn. 

All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.  Q

Q  Compeared  John  Anderson,  draper,  Stewarton,  who,  beiug  solemnly  sworn  and 
examined,  depones,  I  am  forty-two  years  of  age.  I  am  a  member  ox  the  United 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Stewarton.  I  attended  meetings  in  Dunlop  Church  from 
28th  October,  1860,  every  Sabbath  evening  till  about  the  middle  of  March,  and  also 
occasionally  during  the  week.    On  the  28th,  when  I  first  went,  Mr.  Gebbie  opened 

J)  the  meeting  in  the  ordinary  manner  of  public  worship,  and  I  may  state  that  I  never 
heard  a  prayer  so  distinct  or  so  earnest  as  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  give  that  night.    He 

E rayed  for  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  that  was  a  leading  feature  in  his  prayers  whenever  I 
eard  him.     His  prayer  was  that  the  Spirit  might  come  down  and  operate  upon  the 
hearts  of  the  unconverted,  and  that  many  might  be  brought  to  Christ  that  evening.  That 

£  was  the  general  characteristic  of  his  prayers.  Af)»r  the  discourse  Mr.  Gebbie  had 
delivered,  and  a  benediction  pronounced,  the  meeting  took  a  different  form.  After 
singing  a  hymn  Mr.  Gebbie  announced  that  the  work  would  proceed.  Then  a 
number  of  people  went  through  the  church  and  spoke  to  individuals.  My  first 
impression  was  that  this  part  of  the  meeting  was  like  a  large  Sabbath  evening  school. 

-p  Different  people  conversing  in  groups  together.  Interrogated,  What  was  the  general 
character  of  the  behaviour?  Depones,  Very  earnest  Interrogated,  Was  Uiere  a 
good  deal  of  excitement  arose  in  the  evening?  Depones,  I  thmk  excitement  is  a  very 
improper  word — ^I  would  say  earnestness.  I  never  saw  any  dancing  in  the  church,  nor 
any  standing  on  the  bookboards,  or  jumping.    I  have  seen  people  on  the  seats  when 

Q  they  were  crossing  from  one  place  to  another,  but  no  unnecessary  standing  on  them. 
They  so  crossed  over  on  account  of  the  crowd  in  the  church.  One  night  Mr.  Gebbie 
was  speaking  about  humility,  and  he  said  we  ought  to  humble  ourselves  even  to  the 
very  dust,  even  as  it  were  lying  on  our  backs  wit£  our  faces  looking  up  to  heaven, 
crying  for  mercy.     I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  any  particmar  attitude  was 

Q  necessary  in  oraer  to  make  prayer  acceptable  to  God.  Interrogated,  Depones,  I 
never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  anything  about  the  benefit  of  personal  dealing  with  the 
unconverted,  except  at  a  private  conversation  with  me  some  time  before  the  New-Year 
of  1861.  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  upon  the  subject  of  assurance. — ^All  which 
is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

Gavin.  interrogated,  depones,  I  am  twenty-nine  years  of  age.    I  am  an  elder  in  the  Free 

J  Church,  Stewarton.    I  frequently  attended  the  revival  meetings  in  Dunlop  Parish 

Church.  I  commenced  to  go  there  about  the  end  of  September  or  beginning  of 
October,  and  I  attended  once  a-week,  or  sometimes  oftener,  till  about  the  month  of 
January,  1861.  The  first  night  that  I  went  Mr.  Gebbie  was  just  closing  his  address, 
and  he  ssdd  that  the  night  before  there  had  been  a  great  work  doing,  and  he  wished 
K  that  all  the  ministers  of  Scotland  had  been  over  the  church,  and  the  roof  off,  that  they 
might  see  the  great  work  that  the  Lord  was  doing  in  their  midst.  I  was  very  much 
impressed  with  the  seriousness  of  the  people  that  night,  and  other  nights  also.  Inter- 
rogated, How  did  that  show  itself?  Depones,  When  I  listened  to  the  conversation  of 
those  around  me,  I  found  that  they  were  talking  about  the  most  serious  matters  con- 
uected  with  the  salvation  of  their  souls.    They  sang  in  an  earnest  and  lively  manner. 

Some 
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Some  seemed  to  be  rejoicing  in  hope,  and  others  seemed  to  be  earnestly  enquiring  the  A       WUUam 
way  to  Sion,  with  theii;  faces  thitnerward.    At  none  of  the  meetings  I  was  at  was  Gavin, 

there  anything  indecent  or  unbecoming  that  I  sjiw.    No  dancing  or  lumping  on  the  *'"'''* 

bookboards.  I  was  not  present  the  night  that  Mr.  Gebbie  rebuked  the  people  that 
he  said  had  been  disturbing  the  meeting;  and  the  witness  adds  of  his  own  accord, 
that  with  regard  to  the  earnestness  of  the  people,  I  may  state  that  I  saw  many  people  B 
apparently  anxious;  and  before  I  left  I  saw  their  faces  as  radiant  w^h  hope  as  they 
had  been  before  beclouded  with  sorrow.  I  remember  one  evening  Mr.  Gebbie  was 
speaking  on  the  parable  of  the  prodigal  son,  and  he  said  that  some  people  could  stand 
in  their  own  self-righteousness  before  God;  but  they  must  come  down  to  their  knees; 
but  that  they  must  come  farther  still — they  must  be  down  upon  their  backs;  and  he  C 
compared  the  dead  soul  of  a  man,  previous  to  his  conversion,  to  a  man's  dead  body, 
which  was  unable  to  move  a  limb  or  open  its  eyes.  I  did  not  understand  the  expres- 
sion being  on  the  back  to  be  used  literally.  Mr.  Gebbie  frequently  prayed  for  the 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  hear  him  tell  the  uncon- 
verted to  seek  for  that  influence?  Depones,  I  do  not  remember  that  point;  but  I  D 
have  often  heard  him  pray  for  the  Holy  Spirit;  and  the  witness  adds,  in  reference  to 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  I  heard  him  say  that  same  evening  that  it  was  when 
people  were  brought  to  a  sense  of  their  sinfulness  and  helplessness  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
that  he  (the  Holy  Spirit)  opened  their  blind  eyes  and  enabled  them  to  look  to  Jesus; 
and  if  I  remember  right,  he  said  that  was  a  look  of  faith.  I  never  saw  Mr,  Gebbie  £ 
behave  himself  in  any  unseemly  manner,  or  encouraging  noise  in  any  way.  I  wish 
to  add  something  more  about  lying  on  the  back.  Previous  to  pronouncing  the  bless- 
ing, as  the  church  was  so  crowded,  and  the  passages  filled  with  people,  he  said  he 
wished  them  to  retire,  those  at  least  who  were  curious,  and  he  wished  those  who  were 
anxious  to  remain.

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — ^Depones,  Mr.  Oebbie  said  that  those  who  were 
curious  were  to  go  out  to  the  churchyard  and  lie  upon  their  backs,  and  that  he  would 
be  the  very  first  to  go  out  and  bring  them  in.  I  never  was  recognized  as  a  convert 
by  the  Dunlop  people.

Interrogated,  What  did  you  understand  Mr.  Gebbie  to 
mean  when  he  spoke  about  going  out  to  bring  in  those  who  were  lying  on  their  backs  H 
in  the  graveyard?    Depones,  1  understood  him  to  mean  tliat  when  sinners  were 
brought  to  feel  their  helplessness  before  God,  he,  as  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  would 
be  the  first  to  point  them  to  Jesus.    Interrogated,  Did  you,  without  reference  to  your 
own  interpretation,  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  distincuy  use  these  words,  That  ho  exhorted  the 
people  to  go  out  into  the  graveyard  and  lie  upon  their  backs  ?

'  Presbyterian  Church,  Stewarton.     I  attended  some  of  the  revival  meetings  in  Dunlop, 

and  went  first,  I  think,  on  22d  October.  I  continued  to  go  frequently  during  the  win- 
ter, and  on  to  the  spring.    I  saw  no  bad  conduct  at  any  of  these  meetings,  and  a  large 

E  number  of  the  people  seemed  very  anxious  about  their  eternal  salvation.  There  was 
always  service  m  the  first  part  of  the  evening  in  the  ordinary  form.  Interrogated, 
Was  that  always  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  solemn  manner  ?  Depones,  I  never 
saw  anything  else.  After  the  blessing  was  pronounced,  or  perhaps  before,  Mr.  Gebbie 
invited  those  who  might  feel  anxious  to  remain  for  the  after  meeting;  at  least  this 

F  took  place  when  there  Were  en(]^uiry  meetings ;  but  I  have  attended  some  meetings 
lately  where  there  were  no  enqmry  meetings.  I  have  seen  people  beating  with  one 
foot  in  time  to  the  music,  and  also  moving  their  hands,  but  I  never  saw  what  could  be 
called  dancing.  Perhaps  I  did  not  go  through  the  church  as  much  as  some,  but  in 
all  my  observation  I  saw  nothing  that  I  considered  indecent.     The  first  night  that 

G  I  went,  Mr.  Gebbie  complained  of  us  Stewarton  people.  He  said  that  he  did  not 
wish  the  Stewarton  people  to  come  over  and  conduct  or  interfere  with  the  Dunlop 
meetings.  I  don't  know  which  expression  he  used.  He  said  that  the  Dunlop  people 
were,  he  expected^  quite  able  to  conduct  their  own  meetings  without  assistance  from 
Stewarton.    He  said  that  if  these  people  came  to  disturb  the  meetings  he  would  see 

H  it  to  be  his  duty  either  to  put  them  out  or  prevent  them  from  coming  in.  And  he 
said  that  if  he  had  the  power  of  the  Almighty  he  would  strike  a  dagger  of  conviction 
into  their  hearts,  that  their  self-sufficiency  might  wither  down  like  Jonah's  gourd. 
Interrogated,  Were  you  led  to  go  back  after  that  night  from  being  pleased  with  the 
meeting  f    Depones,  Yes.    Mr.  Gebbie  frequently  used  language  to  this  effect,  that 

I  people  could  be  converted  before  leaving  the  pews,  but  I  cannot  specify  a  particular 
occasion.  He  did  not  always  at  the  moment  specify  how  this  was  to  be  accomplished; 
but  I  have  heard  him  say  that  by  laying  down  their  self-righteousness  there,  or  being 
stripped  of  it,  or  words  to  that  effect,  they  would  be  saved.  But  Mr.  Gebbie's  teach- 
ing always  came  to  this,  that  salvation  was  not  in  man,  but  that  it  was  the  work  of 

J  God,  and  came  from  God  only.  I  never  heard  him  say  that  it  was  in  the  power 
of  people  to  convert  themselves.  And  the  witness  adds,  Every  night,  without 
exception,  in  some  part  of  the  service,  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  it  was  through 
the  operation  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  that  salvation  was  ob- 
tained ;  and  in  his  prayers  he  used  always  to  ask  for  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit.

And  he  gave  us  to  understand  that  we  had  time  here  for  preparatioui  but  none 
hereafter.     Interrogated,  Did  he  say  anything  about  the  uses  or  necessity  of 

assurance  ? 
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assurance?    Depones,  He  said  it  was  desirable  to  get  it,  and  urged  the  duty  of  A        Allan 
seeking  it,  and  his  reason  was  that  this  was  the  time  for  making  sure  of  it,  and  that  OUmour. 

when  time  was  at  an  end  it  was  too  late.     Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  hear  him  teach 
that  no  person  could  be  saved  without  being  assured  of  it  before  death  ?   Depones,  No; 
I  never  neard  him  teach  that.     He  said  tliat  it  was  desirable  to  have  assurance,  but 
he  would  not  say  that  a  person  was  lost  if  he  had  it  not.     I  could  add  a  little  more.  B 
I  have  heard  him  say  that  it  was  impossible  for  young  people  to  be  assured  of  their 
salvation,  and  he  referred  to  John  the  Baptist  and  Jeremiah,  who,  being  sanctified 
from  the  womb,  could  not  know  it,  could  not  have  the  assurance.     But  he  said  that 
grown-up  people  as  well  might  be  saved,  or  in  a  safe  state,  without  knowing  it.     I 
remember  Mr.  Gebbie  one  night  speaking  upon  a  chapter  in  John — it  was  about  the  ^ 
death  of  Lazarus — and  he  said  that  our  Saviour  did  not  come  to  heal  Lazarus  when 
alive,  but  came  to  raise  him  when  he  was  dead.    And  then  he  spoke  about  the  sinner. 
And  he  said  as  long  as  the  sinner  was  covered  with  his  own  righteousness  Christ  did 
not  save  him,  but  when  once  he  was  dead,  as  it  were,  to  his  own  righteousness,  and 
down  upon  his  back^  like  Lazarus  in  the  grave,  then  Christ  came  to  save  him.     But  ^ 
the  witness  adds,  perhaps  it  was  not  at  this  particular  time  he  used  the  expression 
down  on  his  back.     He  was  speaking  of  humility  at  the  time.    I  don't  think  he  was  - 
speaking  particularly  about  prayer  at  that  time.     I  remember  him  speaking  about 
infants;  and  he  said  that  there  were  some  people  spoke  about  infants  teeming  into  the 
world  as  clean  or  as  pure  as  a  sheet  of  white  paper ;  but  that  was  not  true,  for  they  ^ 
all  came  into  the  world  blotted  over  with  sin.    And  in  speaking  of  their  salvation  he 
said  that  those  that  were  saved  were  saved  by  the  washing  of  the  blood  of  Christ 
through  the  application  of  the  Holy  Spirit.    I  never  saw  Mr.  Oebbie  behaving  him- 
self in  an  unseemly  way  at  the  meetings,  or  encouraging  others  to  do  so. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — ^Depones,  At  the  revival  meetings  people  went  ^ 
through  amon^  the  people  instructing  them.     Interrogated,  Were  those  people  called 
converts  or  chddren  i    Depones,  I  believe  that  Mr.  Gebbie  expected  that  those  whom 
he  employed  to  go  through  the  church  were  converts.    Interrogated,  Were  you  one 
of  these  ?    Depones,  I  was  one  of  those  who  went  through  the  church  occasionally, 
and  spoke  to  tnose  who  were  anxious.    Interrogated,  Was  there  excitement  at  these  G 
meetings?    Depones,  I  don't  know  what  construction  you  may  put  upon  excitement. 
Interrogated,  Was  there  loud  singing?    Depones,  les.    People  sung  as  they  are 
commanded  by  the  Bible,  with  a  loud  voice,  and  skilfully.     Interrogated,  How  did 
they  show  their  skill  ?    Depones,  Because,  according  to  my  opinion,  they  sang  skil- 
fully according  to  the  music,  or  scientifically,  if  you  like  to  put  it  so.     Sometimes  the  H 
whole  church  sung  together,  and  sometimes  they  did  not.    I  have  seen  more  than  one 
group  of  people  singing  in  different  parts  of  the  church,  and  singing  different  hymns 
to  different  tunes.    I  have  seen  more  than  two  groups  so  singing.    Interrogated,  Will 
you  swear  that  you  have  not  seen  more  than  three  groups  so  singing?    Depones,  I 
will  swear  nothing  about  it,  and  I  mean  that  I  will  not  swear  to  the  number  I  have   I 
so  seen  singing.    There  might  be  four,  or  there  might  be  five,  I  cannot  say  exactly 
about  that.    During  the  singine  those  employed  by  Mr.  Gebbie  were  going  through 
the  church  speaking  to  those  who  were  anxious,  and  I  considered  the  singing,  during 
the  time  of  the  conversations,  a  great  improvement,  because  the  one  did  not  mterrupt 
the  other,  and  I  have  heard  the  people  among  the  congregation  speaking  among   J 
themselves.      I  have  seen  people  during  the  meeting  going  over  the  seats  from 
one  part  of  the  church  to  another.   And  the  witness  adds  of  his  own  accord,  there  was 
a  necessitr  for  this  when  the  church  was  over-crowded.    A  good  number  of  times  at 
the  first  the  church  was  overcrowded.    I  don't  recollect  of  hearing  any  person  crying 
in  the  church ;  but  I  have  heard  people  sobbing,  and  I  recollect  of  one  man  crying  K 
out.    I  don't  recollect  of  ever  hearing  cries  of  "  Another  soul  saved,"  or  "  Glory  be 
to  God,  another  soul  saved,*'  or  words  to  that  effect ;  and  the  witness  adds,  I  don't 
recollect  at  present ;  but  perhaps  it  may  come  to  my  memory  that  I  had.    It  was 
Weaver's  hymns  the  people  were  singing.    Depones,  I  cannot  say  anything  about 

the 
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4i  tho  natnefl  of  the  tunes.  There  was  a  particular  tune  which  was  sung  to  erery  hymn* 
and  I  never  heard  any  hymn  sung  except  to  one  particular  tune.  Interrogated* 
Was  the  hymn,  "Christ  for  me/*  sung  to  the  tune  of  ''Polly  Hopkins?"  Depones, 
I  know  nothing  about  "  Polly  Hopkins ;"  but  I  have  seen  the  tune  called  that  m  the 
public  prints.     Interrogated,  In  the  midst  of  all  the  speaking,  and  singing,  and  con- 

B  yersations,  and  people  going  over  the  tops  of  the  seats,  and  the  different  groups  of 
people  singing  different  tunes  at  the  same  time,  and  singing  loudly,  were  you  able  to 
form  an  accurate  judgment  as  to  the  skill  and  science  displayed  in  the  singing  ? 
Depones,  According  to  my  judgment  I  considered  that  they  were  singing  loud  and 
skilfully,  and  I  have  no  other  answer  to  give.    I  saw  a  small  printed  paper  containing 

C  the  charges  in  the  libel,  and  it  agreed  with  what  I  saw  in  tne  newspapers.  It  was 
shown  to  me  by  Mr.  Robertson,  a  member  of  court,  and  he  gave  me  a  copy.  On  the 
occasion  when  Mr.  Qebbie  addressed  the  Stewarton  people  I  did  not  see  or  hear  any 
disturbance  made  by  the  Stewarton  people  or  anybody  else.  Interrogated,  Are  you 
prepared  to  swear  that  Mr.  Oebbie  did  not  on  that  occasion  say  that  if  he  had  the 

D  power  of  sarcasm  he  would  wither  them  up  like  Jonah's  gourd  ?  Depones,  I  will 
swear  that  he  did  not  use  words  of  that  kind  in  my  hearing.  What  I  have  already 
deponed  to  is  all  that  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  I  have  mind  of.  Possibly  Mr.  Gebbie 
may  have  said  more  that  I  don't  recollect.  It  is  now  a  long  time  since.  I  did  not, 
that  I  recollect  of,  see  Mr.  Robertson  go  up  to  the  desk  and  speak  to  Mr.  Qebbie 

E  when  be  was  addressing  the  Stewarton  people ;  but  I  would  not  say  that  he  did  not 
do  so.  I  have  no  doubt  that  when  Mr.  Kobertson  gave  roe  the  copy  of  the  libel  we 
talked  about  it.  I  have  spoken  to  other  people,  or  rather  other  people  have  spoken 
to  me,  or  both  ways,  about  the  charges  in  the  libel  since  then.  Yesterday  was  the 
first  time  that  I  knew  positively  I  was  to  be  a  witness  in  this  case ;  but  I  told  Mr. 

F  Qebbie  long  ago  that  if  I  could  be  of  any  service  to  him  I  would  do  it.     Sometime 

in  winter  I  was  told  that  my  name  was  in  the  list  of  witnesses,  and  I  was  precognosoed 

on  behalf  of  the  defender  long  before  that.    I  have  read  in  the  newspapers  the 

evidence  which  has  been  taken  in  tiiis  case. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court — When  Mr.  Gebbie  was  speaking  on  the  sub- 

O  ject  of  assurance,  and  referred  to  Jeremiah  and  John  the  Baptist  as  not  bein^  able 
to  possess  it,  was  he  speaking  at  the  time  of  a  man  knowing  the  time  of  his  con- 
version, or  the  fact  of  bis  being  converted?  Depones,  He  was  not  speaking  to  the 
time,  but  as  to  the  fact.  I  never  saw  any  person  jumping  in  the  church.  Interrogated, 
Did  you  ever  see  Mr.  Gebbie  clapping  his  bands  at  these  meetings?    Depone^  I 

H  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  clapping  his  hands  more  than  any  other  minister  touching 
his  hands  or  touching  the  Bible.  I  can  swear  that  Mr.  Gebbie  used  the  words» 
"dagger  of  conviction,"  when  addressing  the  Stewarton  people.  Mr.  Gebbie's  ad- 
dresses were  exceedingly  plain.  Interrogated,  Do  you  consider  that  Mr.  Gebbie  stuck 
to  his  texts?    Depones,  Mr.  Gebbie  at  the  evening  meetings  often  gave  out  different 

I  verses,  and  he  would  vary  the  subject  according  to  the  verses  which  he  read.  Inter* 
rogated.  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  in  an  excited  manner?  Depones,  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke 
in  an  earnest  manner,  if  that  is  what  you  mean  by  excited.  Mr.  Gebbie  employed 
me  to  go  and  speak  to  the  people  at  the  meetings,  and  I  have  asked  individuals  in  the 
ehureh  if  they  had  found  Christ    Interrogated,^  When  you  put  that  question,  did 

J  you  or  did  you  not  impl^  in  it  that  the  person  addressed  would  necessarily  know 
whether  he  bad  found  Christ?    Depones,  When  I  pnt  such  a  question  I  expected  that 
the  person  would  be  able  to  say  yes  or  no,  or  that  he  was  not  sure.    I  never  saw  a 
ip  of  people  standing  on  the  seats  charting  and  laughing. — ^All  which  is  troth,  aa 
shful  answer  to  God.

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and  examined,  depones,  I  am  thirty-ox  years  of  age  and  a  member  of  the  ohmrch.  I  am  A        Peter 
a  native  of  the  parish  of  Dunlop,  and  hare  heen  a  communicant  in  the  parish  church  for  Codirane. 

eighteen  years.    I  attended  reviyal  meetings  in  Dunlop,  and  was  first  present,  I  think,  r--— 

on  17th  October,  1860.    I  was  at  all  the  remaining  meetings  except  two  or  three;  but  I 
cannot  specify  which  those  were.    I  was  present  on  the  19th,  20tD,  21st,  22d,  and  23d 
October,  among  otJiers.    Interrogated,  How  were  these  meetings  conducted  in  your  B 
opioion  ?  Depones,  When  I  first  went  I  did  not  quite  understand  them ;  I  was  not  into  the 
spirit  of  them.     At  the  commencement  I  was  not  sure  whether  they  were  reality  or 
excitement;  but  I  was  made  to  form  an  opinion  afterwards  that  it  was  a  reality.    The 
people  seemed  yerr  happy  and  earnest  in  what  they  were  doing.    Interrogated,  Was 
there  anything  indecent  or  unbecoming  in  the  appearance  of  tiie  people?    Depones,  0 
Not  so  far  as  I  was  able  to  judge.     I  think  there  was  scarcely  a  night  that 
Mr.  Oebbie  did  not  tell  the  people  to  be  as  quiet  and  as  moderate  as  they  could,  to 
avoid  confu^on  and  keep  the  passages  clear.     The  meetbgs  were  sometimes  kept  up 
late.    Interrogated,  Have  you  ever  seen  endeayours  made  to  get  the  people  to  go 
away?    Depones,  Yes;  I  have  seen  the  lights  put  out,  and  people  pushed  by  the  D 
shoulders,  npt  forcibly  but  gently;  and  Mr.  Gebbie  often  told  the  people  to  leave,  as 
there  would  be  future  opportunities  for  meeting.    There  was  great  unwillingness  on 
the  part  of  many  to  leave.    I  remember  Mr.  Gebbie  one  night  saying  that  he  thought 
there  was  no  greater  mockery  out  of  hell  than  for  a  man  to  presume  to  come  and  give 
his  child  to  the  Lord  in  baptism  when  he  bad  not  accepted  Christ  as  his  Saviour  for  his  E 
own  soul,  and  he  said  the  same  thins  about  coming  to  the  Lord's  table  in  a  similar 
state.    He  said,  ^^  Whose  death  were  they  going  to  commemorate  if  they  had  not  Christ 
as  their  Saviour?"     One  night,  in  speaking  about  conversion,  Mr.  Gebbie  sdd  he  saw 
nothing  to  prevent  a  man  being  converted  where  he  was  sitting.    He  said  that  justifica- 
tion was  an  act.    When  God  converted  a  sinner  it  was  done  at  once.    He  said  that  God  F 
was  willing,  and  had  sent  his  Son  for  this  purpose,  and  that  Christ  was  willing;  and  he 
showed  us  that  it  was  the  Father's  will,  and  that  he  sent  his  Son  for  that  purpose. 
Interrogated,  Did  he'  quote  a  text  at  that  time  ?  Depones,  He  was  always  in  the  habit  of 
quoting  texts,  so  much  so  that  some  people  accused  him  of  not  sticking  to  his  text  because 
he  backed  up  one  passage  by  another.   He  asked  how  long  it  would  tSke  God  to  convert  a  Q 
man.  I  do  not  recollect  any  more  about  that.  I  have  beard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  about  those 
for  whom  Christ  died,  and  he  speaks  on  that  subject  almost  every  day.     I  have  heard 
him  say  that  some  people  had  an  idea  that  Christ  died  for  all,  but  he  said  no,  or  the 
Scripture  was  wrong.    He  said  that  Christ  died  for  sinners  alone.    He  said  if  Christ 
died  for  all,  what  was  hell  made  for;  God  would  never  have  made  the  pit  if  it  were  H 
so.    He  said  there  was  no  ssdvation  for  self-righteous  people.    It  was  omy^  those  who 
felt  their  need,  and  that  they  were  lost,  rmned,  and  perieliing,  who  laid  hold  on 
Christ.    I  was  there  the  night  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  about  a  dagger,  but  I  do  not  re- 
member rightiy  the  words  he  used.    I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speaking  about  infants,  and 
he  said  that  there  was  an  idea  among  some  people  that  infants  vmen  they  came  into  I 
this  world  were  as  pure  as  a  sheet  of  white  paper.    He  said  that  was  not  the  case, 
and  he  quoted  Scripture  to  prove  that  they  were  shapen  in  iniquity  and  bom  in  sin. 
They  came  into  this  world,  he  -ssud,  a  mass  of  corruption  from  head  to  foot,  with  death 
written  upon  their  foreheads,  and  unless  they  were  washed  by  the  blood  of  Christ 
they  could  not  enter  heaven,  as  nothing  unclean  could  get  there.    I  have  heard  him  J 
spKeak  on  assurance,  and  say  that  it  was  comforting  to  the  believer.    Interrogated, 
Did  he  say  anything  of  the  necessity  of  getting  it?    Depones,  Yes.    He  said  it  was 
necessary  for  comforting  and  building  up  the  believer  or  child  of  God.    Faith  is 
necessary  to  salvation,  but  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  assurance  was.  I  never 
heard  Mr.  Gebbie  pray  without  asking  the  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  convince  K 
and  convert  sinners ;  it  was  for  that  very  purpose  he  was  praying.    I  have  heard  him 
speak  about  the  unconverted  praying.    He  said  an  unconverted  man  could  dot  pray 
acceptably  to  God.    There  could  be  no  communication  between  God  and  the  sinner 
except  in  and  through  Christ    I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  behaving  himself  in  a  dis- 
orderly 
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PtUr       A  orderly  way  in  the  cliurch.     I  cannot  say  thai  I  have  seen  him  clapping  his  hands  in 
Cochrane,         a  disorderly  way.    I  never  saw  him  standing  on  the  bookboards.    I  attended  the 

ordinary  diets  of  public  worship  regularly  during  the  year  1860.  I  remember  of 
hearing  Mr.  Gebbie  use  the  word  "  chaw  in  the  course  of  a  sermon,  but  only  on  one 
day.    That  was  in  the  month  of  February  of  that  year. 

B  Interrogated  for  tlie  Libellers. — Depones,  I  have  taken  a  part  in  the  revival  move- 
ment I  believe  I  was  one  of  those  who  were  called  "converts"  or  "children." 
That's  the  effects  of  tho  revival  meetings.  I  have  very  often  expressed  a  strong 
sympathy  for  Mr.  Gebbie  in  this  case.  I  may  have  said  that  I  believed  the  proceed- 
ings against  him  were  unjust.     I  have  seen  the  small  printed  pamphlet  containing  the 

C  charges  in  the  libel,  and  I  have  a  copy  of  it.  I  think  I  got  the  copy  from  Robert 
Wilson,  a  previous  witness.  I  have  read  the  evidence  in  this  case  everly  as  I  could 
get  it  from  the  press.  I  mean  in  the  newspapers.  I  have  heard  portions  of  the 
evidence  read  before  it  appeared  in  the  newspapers.  Mr.  Gebbie  read  them  to  me  in 
his  own  house,  and  I  think  I  so  heard  them  read  on  three  nights.    They  were  the 

D  notes  which  Mr.  Gebbie  had  taken  in  court  the  same  day.  On  two  of  the  nights 
Robert  Wilson  was  present,  and  the  other  night  I  was  alone  with  Mr.  Gebbie.  I  do 
not  remember  any  other  person  being  present  on  those  nights  besides  Mr.  Wilson. 
Many  times  I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Gebbie  about  tho  libel,  but  we  never  discussed  its 
merits.     I  have  also  spoken  to  other  people  about  it,  but  I  cannot  remember  what  I 

E  said  about  it.  It  would  take  me  a  week  to  tell  what  I  have  said  about  this  Ubel. 
Mr.  Gebbie  did  not  give  me  directions  what  to  say.  I  never  heard  Mr.  Robertson 
read  his  notes  of  the  evidence.  I  have  attended  the  evening  meetings  in  Dunlop 
Church  from  the  17th  of  October  till  this  time,  and  the  diets  of  public  worship  the 
same.    I  did  not  at  first  understand  the  revival  meetings.     I  never  saw  anything  at 

F  the  revival  meetings  that  I  thought  irregular  or  unfitted  for  a  church.  I  thought 
everything  was  done  decently  and  in  order.  On  the  occasion  when  the  lights  were 
put  out  the  meeting  came  to  an  end;  and  after  the  meeting  was  brought  to  an  end^ 
some  of  the  people  were  taken  into  the  vestry  to  have  further  conversation.  It  would 
be  between  tnree  and  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  the  lights  were  put  out.    £x- 

G  cept  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  an  unconverted  man  could  not  pray  acceptably  to 
God,  I  do  not  recollect  of  anythiqg  Mr.  Gebbie  said  on  that  subject.  I  do  not  remem- 
ber ever  hearing  him  say  that  an  unconverted  man  only  prayed  to  his  chair,  and  that 
he  had  no  God  to  pray  to.  I  do  not  remember  spea&ing  to  John  Gilmour,  junior, 
Braehead,  at  any  of  tnese  meetings,  nor  Robert  King,  Burnhouse.    I  do  not  recol- 

H  lect  of  saying  to  either  of  them  that  he  was  damned.    I  swear  that  I  never  stated 

to  John  Gilmour,  junior,  Braehead,  or  Robert  King,  Burnhouse,  on  32d  October, 

1860,  or  at  any  other  time,  that  he  was  damned.    But  I  may  have  said  to  them  that 

if  they  did  not  believe  in  Christ,  and  died  in  that  state,  they  would  be  damned. 

Re-interrogated  for  the  Defender, — ^Depones,  I  saw  the  libel  printed  in  the  news- 

I  papers  fuller  than  it  is  in  the  paper  I  have  spoken  of  seeing. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court. — ^Wnat  did  you  mean  when  you  stated  that 
you  were  made  to  feel  that  the  meetings  were  a  reaUty?    Depones,  1  felt  the  power 
of  the  truth  to  my  own  soul,  and  I  also  saw  the  work  of  God  throughout  the  whole 
church. — ^All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

standing that  it  was  agreed  that  none  of  the  reverend  members  of  this  coort 
should  be  examined  as  witnesses.  The  arrangement  included  Mr.  Martin, 
and  that  he  was  not  aware  till  some  time  afterwards  that  Mr.  Martin  was 
not  a  member  of  the  Presbytery,  and  on  this  ground,  and  because  of  Mr. 
Martin  being  officially  a  member  of  court,  he  objected  to  his  examination.

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The  Court  haying  heard  the  objection,  allowed  his  examination.  A   Rev.  Thomas 

Compeared  the  Kevbrbio)  Thomas  Maetin,  minister  of  St.  Andrew's  quoad  sacra  Martin, 

Churchy  Kilmarnock,  who,  being  solemnly  sworn  and  examined  in  initialibtM  for  the 
libellers,  depones,  I  am  clerk  of  this  Presoyter j.  Before  any  of  the  proof  in  this  case 
was  taken,  Mr.  Robert  Stott,  writer,  Glasgow,  was  appointed  Presbytery  clerk,  pro 
tempore.  I  was  in  the  court  when  this  appointment  was  made.  I  recollect  that  be-  B 
fore  the  proof  was  commenced  to  be  led  the  Moderator  intimated  that  every  one  who 
was  to  be  a  witness  in  the  case  was  to  leave  the  court.  Depones,  I  did  not  leave  at 
the  time.  Interrogated,  Did  you  insist  on  remcdning  in  court  after  the  intimation  by 
the  Moderator,  and  after  you  heard  the  agent  for  the  libellers  insist  that  if  you  were 
to  be  a  witness  you  must  leave  the  court?  Depones,  The  agent  for  the  libellers  did  C 
not  insist  that  I  should  leave  the  court.  His  words  were,  it  was  at  my  own  risk,  or 
meo  periculo,  if  I  did  remain. 

After  the  answer  had  been  recorded,  the  witness  objected  to  the  statement 
being  put  in  the  first  person,  and  insisted  that  it  should  be  stated  in  the 
third  person,  in  order  that  it  might  not  appear  that  the  statement  of  the  D 
agent  for  the  libellers  was  directed  against  him  personally. 
Depones,  I  mean  that  the  statement  of  the  agent  for  the  libellers  was  not  specially 
addressed  to  me,  or  that  it  would  be  at  my  peril  if  I  remained,  but  that  it  would  be  at 
the  peril  of  any  witness  in  the  cause  if  he  insisted  on  remaining  in  court.    A  discus- 
sion took  place  in  which  I  was  personally  and  specially  alluded  to  as  one  of  those  in-  E 
eluded  in  the  list  of  witnesses.  Interrogated,  Did  you  not  take  part  in  that  discussion, 
and  mountain  that  the  prohibition  did  not  apply  to  you  ?    Depones,  I  referred  to  a 
bona  fide  arrangement  which  had  taken  place  at  a  previous  meeting  between  the 
agents  of  the  parties,  and  I  stated  that  I  understood  the  arrangement  did  not  apply 
to  me.    Interrogated,  Depones,  The  arrangement  I  have  referred  to  has  not  been  re-  F 
corded.    There  is  nothing  on  the  record  except  the  joint  minute  for  the  parties* 
which  bears  that  the  reverend  members  of  this  court  shall  not  be  examined  in  causa, 
I  am  not  one  of  the  reverend  members  of  this  court  referred  to  in  the  minute.  After 
the  above  discussion  the  proof  commenced,  and  I  remained  in  the  court  for  a  time. 
Interrogated,  Were  you  repeatedly  present  in  court  during  the  examination  of  the  Q 
witnesses  for  the  libellers?    Depones,  I  was  present  during  the  most  part  of  the  ex- 
amination of  the  first  witness.    After  that  I  was  only  present  occasionally,  and  for  a 
brief  period  at  once.    I  do  not  think  I  was  present  a  couple  of  hours  at  any  one  time 
on  the  second  day.    I  will  not  swear  that  I  did  not  hear  the  principal  part  of  Robert 
Orr's  examination  on  the  second  day.     I  will  not  say  that  I  did  not  near  two-thirds  of  H 
the  examination  of  James  Ferguson,  Wester  Borland.     I  heard  the  latter  part  of  the    ^    . 
examination  of  John  Craig,  farmer,  Netherhouscs.    I  will  not  undertake  to  say  that 
I  did  not  hear  the  greater  part  of  tiie  evidence  of  William  Dowie.    I  heard  a  portion 
of  the  evidence  of  Mr.  William  Ross,  schoolmaster.     I  will  not  undertake  to  say 
I  have  not  heard  the  half  of  it ;  or  I  will  not  undertake  to  swear  what  I  heard  I 
of  any  part  of  the  evidence.    I  recollect  of  being  in  during  some  portion  of  the 
time  when  James  Wylie  Cunningham  was  examined,  but,  so  far  as  I  remember, 
it  was  for  a  vei^  snort  time ;  and  the  witness  adds — I  was  coming  into  court 
and  going  out  of  it,  and  taking  no  note  of  time,  and  therefore  I  cannot  speak 
Bpedncally.     I  cannot  say  whether  on  two  occasions  during  the  examination  of  J 
the  last-mentioned  witness  I  sat  and  listened  for  a  considerable  time.    So  far  as 
I  remember,  I  heard   only  a  small  portion    of   Andrew  Templeton's    evidence. 
I  cannot  say  whether  I  heard  more  tnan  a  third  of  the  examination  of  Andrew 
Templeton;  but  I  beg  to  explain  that  having  read  the  evidence  as  published  in  the 
newspapers,  it  is  difficult  for  me  to  separate  in  my  recollection  between  what  I  heard  K 
in  court  and  what  I  so  read  in  the  papers.     Interrogated,  Depones,  I  cannot  say  how 
often  I  was  in  court  after  this,  but  I  was  in  court  occasionally  during  the  examination 
of  Templeton  in  the  proof  for  the  libellers.    I  have  not  sat  and  listened  to  any  part 
of  the  proof  for  the  defender.    I  may  have  been  m  court,  but  only  for  a  minute  or

siohalljr  t)resent  sA  the  meetings.  I  was  present  at  six  or  seVen  of  the  meetiiiffs,  atid 
took  part  in  the  pl'oceedings  at  them.  Interrogated,  Have  you  Expressed  considerable 
sympathy  with  Mr.  Gebbie  in  the  present  proceedings  f  Debonds,  I  have  tised 
similar  language  to  your  oWh — that  all  my  sympathies  were  with  Mr.  Gebbie.  I 
B  have  used  words  to  the  effect,  that  I  thought  tms  an  unfounded  prosecution.  I  htivd 
spoken  to  Mr.  Gebbie  iibout  the  case,  aiid  I  have  spoken  to  him  in  reference  to  some

C  that  I  had  good  reasons  u>p  doibg  so.  Interrogated,  Have  you  stated  to  cuiy  ^rtied 
that  yoii  considered  that  these  proceedings  had  been  instituted  from  improper  motivesf 
Depones,  I  believe  that  I  have  said  that  I  thought  they  were.  I  was  precognosced, 
on  the  part  of  the  defender,  in  this  case  a  coiisiderable  tiibe  ago.  I'he  a^nt  for  the 
libellers  recently  proposed  to  precognosce  me  oh  behalf  of  the  libellers.  When  I  was 
D  asked  this  I  said  I  would  consider  it  for  a  little,  as  I  was  OH  my  way  to  the  court  to 
take  down  the  sederunt,  and  it  was  past  the  hour  of  meeting.  I  did  not  state  to  the 
agent  for  the  libellers  that  I  was  so  on  my  ^ay  to  the  court,  or  that  I  was  late.  In- 
terrogated, When  the  agent  for  the  libellei*s  proposed  to  precognosce  you,  did  you 
nsk  him  whether  he  had  any  right  to  precognosce  you  ?  Depoiids,  My  words  were, 
E  Is  a  witness  under  any  obligation  to  be  precognoscea  ?  or  can  a  witnete  even  be  cdbi- 
pelled  to  give  evidence  in  court  ?  Interrogated,  Depones,  It  was  the  first  part  only 
of  this  last  answer  that  I  addressed  to  the  agent  when  he  proposed  td  precognosce 
me,  and  his  answer  was  that  he  could  not  obUge  me  to  be  precogbosced  uiiiess  I  liked, 
or  words  to  that  effect ;  and  it  was  subsequent  to  this  that  1  a&ed  if  a  witness  could 
F  be  obliged  to  give  evidence  in  court.  Interrogated,  Had  you  doubts  as  to  the  pro- 
priety of  your  consenting  to  be  precognosced :  Depones,  My  impression  was  tliat  it 
was  not  usual  to  be  so  for  the  opposite  party.  On  going  to  the  court  I  mentioned  the 
matter  to  Mr.  fiope,  counsel  for  the  defender,  and  he  said  it  was  quite  a  usual  thing. 
Immediately  afterwards  I  intimated  to  the  agent  for  the  libellers,  and  h^  did  precog- 
Q  nosce  me  on  the  following  day.  -  Interrogated,  Depones,  My  doubt  was  whether  t 
ought  to  be  precognoscea  by  any  but  the  party  by  whom  I  was  cited  to  give  Evidence. 
I  got  no  regular  citation  from  the  defender,  but  I  was  asked  to  attend  to-day  to  give 
evidence,  which  I  understood  to  be  equivalent  to  a  citation. 

Whereupon  Mr.  MAcasoBas,  for  the  libellers,  stated  that  he  objected  to  the 
admissibility  of  the  witness  on  the  ground  of  the  facts  brought  out  in  his 
initial  examination. 
Parties  havmg  been  heard,  the  Presbytery  resolved  that  the  witness  be  not 

admitted  to  be  a  witness  to  be  examined  for  the  defender.

JSo.  die, — ¥he  Presbytery  met  and  resumed  the  continuation  of  the  preof  for 
the  defender,  Mr.  Qebbie,  when 
Compeared  Robbbt  Wallace,  implement  maker,  Fenwick,  who,  being  solemnly 

sworn 
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sirora  and  examined,  depones,  I  am  forty-one  years  of  age,  and  a  deacon  in  the  Free  A 
Ghureh  in  Fenwick.    I  went  oeoanonally  to  the  revival  meetings  in  Donlop.     I  first 
went  about  the  21st  of  Octo^r,  I860,  and  I  went  sometimes  as  often  as  twice  a-week 
till  the  end  of  the  year.    I  was  induced  to  go  from  what  I  heard  of  the  moyement, 
I  had  heard  that  there  had  been  great  excitement  and  excesses.    When  I  first  went 
in  Mr.  Oebbie  was  addressing  the  meeting,  and  I  was  surprised  at  the  stillness  and  B 
the  ereat  earnestness,  more  than  I  ever  saw  at  any  meeting  bofore.    At  the  end  of 
his  lusqourse  he  (Mr.  Oebbie)  said  that  if  any  were  anxious  about  their  souls  they 
might  remain.    After  that  there  was  nothing  that  I  saw  unseemly  in  the  conduct  of 
the  people;  but  there  was  a  peculiarity  about  it.    I  had  not  been  at  a  meeting  of  the 
kind  before.    A  number  of  people  seemed  to  be  in  a  very  anxious  state — one  or  two  C 
were  sobbing.    I  saw  no  dancinff  in  the  church  on  any  ev^ng  I  was  there.    I  never 
saw  people  standing  on  the  bookboards  or  jumping  on  the  top  of  them.    Interro- 
gated, Did  Mr.  Oebbie  behave  himself  in  an  unbecoming  way,  or  make  any  noise  in 
the  church?    Depones,  I  was  surprised  at  Mr.  Oebbie's  calmness  by  what  I  had 
heard,  and  I  wondered  if  it  was  Mr.  Gebbie.    I  had  only  seen  him  once  several  years  D 
before.    Soma  of  the  meetings  I  attended  afterwards  were  more  crowded  than  that 
one,  and  there  was  more  going  out  and  in  of  people,  which  made  the  appeu*ance  of 
more  confusion.    Interrogated,  Did  the  people  still  seem  as  anxious?    Depones,  They 
appeared  to  be  more  so — ^I  mean  some  of  them.    I  remember  once  in  the  church  of 
Mr.  Oebbie  speaking  to  me  about  the  discouragements  that  Ghrbtians  had.    One  B 
Sunday  evening,  in  the  beginning  of  November,  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  on  the  subject  of 
the  unconverted  praying  to  Ood.    He  was  speaking  of  people  keeping  away  from 
Christ,  and  praying  that  they  might  be  converted,  and  he  said  that  the  unconverted 
had  no  Ood,  away  from  Christ,  to  pray  to.     He  quoted  the  12th  verse  of  the  2d 
chapter  of  Ephesians,  saying  that  he  did  not  wish  them  to  take  his  word  for  it.    The  F 
first  niffht  that  I  went  Mr.  Oebbie  was  speaking  from  the  words,  ''  The  grace  of  Ood 
bringeSi  salvation,"  and  he  was  speaking  then  to  the  unconverted.     He  said  that 
salvation  was  brought  near  to  the  sinner.    That  evening  he  prayed  that  what  he  had 
been  saying  might  be  blessed,  and  brought  home  by  the  Holy  Spirit  for  the  conver- 
mon  of  sinners.    I  have  heard  him  pray  for  the  Spirit  on  other  occasions,  and  I Q 
remember  one  occasion  in  particular,  when  he  was  speaking  of  the  rich  man  and 
liazarus. 

Interrogated  far  the  Libellers, — ^Did  you  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  the  uncour 
verted  could  not  pray  acceptably  to  God  ?  De|)one8, 1  understood  him  to  mean  that. 
^e  said  that  if  they  prayed  they  might  be  praying  to  their  chair,  or  to  tiie  god  of  the  H 
Hindoos,  if  they  did  not  pray  in  Christ,  for  he  knew  no  God  they  had  to  pray  to,  and 
he  quoted  the  words,  '^  Without  Christ,  having  no  hojpe,  and  without  God  in  the 
world."  What  I  understood  him  to  mean  was,  that  until  a  man  was  converted,  and 
eould  pray  in  Christ,  he  could  not  pray  to  God  aright. — ^All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall 
answer  to  God.

Compeared  Abbbbw  Cahpbbll,  blacksmith,  Eilmarnook,  who,  beinff  solemnly 
aworn  and  examined,  depopes,  I  formerly  resided  in  Dunlop  parish,  and  teft  it  about  J 
the  Ist  of  June,  1861.  I  attended  the  parish  church  about  five  yearn  before  that. 
I  became  a  communicant  in  November,  1860.  There  was  a  class  held  that  year  for 
the  preparation  of  younff  communicants.  It  commenced  about  seven  or  eight  weeks 
before  the  sacrament,  wnich  was  the  usual  time.  The  class  met  from  six  to  eight 
times  before  the  communion  Sunday,  but  I  cannot  say  exactiv.  I  was  adnuttedK 
publicly  along  with  the  others  on  the  Saturday,  in  presence  of  tue  congreffation.  I 
BttMided  most  of  the  revival  meetings — all  except  one  or  two.  The  first  large 
meeting  was  held  ix^  the  17th  of  October.    I  was  not  absent  from  more  than  two  that  I 

remember 
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Andrew  A  remember  of  before  the  dose  of  the  year.  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie,  on  or  about  the  22d 
CamphtlL  of  October,  speak  of  bavins  seen  Christ.  It  was  on  a  Monday  erening.  It  was 
'^ — "  betwixt  six  and  seven  o'clock,  at  a  preliminary  meeting.     There  might  have  been 

about  twenty  people  or  so  present.  I  have  no  remembrance  of  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie 
repeat  the  same  thing,  either  at  the  public  meeting  that  evening  or  at  any  other  of 
B  the  public  meetings.  I  never  remember  of  hearing  it  spoken  of  more  than  once.  I 
know  James  Ferguson,  a  previous  witness.  I  did  not  see  him  present  at  the  prelimi- 
nary meeting  referred  to.  I  know  a  man  David  Watt  I  thinlc  he  might  be  present 
then,  but  I  could  not  say.  I  remember  one  night  of  Mr.  Gebbie  saying  that  there 
was  not  one  in  the  pews  who  needed  to  go  home  that  night  without  bemg  saved  if 
G  they  wished  it.  He  said  God  was  willing  if  they  were  willing,  and  now  was  the 
accepted  time,  and  now  was  the  day  of  salvation.  I  remember  no  more  of  what  he 
said.  There  was  a  groat  deal  of  confusion  and  excitement  prevailed  at  the  meetings, 
but  that  was  only  after  the  discourse  was  over.  The  greater  part  of  the  confusion 
might  be  from  the  church  being  overcrowded.  I  did  not  see  any  indecent  conduct 
D  on  the  part  of  either  men  or  women.  I  have  seen  people  leaping  for  joy,  but  not 
what  is  generally  styled  dancing.  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  encouraging  the 
confusion  and  noise,  but  he  often  exhorted  the  people  to  keep  their  pews. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — Depones,  Four  or  five  attended  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  communicant's  class,  and  they  continued  increasing  until  the  time  of  the 
E  sacrament,  and  there  might  be  about  Uiirty  at  the  last  meeting.    At  the  revival 
meetings  I  saw  people  in  groups  swaying  backwards  and  forwards,  and  keeping  time 
with  their  feet  to  the  tunes.    They  were  singing  hymns  out  of  Weaver's  bow,  and 
singing  different  hymns  to  different  tunes  at  the  same  time  in  different  parts  of  the 
church.     I  am  not  well  acquainted  with  tunes,  and  cannot  give  the  names  of  them. 
F  There  might  be  psalm  tunes  among  them,  but  I  don't  know.     Sometimes  I  have  seen 
people  passing  over  the  tops  of  the  seats  soing  to  speak  to  the  people  who  were 
anxious,  when  they  could  not  get  through  uie  passages.     I  have  heard  occasionally 
throughout  the  evenings  shouts  and  screams.    There  were  persons  called  converts  or 
children  going  through  the  church  speaking  to  the  people,  and  I  was  one  of  these. 
G  I  have  been  as  late  as  two  and  three  o'clock  in  the  mornine  at  these  meetinirs,  and 
sometimes  when  I  have  come  away  they  were  BtiU  going  on.^ 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court. — Depones,  At  the  class  for  young  communi- 
cants I  was  regularly  examined  in  my  knowledge  of  rehgious  subjects,  and  the  others 
were  so  examined  for  the  time  they  were  there.  Depones^  I  cannot  say  whether  any 
H  were  admitted  to  the  communion  who  were  not  exammed.  None  that  1  am  aware  of. 
I  cannot  say  whether  all  those  who  were  publicly  admitted  had  been  examined.  I 
cannot  say  whether  any  of  those  who  were  admitted  on  the  Saturday  had  not  pre- 
viously attended  the  class.  And  the  witness  adds  that  the  class  was  so  large  that  I  did 
not  know  all  who  were  present.  Some  were  longer  at  the  class  and  some  were  shorter. 
I  Interrogated,  and  desired  to  state  what  Mr.  Geboie  said  as  to  seeing  Christ  Depones, 
I  cannot  recollect.  I  would  rather  not  repeat  it,  because  I  could  not  go  through  it 
correctly.  And  the  question  being  repeated,  depones,  I  understood  it  was  about  see- 
ing Christ  in  a  vision.  But  I  would  rather  not  go  into  it,  as  I  cannot  give  it  correctly. 
The  confusion  at  the  meetings  was  chiefly  firom  the  17th  to  23d  of  October;  after  that 
J  they  were  quieter.  Interrogated,  Was  there  anything  else  that  struck  you  at  these 
meetings?  Depones,  I  was  struck  with  the  number  of  persons  arrested  and  crying 
for  mercy,  and  so  on.  The  screams  proceeded  from  people  who  were  anxious,  and 
who  were  crying  for  mercy,  as  I  have  already  stated.  I  remember  on  one  occasion 
Mr.  Gebbie  urged  upon  the  people  to  go  away,  and  put  out  the  lights;  but  they  would 
K  not  go  away,  and  they  lighted  them  again.  The  meetings  were  protracted  because 
so  many  people  were  anxious  and  would  not  go  away.  I  think  one  light  was  left  in 
when  the  others  were  put  out;  but  matters  did  not  continue  long  in  that  state.  The 
Jiffhts  were  but  a  short  time  out.  At  these  meetings  I  have  seen  one  or  more  people 
what  is  called  stricken  down.     On  these  occasions  I  have  heard  people  in  the  church 

crying, 
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crying,  "  Give  glory  to  God,  another  soul  saved ;"  but  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  cry  A 
this,  and  I  never  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  anything  about  these  expressions.    At  these 
meetings  I  never  saw  men  having  their  arms  around  the  necks  and  waists  of  women. 
— AH  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

Compeared  Thomas  Abnott,  road  contractor,  Dunlop,  who,  being  solemnly  sworn 
and  examined,  depones,  I  am  fifty-four  years  of  age.  I  have  been  more  or  less 
resident  in  Dunlop  parish  for  thirty-one  years.  I  am  a  member  of  the  church,  and  C 
I  have  attended  tne  parish  church  ever  since  Mr.  Gebbie  came,  with  the  exception  of 
about  three  years  after  1843,  when  T  attended  the  Free  ChurcL  I  remember  of  the 
commencement  of  the  revival  movement  in  Dunlop,  which  was  about  August^  1859. 
With  very  few  exceptions  I  have  attended  all  the  Sunday  services  and  revival 
meetings.  I  was  not  absent  more  than  twice  during  the  period  embraced  in  the  D 
libel,  viz.,  one  Sabbath  day  and  one  evening  meeting, — the  latter  was  in  the  month  of 
January,  1861.  I  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  notes  regularly  witUn  the  last  three 
years  at  least.  I  used  to  write  them  out  at  liome  during  the  week,  and  sometimes 
read  them  to  people  on  Sunday  evenings  after  coming  home.  I  have  all  the  notes  in 
my  possession,  and  some  of  them  in  a  book  which  I  have  with  me.  I  have  heard  Mr.  E 
Gebbie  say  that  after  expounding  the  Word  from  the  place  he  was  standing  at — ^the 
precentor's  desk — when  he  went  down  among  the  people  he  found  that  the  Word  had 
passed,  as  it  were,  over  their  heads  to  some  person  behind  them;  but  when  he  took 
the  Word  of  God,  and  placed  it  before  them,  they  could  not  put  it  away  from  them, 
and  God  seemed  to  bless  his  own  Word  when  lidd  before  the  sinner  personally.  I  F 
remember  on  the  2d  of  September,  1860,  being  the  first  Sunday  of  the  month,  Mr. 
Gebbie  preaching  from  2d  of  Ephesians,  3d  verse  and  last  clause,  and  in  connection 
with  it,  the  6th  of  Genesis  and  5th  verse. '<  He  began  first  by  referring  to  man's 
state  by  nature,  or  man's  natural  state,  and  he  went  on  to  show  how  from  Adam  to  his 

Josterity  this  natural  stale  was  communicated,  and  justifying  God  for  bringing  the  Q 
ood  upon  the  world,  and  that  although  it  had  swept  away  the  old  inhabitants  it  had 
not  swept  away  the  old  sin,  which  still  remained.    In  the  course  of  his  sermon  he 
s^d  that  there  was  a  sin  which  Qod  took  particular  notice  of,  but  which  some  men 
overlooked;  and  there  was  a  certsdn  class  who  teached  that  when  children  came  into 
the  world  they  came  as  clean  as  a  sheet  of  white  paper;  but  those  persons  held  wrong  H 
views.    They  came  into  the  world  with  death  written  on  their  foreheads,  just  a  mass 
of  corruption.    He  said  that  if  the  first  birth  had  not  been  marred  there  would  have 
been  no  need  of  a  second  birth ;  that  they  required  to  come  under  the  influence  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  be  washed  in  the  blood  of  Christ,  before  they  could  enter 
heaven.    He  said  that  with  regard  to  infants.      I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  I 
on  assurance.     Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  assurance  was  necessary  for  the  comfort  of 
God's  children,  and  there  were  several  advantages  that  arose  from  it.     The  first  was, 
it  made  the  believer  humble.    Interrogated,  Did  he  say  it  was  necessary  for  anything 
else  i    Depones,  Nothing  else  that  I  heard;  and  he  said  it  was  right  to  try  to  attain  it 
I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  he  saw  nothing  to  hinder  the  people  being  con-  J 
verted  in  the  pews  where  they  sat.    He  sud  t£at  God  was  willing  if  they  were 
willing ;  and  if  they  asked  the  Holy  Spurit  to  enable  them  to  lay  hold  of  CluriBt, 
he  saw  nothing  to  hinder  them   bein^  saved  that   moment.      I  see   from   my 
notes  taken  at  the  time,  that  upon  18th  rTovember,  1860,  Mr.  Gebbie  preached  from 
John  x.  and  9th  verse,  **  I  am  the  door;"  and  also  Revelation  iii.  and  8th,  ^'I  have  K 
set  before  you  an  open  door;"  and  Matthew  xxv.  and  10,  "  And  the  door  was  shut." 
He  was  speaking  that  day  to  the  unconverted,  and  showing  that  the  door  was  always 
open.^  Tnere  was  not  a  sermon  that  ever  I  heard  him  preach  that  he  had  not  an  ap- 
plication to  both  classes  in  it.    Mr.  Gebbie  preached  one  day  from  Mark  i.  and  16th 

verse.

I  neyer  saw 
him  coqduct  himself  irreyerentlf  in  any  manner  of  way.  Jnterro^ted,  Did  you  see 
^iiy  qne  do  that  ^    Depones,  it  jdenends  on  how  you  yiew  it — ^with  what  eye  'you 

D  Cf^ne  into  the  meeting.    I  did  not  think  that  any  one  bebayed  indecently  or  irrev&r 

rpntly,  but  no  doubt  that  things  happened  which  would  haye  been  better  not.    I  mean, 

ny  classes  of  persons  not  wismng  tp  be  b^P^fitpd  and  wishing  to  disturb  the  meetiugs. 

At  least  by  their  actions,  I  think,  they  showed  that. 

Jnterrogated  for  the  Inbellerg. — Interrogated  and  desired  to  produce  and  show  the 

E  notes  ^hich  the  witness  said  he  had  taken  in  church,  and  from  wliich  he  has  just 
ileponed.  Pepones,  I  refuse  to  produce  them.  And  the  witness  adds,  I  will  show 
(hem  to  t^j  member  of  court,  but  I  will  not  show  thpm  to  you.  And  the  call  being 
repeated,  a|id  the  counsel  for  the  defender  haying  stated  tnat  he  saw  no  reason  wh^ 
the  witness  should  not  exhibit  the  note,  the  witness  depones,  Well,  I  refuse  to  exhibit 

F  |t.  Interrogated,  How  often,  within  the  last  six  weeks,  haye  you  gone  oyer  and  read 
bj  yourself,  or  to  others,  what  is  entered  in  the  book  in  which  you  said  you  wrote 
out  notes  of  Mr.  Gebbie's  sermons?  Depones,  It  is  not  in  my  power  to  say. 
Interrogated,  You  haye  stated  that  you  attended  all  the  meetings  held  in  Dunlop 
Church,  with  one  exception,  within  the  period  embraced  in  the  ubel.    What  is  the 

6  period  embraced  in  the  libel  ?  Depones,  So  far  as  I  recollect,  the  period  embraced  in 
tl^q  Ijbel  is  frpm  September,  1860,  to  March,  1861;  and  the  first  time  I  knew  this 
was  from  the  ArdroMan  Herald.  I  haye  v^  copy  of  the  hbel  in  my  house,  at  least 
the  small  prmtpd  paper  containing  the  charges.  I  cannot  tell  when  I  got  ii  or  who 
I  got  it  from*  I  haye  read  what  of  the  eyidence  has  appeared  in  the  newspapers.  I 
he£^:4  P^rt  of  the  eyidence  read  before  it  appeared  iia  tbo  newspapers.  It  was  read  to 
me  apd  to  others  by  Mr.  Robertson,  a  member  of  court.  At  the  reyiyal  meetings 
thpro  were  people  went  through  among  the  people,  calle'd  ^'conyerts"  or  '^children." 
Interrogated,  Werp  you  one  of  thosp  ?  I)epones,  I  don't  know  what  folk  considered 
mo ;  pprhaps  \  oonsidered  myself  better  than  other  folk  do.    Depoiies,  I  w^s  one  of 

\  those  ifho  were  called  ''conyerts"  or  '*  children."  I  b^yi^  t^en  an  interest  in  this 
f^ase.  I  neyer,  to  my  knowledge,  expressed  an  opinion  as  to  the  justness  of  the 
charges  in  the  libel.  I  baye  seen  people  going  oyer  the  bookboards  ai^d  vpon  the 
seatiH  {^t  tbQ  reviyal  meetings;  and  1  tlnnk  I  haye  seen  Mr.  Gebbie  go  upon  a  seat,  or 
jitep  oypr  ft  peat,  to  go  to  an  anxious  person.    I  haye  seen  groups  of  people  in  different 

|J  narts  of  4^e  church  singing  at  the  same  time  different  hymns  to  different  tapes,  and 
\b^  afid  lasses  w|tb  a  h^d  of  each  other's  hands,  j  repoUect  of  hearing  Mx.  Geblue 
j4  onp  of  tbe  m^ptii^gs  read  from  a  printed  paper  about  a  woman  praying  for  bar 
Itpsb^d*  Aileo  rea^ng  it  Mr.  Gebbie  said  it  showed  bow  far  importunate  prayer 
Woqld  go  with  Qod*    He  said  that  it  showed  how  God  answered  earnest  prayer. 

K  InkrrofaUd  by  a  Meipaber  cf  Ccnart. — Did  you  eyer  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  say  that  he 
had  a  V9^on  of  tlie  Sayiour?  Depones,  Yesj  and  he  said  this  in  the  church  at  a 
(priy^  meeting  on  the  23d  of  October.  Mr.  Gebbie  said  that  he  was  lying  on  his  back 
with  his  eyes  snut,  and  he  prayed  that  he  might  s^e  Christ,  and  he  was  permitted  to 
see  \m  lege.    He  stud  ib^gf  were  beantiful  legs.    He  then  pri^yed  he  might  see  flirther 
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ttp,  and  he  8&w  the  hole  that  was  m  his  Bide  and  the  bleod^    di  ih^tt  ^^fii  fhai  hd 
might  se^  farther  up,  and  he  ursiA  permitted  to  sdb  as  far  Up  as  his  shdtildeni.    H9 
then  prayed,  he  said,  that  he  might  see  His  face,  but  he  was  not  berUiitted.    He  thdtl 
prayed  that  self  might  be  kept  down,  and  there  was  a  pit  dug  at  his  side;  ^hd  hJd  Wae 
put  intd  the  pit,  aud  there  was  a  large  stbne  but  bn  the  top  of  it.    And  oU  the  iojl  of 
the  stdile  the  lettei^  were  written  IT  B  Y  B  R,  and  he  kissed  eyetr  om  d^  these  ^ 
letters.

James  Ferguson,  BoHand^  wa^  not  present;  at  least  I  aid  d' 
not  see  him,  and  if  he  had  been  present  I  mUst  hare  seen  him,  as  there  Were  fbw  iH 
the  church,  and  James  Wylie  Cuniungham  was  not  present.    Mr.  Gebbi^  nerel*,  ii 
my  Recollection,  spoke  of  this  at  aiiy  other  meeting.     It  was  converts  that  WBrd 
specially  ihrifced  to  the  abore  meeting.    Mr.  Gebbie  gave  instructions  to  these  con-* 
verts  as  to  the  Work  they  were  to  be  ehgaged  on  m  the  subsequent  pM  of  the  D 
evening. — All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall  answei*  to  God.

Compeared  Willum  Mum,  farmei*,  Beith,  who,  being  solemnly  swOrU  aiid  ex-:  E 
amined,  depones,  t  am  about  thii'ty-seven  years  of  age;  I  am  a  member  of  the  IJxdted 
Presbyterito  Church  in  Beith.    I  went  to  the  revival  meetings  in  Duulop  pai*ish  foi* 
the  first  time  about  September,  1860,  and  I  attended  very  frequently  tiU  tne  end  ci 
November.    The  general  appearance  of  the  meetings  to  me  was  of  a  very  serious    - 
charactel*,  such  as  one  seldom  Sees.     I  refer  to  conversations  which  I  had  with  persons  F 
in  the  church,  whom  I  had  previously  known,  and  whom  I  had  not  up  to  that  period 
heard  expressing  themselves  in  so  serious  a  strain.    I  saw  nothing  peculiar  in  Mr. 
Gobble's  manner  at  the  meetings.    He  was  always  mild,  calm,  and  d^ubenlte,  except 
on  one  occasion,  when  some  individuals  from  a  distance  had  spoken  td  Some  of  mi 
converts,  and,  as  Mr.  Gebbie  said,  tried  to  do  harm.    I  cannot  remember  the  exact  G 
words  he  used;  but  he  said  something  to  the  effect  that  he  would  wither  up  their  self- 
sufficiency  like  Jonah's  gourd  if  he  had  the  power  of  sarcasm.  .  He*  ^d  that  if  they 
came  to  get  benefit  he  would  be  pleased  to  sde  theiti;  but  if  they  came  to  interfere 
with  the  arrangements,  they  woUid  be  put  to  the  door,  ox^  words  to  that  effect.    I 
remember  one  night,  in  his  discourse,  that  he  referred  to  all  mankind  bein^  born  in  H 
sin  and  shapen  in  iniquity.    He  said  there  was  no  hope  for'  the  human  family  except 
through  Cmrist,  and  that  our  Saviour  on  earth  ssdd,  "  Suffer  little  children  to  come 
unto  me,  dUd  forbid  them  not.*'    TMs  was  said  to  do  away  with  the  impressidU  that 
some  had,  that  man  came  into  the  world  free  from  sin.    Intetrogated,  Do  yoU  recol- 
lect him  saying  anything  about  infants?    Depones,  He  said  that  if  ne  had  died  wheji  he  I 
was  a  boy,  before  he  was  bom  again,  he  womd  have  perished.    I  heard  him  speilk  oA 
the  necessity  bf  prayer;  tod  he  said  it  was  a  solemn  mofckery  fol*  an  unbelievfei',  end 
who  did  not  beheve  iu  the  revelation  God  had  given  him,  and  did  not  fisel  in  hid 
heart  the  necessity  of  the  blessings  he  was  asking,  to  ask  Gbd  for  a  thing  he  did  Uot  feel 
in  need  of,  and  he  quoted  the  passage—"  He  that  cometh  to  QtoA  must  belief^  t)tlU  he  J 
is,  aUd  is  the  rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  sbek  him."    He  also  compilred  inch  k 

erson  to  one  seUdinj?  for  a  physician  when  he  Was  in  souhd  hedlth.  It  iMd  A 
squent  part  of  Mr.  Gebbie's  pr^ers  to  prav  that  the  Holy  Spirit  might  bring  Utibe- 
lievers  down  from  their  self-righteousness  faU  they  were  dead,  dead,  and  then  Inat  he 
would  quicken  them;. that  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  m  the  wildefnei^,  so  thdi  K 
the  Spu^it  would  lift  up  Christ  and  show  his  adaptation  to  theilp  case.  I  soitititimes 
stayed  late  at  these  meetings.  I  hav^  been  sometimes  lateir  than  ont)  o^clock.  Iht^iv 
jrogatdd.  Did  Mr.  Gebbie  appeals  tb  encourage  the  meetings  being  kept  oU  M  latet

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers, — ^Were  you  one  of  those  who  were  called  "converts" 
B  or  ''children"  at  these  meetings?  Depones,  I  never  heard  any  one  call  me  so.     Depones, 
I  have  heard  individuals  at  these  meetings  called  converts.     Interrogated,  Does  it 
consist  with  your  knowledge  that  certain  of  the  persons  at  these  meetings  who  spoke 
to  or  instructed  the  people  were  called  converts?    Depones,  Yes.    Interrogated,  Were 
you  one  of  those  persons  who  were  called  converts?    Depones,  I  never  heard  any  one 
C-  name  me  so.     I  have  spoken  to  people  in  the  church,  but  not  in  the  capacity  of  those 
who  were  called  converts.    Interrogated,  Did  you  ever  hear  Mr.  Gebbie  sav  that  the 
prayers  of  an  unconverted  man  were  not  acceptable  to  God?    Depones,  No;  but  I 
nave  heard  him  say  that  the  prayers  of  the  wicked  were  an  abomination  to  God. 
Mr.  Gebbie  drew  a  distinction  between  a  man  who  was  not  converted,  and  one  who 
D  did  not  believe  God's  testimony.     I  do  not  recollect  of  ever  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie  say 
that  an  unconverted  man  had  no  God  to  pray  to,  and  that  he  might  as  well  pray  to 
his  chair;  and  I  do  not  recollect  him  usinff  the  words,  that  the  prayers  of  an  uncon- 
verted man  were  not  acceptable  to  God.    1  only  recollect  of  the  lights  being  put  out 
once  at  the  revival  meetings  before  the  people  went  out    When  I  saw  them  out  I  went 
E  away,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  relighted  that  night. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court. — ^Depones,  Mr.  Gebbie  spoke  at  these  meet- 
ings in  a  calm  and  deliberate  way,  and  the  surprise  of  those  with  whom  I  conversed 
was,  that  anything  said  there  should  cause  excitement. — All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall 
answer  to  God.

The  third  was  on  the 

4th  of  December,  and  the  second  was  sometime  between  that  and  the  first  meeting 

J  I  was  at.    I  took  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  meetings,  and  I  was  much  struck^  by 

the  MJemnity  whicn  prevailed,  and  the  earnest  attention  shown  while  I  was  speaking. 

i  Thi^emark  applies  to  the  whole  occaedons  during  the  meetings  when  ministers  were 

speaking.    At  other  times  I  saw  nothing  peculiar  different  from  similar  meetings 
I  I  had  been  at.    After  the  principal  meetings  were  over,  announcement  was  made  that 

I  K  those  who  wished  to  be  spoken  to  by  the  ministers  might  remain,  and  then  the  min- 

r  isters  went  through  and  spoke  to  the  people.    Those  parts  of  the  meetings  were  also 

\  eharaeterized  by  ^reat  earnestness  on  the  part  of  some  who  were  anxious,  and  some- 

^  times  when  speisdung  in  one  place  we  would  be  asked  or  beckoned  over  to  speak  to 

I  others  who  were  in  distress;  sometimes  they  were  sobbing.    Interrogated,  Did  the

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behaviour  of  the  people  in  such  circumstances  seem  to  you  irreverent  or  unseemly.  A    Rev.  James 
Depones,  No.    The  church  was  crowded,  and  on  that  account  there  was  seemingly  con-  Aitken, 

fusion.    The  witness  being  shown  a  hymn  book  called  Richard  Weaver's  Hymn  Baok^  — - 

depones,  That  book  was  used  at  the  nrst  meetings  I  was  at.     I  was  familiar  with  many 
of  the  hymns  before.    Not  one  of  these,  so  far  as  I  know,  is  composed  by  Richard 
Weaver.     No.  1  is  by  Cowper.    The  third  is  stated,  in  the  United  Presbyterian  B 
Hymn  Book,  to  be  by  M'Cheyne.     A  number  of  the  others  I  was  familiar  with  before, 
but  I  do  not  know  their  authors.     Being  shown  No.  13,  depones,  I  think  Newton  is 
the  author  of  that  one.     The  air  to  which  No.  4,  "  Christ  for  me,"  was  sung  in  Dun- 
lop  church  is,  I  have  been  told,  the  Tyrolese  song  of  liberty,  a  national  air.    I  heard 
it  first  in  Glaseow,  and  did  not  know  what  it  was.    It  was  after  I  heard  it  in  Dunlop  C 
Church  that  I  neard  the  name  of  it,    I  have  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  giving  directions  to 
those  who  were  going  to  converse  with  the  anxious.    I  remember  him  warning  them 
not  to  speak  much  to  the  anxious,  as  it  was  apt  to  confuse  them,  and  that  they  should 
let  the  Scriptures  speak  for  themselves.     He  said  Uiey  should  put  before  the  anxious 
a  suitable  portion  of  Scripture,  and  let  them  sit  and  look  at  it.    In  connection  with  that  D 
he  spoke  to  them  about  the  Spirit ;  but  I  cannot  remember  the  exact  words.     I  heard 
Mr.  Gebbie,  in  speaking  of  prayer  at  one  of  the  meetings,  I  cannot  s^  which,  say 
that  to  be  efficacious,  it  must  be  offered  up  through  the  Mediator ;  but  I  cannot  give 
the  exact  words.     And  he  siud  that  if  they  did  not  believe  in  that  Mediator,  how  could 
their  prater  be  heard  ?    I  have  freauently  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  use  the  illustration  of  E 
people  being  on  their  back,  to  mark  tne  helplessness  of  the  sinner  to  save  himself.    In 
speaking  of  that  he  used  the  illustration  of  Lazarus  lying  in  the  tomb,  and  the  sub- 
stance of  what  he  said  was  that  if  they  thought  they  had  any  spiritual  life  or  power  to 
save  themselves,  that  kept  them  from  Christ.   And  he  quoted  the  passage,  bemg  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sins.    On  the  17th  of  October  Mr.  Gebbie  intimated  that  after  a  hymn  F 
was  sung,  the  Reverend  Mr.  M'Nab  would  engage  in  prayer,  and  address  the  meeting. 
Afber  the  hymn  Mr.  M'Nab  requested  the  people  who  had  been  standing  at  priuse  to 
sit  down.    He  then  addressed  them  on  the  subject  of  prayer,  and  the  power  of  united 
prayer  with  God.     He  then  re<]^ue8ted  that  those  who  could  do  so,  or  words  to  that 
effect,  would  rise  and  pray  with  him.    After  the  prayer  Mr.  Gebbie  said  something  to  Q 
the  effect,  that  he  had  not  seen  who  had  stood  or  sat.     He  addressed  the  people  for  a 
few  minutes,  and  spoke  about  a  profession  and  the  sacrament.    He  said  that  those  who 
came  to  the  Lord  s  table,  or  asked  for  baptism  for  their  children,  professed  to  take 
Christ  as  their  Saviour;  and  he  condemned  those  who  came  to  these  ordinances  merely 
as  a  form.    He  said  something  about  it  being  a  mockery  for  such  people  to  come ;  but  H 
I  do  not  recollect  the  words.     Interrogated,  Did  vou  hear  him  name  any  class  in  any 
specific  term  in  whom  it  was  a  mocke^  so  to  act:     Depones,  No,  so  far  as  I  remem- 
ber, beyond  what  I  have  indicated.     I  never  saw  any  dancing  at  the  meetings  which  I 
was  at.     I  have  seen  people  on  the  seats ;  but  not  on  the  top  of  the  bookboards,  ex- 
cept once  or  twice,  when  one  or  two  got  on  the  back  of  the  seat  in  their  anxiety  to  hear  I 
what  I  was  saying.  The  church  was  sometimes  so  crowded  that  there  was  no  other  way 
of  moving  than  walking  aloug  the  seats.     I  frequently  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  pray  for  the 
influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  we  had  always  preliminary  meetings  for  tnat  pur- 
pose.   I  never  saw  Mr.  Gebbie  behave  liimself  m  any  indecent  or  indecorous  manner, 
or  encouraging  noise  and  confusion.  J 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — Have  you  for  sometime  taken  an  interest  m  and 
promoted  such  revival  meetings  as  you  have  spoken  to  ?  Depones,  I  have  frequently 
attended  such  meetings,  and  have  taken  an  interest  in  them.  Interrogated,  Can  you 
state  who  are  the  authors  of  any  of  the  Morisonian  hymns  in  Richard  Weaver's  book? 
Depones,  I  did  not  know  that  there  were  any  Morisonian  hymns  in  the  book,  and  I  K 
have  read  all  the  hymns  in  the  book.  There  were  only  a  few  of  the  hymns  in  that 
book  which  we  used  at  the  meetings  I  attended.  I  do  not  remember  now  who  is  the 
author  of  the  hymn, ''  Only  Believe/  but  I  think  I  once  knew.  The  hymn  No,  4 
was  sung  at  most  of  the  first  meetings  I  was  at.    I  have  not  seen  any  one  at  tliese 

K  meetii^ 
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Beo.Jamti  A  meetings  whom  I  could  desoribe  as  leaping  for  joy ;  but  I  hare  seen  people  with  very 

AUken,  radiant  countenances.    I  never  in  the  church  at  any  of  these  meetings  saw  people  in 

""^^  groups  singing  and  moving  their  bodies^  and  keeping  time  with  their  feet  to  tne  tunes ; 

but  I  have  seen  individuals  moving  their  bodies  and  their  books  in  their  hands  the 

same  as  a  precentor  does.    I  never  heard  any  person  crying  out  at  the  meetings, 

B  but  I  have  heard  loud  sobbing.    The  first  meeting  was  the  same  as  the  others  which 

I  attended  during  the  year  1860.    I  think  the  meeting  on  4th  December  was  as 

crowded,  and  there  was  as  much  seeming  confusion  as  at  the  first  meeting  which  I 

attended.    At  these  meetings  I  have  seen  two  or  three  different  groups  of  people  in 

different  parts  of  the  church  singing  at  the  same  time  different  hymns  to  different 

C  tunes.    Depones,  What  I  have  called  the  Tyrolese  national  air  is,  I  have  been  recently 

told,  the  same  air  to  which  the  sons  '*  Polly  Hopkins ''  is  sung.     Interrogated,  At  the 

meeting  on  the  17th  of  October,  did  not  Mr.  M'Nab,  before  prayings  expressly  desire 

those  who  were  converted  to  stand  up  and  he  would  pray  with  them  i    Depones,  I  do 

not  remember  the  exact  words  used.    I  cannot  say  whether  or  not  Mr.  M^Nab  used 

D  these  expressions.     Interrogated,  Can  you  say  whether  Mr.  Gebbie  did  or  did  not 

stAte  that  it  was  a  mockery  to  come  to  the  Lord's  table,  or  to  apply  for  baptism  for 

their  children,  on  the  part  of  those  who  could  not  say  that  they  had  found  Christ  f 

Depones,  My  memory  does  not  serve  me  to  say. 

IfUerrogaied  by  a  Member  of  Court. — Depones,  I*  have  seen  Mr.  Gebbie  smiling, 
E  but  never  laughing  or  waving  or  clapping  his  hands ;  but  I  have  seen  him  going  over 
the  tops  of  the  seats  in  consequence  of  the  crowding  of  tlie  church.

Barbour,     Q  examined,  depones,  I  am  precentor  in  the  Free  Church,  Dunlop«    I  attended  some  of 

the  revival  meetings  in  the  parish  church  in  October,  1860,  and  I  was  at  most  of  the 
meetings  into  the  following  year,  as  long  as  the  meetings  went  on,  when  I  was  able. 
At  the  service  part  of  the  meetings  there  were  psalms  and  paraphrases  sung  to 
ordinary  psahn  tunes.    And  at  the  conversational  meetings  in  most  cases  they  sang 

H  hymns.  The  witness  being  shown  the  hymn  book  produced,  depones.  That  was  used 
along  with  others.  There  was  a  variety  of  them.  Some  of  the  hymns  in  Weaver's 
book  were  sung  to  what  we  call  chaunts,  or  just  to  tunes  which  I  have  been  accustomed 
to  for  about  twelve  years,  and  some  of  them  to  psalm  tunes  which  we  use  in  church. 
"  Evan  "  is  one,  and  these  that  I  refer  to  I  had  never  heard  before  sung  to  anything 

I  but  spiritual  songs.  None  of  the  tunes  used  at  those  meetings  were  such  as  I  had 
beard  used  to  common  songs.  Some  were  slower  and  some  quicker  than  another — 
some  were  of  a  lively  nature.  There  are  hymns  in  Weaver's  book  in  a  metre  which 
eould  not  be  sung  to  the  tunes  used  for  the  ordinary  psalms  and  paraphrases.  One 
night  somewhere,  I  think,  about  the  23d  of  October,  my  attention  was  attracted  by 

J  the  cwduct  of  some  people  in  the  church.  I  think  they  were  strangers  in  the  parish. 
That  was  the  night  Mr.  Gebbie  rebuked  some  people.  There  was  a  m^n  with  whom 
I  had  some  conversation  and  disputing.  I  do  not  know  James  Cunningham  bv  name. 
After  speaking  to  the  man  I  went  up  and  said  something  to  Mr.  Gebbie,  and  it  was 
after  that  Mr.  Gebbie  went  into  the  desk  and  gave  the  rebuke.    Interrogated,  CaQ 

K  yon  tell  what  passed  between  you  and  that  man :  Depones,  I  donH  recollect  exactly. 
I  asked  the  man  if  he  had  found  the  Saviour,  and  he  rather  got  into  a  passion,  thai; 
I  had  nothing  to  do  with  that. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — ^Were  you  one  of  those  who  at  these  meetings 
were  called  >•  converts"  or  «' children?"    Depones,  I  was  not  converted  at  this  time—

I  had  preTiouBly  fouhd  the  Sa^onr.  I  went  through  the  church  the  same  as  the  A 
others  who  Were  Called  "couyerts"  or  "children."  I  have  heard  cries  at  these 
meetings  of  ''Another  soul  saved/'  and  '^  Qlory  be  to  God,  another  soul  saved/'  and  I 
have  myself  done  so.  I  may  have  said  that  I  had  been  the  means  of  converting  a 
considerable  number  of  souls  at  these  meetings.  Interrogated,  Are  there  any  of  the 
hymns  in  Richard  Weaver's  book  which  could  not  be  sung  to  any  of  the  tunes  in  the  B 
published  collections  of  sacred  or  church  music  i  Depones,  There  are  tunes  in  the 
published  collections  of  church  music  suited  for  every  kind  of  metre.  Depones,  I 
cannot  say  whether  there  is  in  Weaver's  book  any  hymn  for  which  there  is  not  in  the 
published  collections  a  suitable  tune. 

Re-interrogated  for  the  Defender, — ^Depones,  I  have  seen  the  music  of  many  of  the  0 
tunes  sung  at  the  meetings  in  Dunlop  Church  to  Weaver's  hymns  in  pubhshed 
collections  of  hymns.     I  have  one  in  my  pocket  containing  many  of  them,  which  I 
now  produce,  but  which  is  an  Imperfect  copy. — ^All  which  is  truth,  as  I  sh^l  answer 
to  God.

Compeared  the  Rbvbbbni)  Robbbt  Mazwbll  Maofablanb,  minister  bf  the  Gaelic 
Parish  of  Greenock,  who,  being  solemnly  sworn  atid  examined,  depones,  I  attended  a 
few  of  the  revival  meetings  at  Dunlop,  and  took  some  pslrt  in  them.     I  was  present  E 
on  the  17th  of  October,  1860,  the  4th  of  December,  1860,  and  one  in  February  fol- 
lowing.   I  was  very  much  impressed  with  the  meetings  held  there.    The  first  part  of 
the  meetings  was  as  solemn  as  any  I  ever  saw,  and  after  the  principal  meeting  was 
over  another  for  enquiry  and  conversation  was  asked.  Those  who  were  specially  asked 
to  remain  were  such  as  felt  any  way  anxious  about  direction  to  the  way  of  sidvation,  F 
along  with  those  who  were  capable  of  directing  them.    The  meetings  were  very  full, 
and  although  some  parties  left  the  church,  a  ^reat  many  remained.     Those  who  re- 
mained appeared  to  me  as  solemn  and  regular  m  their  conduct  as  at  any  similar  meet- 
ing I  ever  attended,  taking  into  consideration  the  want  of  that  accommodation  in 
Dunlop  which  I  have  seen  at  other  places.     Interrogated,  By  similar  meetings  do  you  G 
mean  meetings  for  enqmry  ?    Depones,  Yes.     From  the  Umited  room,  wnen  there 
were  a  number  of  clergymen  wishing  to  speak  to  different  parties,  they  interfered  with 
each  other  by  being  so  near  each  ot^er.    This  was  more  the  case  than  at  other  places 
where  there  were  separate  rooms.    A  great  number  of  the  people  seemed  to  be  under 
very  serious  impressions,  and  anxious  to  be  spoken  to  about  the  points  that  troubled  H 
them.    Interrogated,  Did  that  cause  a  certain  amount  of  excitement?    Depones,  I 
never  called  it  excitement  either  there  or  anywhere  else,  btit  a  d^ep  solemn  movement 
and  anxiety.    There  was  nothing  in  their  conduct  which  seemed  to  me  unseemly  or 
irreverent    I  never  saw  or  heard  anything  improper  in  Mr.  Gebbie's  behaviour.    He 
was  always  most  cahn  and  serious.    I  think  at  every  meeting,  particularly  the  4th  of  I 
December,  I  myself  spoke  to  parties  who  were  standing  in  the  passages  late  at^ight, 
and  begged  them  to  go  away^  on  m^  finding  that  they  were  not  anxious  to  be  spoken 
to.    They  dechned  to  do  so,  and  said  they  had  only  got  into  the  church  then.    They 
said  they  had  been  standing  outside  and  could  not  get  in,  and  therefore  they  did  not 
wish  to  go  so  soon.    Another  cause  of  the  meetings  being  so  late  was  the  desire  of  the  J 
clergy  to  speak  to  those  who  were  anxious^  and  the  desire  of  the  people  to  get  the 
conversation.    It  would  have  required^  in  my  opinion,  very  great  difficulty  to  olose 
the  meetings  at  an  earlier  hour,  and  I  don't  think  the  meeting  on  the  17th  laetcfd  later 
than  twdve  b'dook.    That  night  I  heard  Mr.  Gebbie  condemning  those  who  came 
in  an  impi'oper  spirit  to  the  Lord's  Supper,  or  presented  their  children  fbr  baptism.  t[ 
He  said  it  was  wrong  for  any  man  to  presume  to  present  his  child  to  the  Lord  In 
baptism,  who  did  not  first  give  himself  to  the  Lord,  or  to  presume  to  come  to  the 
Lord's  Supper  when  they  did  not  give  themselves  to  the  Lord.    He  said  there  was 
not  greater  mockery  out  of  hell  thiin  such  deceptioQ.    I  don't  thank  I  ever  heard  Mr. 
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Rev,  Rotfcrt  A  Oebbio  offer  a  prayer  without  praviuff  earnestlv  for  the  Holv  Spirit    The  hymns 
Maxwell  and  tunes  which  I  heard  used  m  Dunlop  Churoii  were  what  I  have  heard  at  other 

reriyal  meetings,  and  I  use  them  myself  at  my  own  prayer  meetings. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellere.'-^Are  you  one  of  those  who  have  taken  a  deep 
interest  in  promoting  revival  meetings?    Depones,  What  am  I  to  understand  by  that? 

B  I  never  called  them  revival  meetings.  I  have  held  meetings  such  as  those  in  Dunlop, 
for  prayer,  exhortation^  and  conversation,  for  the  last  eight  years.  Interrogated,  At 
the  meeting  on  the  17th  October,  did  you  hear  Mr.  M'Nab  desire  those  who  were 
converted  to  stand  up  and  he  would  pray  with  them?.  Depones,  I  did  not  hear  Mr. 
M'Nab  say  all  that.     Mr.  M'Nab  was  speaking  on  the  special  access  that  the  believer 

C  had  to  Qod  through  Christ,  and  the  special  promise  of  God  to  such  as  came  to  him  in 

this  spirit,  and  then  he  asked  those  who  cherished  that  spirit  to  engage  with  him  in 

prayer.    A  portion  of  the  congregation  upon  this  stood  up,  and  a  portion  sat  still;  and 

it  was  after  that  that  Mr.  Gebbie  made  the  remarks  I  have  deponed  to  before. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Court, — ^Was  there  anything  irreverent  or  blas- 

D  phemous  in  any  of  the  addresses  delivered  on  the  17th  of  October  ?  Depones,  I  never 
thought  them  such,  and  nothing  was  said  which  shocked  my  Christian  ^elings,  and  I 
never  noticed  any  levity  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  ministers  while  the  others  were 
speaking.  I  was  sitting  alongside  of  the  ministers,  and  I  think  I  would  have  noticed 
it  if  there  had  been  any  such.     Interrogated,  When  Mr.  M'Nab  asked  certain  parties 

£  to  stand  up,  did  he  desire  the  others  to  sit  still  ?  Depones,  I  am  not  aware  that  he 
did.  I  do  not  recollect  whether  he  did  so  or  not.  Interrogated,  What  was  the 
character  of  the  airs  and  the  tunes  which  were  sung  at  the  Dunlop  meetings  ?  De- 
pones, I  am  not  a  musician,  and  I  took  no  note  of  the  tunes.  They  were  not  such 
as  are  usually  called  the  ordinary  psalm  tunes,  but  they  were  similar  in  character  and 

F  in  measure.  I  never  thought  there  was  anything  in  the  tunes  indecorous  or  unbe- 
coming such  religious  meetings. — AU  which  is  truw,  as  I  shall  answer  to  God.

Compeared  John  Cochrane  Purdie^  clerk,  Camlachie  Grain  Mills,  Glasgow,  who, 
being  solemnly  sworn  and  examined,.depone8, 1  am  nineteen  years  of  age  and  a  native  of 
Dunlop  parish.  I  left  it  in  July,  1861.  I  am  a  member  of  the  church,  and  attended 
regularly  Mr.  Gebbie's  ministrations.     I  also  attended  the  greater  part  of  the  revival 

H  meetings  held  in  the  church  in  the  evenings.  I  was  absent  from  very  few.  I  have 
heard  Mr.  Gkbbie  speaking  on  the  atonement.  He  said  that  Christ  was  a  substitute 
for  those  for  whom  he  died,  that  such  would  be  saved;  and  I  never  heard  him  say  that 
Christ  died  for  all.  I  have  heard  him  say  that  the  offer  of  salvation  was  to  all.  Inter- 
rogated. Did  he  say  how  that  was  to  be  obtained?    Depones,  Only  by  believing  in. 

I  Christ.  He  said  the  Holy  Spirit  would  enable  us  to  do  so.  I  have  heard  him  speak  of 
conversion.  He  said  that  salvation  was  all  from  God^  and  man  could  do  nothing  for 
himself.  He  said  that  for  anything  he  knew  the  people  might  be  converted  in  the  pews 
where  they  were  sitting,  for  God  was  willing  if  they  were  willing.  I  have  heard  him 
say  that  unconverted  men  could  not  pray  aright  or  with  acceptance.     He  referred  to 

J  Epbesians  ii.  and  12th.  He  was  showing  us  that  there  was  no  access  to  God  but 
through  a  mediator^  and  that  those  who  were  unconverted  had  no  God  to  pray  to;  they 
were  without  hopci  and  without  God  in  the  world.  In  speaking  of  formal  prayers,  I 
have  heard  him  say  that  people  might  go  through  the  form  of  family  worship,  but  they 
might  as  well  be  praying  to  their  chair.     In  speaking  of  this  he  referred  to  the  unoon- 

K  verted.  Interrogated,  Did  he  say  they  had  no  right  to  pray?  Depones,  No;  he  said 
they  could  not  pray  aright,  and  I  have  heard  him  say  all  men  ought  to  pray.  I  have 
heard  him  at  different  times  saying  that  he  was  going  to  address  the  converted,  or  the 
unconverted^  as  the  case  might  be.  I  have  heard  him  warn  the  unconverted  of  their 
danger,  and  pray  for  the  Holy  Spirit  to  convert  them.     Interrogated,  What  was  your 
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impression  of  the  behavioUif  at  the  evening  meetings?    DeponeSi  I  saw  nothing  A        Jolm 
indeeent  or  irreverent,  but  no  doubt  there  was  a  good  deal  of  excitement.     Interro-  Cochrane 

gated.  What  did  that  appear  to  be  occasioned  by  r     Depones,  Partly  by  people  being  Purdit, 

brought  by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  feel  their  lost  condition,  and  partly  by  people  coming 
from  curiosity.     I  never  saw  Mr.  Oebbie  do  anything  unbecoming,  and  I  have  seen  him 
endeavouring  to  quell  the  noise  when  there  was  any  confusion  and  the  passages  were  B 
crowded. 

Interrogated  for  the  Libellers. — Depones,  I  am  the  son  of  Mr.  Oebbie's  man 
servant.     I  have  had  conversations  since  I  left  the  parish  with  certain  parties  about  the 
disorders  in  the  church  at  the  revival  meetings,  but  not  about  the  doctrinal  points  in 
the  libel.    I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Peter  Cochrane,  Oldhall,  a  previous  witness  for  the  C 
defender,  about  the  disorders  in  the  church,  and  I  may  have  spoken  to  others,  but  I 
donH  recollect.     Interrogated,  Have  you  been  spoken  to  by  any  persons  about  the 
matters  you  have  deponed  to  to-day?     Depones,  Yes;  I  have  been  spoken  to.     I  do 
not  recollect  of  any  statement  being  made  to  me  by  any  party  about  the  doctrinal  points 
I  have  'spoken  about  to-day;  but  I  have  read  what  has  been  published  in  the  news-  D 
papers,     I  have  written  notes  in  my  possession  of  the  points  on  which  I  have  spoken 
to-day.    They  were  written  by  myself,  and  they  were  written  about  a  fortnight  ago, 
after  I  had  been  precognosced  by  Mr.  Gebbie's  agent.     There  was  noise  at  the  meetings 
as  well  as  excitement.     I  have  seen  people  standing  in  the  passages  when  the  church 
was  crowded,  and  people  going  over  the  tops  of  the  seats  to  speak  to  those  who  were  E 
anxious.     I  have  heard  cries  as  of  people  in  distress;  but  I  never  heard  the  cry 
'*  Another  soul  saved,''  that  I  recollect.     I  know  the  tune  *'  Wait  for  the  Waggon,"  and 
I  never  heard  it  sung  at  any  of  these  meetings;  and  I  don't  know  '^  Polly  Hopkins''  by 
that  name.     I  never  heard  sung  before  any  of  the  tunes  I  heard  sung  at  these  meet- 
ings.    There  were  people  singing  in  different  groups  at  the  same  time  different  hymns  F 
to  different  tunes.     These  were  not  led  by  any  precentor.     I  never  saw  persons  swaying 
their  bodies  backwards  and  forwards;  but  I  have  seen  them  swaying  their  bodies  sideways, 
and  waving  their  books,  but  only  a  little,  and  beating  with  their  feet,  but  not  beating 
loudly.     I  have  remained  at  these  meetings  on  one  occasion  till  three  o'clock  in  the 
morning,  and  on  others  till  sometimes  before  twelve,  and  sometimes  after  it.     I  have  G 
seen  people  singing  round  a  person  said  to  be  converted. 

Re-^interrogated  for  the  Defender. — Depones,  I  never  heard  the  tune  of  "Duncan 
Gray"  sung  at  any  of  these  meetings. 

Interrogated  by  a  Member  of  Courts — ^Depones,  I  never  saw  people  waving  books 
over  their  heads,  that   I  recollect  of.     Interrogated,  Are  you  quite  sure  of  that?  H 
Depones,  Yes;  I  am  quite  sure  that  I  never  saw  that  done.     Interrogated,  Were  you 
employed  to  go  through  the  church  and  speak  to  the  people  ?     Depones,  I  have  done 
so,  but  was  not  employed  by  any  one.     I  addressed  those  who  appeared  to  be  in  an 
anxious  state.     I  attended  the  private  preliminary  meetings.     At  one  of  these  private 
meetings  on  the  32d  of  October,  Mr.  Gebbie  said  he  was  going  to  relate  a  vision  he  had  I 
had  on  his  bed.     He  said  he  had  seen  Christ.     He  had  seen  His  legs,  and  the  hole  in 
His  side,  and  He  let  him  put  his  fingers  into  the  hole  in  His  side.     He  said  he  wanted 
to  see  His  face,  but  our  Saviour  said  He  would  not  let  him  see  His  face  till  he  saw  it  in 
glory.     Mr.  Gebbie  said  to  us,  after  this,  that  it  was  enough  if  we  saw  the  hole  in  His 
side  and  the  blood,  by  the  eye  of  faith ;  and  that  is  all  that  I  recollect.     The  witness  J 
adds,  of  his  own  accord,  that  it  was  a  vision,  and  that  he  had  not  seen  it  with  the 
natural  eye.    There  might  be  fifty  persons,  more  or  less,  present  when  Mr.  Gebbie  said 
this.     I  cannot  specify  the  number.     James  Ferguson  may  have  been  there  that  night, 
but  I  did  not  see  him,  and  I  did  not  notice  Andrew  Nairn  there,  or  David  Watt,  but 
they  might  be  there.     I  do  not  recollect  of  hearing  Mr.  Gebbie  speak  of  the  vision  at  E 
the  public  meeting  that  night,  or  at  any  other  time. — All  which  is  truth,  as  I  shall 
answer  to  God.

Statement  by  Mr.  Ross. 

Mr.  Ross, — I  went  to  Irvine  as  a  witness  for  the  libellers  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Gtebbie  E 
on  the  6th  of  February  last.  Mr.  (xalloway  told  me  to  come  to  the  court,  and  showed 
me  into  a  room  to  wait  till  I  was  called.

It  was  also  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
fourteenth  charge  be  found  proven,  with  the  exception  of  those  portions  of  it  which 
accuse  Mr.  Gebbie  of  irreverent,  indecorous,  and  disorderly  behaviour,  and  of  encour- 
aging the  same  in  others.  It  was  agreed  that  the  state  of  the  vote  should  be  first  or 
J  second  motion,  and  the  roll  being  called  and  votes  marked,  the  first  motion  was  carried 
by  a  majority  of  sixteen  to  five,  and  the  Presbytery  did  and  hereby  do  find  accordingly. 

The  Presbytery  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Fifteenth  Charge  be  found  not  proven. 

The  Presbytery  unanimously  find  the  Sixteenth  Charge  not  proven. 

The  Presbytery  unanimously  find  the  Seventeenth  Charge  not  proven. 
K      The  Presbytery  unanimously  find  the  Eighteenth  Charge  proven. 

The  Presbytery  unanimously  find  the  Nineteenth  Charge  in  the  libel  not  proven. 

Mr.  M'Nab  dissented  from  the  findings  of  the  Presbytery  on  the  Fourth,  Fifth,  and 
Fourteenth  Charges  in  the  libel,  to  which  dissent  Messrs.  King,  Robertson,  and  Pater- 
son  adhered.

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Parties  being  caUecl,  and  the  foresaid  jadgment  of  the  Presbytery  intimated  to  them.  A 
Mr.  Macoeorge,  for  the  libellers^  aeqaiesced  in  the  said  decision  in  so  far  asit  finds

And  also  in  so  far  as  it 
finds  not  proven  that  portion  of  the  Thirteenth  Charge  consisting  of  the  words  **  blas- 
phemous and;"  and  also  in  so  far  as  it  finds  not  proven  that  portion  of  the  Fourteenth 
Charge,  consisting  of  the  words,  **  run  through  the  passages  of  the  church,  and  over  the  F 
pews  and  seats,  and  go  about  bowing  your  body  ana  waving  and  beating  your  hands;" 
and  the  words, ''  and  lay  upon  your  back ;"  and  protested  and  appealed  agamst  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Presbyterv  in  so  far  as  it  finds  the  Fourth,  Fifth;  Thirteenth,  and  Four- 
teenth Charges,  with  the  above  exceptions,  proven.  And  Mr.  Connell,  for  the  defender, 
took  instruments  and  craved  extracts.  O
